Mr. Perry: 

Members of Council, Ladies and Gen¬ 
tlemen, may I present to you the Presi¬ 
dent of Council of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Thank you Mike, Thank you Judge 
Wekselman and all the distinguished 
guests that have come here this morn¬ 
ing to watch the new Councilmen, along 
with myself, sworn in. I certainly ap¬ 
preciate your being here, as well as the 
other Councilmen, and we thank you 
from Lhe bottom of our hearts: I would 
also like to thank Mayor Caligiuri for 
coming to the ceremonies. 

As I look around this room, it seems 
that it is the same way as it was two 


or three or even six years ago, the same 
friends and the same supporters and 
this is what makes it all possible. 

I feel very certain that with the new 
Mayor coming in and the present Coun¬ 
cil of the City of Pittsburgh coming in, 
this is embarking on a most successful 
four years that we are going to have and 
certainly this is one of the most pres¬ 
tigious days, and I mean that sincerely. 
I think we can work together and I 
know we can work together and when it 
comes to government, we HAVE to work 
together, right to the top. 

I have no more to say other than I 
would like to thank the Members of 
Council for electing me as president and 
I also want to thank my family, my 
wife and son Mark are here, and above 
all I want to thank those of you who 
voted for me for Councilman and I ap¬ 
preciate that very much. 

At this time, I would like to call upon 
the new Members of Council to say a 
few words to their family and friends in 
the audience. I will start with William 
Coyne. Bill, please come up. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Reverend Clergy, Honorable Judges, 
Fellow Councilmembers, Mayor Cali- 
guiri, Friends, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

I take this opportunity to publicly 
thank the many people here today who 
helped re-elect me to City Council. To¬ 
day we have a new Mayor and a new 
Council. Of the nine members who sat 
on Council when I was first elected in 
1973, only three remain. And so we be¬ 
gin a new year and a new era. 

This Council already has exhibited a 
willingness to be helpful and responsive 
to innovative and meaningful proposals. 
But Pittsburgh, like other great Amer¬ 
ican cities, is in the midst of a crisis. We 
face a declining population, a school 
system beset with problems, a dwindling 
tax base and severe housing problems. 
Time has run out on this city for carry¬ 
ing out its affairs with a “business as 
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usual” attitude and a "don’t rock the 
boat” attitulde. The effectiveness of this 
Council and Administration will be 
measured by our lasting solutions to 
these problems 

In 1978, the City must address itself 
to the reform of our real estate tax 
structure. More of the real estate tax 
load should be Bhifted to the land tax 
millage instead of improvements on land. 

If we are to have the Renaissance II 
that we talk about, it is necessary to 
develop under-utilized land in the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

The new year will see the opening of 
the “neighborhoods for living” section 
of the Housing Department. Its purpose 
is to encourage city living for young 
families. There are a lot of goals. How¬ 
ever, unless City Government addresses 
itself to the severe problems that exist 
in our public schools, it will be difficult 
tc bring young families back to the city. 

Unless we act now, the grim projec¬ 
tions of the City Planning Department 
will be fulfilled. In 1970 we had 72,000 
students in the public school system. To¬ 
day we have 61,000. By 1985, according to 
City Planning, we will have only 39,000. 

Information from Washington is that 
no new monies will be in the President’s 
proposed budget for cities. This is not 
consistent with President Carter’s cam¬ 
paign promises to help our cities. We 
should make every effort to remind those 
at the federal level of the need for in¬ 
creased help before the new fiscal year 
begins on October 1. 


Where will we be four years from now, 
ten years from now, twenty-five years 
from now? Our actions during the next 
four years will do much to determine 
Pittsburgh’s future as a living, growing 
city. 


I want to wish all of you a Happy 
New Year and thank you very much. 

Mr. DePasquale: 


I would be remiss if I didn’t mention 
at this time that we have several elected 
officials in the audience who have taken 
time to join us this morning. 

We have the leader of the Democratic 
Party for the entire state of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, the Register of Wills, the Honor¬ 
able Rita Wilson Kane. Also, a very good 
friend, the Recorder of Deeds, John 
Exler. In the back of the room, Nate 
Shore who represents Congressman 
Morehead. Over to my left, I am proud 
to say that my legislator from the 22nd 
District Chuck Lowe, and sitting next to 
him is Joe Vanelli. Also the Ward Chair¬ 
man from the 12th Ward, Doc Fielder. 
From the 13th Ward, Bubble Hairston, 
from the 16th Ward Ted Erdel. 

If I missed anybody I am very, very 
sorry. Again, I want to thank all of you 
for coming today. 

The next person that I would like to 
call upon to say a few words 1 b the only 
female Member of City Council. Before 
she comes up, want to say that the day 
we get Cable T.V., I hope to live to see 
it! 

We have to think back to two years 
ago when two persons made it possible 
— Councilman Stone and Amy Ballinger 
and now Sophie Masloff has taken it 
over. Sophie, please come up. 

Mrs. Masloff 

Your Honor, Mayor Caliguiri, Members 
of Council, Honorable Judges, Honorable 
Clergy and Other- Distinguised Public 
Officials, My Friends and My Beloved 
Family. 

It was only a short time ago that I 
stood before many of you in this Cham¬ 
ber to be sworn in as a Member of 
Council for an interim term. That was 
an exciting day and one which I will 
never forget . . . because it seemed to 
be the apex of my public career. 

But I was wrong. I am every bit as 
excited today because a few moments 
ago I was sworn in for a full term as a 
Member of Council, after having been 
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elected by the voters of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

It is a moving and awesome experience 
to be elected by the people to serve in a 
position of trust and responsibility. I 
know it is an experience which will have 
and indelible effect upon me for the re¬ 
mainder of my life. I am proud ... I 
am appreciative . . . and I am mindful 
that such an honor is not conferred 
lightly. 

During my brief tenure on City Coun¬ 
cil I have learned that few issues are 
simple, Few problems can be solved 
without hard work, careful study and 
the expenditure of a great deal of en¬ 
ergy. 

There are many issues and problems 
which will come to this Chamber in the 
next four years. We must look ahead not 
only for the immediate future, but to¬ 
ward the long-term future of our city. 
We must provide for its continued fi¬ 
nancial integrity ... we must support 
our senior citizens who have paid their 
dues and helped to make Pittsburgh, 
“Someplace Special”. We must, in our> 
deliberations, be conscious of the needs 
of our young people so that we can keep 
them here . . . and we must, as best as 
government can, give the citizens of 
our city a sense of pride and purpose 
that will help Pittsburgh grow and pros¬ 
per. As we approach the end of this 
decade, and go into the last 20 years of 
this century, our legislation can serve 
no special interests, and I pledge that I 
shall only support legislation which will 
be of benefit to all of the residents of 
Pittsburgh as we sit, in Council, and 
deal with the issues and problems that 
lie ahead. 

I like to believe that to the tasks a- 
head I bring a love for this City, the ex¬ 
perience of a lifetime in public service, 
and hopefully, an understanding of peo¬ 
ple. 

I wish that I could adequately express 
my gratitude to all the people who have 
aided me along the way in public life. 
Certainly Register of Wills, Rita Wilson 
Kane, has been at the forefront in shap¬ 


ing my life and career and I will for¬ 
ever be appreciative of her advice and 
counsel, And there are many others, far 
too many to name now, who also have 
been helpful. 

Most helpful, obviously, have been the 
people of Pittsbuigh who have seen fit 
to elect me to represent their interests. 
The only way I could possibly show my 
gratitude to them ... to you ... is by 
being a good representative of City 
Council. I bring to this Job all of my 
resolve and all of my energies and the 
sincere prayer that thiough my decisions 
I remain worthy of the votes they have 
given me. 

Finally, I am grateful for the blessings 
bestowed upon my family and me. I am 
not unmindful of the fact that few 
people have the opportunity, as I have 
had, to be a wife ... a mother ... a 
public servant . . . and also to serve in 
an elective capacity. For me . . . these 
attainments are far beyond my fondest 
dreams. 

With the continued support of friends 
. . . with help from the people of Pitts¬ 
burgh . . . and with God’s Blessing . . . 
I hope that I can repay the confidence 
that has been shown in me. Thank you. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Very beautifully said Sophie. I might 
mention that my Ward Chairman from 
the Fourth Ward is here, Fred Finello. 

The next gentleman I will call upon 
to say a few words, but first I would like 
to add a few comments, and I will say 
that he is bright and I am very hopeful 
for him. Bill will be the newest Council¬ 
man coming aboard and I assure you 
that Bill will be heard from, and right 
now I would like to have him come up. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Honored Clergy, Mayor Caliguiri, Dis¬ 
tinguished Public Officials, Guests, 
Friends and Registered Voters: 

It has indeed been a privilege for me 
to come this far and it has been a chal- 
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lenge. I think on occasions like this, you 
need to go back to your roots and be¬ 
gin to see those kinds of things that 
really tell people what you are about. 

My mother sometime ago encouraged 
me to go to Sunday School and to go to 
chui-ch and to pray and X honestly think 
that this whole campaign prayer really 
helped me over the rough spots. 

As I stand here today before you I 
want to thank God for giving me this 
opportunity to serve on City Council — 
I am very proud to be here. I would also 
like to thank my mother, my aunt and 
my sister and all of the individuals that 
helped me and had confidence in me 
from the very beginning and also the 
individuals that voted for me. 

I feel very honored to have been the 
second black to serve on this Council in 
the 200-year history of the City. This is 
only the second time that two black 
persons have served on the Council, and 
I feel a great legacy has been left to us 
by those who have preceeded me, and one 
of those individuals is the former Pres¬ 
ident of Pittsburgh City Council, Mr. 
Louis Mason. 

Beyond that special legacy, I see a 
great chance before me to serve 450,000 
who are indeed the residents of this 
city, who are indeed the residents of the 
government because the Government 1 b 
" of the people, by the people and for 
the people” and I am very proud that I 
was the winner among the many can¬ 
didates who aspired to serve the City 
and I feel a certain sense of humbleness 
to be selected among so many people to 
serve in this distinguished body. 

As I said to my wife this morning that 
I wasn't quite sure if I was up to the 
new change — I wasn’t quite sure if I 
could take the pressure and then I 
though back over all the months of 
hard work and of all the people who had 
helped me and of all the aggravation I 
had given my wife and son and I soon 
realized that I had no other alternative 
but to accept the change. 

My mother gave me a plaque last 


night and I thought those words were 
most inspiring and they went like this: 
“Within each man is the act to be 
great” and I want to be great for the 
City of Pittsburgh and I hope that I can 
serve each and everyone of you in a 
special way but by the same token, to 
serve all of the residents and citizens of 
this great city. 

There are many, many people that I 
would like to thank, but let me close by 
saying that I am extremely grateful for 
this opportunity to thank everyone who 
helped me and to all of those who pray¬ 
ed and walked with me and helped me 
get this far. 

The only thing I can say about the 
futuie of this City is that this particu¬ 
lar Council will go down in history as 
the Council that has set the tone for 
Pittsburgh going into the next century, 
and I feel a great sense of responsibility 
to do the best I can and, as a Member 
of Council, I will do the best and I 
would like to say that my mother gave 
me the inspiration. Thank you very 
much and God Bless You. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Thank you very much Bill, beautifully 
said. 

The next one, the last but certainly 
not the least, is the gentleman who is 
sitting over on the far right who is the 
Finance Chairman, who has the most 
difficult job in all of City Council. 

I can go back a few years when I be¬ 
lieve everyone was quite helpful in 
selecting and voting for Robert Rade 
Stone to replace Tom Fagan, who re¬ 
signed approximately five years ago, and 
Bob Stone had made his mark and as 
Finance Chairman, he has faced a most 
difficult year that we have ever had in 
the City of Pittsburgh — putting the 
budget together and giving us no tax 
increase. Without further adieu, here is 
Robert Rade Stone. 

Mr. Stone: 

I feel somewhat startled — I thought 
I was going to get kissed! 
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Rev. Clergy, The Honorable Mayor 
Richard S. Caliguiri, President of City 
Council Eugene P. DePasquale, Former 
Council President Louis Mason, Jr., 
Members of City Council, Commissioners, 
Judges, Governmental Officials, Fraternal 
Leaders, Officers and members of Holy 
Trinity Church, other distlnguised guests 
and ladies and gentlemen. 

Before beginning, may I introduce 
members of my family who are in at¬ 
tendance today: my wife, Sally Stone; my 
mother, who is unable to be with us to¬ 
day, sends her* best; my brothers, Nich¬ 
olas Rade Stone and Peter Rade Stone, 
my sister Martha Standish, and a dear 
friend of my wife and I who later be¬ 
came our best man, George Topich. 

Permit me, first of all, to acknowledge 
a “change of guard” on the City Coun¬ 
cil. 

First, to acknowledge and express a 
debt of giutitude to two members of 
City Council who are departing, able 
dedicated and devoted men: 

a. one who is leaving public service on 
the city level, and by latest rumors, 
will still be involved in public serv¬ 
ice, but on another governmental 
level — Mr. Frank Lucchino. 

b. the other — who left us “tempor¬ 
arily” and since, has made it per¬ 
manent, Richard S. Caliguiri. 

Second, to welcome a new addition to 
this body, one whom we have had the 
opportunity to campaign with, and look 
forward to working with, for the next 
four years Councilman William Robin¬ 
son. 

I have now had the opportunity to 
serve on this City Council for four years 
and eleven months. 

I believe that I have continued to 
demonstrate ... a desire to learn ... a 
willingness to listen ... a curiosity to 
Investigate ... a determination to pur¬ 
sue the resolvement of Issues and prob¬ 
lems whether those decisions be popu¬ 


lar or unpopular ones, but above all, 
the continued ability to separate the 
issue fiom the personality. 

I feel honored and privileged to have 
had the opportunity to serve on this 
Council. 

During these past four years on this 
Council — this Council has taken on a 
new dimension —* the ability to act 
rather than react and the ability to in¬ 
itiate programs. 

It was this City Council that initiated 
and sponsored: 

a. the Department of Housing in the 
City of Pittsburgh, in 1975 — to 
coordinate our massive housing ef¬ 
fort; 

b. the City Development Department, 
in 1974, in order to create a better 
economic climate by seeking new 
economic opportunities, while at 
the same time, preserving or build¬ 
ing on our present economic base. 

c. our Emergency Medical Services for 
the City of Pittsburgh — four years 
ago — to care for the acute medi¬ 
cal needs of our citizens. 

Just two weeks ago — this City Coun¬ 
cil initiated and sponsored another 
change of great importance to our citi¬ 
zens and this City — by limiting and 
reducing the property owners’ responsi¬ 
bility, for maintenance of their water 
lines — from the property line to the 
curb box. 

This was a Just and right decision, for 
little known, is the fact that some City 
of Pittsburgh property owners — many 
on fixed and low incomes — have had 
to pay repair bills, langing from $500.03 
to $7,000.00 for repairs to their water 
lines. 


But — what does the future hold for 
all of us? 

Having served as Finance Chairman of 
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this City Council, this year, I have had 
the opportunity to see — through a 
"series of reviews" — the financial stat¬ 
us — past, present and future — of our 
great city. 

This year, as promised — the City 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh — did 
not increase taxes, for its citizens for 
1978. 

But, in fairness, we caution all, that 
it is not likely that this can and will 
continue in 1979! 

Our 1978 Tax Operating Budget is a 
tight budget! Since we are embarking 
into a new era — with new leadership, 
this budget, will require constant review 
throughout the year, not only by the 
Administration, but by this City Council 
as well. 

This city must; however, accelerate its 
pace and efforts, as never before — in 
housing, economic development, public 
service and safety; and emergency med¬ 
ical services. It must be innovative, de¬ 
cisive, direct and quick, for — any pro¬ 
gress, slow in coming — will be wiped 
out by inflation which has moved in, at 
a more rapid pace — thannominal pro¬ 
gress! 

In short, we must get moving!!! 

As I stated from this podium on Feb¬ 
ruary 5, 1973 and January 7, 1974, I a- 
gain today, January 3, 1978, would like 
to re-affirm my belief that in this com¬ 
plex era, with complex problems, CO¬ 
OPERATION is of prime importance! 

I Bpeak of cooperation between the 
business world, labor and government. I 
speak of cooperation by government on 
all levels, regardless of political affilia¬ 
tion, I speak of cooperation of govern¬ 
ment with local neighborhood and civic 
groups and yes, I even envision — a 
partnership of cooperation — between 
this City Administration and this City 
Council. 

I would like, publicly, to thank the 
voters of the City of Pittsburgh for their 


renewed faith in my candidacy and re- 
election to this Council. 

I would like to congratulate my col¬ 
leagues and add my expression of thanks 
to all of you — who, today honor us, 
by your presence. 

Permit me, publicly, to state that I ac¬ 
cept, with pride and honor . . . the 
rights, duties and responsibilities of 
public service on this City Council . . . 
for the next four years, as mandated by 
the people of this City. 

I accept . . . with the desire and in¬ 
tention ... to do what I can to better 
our city and for the benefit of the peo¬ 
ple who live within it. 

In conclusion, I would like to close 
with the message contained on the 1978 
Tax Operating Budget cover for the 
Pittsburgh City Council, "Pittsburgh’s a 
whole world of people” . . . let’s not for¬ 
get it!!! 

To all of you I extend the season’s 
greetings.

moments more to congratulate these 
fine people. 

I just noticed A1 Hunt who is Chair¬ 
man of the 25th Ward, and from the 
10th Ward, John McNamara, would you 
please stand up. 
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Excuse me, this notice was just hand¬ 
ed to me and I guess it shows that we 
don’t have impartiality here. I see that 
Ruth M. Lund who is the newly elected 
vice-chairman of the Republican Party 
is here. 

I would be remiss at this time if I 
didn’t call upon two gentlemen that are 
sitting directly behind me — one is the 
former City Council President, at least 
of which I s\icceeded him this morning 
and the other one, as all of you know, 
is a former City Councilman and Presi¬ 
dent and now the Mayor. But, I would 
like to call upon Louis Mason. 

Mir. Mason: 

I am overwhelmed — I was told by 
my good friend the City Clerk to say a 
few words but I wasn’t expecting to say 
anything. 

I think at the time that the Mayor- 
elect, or acting Mayor had been in of¬ 
fice, I had said about all of the things I 
possibly could as to how I thought the 
transition should be made. I think City 
Council has now constituted one of the 
best I’ve seen and if we work together 
it will be a good community. It is not 
MY community, but OUR community 
and it is a well known fact that the 
Mayor has spent five or six years as a 
Member of City Council and he has a 
fine staff of people, as do the Council- 
men, and this Council no doubt will be¬ 
come more deeply involved in the 
beautification of this city. 

When I was president of this Council 
at one time, we had 30 to 50 public 
hearings a year and that was a record 
and the number has climbed and climb¬ 
ed. It is tough but we have opened an 
opportunity for people to express them¬ 
selves and this is the kind of city every¬ 
one is looking for — people who want to 
participate and who just must get in¬ 
volved. 

It has been said that the Government 
is “of the people, for the people and by 
the people" and I think we expect it 
here in Pittsburgh. Sure we are going to 
have problems and the Mayor is not go¬ 


ing to be able to wave any wand and 
say, “this is Renaissance II.” This is 
calling for hard work on the part of 
everyone and I am sure we are going to 
see new faces in government, and we are 
going to see new faces on committees 
that are being established in order to 
keep things rolling. I also want to as¬ 
sure you that we are not going to be 
doing what Harrisburg and Washington 
is doing — we are going to make sure 
that we get our fair share of money and 
again, to all of those who were sworn in, 
the very best of luck and if I can be of 
any help at any time just let me know. 
I can’t hear but I can read and write. 
Thank you very much. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

A beautiful speech. 

I think I am speaking of everyone on 
Council that the past Mayor- of the City 
of Pittsburgh was a former Councilman 
and the present Mayor of the City of 
Pittsburgh was a former Councilman and 
a former president of City Council and I 
think it is a great tribute to honor them 
because the city has progressed so rapid¬ 
ly in the shortest period of time. 

At this time the gentleman that you 
elected as your Mayor for the next four 
years has a very trying job ahead of him 
and I am pretty confident that he will 
succeed. May I present the Honorable 
Richard S. Callguiri. 

Mayor Caliguiri: 

Reverend Clergy, Members of Council, 
Honor-able Judges and Friends and the 
President of Council, Mr. “Jeep” De¬ 
Pasquale: 

Jeep, I guess if there’s one thing I can 
say to you as the past president of 
Council is “to speak softly and carry a 
big gavel.” Your words are well taken 
and certainly the other Members of 
Council, Mr-. Coyne, Sophie, Mr. Robin¬ 
son and Mr. Stone, I congratulate each 
and every one of you. And if it is any 
indication of this Council as to the 
words that were just spoken by each one 
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of them, the enthusiasm and. desire that 
Is going to occur In these next four years 
are true, it is probably going to be the 
finest Council that the city has ever had 
and I am sincerely looking forward to 
coming into the Chambers many, many 
times over the next four years.

And, as I said be¬ 
fore it Is going to take a gieat deed of 
hard work because the Administration 
can’t do it alone and I hope to be visit¬ 
ing each one of you to help me in this 
endeavor and I am sure it is going to be 
a great four years together. Thank you 
all so very much.

MAYOR-ELECT RICHARD S. 
CALIGUIRI’S INAUGURATION 

Presiding for ceremonies of Inaugura¬ 
tion, City Councilman Robert Rade 
Stone. 

Councilman Stone: 

Welcome to the 53id Inaugural Serv¬ 
ices of the Mayor of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

Councilman Stone introduced the Rev¬ 
erend Dominic J. Olivieri, Pastor of Im¬ 
maculate Conception Church in Bloom¬ 
field to deliver the invocation. 

The National Anthem was sung by the 


Peabody High School Choral Group with 
the accompaniment of the Jack Purcell 
Band. 


The Pledge of Allegiance was led by 
Mrs. Carrie Washington. 

Councilman Stone introduced the Most 
Reverend Bishop Anthony G. Bosco, 
friend of the Caliguiri Family. 

Councilman Stone introduced the follow¬ 
ing members of City Council, Council 
President Eugene P. DePasquale, James 
E. Bulls, William J. Coyne, Richard E. 
Givens, James F. Lally, Sophie Masloff, 
and William Russell Robinson. 

Also, the City Clerk, Michael Perry, 
and John McGrady, City Controller. 

Councilman Stone introduced the Hon¬ 
orable Marion K. Flnkelhor, Judge of 
the Court of common Pleas of Allegheny 
County to administer the Oath of Office 
to the Mayor-Elect. 

And the Mayor, Richard S. Caliguiri, 
took and subscribed to the Oath of Office 
which was administered to him by the 
Honorable Marion K. Finkelhor, Judge 
of the Court of Common Pleas of Alle¬ 
gheny County. 

Councilman Stone introduced the 53rd 
Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh, the 
Honorable Richard S. Caliguiri. 

Mr. Caliguiri: 

These inaugural ceremonies represent 
a public ratification of two decisions 
which were made in 1977. 

The first came last April when I took 
office as Mayor of Pittsburgh — the 
“acting Mayor” as some people like to 
say, the “active Mayor” as I believe I 
demonstrated in the weeks and months 
that followed. I was fortunate, the City 
was fortunate, that Pittsburgh was not 
then — and is not now — a city in 
crisis. But we were then a city which 
had lost all too much of its momentum, 
a city which had lowered its expecta- 
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tions, a city which had accepted the 
status quo. 

I think we changed that — and 
changed It fast. 

And because we changed It, the voters 
of this City — in the 13 hours that the 
polls were open on the drizzly day of 
November 8 — changed the political 
habits of a century. I was elected Mayor 
as an independent, outside the estab¬ 
lished political system, as a free agent 
committed only to the betterment of 
Pittsburgh and the general welfare of its 
people. 

The voters rejected the symbols of 
politics as usual, and they gave me a 
mandate to perform as their trustee, 
with a sworn duty to their interests — 
and their interests alone. 

That does not mean, however, that we 
should work to destroy the political 
parties, which are — when all is said and 
done — the instruments we must em¬ 
ploy to make our democracy function. It 
means rather that we should work to 
improve them, to restore them to a sense 
of mission, to make them the supporters 
of constructive change in our city and 
in our society. 

The Mayor of a great city is not only 
an executive, a manager. He is also of 
necessity a spokesman for his city and 
— through the office which he holds — 
he has a place of consequence in our 
public forums: city, county, state and 
national. I intend to use that place, not 
for personal ambition or vainglory, but 
for the benefit of Pittsburgh and the 
urban region which our city serves. 

We are not an island. We are not a 
city-state. 

We must live and prosper in interde¬ 
pendence with our neighboring munici¬ 
palities, with our county, with our le¬ 
gion, with the Commonwealth. We have 
a series of relationships with the Federal 
government which are vital to us in 
support of our general revenues, in com¬ 
munity development, in economic de¬ 


velopment, in housing programs, in 
transportation. 

Our intergovernmental relationships 
must be fostered, safeguarded, and en¬ 
hanced. That I propose to do. 

Most particularly, I hope to see our 
City and our suburbs work in coopera¬ 
tion — not in competition. And I hope 
to reverse the concept that Pittsburgh 
as a city is the hole in the county 
doughnut. We must learn to plan and to 
act in common — City and County — 
and I will seek the fullest cooperation 
between City Hall and the Courthouse 
across the street. 

The same is true of the Mayor and the 
members of City Council. There is no 
need to use the cliche: "Mayor extends 
olive branch” because this mayor has 
never been at war with his former col¬ 
leagues, no matter what hard words may 
have been spoken in the heat of a cam¬ 
paign. instead, I offer today another well 
known phrase: ‘‘We’re all in this to¬ 
gether”. Accordingly, I trust that the 
Council will share with me both the 
burdens and the pleasures of working for 
this City which we love, and to which we 
owe so much. 

I said in the beginning that these 
ceremonies were a ratification of past 
events. That does not mean that they 
are an anticlimax. They mark instead 
the recommitment to our obligations to 
Pittsburgh and its people, and an oc¬ 
casion when we can restate — however 
briefly — our opportunities and the de¬ 
mands they make upon each one of us. 

As you well know, we managed to re¬ 
pave a few miles of streets — I think it 
was 117 miles — last year. That was not 
an election year gimmick. It was the 
City government’s answer to a perceived 
need — a need which I can assure wou 
will not be put aside and neglected now 
that we have four more years. 

It was also a symbolic act — a recog¬ 
nition that Pittsburgh does not have to 
be a sloppy and unkempt city, slovenly 
in its public and private housekeeping. 
I can’t promise that we will be as neat 
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as a Du’.ch village, but I can promise you 
that we will do our damndest. 

We also used a phrase: “Renaissance 
IT'. And that is more than a political 
slogan. It is a shorthand expression of 
all that we must do to keep Pittsburgh 
competitive with the growth centers that 
are now so strong in other parts of the 
United States and to keep us from slip¬ 
ping into comparative decline. 

It is not simply a matter of counting 
heads, nor of boasting of uncontrolled 
and unmanageable growth. It is a matter 
of the quality of life as we live it in our> 
neighborhoods and in our Golden Tri¬ 
angle, as we enjoy it in our homes, our 
workplaces, our centers of education and 
entertainment. It is a matter of our- 
economic productivity and our employ¬ 
ment base, of our fiscal strength as a 
city government and of our mainten- 
nance and improvement of what the 
planners call our public infrastructure. 

A second renaissance in Pittsburgh 
will be city-wide. 


We have the programs with which to 
do it, we have the will, the committ¬ 
ment, and we have the executive energy 
and the technical skills. 


People tell me that we have assembled 
the best development team in Pitts¬ 
burgh’s history. I can only hope that 
the future will show that they are right. 
And let me say here and now that the 
next four years will produce tangible 
evidence of my commitment and the 
commitment of this Administration to 
economic and commercial development, 
and to new and improved housing for 
our people — evidence on a scale which 
no one thought possible in the recent 
past. 

By tradition, inaugural speeches are 
supposed to be full of memorable 
phrases, a ringing challenge, a call to 
arms. 


For better or worse, that is not my 
style. 


My style is work, hard dedicated work. 

And that, my friends, is what we are 
going to do from this time on. It is not 
back to the political drawing board. It 
is instead back to the task of building a 
better, more liveable city and truly 
keeping Pittsburgh a “City On the 
Move”! 

That is our duty. That is our chal¬ 
lenge. And that is my promise to the 
people of Pittsburgh. 

Councilman Stone: 

“Pittsburgh is a very warm city made 
up of very warm people . . . let’s have a 
warm welcome for the 53rd Mayor of 
the City of Pittsburgh.”

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Stone: 

I have a comment if I may Mr. Presi¬ 
dent — I don't know if the other Mem¬ 
bers of Council read in the newspapers 
about some recent legislation about the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania General 
Assembly — I think it was sponsored by 
Senator Nolan and it has the endorse¬ 
ment of Juvenile Court and what it a- 
mounts to is putting in group homes for 
children without contiol or supervision 
prior to the approval of municipalities. 
They have one restriction or limit and 
that is that they can’t be put closer 
than 2500 feet. 

I personally am not opposed to the 
concept of group homes with “a mother 
and father” so to speak, but I am op¬ 
posed to permitting this kind of opera¬ 
tion for the reason that it seems as of 
late, we in the City of Pittsburgh have 
become the site of all the group homes 
for city residents as well as county res¬ 
idents. In addition, certain areas of the 
City of Pittsburgh are becoming totally 
impacted and only by this concept — 
the group homes as well as the pre-re¬ 
lease centers of alcoholics and homes of 
drug and rehabilitation centers. 

Again, I am not opposed to any of 
those either, but to be quite honest, 
when you take all of them and you put 
them in one area as we had in the South 
Side, Shadyside and Oakland, I person¬ 
ally think something ought to be done. 
I don’t think the City of Pittsburgh or 
any municipality wants to veto this kind 
of idea, but I think it is wrong and we 
should have some arrangement or some 
better control so that we don’t have 
them in one area and all of them at one 
time. 

As I have indicated, there should be 
some program whereby all of these par¬ 
ticular units are limited rather than one 
of each system as it is happening now 
because you end up with possibly five 
or six different concepts. 


I personally would like to move at this 
time that a letter be sent to Senator 
Nolan and to the Senate indicating this 
Council is opposed to any group bill 
which does not take* into consideration 
the overall comprehensive study in this 
program. 

Mr. Lolly: 

I second the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, I would like to add to 
that comment and it comes under the 
Planning Commission. 

I talked to Bob Lurcott today and he 
Indicated that the City Planning Com¬ 
mission wants to sit down with Council 
and go over this particular subject that 
Bob (Stone) just went over and I think 
on the pending three bills we have come 
to the point where we should call for a 
public hearing whereby we can get our 
City Planning Commission up here pos¬ 
sibly along with our Planning Director 
and other people and discuss this open¬ 
ly and possibly have somebody in from 
the state to address this particular bill, 
and it should be conducted at our first 
Wednesday session. 

Mr. Stone; 

The only problem with that Dick, this 
bill has more representation and what 
happens is the state has a right to put 
them in even without prior notice to the 
City of Pittsburgh or the municipalities. 
That is not fair because I had found 
out at a meeting in Carrick when Judge 
Tamllia was here explaining this and 
after he had, we found out nobody knew 
anything about it because it just sprung 
up that way. 

Mr. Lally: 

Can they supercede our zoning? 

Mr. Stone: 
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The City of Pittsburgh can’t even veto 
it. As I undeistand it, they put in al¬ 
coholic programs, the Salvation Army 
Program and they also had a Pre-release 
Program on Ninth Street which they 
never told anybody and less than three 
weeks after* that a convict held a knife 
to a lady. 

We also have some Federal release 
prisoners, we have drug and rehabilita¬ 
tion programs — that’s fine if they are 
run separately but if you put them all 
in one shot, it isn’t fair. 

Mr. Lally: 

I think it ought to be on record as 
Bob said, to send a letter to all the Sen¬ 
ators. 

Mr. Stone: 

I agree. I think as an addendum to 
that, I’d like to indicate that we would 
like to have some opportunity to speak 
to them on this issue because we have 
to change it. 

Mr. Bulls: 

I agree with you but my concern is 
also the same concern — not only of 
the South Side but of the North Side as 
well. When you are talking about pre¬ 
release, I can give you a case where Mrs. 
Rooney, who is the wife of Art, informed 
me that a building next door to them 
housed pre-release prisoners and they 
didn’t even know about it, so I am con¬ 
cerned with all types. 

Mr. Stone: 

I am sorry Jim. I meant the North 
Side also. They are making it very clear 
saying that we have no right to stop 
them and the way the state has been 
running, I don’t know if they know what 
they are doing. 

Mr. Lally: 

We have the right now, but under the 
law we don’t have the light. 


Mr. Stone: 

There was some question on that but 
there has been a slight change In this 
one, Legally it is 2500 feet but I haven’t 
seen the bill. 

If you will recall for months we have 
been trying to get our Planning Com¬ 
mission to come through with a compre¬ 
hensive program covering all of these 
particular agencies and systems and no 
matter what we do, it doesn’t make any 
sense. You are right Mr. Bulls, that Is 
another area I overlooked.

I am Just going to indicate, Mr. Pres¬ 
ident, on Bill No. 32, which is dealing 
with the 256 student occupancy for the 
University of Pittsburgh, that a letter 
has been received by Lou Tronzo from 
the University to Council members ex¬ 
pressing that one problem — a com¬ 
munity organization in Oakland that 
was against this particular proposal — 
that letter was apparently hand-carried 
to the individuals concerned on some¬ 
where around December 15, and that 
should be made part of the Record as 
something we wanted before affirmative 
recommendation was passed at Wednes¬ 
day’s Committee meeting. 

Mr. Coyne: 

I have expressed an interest in seeing 
that letter that was delivered to People’s 
Oakland and GDI, and as Mr-. Givens 
pointed out, that letter was delivered to 
and copies went to all members of Coun¬ 
cil. 


One additional concern that I think 
might be expressed at this time is that 


in 1974 the University had made a state¬ 
ment that they were not to extend be¬ 
yond Bouquet Street, any facility on the 
other side of Bouquet. 

I think that it should just be noted 
here that because the conditional use 
here has been changed that that’s not a 
signal that this conditional use will al¬ 
low them to have additional students 
pass on this Bouquet Street. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President, if I may, relative to 
this bill that we are now talking about, 
Bill No. 32. I have before me an alleged 
letter that was delivered — I don’t know 
that anyone has heard fiom Rev. Ray 
saying that he in fact did receive it and 
whether or not ODI indicated that they 
were for or against this project. 

Let me just say at the outset that it 
is no secret that I have been critical of 
the University of Pittsburgh’s operations 
in Oakland, but I think this subject 
here, aside from that, needs a little in¬ 
vestigation. I asked Mr. Givens before I 
went on vacation that this one should 
have a hearing. I will refortify that po¬ 
sition here, and I am prepared to make 
a motion afterwards. 

The letter was allegedly delivered the 
16th of December. There is nothing from 
Rev. Ray or ODI which indicates, first, 
that they received it; second, whether or 
not they agr^e or disagree. Now, if didn’t 
receive it, that may be another problem. 
But, nevertheless, we don’t know, at 
least at juncture! 

I noticed the letter of December 16, 
1977, that the University of Pittsburgh, 
Myron D. Skrabut, Assistant Vice Chan¬ 
cellor, Business and Finance, indicated 
the facility was for 250 students. The 
ordinance talks for 256. In here he cov¬ 
ers very, very well, if you are blind, the 
matter of the parking problems. Here’s 
what he says. Let me quote it out of 
context — at least what he says here. 
“Also, in order to reduce further the 
possibility of a larger demand for park¬ 
ing, rooms in the Pavilion will initially 
be offered to students who declare that 
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they will not bring automobiles to the 
Oakland area. In reality we cannot guar¬ 
antee that these students will remain 
true to their word; however, past ex¬ 
perience does indicate that breaking the 
pledge will be the exception and not the 
rule.” 

Also, in the oidinance in Section One 
it says here that we are talking about 
the major portion of this building being 
changed under this conditional use, 
which means that the commercial area, 
that we have there presently, is going to 
remain and still require parking. 

We just spent a lot of money across 
the street in the Parkvale lot to put in 
parking, that was to pick up the de¬ 
ficiencies that existed there already. 
Here are 256 students. Assume half of 
them brings automobiles. The University 
promises, but can’t guarantee, it won’t 
so be! They will be going over into the 
Parkvale lot and then what we have 
done, is Just aggrevated a problem, that’s 
already aggrevated. 


It is interesting how they handle se¬ 
curity. Really, that’s double talk — if I 
may recite their words for a minute. “I 
would like to point out that the Uni¬ 
versity shares your concern for the gen¬ 
eral public safety throughout all of Oak¬ 
land.” And now we go into a philosophy 
discussion. “In part, this is the reason 
our police budget has grown through the 
years to the $1.4 million level at which 
it now stands. Currently our force num¬ 
bers 90 full-time officers and patrols the 
campus and adjacent streets twenty-four 
hours per day, 365 days per year.” 


They would have to hire extra men, 
spend extra monies in order to police 
this facility of 256 students. You don’t 
have to be attached to the staff of the 
University to know this. They presently 
have an abundance of security problems 
right now that they cannot handle, and 
I am aware of that. And, for them to say 
they are going to extend their forces, 
which are already overburdened, and add 
facilities they now have, and which will 
be way beyond their present boundary 
line, I think is somewhat absurd. 


I indicated strongly to Mr. Givens be¬ 
fore I left as indicated, this matter 
should go for a public hearing. We have 
had too much of this in Oakland. Some¬ 
one did’t agree or didn’t have knowledge. 
There is an ex parte kind of thing here. 
The moving party is Pitt, but others, 
affected, and not heard from. Nothing is 
forthcoming from the community. They 
don’t know what we are doing or saying, 
nor are they represented one way or an¬ 
other. I don’t think City Council should 
let this one go without a public hear¬ 
ing! We should tell them right here at 
this table what we are going to do; 
specifically (at the expense of being rep¬ 
etitions, 263 parking spaces are lost at 
Webster Hall; and there is an added 
burden for Pitt right now. Now, 256 
students, and nothing but Pitt’s word 
won’t stop automobiles. This will change 
from one semester to the next — I think 
we owe the Oakland area a duty to move 
that this go back to Committee and a 
public hearing be held on it, 

Mr. DePasquale: 

I think all of us have concerns in re¬ 
gard to that move. But, as far as park¬ 
ing, I was under the impression that 
aci-oss the street the new building al¬ 
leviated the parking situation. 

Mr. Slone: 


We put that parking lot in across the 
street to take care of the already exist¬ 
ing deficiency. What we are doing is 
throwing 256 more people, potentially 
young kids that ai-e more likely than 
anyone else to have automobiles. We 
have restrictions in Section 8 housing 
for the elderly and here we are not even 
doing that for the University of Pitts¬ 
burgh, for those people who obviously 
ai>e taking automobiles. If nothing else, 
let’s have a public hearing on it, let’s 
hear it on its merits, not just a one-way 
direction of letters. We have had too 
much one-way direction in Pittsburgh. 


Mr. Ghens: 


I think in that same letter it points 
out that something like 10 percent . . . 
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Mr. Lally: 

Five percent. 

Mr. Givens: 

Brought automobiles. 

Mr. Stone: 

I didn’t want to get into that. They 
are saying 5 percent. They are saying 
here that you can’t get their guarantee. 
What stops them fxom doing it? We 
should have some legal binding control 
on that factor. 

Mr. Coyne: 

You Bald, about the community groups 
not having expressed their desires — 
People’s Oakland did receive a letter. 
And, it is very clearly known that they 
aren’t putting off their desire to keep the 
university to the 1971 agreement, that 
they wouldn’t expand to Bouquet, Just 
by endorsing this proposal. 

Mr. Stone: 

I think they all should come here and 
say publicly what they mean and what 
they say rather than we guessing what 
they are doing so all of us won’t get 
stuck in the middle and they later can 
blame Council. Let them come here and 
tell us exactly what they want and don’t 
want. I don’t think we should vote on 
this without a hearing! 

Mr. Givens: 

About three or four other pieces of 
legislation of the same — not magni- 
tuded, but same conditional use — as 
Mr. Stone pointed out, only one neigh¬ 
borhood organization was opposed, and 
now has been satisfied by letter, and by 
what Mr. Coyne has backed up. 

The University of Pittsburgh has not¬ 
ed in the letter that they are providing 
the City of Pittsburgh as well as the 
University a million some dollars worth 


of security, and most dormitories in¬ 
ternal security, and young people that 
they hire to maintain security in and 
out of particular* buildings. 

This building sat for four to five 
years, nothing in it above the com¬ 
mercial level. The University also indi¬ 
cated that parking for students is about 
5 percent: that comes to about 13 or 14 
spots, and yet they still have 67 parking 
spots. I think that is more than ade¬ 
quate from what the study has shown 
over a period of time, and the building 
in this commercial property we still 
won’t be losing it for taxation because 
the commercial entities will be on both 
the first and second floors. 

Mr. Stone: 

Taxation on the whole thing. This is 
the City of Pittsburgh property. They’re 
not taxable. If anything, we should en¬ 
courage somebody to take that building. 
But, I don’t want to get involved in 
that issue. 

What’s wrong with waiting for a pub¬ 
lic hearing so that it will be heard in 
view of the importance this is to Oak¬ 
land? A traffic study is now being car¬ 
ried out. How much will this affect the 
traffic study? We keep “adding to the 
bushel basket’’ and hoping it will all 
blend. We don’t happen to have a 
blender here. It is about time we have a 
hearing on it. I think it needs a hear¬ 
ing. I so move for* that. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

I live closer to Oakland than anybody 
in this room here. I live a couple of 
blocks away, and Mr. Coyne doesn’t live 
too far from that area, and Mr. Lally 
lives more or* less at the other end. What 
I hear is that students are charged ex¬ 
orbitant rents and that the houses are 
scattered all over the place. 

Mr. Lally: 

It has been empty for the last four to 
five years. 
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Mr. DePasquale: 


Ayes: 


More than seven years. 

Mr. Lally: 

Nohody made a move to convert this 
home for the aged, for apartments for 
the elderly. Now, Pitt comes along and 
makes an offer to buy it. I lived on the 
campus for 35 years, longer than that. 
From my experience — students with 
cars, I would Bay in the first semester 
— first couple of weeks, they bring their 
cars. Then after that it seems like the 
cars Just disappear, and for the rest of 
the semester they don’t have that prob¬ 
lem. Now, for parking fee in that Park- 
vale lot, they could not do this. Plus 
the fact which has been mentioned here 
about Webster Hall will remain the same 
as it is today. You don’t see parking 
there. They can’t afford it. 

Mr. Stone: 

Let me ask this question. Maybe there 
is something I am not seeing. What’s the 
big rush that we can’t have a public 
hearing to get some assurance, that we 
all know, are not definitely there? 

Mr. Lally: 

The fact that they have to remodel 
the building. They want it for the fall 
term in September. That would take a 
period of 60 to 90 days. I think adver¬ 
tising contracts — I think they have to 
advertise for it under the law, and they 
have to get the work performed. That 
place has to be renovated from top to 
bottom — heating and cooling system. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Is there a second on the motion?

to run and I think not just anyone can 
become the Director of the Water De¬ 
partment. 

When Mr. Kristiansen was up before 
Council several months ago, we pointed 
out at that time we wanted someone 
with water experience, someone who 
could direct a large water department, 
and I think Mr. Miller fits that bill, 
having been our Director for several 
years. 

Last Wednesday, it was pointed out at 
this table, when Director Miller was 
questioned as to his return from Florida, 
that one of the reasons he had to come 
back was that he had personnel prob¬ 
lems down there and it was pointed out 
this morning — 

Mr. Lally: 

That is not true, Mr. Coyne. I did not 
make that statement. 

Mr. Coyne: 

I didn’t say that you did. 

Mr. Lally: 

I was the one who made that state¬ 
ment about personnel problems? 

Mr. Coyne: 

It was brought up by Mr. Givens that 
the people in Florida Bald he had trou¬ 
ble with people in personnel in Florida. 
As pointed out in a telegram that many 
of the members of Council saw thin 
morning, Mr. Sloan, from the Florida 
Water Department, pointed out that 
that was not the case. I think it is un¬ 
fair to the Director, when he was before

This is one of the reasons he had to 
come back.

I will read verbatim from the phone 
call I made down there and I made it 
for a good reason. I wanted to check the 
validity of the rumors. As I stated last 
Wednesday, Mr. Sloan highly rated Mr. 
Miller’s performance down there for that 
three-month period. He did say he alarm¬ 
ed some of the personnel on his staff be¬ 
cause of some of the personnel directives 
that Mr. Miller was forthcoming with 
down there in Dade County, Miami. 

Mr. Coyne: 

I wanted to point out, the Director 1 
showed me a telegram this morning, and 
to other members of Council, saying 
there had been no trouble between him 
and the personnel on that Job. 

Mr. Givens: 

Some were in regard to technicalities 
but with personnel plans, Mr. Sloan in¬ 
dicated none of them were implemented 
at this particular time. 

Mr. DePasquale: 


I don’t think we ought to hold this up 
for six months.

Apparently if the man did 
continue in that position, I am Bure he 
might suffer physically and there might 
be some sort of open rebellion, which 
would not be good for the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh.

respond. I don’t think they responded 
either but they were administrative, on 
some of the actions and some of the re¬ 
marks made by the different people on 
something that happened in the past. I 
think Chief Kennelly has a number of 
years of service and the fact, before he 
became the Chief, he was known in the 
City of Pittsburgh as one of the best 
firefighters. “The Fire Fighter'” they used 
to call him and since becoming Chief, he 
has taken on the role of that of admin¬ 
istrator.

nelly, I cite the one example which dis¬ 
turbs me to no end. It was brought out 
last Wednesday. The matter of fire pro¬ 
tection for East Carnegie. I remember 
veiy vividly people came in here three 
years ago, December 1975, and asked for 
protection in that area. They, at that 
time, were summarily dismissed, even 
though I personally thought they needed 
some fire protection. 

Not to be let down, they came back 
during the Budget Hearings for 1977, in 
December of 1976, and again made with 
what I thought a meritorious request for 
fire protection for their area. In fact, 
everyone seemed to agree — that there 
was a need! 

I asked the Fire Chief whether he 
might have some small contingent of 
Pittsburgh firefighters to man that area 
on a '‘first-alert” basis, and it was not 
forthcoming. I even asked him to work 
something out with other surrounding 
municipalities where we pay our way so 
that those people might be protected. 

Invariable, I got the same answer 
which was, ‘‘everything is three minutes 
from the firehouse.” I jokingly said then, 
that it might be true — in a jet air¬ 
plane, but not on our City streets with 
the kind of topography, and the traffic 
we have during business hours. 

During November and December, 1977, 
in talking about the 1978 Budget, I ask¬ 
ed Mr. Kennedy about that matter again 
when the citizens of East Carntgie were 
here. He then promised to look into it 
again! 

Last week during his interview, I ask¬ 
ed about the promises he made to look 
into this matter and he represented to 
me that he had spoken to fire depart¬ 
ments and spoken to municipalities in 
the general area of East Carnegie. I 
found out different — by making my 
own call, before Mi*. Kennedy had an op¬ 
portunity to talk to them again, even 
though I knew, at the time he was in¬ 
accurate, I found out that he had not 
made any request in East Carnegie. He 
made some inquiry, allegedly, with re¬ 
gards to McKees Rocks ten months ago. 


and had nothing to do again with this 
meritorious situation. 

In the meantime, we have had three 
years with residents of East Carnegie 
(still a part of the City of Pittsburgh) 
not being protected. 

Interestingly enough, he heard about 
my displeasure with the fact he had not 
consulted the legal staff about it and he 
called me. I note that if he felt, in three 
years, they did not need any protection, 
then as a Fire Chief, he should have 
stayed consistent and not done any¬ 
thing. I Just received a letter that he 
was able to do something in three 
days that he was not able to do in three 
years! I don’t find that to be meritor¬ 
ious; however, if I can change him with 
not vote, to do something in three days, 
something he felt not meritorious in 
three years, then I find that to be a bit 
of hypocrisy.

I would like to add a word or two. It 
so happens that there are other mem¬ 
bers of City Council who head labor 
groups and from time to time we get to 
honor them — in this case, Mr. James 
Lally. I think this might open some peo¬ 
ple’s eyes to the fact that people in the 
labor field are doing a great service for 
their city, state and nation. 

I was a little put out last week by a 
letter in the Pittsburgh Press from an 
irate citizen who wrote into the editorial 
section and said that the Government 
— city, state and federal, are run by 
hoodlums and refer to the fact that the 
hoodlums are labor leaders and racket¬ 
eers and it seems to come up quite of¬ 
ten. Sometime I wonder if the editorial 
page shouldn’t be screened against these 
types of letters, because you wonder 
where these letters are coming from and 
why. If somebody doesn’t like it, that is 
one thing, but I thought it was repre- 
hensive and I had to comment on it. 

Mr. Lally: 

Thank you, Mr. President. I certainly 
want to thank my fellow Councilmen 
and Councilwoman. It was an honor for 
me to receive the award last night, which 
is quite an affair by the way. There were 
a lot of top class people down there — 
Senator Heinz, Rocky Bleier and Andy 
Russell. These were all top-shelf people. 
It was a great award and a great din¬ 
ner and it was the first time that I had 
been to an affair of the Jaycees. I can’t 
say enough about it, but I think it 
should be publicized more because it 
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was well worth it. Thank you again for 
this resolution. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Councilmen, you should be especially 
proud that one of your fellow members 
received such a great honor. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President if I may, I’d like to have 
Mr. Ruff come in next Wednesday, A- 
gain, I had talked to Mr. Coyne about 
it — relative to the snow removal. 

While I think all of us felt that our 
Public Works was doing a good job in 
the earlier stages of it, there has been 
somewhat of a lack of visible evidence 
of snow removal and it is becoming more 
aggravating than we had discussed last 
week. 

If you will recall, 23 refuse trucks 
were down which was three weeks prior 
to the snow. It came in stages, but now 
we have gotten more accumulation 
which has been building up. Last week 
we called in Mr. Gaetano and offered 
some form of assistance by recommend¬ 
ing some cooperation with the neighbor¬ 
hoods to remove their vehicles or some 
form of night removal so they wouldn’t 
have to remove cars all day. We even 
recommended that they put on addition¬ 
al CETA workers and I understand that 
they have done that. They have put 83 
of them on, but in the wrong place. In¬ 
stead of putting them in snow removal, 
they put them with the refuse drivers. 
It's obvious that the refuse drivers can’t 
do their job now and it is becoming a 
very, very acute problem. 

I noticed this morning coming in 
Fifth Avenue that certain blocks may 
have been clear, the main arteries, but 
since Oakland is basically a two-way 
street, It is very difficult to go to these 
secondary roads to avoid the traffic. 

I noticed on Sarah Street that we 
haven’t done it and yet that leads to 
Carson which is the only one in opera¬ 
tion. 


I also noticed this morning that the 
“Keep The City Clean” signs on the 
refuse cans were filled that you couldn’t 
even get the doors open. I am concerned 
about this, but also about the condemn¬ 
ed buildings in the 2500 block of Car- 
son Street in South Side. That is where 
we lost three lives about three weeks 
ago. But I am concerned with areas like 
what we call in the South Side, the Hol¬ 
low and the only way to get to it is 
through the Roller Club — for those of 
you who aren’t aware of it. They only 
have one way in but there are a lot of 
people with wooden houses up near the 
Arlington Civil Council where there are 
one or two streets to take them in. Right 
now we don’t have any way that any fire 
equipment could get into the area. The 
same thing is a problem around St. 
Paul’s Monastary. The same thing is a 
problem in Spring Hill, Troy Hill and 
the North Side. 


I don’t think we can sit by any more 
leaving it go and hoping it is going to 
get warm and melt away. I have a great 
concern and yet at the same time I think 
they have demonstrated to me they are 
trying to do a good job. Apparently they 
need some assistance. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


If it is any consolation Mr. Stone, I 
read some time ago that traditionally 
the last two weeks of January and the 
first week of February are the three cold¬ 
est weeks of the year in Pittsburgh. Be¬ 
ing that tomorrow is February 7, per¬ 
haps some ray of sunshine will be near.

wait for a brown out or blackout situa¬ 
tion to occur. 

I ask that we set up a meeting, this 
Council and the Mayor to set a policy 
for the the people we represent.

Dear Madam and Sirs: 


Bill No. 136 is a Resolution authorizing 
the Mayor and the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Personnel and Civil Service 
Commission to enter into an agreement 
with Central Medical Health Services for 
professional services in connection with 
the administration and evaluation of 
medical examinations and tests for the 
Civil Service Commission’s medical ex¬ 
amination program for Police Officer 
candidates, Firefighter candidates and 
other candidates for employment and 
promotion. 

By amendment City Council added 
Section 2 to the Bill which provides as 
follows: 


“The Civil Service Commission shall be 
and is required, to provide a minimum 
of three (3) weeks, between the ex¬ 
amination of the last applicant and 
the next stage, PROVIDED, that this 
time extension may be waived, in the 
event of an emergency, with a prior 
request and prior approval of City 
Council." 


Section 6 of the Civil Service Act of 
May 23, 1907, provides that the Civil 
Service Commission shall: 


“Prescribe, amend and enforce rules 
and regulations for carrying into ef¬ 
fect the provisions of this Act. All 
rules so prepared may, from time to 
time, be added to, amended or re¬ 
scinded: Provided, that all rules shall 
be approved by the Mayor before they 
go into effect, but when so approved 
shall not be annulled or changed ex¬ 
cept by the Commission with the ap¬ 
proval of the Mayor . . .” 


The City Solicitor has advised me that 
the Civil Service Act controls, and the 
provisions of Section 6 of the Act are 
applicable. Hence the Rules promulgated 
by the Civil Service Commission may 
not be changed except by the Commis¬ 
sion with the approval of the Mayor. It 
is the Law Department’s opinion that 
since Section 2 of Bill No. 136 purports 
to promulgate or change Civil Service 
Rule HI SS 11.c. by Imposing upon the 
Commission a requirement that it pro¬ 
vide a minimum of three weeks between 
the examination of the last applicant 
and the next stage, Section 2 of Bill 136 
of 1978 is invalid. 


Furthermore, the Solicitor has called 
my attention to Section 317 of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Home Rule Charter which, similar 
to prior law, requires that resolutions 
contain only one main subject. The sub¬ 
ject of Bill 136 is the authorization to 
enter into an agreement with Central 
Medical Health Services in connection 
with medical examinations and tests 
which are to be administered and eval¬ 
uated by Central Medical. The amend¬ 
ment in Section 2 is unrelated to this 
main subject in that it constitutes a 
purported direction to the Civil Service 
Commission dealing with time between 
the examination of the last applicant 
and the next stage. Accordingly, the in¬ 
clusion of Section 2 of Bill 136 appears 
to be violative of Section 317 of the 
Charter. 


For the foregoing reasons I hereby veto 
Council Bill 136 of 1978. I am returning 
the Bill unsigned and urge you to recon¬ 
sider this Bill at the next meeting of 
City Council on Monday, March 6, 1978. 
If Council enacts a resolution similar to 
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Section 1 of Bill No. 136, I will approve 
it.

Mr. President, if I may comment on 
this particular bill. If you will recall, 
City Council indicated that there was 
merit in requesting some time lapse 
from the last examination to the next 
stage. While it was requested that a 
longer period be made, Civil Service felt 
they could live with the three week per¬ 
iod. We had waited for three weeks for 
Civil Service to come up with a recom¬ 
mendation and a decision to enlarge that 
period and after three weeks they came 
back to us and indicated that they would 
not even extend one day, so that was the 
reason for the amendment. 


This Council already has expressed a 
great lack of desire to become involved 
in Civil Service Rules and Regulations 
because it has gotten to the point where 
It is absurd: namely, that they would 
not provide the time. Since they have 
failed to do this, it is discriminating 
against an individual and the whole list 


and it was felt by all Members of City 
Council that this was a reasonable re¬ 
quest. In line with that, we made an 
amendment and after the amendment 
was made, I met with the members of 
the Civil Service Commission and indi¬ 
cated our strong desire not to become 
members of the Civil Service Commis¬ 
sion and that it was absurd that they 
were not providing sufficient time, but 
they indicated otherwise. 

I then asked them to write to City 
Council indicating that it would be more 
practical to provide a minimum of three 
weeks. They Indicated to me as of last 
Thursday and Friday that they would do 
exactly that. Now, in speaking with Mr. 
Glickman this morning he indicated that 
they were having a meeting tomorrow on 
the issue. On that basis, I see no reason 
why we can’t expect some kind of ans¬ 
wer. I would therefore recommend and 
move for the sustaining of the veto of 
the Mayor.

Mr. President, I think we ought to 
make it clear whether we are sustaining 
or overriding the veto.

Earlier I introduced a bill and moved 
to suspend Rule 8 on same.

This administration has developed a 
working arrangement with the Man¬ 
chester Redevelopment Committee that 
no building will be torn down provided 
that it can be rehabilitated, funding 
can be identified and it does not pose a 
danger to the community. 

Therefore, I hereby veto Council Bill 
No. 401 of 1978 and return it unsigned. I 
urge you to reconsider this Bill at the 
next meeting of City Council on March 
20, 1978.

Is there any discussion on the bill? 
Mr. Stone: 

I am voting no on Bill No. 485 for the 




following reasons. I believe that the ref¬ 
erendum as posed in that particular 
legislation actually evades the question. 
I think that we all know the feelings of 
the people of the City of Pittsburgh rel¬ 
ative to pornography, and if we don’t, 
we ought to know, and if we already 
know, then the question is why should 
we ask them for an opinion on it at this 
time? 

I believe, as well, that as Councilmen, 
we should not shirk that responsibility, 
we are elected to legislate and to vote 
and not every time when an issue comes 
up of this nature to ask those who have 
elected us to now tell us how to vote, or 
to give us a sounding board relative to 
that. I believe there is a duty and obli¬ 
gation which should not be delegated, 
and legislation by delegation, in my 
opinion, eventually leads to a chaotic 
legislative source. 

X believe that this particular referen¬ 
dum has a great deal of misrepresenta¬ 
tion to it. I believe first of all the defini¬ 
tion is not constitutionally accurate. I 
believe that it is not self-explanatory, 
and being not self-explanatory it will 
mean many things to many people. 
Therefore, it has an inherent confusion. 
I believe that it is not, and it cannot 
and never will be accepted in a court of 
law as a substitute for a jury determin¬ 
ation. Then, and only then do we have 
any determination relative to any ad¬ 
verse legislation or any practice in this 
city that might be adverse. When and 
only when a jury determines that issue! 

A referendum is not binding on this 
Council or any legislative body. There¬ 
fore, again, we are begging the question. 
This referendum will, I believe tend to 
lead people into a sense of security, that 
it will wipe out, on the day they vote 
for it, wipe out pornography. If any¬ 
thing, it will be the thing that porno 
places need, the adrenalin, the shot in 
the arm, the best thing they could pos¬ 
sibly hope for, of financial gain because 
of all the public relations that will en¬ 
ure to their benefit as it did when Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Duggan attempted to 
knock off “Deep Throat’’. 

I believe that we are on the threshold 


of a problem, it has been said that it 
will take only One Hundred and Fifty 
Dollars to put it on a referendum bal¬ 
lot. I say to all of you, it may cost vis 
in the long run somewhere between 
$150,000 to $500,000 to eventually fight 
the constitutionality of this particular 
bill, as we do not want to back down 
once we have made some legal decision! 
We will aide the porno shops and their 
legal counsel, because in the ultimate 
end, this kind of referendum is discrim¬ 
inatory. It has its pitfalls, and not be¬ 
ing clear, it will not be accepted other 
than being unclear in a court of law, 
and therefore, that discrimination, that 
constitutional inaccuracy can only lead 
to a victory for their legal counsel, for 
which they will receive monies, and to 
which there will now be some sort of 
phobia which has been generated — that 
they are, in fact — beyond the law. 

It is my opinion that this is constitu¬ 
tionally wrong, our City Solicitor, in his 
opinion has been glaringly telling us, 
and I might even say that he has been 
totally conservative in the past, and to 
have gone off as far as he has in his 
case, I think we should not sell it short 
— that even he, himself, from what he 
has seen, (even though in the past he 
tended to favor this kind of legislation) 
he is now conservatively, totally against 
it. I think we should not be unmindful 
or unaware of a known fact . . . the last 
decision upon which we would like to 
hang our hat with the United States 
Supreme Court was five to four . . . five 
to four . . . which means that they had 
confusion on what might have been a 
clearer case, and this one adds a little 
more confusion, it may be five to four, 
the other way! 

I ask, what is next in referendums 
... I Just happen to have gotten a let¬ 
ter, and maybe it might answer what I 
was trying to say. Why not a referen¬ 
dum or an Ordinance against garbage 
and litter as generating the City’s ex¬ 
plosion of fast foods? Why not an Ordi¬ 
nance or a referendum against the dis¬ 
play of cigarettes in retail stores? Why 
not a referendum or an ordinance a- 
gainst 40% rate of housing in the City 
being declared sub-standard? Why not a 
referendum or Ordinance against bill- 
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boards obscene to the eye? Why not an 
Ordinance or a referendum against the 
playing of ear shattering radios? Why 
not an Ordinance or a referendum a- 
gainst the closing of State Liquor Stores? 
Why not an Ordinance or a referendum 
against the City’s property owners who 
are allowed to maintain potholes in their 
sidewalks? 

I think that there is no limit to where 
you go, once you begin to do it. I said 
the other day, what next, cigarettes, 
liquor, beer, perfume, and yet, believe 
it or not, the kind of apparel people 
wear. I believe there is a right and a 
wrong way to do things. I think the 
course we are now approaching in this 
particular legislation is the wrong way, 
and I believe in the long run it is go¬ 
ing to haunt us. Therefore, I cannot 
vote for it. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, I might Just make some 
comments. This Resolution we are con¬ 
sidering calls for a referendum of ad¬ 
visement regarding the Pittsburgh ob¬ 
scenity standards. A referendum of ad¬ 
visement is not the law as indicated by 
Mr. Stone, and such a referendum would 
give the voters the opportunity to ex¬ 
press their contemporary community 
standards. The referendum would be 
both a rallying point for the public and 
a tool for this particular Council. A 
referendum, if approved by this Council 
and I am hoping that of the Mayor and 
the Commissioners of Allegheny County, 
which would be a powerful tool to the 
lawmakers who are serious about pre¬ 
serving the integrity of our downtown 
commercial district as well as their 
neighborhoods. We would know in con¬ 
crete terms what is contemporary com¬ 
munity standards which only the Su¬ 
preme Court indicates that the com¬ 
munity can give us regarding this word 
we call obscenity. 


All we, as Councilmen, have to do is 
to show the people the problem, as in 
the past, and we can be sure that the 
voters of this City will let us know how 
they stand on this particular issue. Por¬ 
nographic material is displayed publicly, 


and it is degrading to the dignity of 
life, and I ask and enjoin all the Coun- 
cllmembers here. I appreciate Council¬ 
man Stone’s remarks in certain particu¬ 
lar areas. I don’t think that referendums 
will be coming from this particular 
Council on everything that happens as 
alluded to him by that letter, of which 
we all received a copy last week. I know 
that all the Councilmen here feel the 
same way, possibly, it is the approach 
which we are taking that is a little bit 
different. Thank you. 

Mr. Coyne: 

I would like to be recorded as voting 
no on this Bill and to have my remarks 
from last Wednesday recorded in the 
record. 

Mr. Coyne’s remarks from the meeting 
of March 15, 1978. 

Mr. Coyne: 


Mr. Chairman, on this issue, I think 
that I feel that the majority of the peo¬ 
ple of the City of Pittsburgh find that 
the pornography shops, alluded to here, 
are detrimental to the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. But, as elected representatives of 
Pittsburgh, I think it is our duty and 
responsibility to know the feelings of the 
people without putting an item, such as 
this on the agenda. While I wouldn’t 
hesitate to stop people from expressing 
their opinions, I do think that they can 
better express to the elected, that is City 
Council, and let City Council deal with 
the issues instead of running to the 
referendum route every time a major is¬ 
sue come up. I would be willing to draw 
up legislation that would address itself 
to this problem in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 


Mr. Givens: 


Mr. President, I would also like to 
have my remarks from last Wednesday 
put in the minutes of today’s meeting. 

Mr. Givens’ remarks from the meeting of 
March 15, 1978. 
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Mr. Ghens: 

Mr. Chairman, I guess one of the 
most important things here — I think 
the keynote is community standard and 
how that we within this Council here 
can ascertain what community stand¬ 
ards are. I would just like to read a 
little excerpt from one of the cases that 
happened on community standards that 
was important in the Hustler decision. 

“Community standards” was import¬ 
ant in the Hustler decision. Here's why: 
In America there are pockets of people 
who do not find Hustler obscene. Neither 
do they find Playboy’s recreational sex, 
child-moleBting, sex-whippings, nor 
women mating with horses obscene.” 

“But — since Miller — these pitiful 
sex-addicts, choking Boston’s ‘Combat 
Zone,’ New York’s Times Square, and 
Los Angeles’ Hollywood strip, no longer 
can slap their barbaric sexual standards 
upon a nation of decent citizens.” 

“It’s up to each community to decide 
their own sexual standards. That’s what 
Miller said.” 

“In Miller, however, the Supreme 
Court did not say that certain maga¬ 
zines were obscene and others were not. 
The Supreme Court, according to the 
Constitution, is not empowered to do 
things like that. The Superme Court 
does not ‘make laws for the nation.’ The 
Supreme Court analyzes laws, including 
laws containing strategic legal terms like 
’obscenity,' and then says: "This law or 
this legal definition is constitutional.’ 
or “This law or legal definition is un¬ 
constitutional.’ In Miller, the court said 
that whether ‘the average person, ap¬ 
plying contemporary community stand¬ 
ards’ would find that the work, taken 
as a whole, appeals to the prurient in¬ 
terest; whether the work depicts or 
describes, in a patently offensive way, 
sexual conduct specifically defined by the 
applicable state law; and whether the 
work, taken as a whole, lacks serious 
literary, artistic, political or scientific 
value — all add up to a constitutional 
definition of obscenity. The Supreme 
Court, in effect, said to states, cities, 


and towns: It is constitutional to vise 
this definition of obscenity in arresting 
and prosecuting pornographers in your 
community.” 

“Cincinnati said they wanted Hustler 
arrested and convicted. The Miller de¬ 
cision empowered them, an empowers 
citizens in any community to do the 
same. It’s up to a local people.” 

“Pornography remains in a city only 
as long as citizens want it.” 

That’s what Miller vs. the U. S. Su¬ 
preme Court is all about. I don’t know 
what words I can say to make it any 
clearer than that. 

The call for referendum is unique to 
the obscenity issue because of the need 
to know what is the contemporary com¬ 
munity standard in Pittsburgh. The U. 
S. Supreme Court has determined, in 
Miller vs. California in 1974, that ma¬ 
terial is obscene if “the average person 
applying contemporary community 
standards’ would find that the work, 
taken as a whole, appeals to the prurient 
interest.” 


What the referendum would do, if 
passed, is enable Pittsburgh officials and 
law enforcement officers to know the 
objective standard which the community 
of Pittsburgh views as appealing to lewd 
interests. The criteria is lifted from an 
existing City zoning ordinance, No. 60 of 
1976. In that ordinance, the City regu¬ 
lated the location of adult establish¬ 
ments by the nature of the use, and 
this type of ordinance is endorsed by the 
U. S. Supreme Court in a Detroit Case 
in 1976. The language of the ordinance 
referred to “specified sexual activities” 
and "specified anatomical areas.” The 
referendum I have constructed is a 
combination of the Court’s contempor¬ 
ary community standard language and 
the City’s zoning language. 

What is essential if the referendum is 
to be valuable legislative barometer, is 
the education of the public to the mean¬ 
ings of “specified sexual activities” and 
“specified anatomical areas.” This 1 b part 
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of the reason why I have used the same 
language and definitions in the public 
display law and the hours of operation 
law. The citizens of Pittsburgh need to 
be informed about the meaning of these 
phrases in the referendum. A voter de¬ 
ciding on his or her perception of Pitts¬ 
burgh’s contemporary community stand¬ 
ard should know what “specified sexual 
activities” means: 

1. Acts of human masturbation, sex¬ 
ual intercourse or sodomy; 

2. Fondling or other erotic touching 
of human genitals, pubic region, 
buttock or female breasts; 

3. Human genitals in a state of sex¬ 
ual stimulation or arousal; and 

“Specified anatomical areas” means- 

1. Areas of the human body that are 
less than completely and opaquely 
covered limited to: 

A. Human genitals, pubic region 

B. Buttock and 

C. Female breast below a point im¬ 
mediately above the top of the 
areola 

2. Human male genitals in a discern- 
ibly turgid state, even if complete¬ 
ly and opaquely covered. 

Again, these definitions are lifted di¬ 
rectly from an existing city law. 

A voter should also realize that the 
referendum does not refer to material 
with a "serious literary, artistic, politi¬ 
cal or scientific value,” but only to 
“films, written materials, pictures, ob¬ 
jects and performances which, taken as 
a whole, appeal to a lewd interest.” 

When we recall that the Home Rule 
Charier was voted by referendum, trust¬ 
ing the voters to be aware of its inten¬ 
tions and provisions, we should not hes¬ 


itate trusting the newspapers, radio, and 
television's ability to educate the voters 
as to the content and meanings of this 
contemporary standard referendum. The 
Council could also put together a one 
page handout, available to interested 
citizens, which details the intentions of 
this referendum. By the time they go to 
the polls, the voters will know what 
“specified sexual activities" and “speci¬ 
fied anatomical area” mean. 

A referendum, if approved, and I am 
confident that it would be, would be a 
powerful tool to lawmakers who are 
serious about preserving the integrity 
of our downtown commercial district. 
We would know, in concrete terms, what 
is the contemporary community standard 
regarding obscenity in Pittsburgh. All we 
as Councilmembers have to do is show 
the people the problem and as in the 
past, they’ll show us their vote power. 

The resolution we are considering calls 
for a referendum of advisement, regard¬ 
ing Pittsburgh’s obscenity standard. A 
referendum of advisement is not a law! 
Such a referendum would give the vot¬ 
ers the opportunity to express their con¬ 
temporary community standard. The 
referendum would be both a rallying 
point for the public and a tool for this 
Council. 

The language used in the referendum 
is clear and direct. Our own City Solici¬ 
tor, in a recent legal opinion, stated 
that: “Basically, the Miller test is 
whether the average person, applying 
contemporary community standards, 
would find the work, as a whole, to ap¬ 
peal to prurient interests.” This is basic¬ 
ally what the referendum asks the voter. 
The language is not filled with all the 
tests of the Miller vs. California Su¬ 
preme Court decision. The referendum 
just poses the basic question. The Com¬ 
monwealth of Pennsylvania uses this 
same language to define obscene in its 
recently amended crimes code: “obscene 
. . . means that which, to the average 
person applying contemporary commun¬ 
ity standards, has as its dominant theme, 
taken as a whole, an appeal to prurient 
interest.” 

The wording is simple and clear; and 
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with the addition of the specific activ¬ 
ities and anatomical areas, is direct and 
helpful for knowing just what is the 
contemporary community standard in 
Pittsburgh. 

What this all adds up to is a constitu¬ 
tional definition of obscenity. The Su¬ 
preme Court in effect said to the states, 
to the cities, and to the towns in this 
country of ours that it is constitutional 
to use this definition of obscenity in ar¬ 
resting people who deal in smut in your 
co mm unity. 

Cincinnati said they wanted Hustler 
arrested and convicted, the people who 
publish the Hustler. The Miller decision 
empowered the citizens and any com¬ 
munity to do the same, It is up to the 
local people. Pornography remains in the 
cities only as long as its citizens want 
it. 

The rest we are considering here to¬ 
day calls for referendum of advisement. 
Under advisement, regarding Pittsburgh’s 
obscenity standards, the referendum of 
advisement should be allowed. Such ref¬ 
erendum would give the voters the op¬ 
portunity to express their contemporary 
community standards. The referendum 
would be a rallying point for the public 
and tool for this Council. The language 
used would be clear and direct. 

Surprisingly, in talking to some of the 
fellow Council members to put this on 
the referendum in this May’s primary, jt 
will cost the citizens of Pittsburgh 
$155.00 to get at the heart of the issue 
of how the people of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh feel about this particular issue. 

We have had the existing conditions 
within our city, and in a smut area, and 
they have been growing for the past ten 
years, Mr. Chairman. 

As you alluded to on the radio pro¬ 
gram, what action has this Council tak¬ 
en in these past ten years to try to con¬ 
tain this? The referendum tool to move 
the administration to force existing 
ordinances, and Building Code — County 
Health Building Code — direct our legal 
department to combat and look for new 


approaches relating to the growing prob¬ 
lems of adult businesses. 

I personally feel that this smut and 
pornography — that I have seen, and I 
think you have to see it to appreciate 
it — is degrading the dignity of life 
within this city, and I ask you, my fel¬ 
low Councilmen, what else can we do to 
stop this particular smut within our 
city. 

The Supreme Court has never said that 
obscenity is protected speech under the 
First Amendment. It has always recog¬ 
nized the right of the government to 
protect the youth from obscenity. 

In getting to the actual resolution it¬ 
self, the Supreme Court of the United 
States has declared that certain mater¬ 
ials are obscene only if the average per¬ 
son, and I ask how in this particular 
Council when we determine what the 
average person’s standards are, will find 
the material taken as a whole appealling 
to prurient interests. The Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania only this last year — I 
don’t mean five, ten years ago, but only 
this last year came out with new crime 
codes, and I would hope this Council is 
striving to protect the rights of the peo¬ 
ple in the City of Pittsburgh. 

I would hope to have this on the Pri¬ 
mary ballot, on the May 17 ballot, and 
quotations are, films, written materials, 
pictures, objects and performances 
which, taken as a whole, appeal to a 
lewd interest by emphasizing specified 
anatomical areas or specified sexual ac¬ 
tivities, in violation of the contempor- 
ay community standards here in Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

I have talked to a few of the Council 
members and I know that some of you 
have reservations as to the fact that it 
is the perogative of the Council and that 
we should settle these standards, etc. I 
find it very difficult — if you showed 
me a picture of obscenity and passed it 
around the table, some of us may think 
it is not obscene to their nature. So, we 
are trying to do that to the people of 
the City of Pittsburgh, define the Penn¬ 
sylvania Crime Code — describe, and as 
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described by Miller vs. U. S. Supreme 
Court, and some of these are very ser¬ 
ious thoughts. What is sexual activity? 
What does it mean? Acts of human mas¬ 
turbation, sexual intercourse or sodomy, 
fondling or other erotic touching of 
human genitals, pubic region, buttock 
or female breasts, human genitals in a 
state of sexual stimulation or arousal — 
human genitals, pubic region, buttock 
and female breats below a point im¬ 
mediately above the top of the areola, 
and human male genitals in a discern- 
lbly turgid state, even if completely and 
opaquely covered. 

Again, these definitions are lifted di¬ 
rectly from existing City law. 

Some people laugh about it. Some peo¬ 
ple don’t think it is serious, but it isn’t 
nice when you walk into any bookstore 
in the City of Pittsburgh, walk down 
Liberty Avenue, and see the plight and 
the cancer that is growing in that par¬ 
ticular area, and that we sit here and 
not want to do something. 

As I Indicated, this is something that 
is of a new venture for this Council, to 
pass on this ordinance, to call the peo¬ 
ple of the City of Pittsburgh to have 
this particular referendum. And, it is 
serious — it is so serious that I think 
that cancerous sores are coming into our 
society in such a way that we read a- 
bout it daily within the newspapers. 
That’s all, Mr. Chairman.

Mr. President, if I may, I just read an 
article in the newspaper this morning, 
it is entitled, “City Revises Tactics to 
Get Expo-Hall Hotel Rolling”. I would 
first like to differ with a comment that 
is contained in that article, wherein it 
says, “In its September 6, 1974 report, 
the Mayor’s Convention Center Advisory 
Committee said that the need for a hotel 
is acute because the City could not af¬ 
ford to include a cafeteria, restaurant or 
ballroom in its plan for the City.” I 
would like to repeat our remarks of City 
Council’s public hearing of about two to 
three years ago on that very issue, rel¬ 
ative to whether we were able to fi¬ 
nancially put a cafeteria, or restaurant 
or ballroom in a convention center. The 
only reason, then, and now, that we 
didn’t have it in a convention center was 
because of a strong influence of one of 
the representatives of our local hotel, a 
hotel, who vetoed the desire to put those 
facilities into the convention center. 
And, at the same time it was a desire 
whereby that particular hotel was to 
cater “off the premises” for the conven¬ 
tion center. That same hotel, as we said 
before is having difficulty catering to 
their own present “indoor establish¬ 
ment” and would have a more difficult 
time, handling the convention center. I 
wanted that point made eminently clear, 
and now, if I may, to the crux of the 
article ... I believe, as we indicated 
then, and I think we should indicate 
now, the City of Pittsburgh must ac¬ 
quire this land bounded by 10th and 
11th Streets and Liberty and Penn. I 
believe it is essential, and I am im¬ 
pressed that the Mayor has indicated a 
strong desire to do whatever is neces¬ 
sary to acquire that particular piece of 
property. I consider that particular pur¬ 
chase essential, a must, and not some¬ 
thing that should be left to chance, or a 
luxury. 


And a majority of the votes of Council 


Therefore, I would like to move at 
this time, that this City Council go on 
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record as endorsing the Mayor’s desire 
and intent to acquire that site adjoin¬ 
ing the convention center, and we pledge 
our support to any efforts toward the 
acquisition of that particular piece of 
property. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Before I agree to go along with any 
kind of endorsement of an acquisition 
of this site, I would like to know what 
the financing arrangements are, and 
more about it than just going ahead and 
purchasing the site. I would like to have 
more definitive plans from the Adminis¬ 
tration of how they would propose to 
acquire it before I would vote in the 
affirmative. 

Mr. Stone: 

Let me just change one word, and I 
think it might make a difference — 
either that we purchase or gain control 
over its disposition toward a hotel, and I 
think your point is well taken. 

Does that change anything for you? 
We should have some control in what 
is happening to it, as it is right now, it 
can go anywhere, and we should have 
had that tied up t even when we bought 
the original site for the convention cen¬ 
ter. 

Mr. DePasquale: 


I think Mr. Coyne brings out a very 
valid point, because the property in 
question is under bankruptcy, I believe, 
its in Conrail, and the Mayor himself 
stated that this may be a problem. He is 
looking for a shortcut, how they can get 
around it I don’t know. A firm in Phil¬ 
adelphia apparently is handling the 
bankruptcy proceedings and they are 
dealing with them at the present time. 

Mr. Stone: 


Yes, but it has no greater problems. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


I think we all agree that the property 
is eventually going to have to be ac¬ 
quired. 

Mr. Stone: 

We have no greater problem than we 
had for acquisition of the convention 
center site. Sure, it needs a petition and 
some reasonable price presented to the 
Judge in Philadelphia who is handling 
the overall bankruptcy^ but I think it is 
essential that we have, number one, a 
hotel facility. We don’t have enough 
rooms within the City of Pittsburgh, we 
should have tied it into the convention 
center at that time. And I think if you 
check the record, (I have asked Mike to 
look that up.) you will find that City 
Council very strongly Indicated, at that 
time, to the prior Mayor and the Mayor's 
Advisory Council that we should have 
those two sites tied together. In fact we 
even went so far as to say there ought 
to be a bridge across Penn Avenue so 
that the two were tied together, so that 
you could walk from one to the other 
without going into the street. 

I think the effort is a good one, I 
think we ought to endorse it, we en¬ 
dorsed it then, and we ought to endorse 
it now! 

Mr. Coyne: 

I think it is a very good idea to ac¬ 
quire this site, I think it would help 
the convention center and the proximity 
of the convention center and I think 
maybe we should not leave it entirely up 
to the Administration as to how we fi¬ 
nance it. But, even we here in Council 
have the ability to increase the Bond 
Fund if we are so anxious to purchase 
that site. That may be an alternative, 
and if that is the case, then I think we 
could arrange that we sell the Bonds if 
necessary, when we do sell the bonds to 
acquire it. At that time, if that is a 
motion, I can certainly support that. 

Mr. Stone: 


Maybe what I am saying is not mean¬ 
ing the same thing to you, and maybe I 
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can correct this. There are numerous 
ways in which this can be purchased. 
First of all, through URA, second of all, 
as Mr. Coyne has indicated, through 
bond money and thirdly, as I understand 
it, part of the Urban package, which 
President Carter has come out with, 
there is to be some sort of grant where¬ 
by cities can acquire properties for fu¬ 
ture development. There is a multitude 
of ways of doing it. What I am suggest¬ 
ing here is merely a desire, an intent in 
declaring our consensus, that something 
ought to be done to acquire it. As to how 
specifically it be done, I think that is 
something that will be of more specific 
legislation in the future. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Well, then I would just like to say 
that in endorsing the concept that it 
would be a good idea to acquire it, I 
would like to reserve an affirmative vote 
until I find out what the procedure is 
for acquiring it. 

Mr. Stone: 


No problem with that!! 

Mr. Lally: 

What you are doing, Councilman 
Stone j is giving the Mayor the assurance 
that Council will go along with his plan 
there from what I understand.

Dear Gentlemen and Madame: 


Bill No. 485 is a Resolution requesting 
the Allegheny County Bureau of Elec¬ 
tions to place on the Primary ballot of 
May 16, 1978 a referendum requesting 
the community standard on certain sex¬ 
ual material. 


I can fully understand City CouncU’s 
frustration in trying to deal with the 
pornography and massage parlor prob¬ 
lems in our City. Your frustrations are 
only exceeded by my own. 
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However, conducting a referendum to 
determine the public’s attitude toward 
pornography is essentially a public opin¬ 
ion poll that will serve no useful pur¬ 
pose legally or otherwise. It will tell us 
what we already know — that the vast 
majority of citizens in this community 
are opposed to the callous display and 
distribution of pornographic materials as 
well as the operation of Downtown mas¬ 
sage parlors. 

No one shares that public sentiment 
more than I do but a reaffirmation of 
such concern by a referendum is not 
about to change the laws that protect 
the operation of those involved in such 
activities. 

I know the futility of trying to en¬ 
force legal controls on such activities, 
specifically the massage parlors. Follow¬ 
ing the bombing of a Downtown massage 
parlor several months ago, I ordered them 
all closed — essentially as a public safe¬ 
ty measure. Within a few days the 
courts ordered them reopened and last 
week a three judge Common Pleas Court 
panel declared the City Ordinance used 
to close the massage parlors unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

I have asked the Law Department to 
consider the possibility of appealing the 
ruling because if we are to be success¬ 
ful in our fight against these activities 
it must be through the courts — whether 
we have a referendum or not. 

What must be done is to write laws 
dealing with these problems that will 
withstand constitutional tests. 

I also feel that Council’s referendum 
legislation is itself poorly constructed — 
vague and unclear as to its meaning as 
well as on the essential issue of what a 
yes or no vote means. 

It refers to specified sexual activities 
and specified anatomical areas without 
indicating what they are — leaving that 
general area open to the judgment and 
imagination of the individual voter. In 
addition the overall referendum ques¬ 
tion is stated in a negative manner — if 
you vote “on” on the question you are 


voting in support of pornography and if 
you vote “yes” on the question you are 
voting against pornography. 

A meaningless referendum that is stat¬ 
ed in a vague and confusing manner 
could very well defeat the very purpose 
for which it was written and have a dis¬ 
astrous effect on the community. 

Therefore, for the above stated reasons, 
I am vetoing Council Bill No. 465 of 
1978 and return it unsigned. I urge you 
to reconsider this Bill at the next meet¬ 
ing of City Council.

Resolution requesting the 
Allegheny County Bureau of Elections to 
place on the primary ballot of May 16, 
1978 a referendum requesting the com¬ 
munity standard on certain sexual ma¬ 
terial. 


Which was read. 

Mr. Coyne moved to sustain the mayor’s 
veto. 


Mr. Stone seconded the motion. 

The Chair: 

A roll call vote is required to override 
the veto or sustain it. I don’t have to 
tell the members of Council that six 
votes are required to override the May¬ 
or’s veto, although we still have only 
eight members. 

Mr. Lally: 

Mr. Chairman, you should tell the 
members of Council how to vote if they 
want to override the veto. 


The Chair: 
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An aye vote is to sustain the Mayor's 
veto, and we need a total of three be¬ 
cause we only have eight members pres¬ 
ent. Three votes or more and the veto is 
sustained, six votes or more and the veto 
is overridden. To sustain the veto we 
need three votes. Is that correct Mike? 


Mr. Perry: 

Yes, because six votes are needed to 
override the Mayor’s veto. 

Mr. Stone: 


I don’t think you would take that neg¬ 
ative, we are voting on what the issue is. 

The Chair: 


That is why I questioned Mike, I think 
we have to vote on the veto itself. Would 
Mr. Coyne please withdraw his motion 
to sustain?

Mr. Stone: 

If I may, this referendum, as I in¬ 
itially indicated, is in my opinion a nul- 
ity. We know what the citizens want, 
and I believe that they have clearly dem¬ 
onstrated their anti-pornography feel¬ 
ings. To sumbit it to them for only tell¬ 
ing us the same thing we should already 
know, I think is incorrect. Even if it is 
passed, it doesn’t mean what it really 
says ... it will not eliminate porno¬ 
graphy. This is not, and I say again, not 
a substitute for a jury decision to de¬ 
termine community standards. Even 
worse, it is wrong to profess that it does. 
The language in itself is verbose, it is 
select, and it is confusing. It would de¬ 
stroy any good intent, even if any good 
was intended in the referendum. Most 
importantly, this is not the way to re¬ 
move pornography. Time an time again, 
the courts have dismissed or reversed 
ordinances . . . not because they were 
for pornography . . . again, not because 
they were for pornography . . . but be¬ 
cause of the method used. I think this 
is another instance in which we, in our 
so-called “do-good" legislation, are cre¬ 
ating another attempt for the courts to 
override, with some skillful attorney, 
merely carrying out the constitutional 
rights, guaranteed. 

I am not voting against this referen¬ 
dum because I am for pornography ... I 
am voting against it because I think, as 
I indicated earlier, it is nothing more 
than a nulity, and means nothing. 

The Chair: 


Ladies and gentlemen, this is the type 
of vote that gives Chairmen gray hair 
. . . a very important vote, and I am 
the tie-breaker whichever way I go. 


I did want to state that I concur al¬ 
most with Mr. Stone completely with his 
remarks, with the exception that I am 
fearful now, from the reaction I am get- 
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ting within the community . . . the bo- 
called “nice” people of the community, 
who I like to number among my friends, 
church going people, are saying that we 
should allow it to go to referendum and 
let the people decide. I think they have 
missed the point somewhere, but at the 
same time, this thing has gotten com¬ 
pletely out of hand to the extent that 
they have made it a pro and con. If you 
vote against the referendum^ you are 
for filth, and if you vote for the refer¬ 
endum, you want to wipe filth out . . . 
and we know that is so far from the 
truth. I know that Mr. Coyne and Mr. 
Stone would never vote no with that in¬ 
tention in mind. I know them both to 
be great church going men, and cer¬ 
tainly they have strong convictions, just 
as I have in regards to the referendum 
with the exception of the letters I have 
received and the calls I have received 
... it strikes me that it is running a- 
bout nine to one, the so-called church 
going and nice people are for the refer¬ 
endum and with few exceptions the pur¬ 
veyors of filth are against the referen¬ 
dum. I feel very strongly that some of 
these organizations, in regards to their 
feelings, they have been that way all 
their lives in regards to defending the 
so-called underdogs to a point where it 
is ridiculous. On the other hand, if there 
is no really great consequence to have a 
referendum then why are the purveyors 
of filth as I stated earlier, so determined 
that the referendum should be beat? 

On that basis, I will say no more ex¬ 
cept to say that I vote to override the 
Mayor’s veto. This is a no vote. 

Mr. Perry: 

The motion to override the Mayor’s 
veto has been defeated by a vote of 5 
to 3. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Clerk, I am voting to override the 
Mayor's veto. 

Mr. Perry: 

I stand corrected. The vote is ayes, 6, 


noes, 2. Mr. Coyne and Mr. Stone voting 
no. 

And there being two-thirds of the 
votes of Council in the affirmative, the 
Mayor’s veto was overriden. 

The Chair: 

Therefore, Ladies and Gentlemen, the 
veto is overriden, Mr. Givens’ referendum 
will now go to the County Commission¬ 
ers to see whether they place it on the 
ballot. 

Mr. Givens: 

To expedite this Resolution, in accord¬ 
ance with Section 322 of the Pittsburgh 
Home Rule Charter, I move that the ef¬ 
fective date of this Resolution will be 
Monday, April 3, 1978.

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, I do have some un¬ 
finished business which I would like to 
discuss ... we have a bill before us, 
Bill No. 488, the Public Display Law. 
That was sent down, as you know, to our 
Solicitor for his opinion. Of course, my 
letter to the Solicitor was to ask for 
help and guidance on the bill itself, and 
we got our standard reply back to Coun¬ 
cil. 

The Chair: 

Do you mean we lost again? 

Mr. Givens: 

Something to that effect. Mr. Mead 
Mulvihill, in his critique of Bill No. 
488, the Public Display Law, said very 
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little about the bill itself ... he said 
that obscenity is an issue that should 
be dealt with at the state level, and I 
have to agree with him on that. He also 
states that Bill No. 488 needs not even 
be considered because it is pre-empted 
by the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
in 5903-F of the Crime Codes and other 
pertinent legal terminology there. 

The state, says Mulvihill, acts clearly, 
decisively, and has made such conduct a 
misdemeanor of the first degree, and of 
the municipalities without power, in it- 
Belf, and if the state has that police 
power. Thus, as our City Solicitor in¬ 
correctly criticized the Public Display 
Bill that was presented here by this 
Council. For the reasons listed below, I 
ask for Bill No. 488 to be considered by 
another legal opinion of our own coun¬ 
sel here. The Home Rule Charter was 
adopted in order to achieve increased in¬ 
dependence for City Government, and 
more power over local matters. 

Judge Barry, just recently in a case 
here, has ruled that the Council has the 
legal right, under the Home Rule Char¬ 
ter, to declare acts harmful to the pub¬ 
lic welfare, the matter at hand certainly 
is a local matter, we in the City of 
Pittsburgh do have the right and the 
power to deal with it. Furthermore, and 
more importantly, Bill No. 488 does in 
no way interfere with the Pennsylvania 
Crime Codes. The Public Display Bill is 
not pre-empted by the State of Penn¬ 
sylvania, the Crime Codes, 18-PA, CSA, 
and 5903 states the following: 

“no person knowing that obscene 
character of material involved shall 1. 
display or cause to permit to display 
any obscene material in any window, 
showcase, newsstand, display rack, bill¬ 
boards, display boards, viewing screens, 
motion picture screens, marquette, or 
similar places, in such manner that 
the display is visible from any public 
street, highway, sidewalk, transporta¬ 
tions! facility or other public thor¬ 
oughfare.” 


And Bill No. 488 says nothing of display 
view from the streets and the highways, 
and the sidewalks . . . and that is pri¬ 
marily what the State Code says right 
now. So Bill No. 488 says nothing of the 


display viewed from the streets, the 
highways or the sidewalks. It deals with 
business establishments. 

The Chair: 

Are you saying that Council’s Bill No. 
488 says nothing about windows, side¬ 
walks, etc.? 

Mr. Givens: 

Right, Council’s Bill No. 488 says noth¬ 
ing of the displays viewed from the 
streets, highways and sidewalks, as does 
the State Law. Our Bill deals with bus¬ 
iness establishments frequented by min¬ 
ors, and where said minors are, or may 
be invited as part of the general public. 
This Bill takes in the display in drug¬ 
stores, supermarkets, record marts, book¬ 
stores, giftshops, etc. If the adult peo¬ 
ple want to buy these magazines in these 
places, they will have to ask for them. 
Mr. Mulvihill tells us nothing of the 
way the bill was written, and I am sure 
it was written well. 

The law has been passed, and this par¬ 
ticular display law has been written in 
Rhode Island, and was upheld in their 
Superior Court. It has also been passed 
in Massachusetts and Nashville, Tennes¬ 
see, and other cities. The display law is 
by the Supreme Court decision in Gins¬ 
berg vs. New York which states: 

"the state also has an independent 

interest in the well being of its 

youth.” 

The Chief Judge emphasizes the signifi¬ 
cance in the early case of People vs. 
Com., he said, “while the supervision of 
children may best be left to their par¬ 
ents, the knowledge that parental con¬ 
trol or guidance cannot always be pro¬ 
vided, and society transcends Interest in 
protecting the welfare of children just¬ 
ified reasonably regulated of the sale of 
materials to them.” 

So otherwise, the display law avoids 
the word obscene our Council Bill No. 
488 avoids the word obscene. But re¬ 
member the law deals with business es¬ 
tablishments frequented by minors, in-

corporating about 99% of the business 
establishments. Because it Is a minor 
statute, it does not have to meet adult 
standards of obscenity. The beauty of 
this is, the minor statute would also pro¬ 
tect adults from being smacked with a- 
buslve sex every time they enter a food 
store, a drugstore, or any other business 
establishment that is frequented by 
minors. I would ask and hope that the 
Council, as always, when we have dif¬ 
ferences with our Solicitor, that we could 
send this particular 488 bill out on pub¬ 
lic display to one of our attorneys here 
and get their viewpoint on this particu¬ 
lar issue. Thank you Mr. President. 

The Chair: 

Peel free, Mr. Givens, to contact 
whichever attorney you feel that you 
want to unless you want the Chief Clerk 
to do that. You may have one attorney 
in particular that you want.

Mr. President, regarding Bill No. 652, 
at the expense of being repetitive, I 
think I have to say it again, because it 
is totally being misunderstood, and let 
me Just say it clearly and hope that this 
time it will get through. 

With regard to this particular bill, we 
are not, and I say again, we are not de¬ 
nying a hearing. The oil and gas com¬ 
panies will get a hearing on this mat¬ 
ter. I repeat again, that a few years 
back this was heard by City Council, 
City Council at that time had indicated 
its disfavor with self-service gas sta¬ 
tions as presented. In spite of that, 
what I thought was a recognition of that 
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fact then, the oil and gas companies be¬ 
gan filing permits. Last Ocober or No¬ 
vember our Assistant City Solicitor, Mr. 
Pellegrini began to write the codification 
of the new Pittsburgh Zoning Code. Be¬ 
cause we hadn’t passed on the whole 
code, it was not passed. As we have had 
some problems with it up until now, and 
under the present ordinance, what has 
happened is, the gas companies can, and 
have been, filing for permits. We have 
asked, and have not received, and each 
time you talk to one of the gas company 
representatives or their legal representa¬ 
tive, they indicate that they do not 
speak for the other, and therefore can¬ 
not guarantee that there will be a mora¬ 
torium on self-service gas station re¬ 
quests for permits until this ordinance is 
passed. 

Therefore, with regard to the ordi¬ 
nance today, it is being passed in order 
to restore the status-quo, in short, there 
will be no self-serving gas stations un¬ 
til there is a public hearing. At that 
time if there is any meritorious or Just 
claim for amendment or change, we will 
consider it at that time. 

I might add that considerationss are 
first of all, safety, jobs, and convenience, 
but first and foremost in priority level 
is that matter of safety to the neighbor¬ 
hood property and users of the gas sta¬ 
tions. But again, it is not a denial of a 
hearing.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Coyne presented 

Bill No. 699. WHEREAS, President 
Carter and the Democratic members of 
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Congress have publicly committed them¬ 
selves to re-order Federal spending pri¬ 
orities away from wasteful military pro¬ 
grams and toward domestic programs 
meeting human needs; and 

WHEREAS, the security of our nation, 
our city, and our neighborhoods is di¬ 
rectly threatened, daily, by neglected hu¬ 
man needs; and 

WHEREAS, Pittsburgh does not have 
the financial resources, by itself, to re¬ 
solve a number of urgent social eco¬ 
nomic, educational, medical, legal and 
environmental problems; and 

WHEREAS, Congress will introduce a 
Transfer Amendment for Fiscal Year 
1979 Federal Budget; 

NOW, THEREFORE 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Council of 
the City of Pittsburgh callB upon Con¬ 
gress to redress the imbalance between 
domestic expenditures and the Penta¬ 
gon by supporting the transfer of funds 
from unwarranted military spending to 
human needs programs through the Con¬ 
gressional budget process. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Coyne moved for adoption. 

Mr. Lally seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Givens; 

I would like to enlighten Council, if I 
might, Mr. President, on some of the 
aspects of this particular resolution, al¬ 
though, I have to agree with the intent 
of what the people and the introducer of 
the resolution is trying to say. But the 
effects of this in the House of Congress 
and the Senate, I think, is something 
we should have a serious concern about. 

For example, it all stemmed primarily 
from Senator Edward M. Kennedy’s 


speech which was released February 13, 
1977. Wherein, for each One Billion Dol¬ 
lars of the Military Budget from 1977 
indicates a loss of 970 some Jobs. They 
are saying that if the present military 
budget goes in as appropriated, $117 
Billion, that we are going to lose 1,357,- 
000 positions. If you look at the model 
Transfer Amendment that was just in¬ 
troduced, saying that they want some 
$12 Billion from defense to go over to in¬ 
creasing programs for meeting human 
needs. I for one had been on both sides 
of the issue, one as a military person, 
very closely related to military and mili¬ 
tary spending, and also involved wii.h 
some of the men in this room in war 
. . . and we know what that means. On 
the other side, I know that our cities are 
distressed and need financial help and 
aid. But in trying to balance the two of 
them, there is an overbearing decision 
of security of this country that we have 
to keep in mind in passing such a res¬ 
olution. If I could bring out these cer¬ 
tain things . . . Senator Kennedy in his 
report came from one particular group 
... a study was done by Mary Ann An¬ 
derson of the Public Interest Research 
Group in Michigan, Lansing, Michigan 
. . . stating that there be so many jobs 
lost for every billion dollars in defense. 
I in turn researched this one particular 
point a little further and found out that 
the Federal Government has also done a 
similar study which predicated upon the 
Inputs from Senator Kennedy, where the 
defense is spending 2.36 for any particu¬ 
lar type of Job, this per billion dollars, 
that the welfare in urban renewal pro¬ 
grams was so indicated and so badly 
needed in this country and the City of 
Pittsburgh will only generate 2.37 Jobs. 
So there is a tremendous contradiction 
on what this one particular company 
from Lansing, Michigan is saying and 
what our own Federal Government is 
trying to tell us. Again, we must keep 
in mind the total security of our coun¬ 
try . . . and this is foremost. I think 
these resolutions have merit at the grass 
root level. They should be brought into 
the Council of the City of Pittsburgh, 
and we should deliberate on them, but 
before doing so, we should know all the 
facts in mind. 


I'll Just point to a couple of news¬ 
paper editorials which were Just released, 
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one indicates tliat armies seeking qual¬ 
ity over quantity, that means more per¬ 
sonnel. Fifty-five percent of the total 
military budget right now is in person¬ 
nel .. . and they are asking us to con¬ 
serve on this budget, and they are ask¬ 
ing for a one billion dollar reduction. We 
went to the all volunteer force, this is 
costing money . . . the military, and the 
Department of Defense have to compete 
with industry today. This is one of our 
biggest cost factors. As a result, with 
out total spending budget today . . . and 
this is one hell of a scary issue, when I 
have reviewed it, from my particular 
standpoint of past experience and right 
now, that we are pre-Pearl Harbor. Our 
total military budget, even though it is 
$117 Billion Dollars, when you equate it 
out to what percentage that same bud¬ 
get ran back in 1941, that $117 Billion 
is still a pre-Pearl Harbor budget, and 
you know what the situation this coun¬ 
try was in during pre-Pearl Harbor. 

Another thing which was released 
from the newspapers during the past 
week, indicated that U. S. Sub Fleet in a 
Crash Dive as Pentagon Faces Missile 
Gap. Again, with the nation’s polaris 
nuclear submarine fleet nearing retire¬ 
ment, and the replacement of the huge 
Trident years away, Pentagon strategists 
and politicians are searching for a bridge 
to span the widening gap between the 
U. S. and Soviet undersea missiles. To 
give you a quick run down, on just sub¬ 
marines alone on this one particular 
point, in 1963, the U. S. had 224 missile 
bearing submarines . . . the Russians 
had 107. in 1967 we had 656, the Rus¬ 
sians again, only had 107. 


The Chair: 


Mr. Givens, if I may, I think you are 
pretty aware that all of Council was a- 
ware of the very facts that you have 
there before they voted. You may em¬ 
phasize his a little stronger than some 
of us, but at the same time I think we 
get the point, I think you have made 
your point, and you could go on and on 
and I don’t think it would make any 
more impression than it has made so 
far. I think what you are saying now . . . 
but as I say, you have brought the point 


home, you emphasized it, and we cer¬ 
tainly appreciate it. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President. I would like to summar¬ 
ize .. . between 1967 and 1977, for ex¬ 
ample, the Russian fleet went from 10*7 
missile carrying submarines to 909, and 
we remain, from 1967 to 1977, at that 
656 count. The missile and the silo is the 
same thing ... we have 1,054 right now, 
they have 1,477, and in the airplane cat¬ 
egory we are a little bit better off, we 
have just done away with our B-l bomb¬ 
er, and they are backing their backfire 
bomber. To give you some other terms, 
we are spending from our Gross Nation¬ 
al Product about 6.1% in 1973, and in 
1977 it was 6%. On the other hand, the 
Russians are spending anywhere from 
13% to 14% of the Gross National Pro¬ 
duct. To give you an example, in Israel 
today, on their Gross National Product, 
they are spending 35.3%, Egyptians are 
spending 37%. On manpower today, the 
USSR is at $3,675 Million, we are at 
$2,088 Million and descending. All these 
facts as I indicated, are serious to our 
total national defense. When we pass a 
resolution of this magnitude it is going 
to go to our Congressmen, and our Sen¬ 
ators, and it is going to say that we here 
in this Council, are saying in effect, we 
want these particular programs . . . but 
we want them at the expense of our 
total national security. I feel that is very 
unacceptable when you review in depth, 
as I have in this past debate on the is¬ 
sue. I think I will stop right there Mr. 
President, I only asked for one minute, 
but there is serious impact on this res¬ 
olution, and I wanted to bring that to 
the attention of Council. 

The Chair: 

Thank you Mr. Givens, we realize that 
your intentions are very sincere. I am a 
little lost myself to remember the prev¬ 
ious resolution . . . perhaps Mr. Robin¬ 
son you might read it again. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, some of the members 
of Council were not there at the meet- 
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ing, and I don’t know if they had the 
opportunity to review this very serious 
and significant thing that we are doing 
right here today, and I would ask if I 
could get a second on the motion. If not, 
Just leave it be. 

The Chair: 

What motion, Mr. Givens?

The Chair:

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I am taking the prerogative of the 




Chair to initiate any discussion on the 
Conference with the Mayor this morning 
with regard to bridges, the Mayor, I be¬ 
lieve, made the statement that he would 
close any bridge that he feels needs 
closed to protect the public safety. I 
would like some sort of Resolution to go 
on record with City Council that the 
Mayer do just that in regards to any 
bridge that shows any sign of deteriorat¬ 
ing to the point that it could possibly 
collapse. With even the remotest possi¬ 
bility being there, I say that we should 
close each and every bridge, whether it 
be the Bloomfield Bridge or what have 
you. I realize this is going to cause quite 
an imposition on the public, especially 
the driving public, but at the same time, 
I think if we avoid a bridge collapsing 
and hundreds of casualties and maybe 
even deaths, it is certainly to our bene¬ 
fit and the public’s benefit. It is going 
to be quite an inconvenience, maybe 
people should take public transportation 
a little more, or maybe they should 
start walking like we used to do in the 
old days, I don't know. 

But at the same time, I think we 
ought to go on record urging the Mayor 
to close each and every bridge in this 
City until the time that it is completely 
repaired, or it is demolished and replac¬ 
ed, if it shows any sign of deteriorating I 
repeat, to the point where the bridge 
could possibly collapse or fall down. 

Mr. Lally: 

Are you making this a motion? 

The Chair: 

I would like to make it in the form 
of a Resolution to be carried over to the 
Mayor’s office, hopefully to be carried 
out. 


Mr. Lally: 

So moved Mr. President. 
Mr. Coyne: 


Mr. President, what is the Resolution? 


The Chair: 

Bill, that any bridge that shows any 
signs of deteriorating to the point that 
it could possibly collapse, that the bridge 
be closed indefinitely until that bridge 
is repaired and brought up to the pro¬ 
per standards or tom down and replaced. 

Mr. Coyne: 

I think that the Administration is 
undertaking that kind of an inspection 
program now. 

The Chair: 

We are being told that Bill, but at the 
same time, I think we can make it a 
little stronger from Council that they 
will do it. I don’t doubt that they will, 
but I would just like to make sure that 
Council is on record. 

Mr. Givens seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President, what I understand is 
that you are saying that you are en¬ 
dorsing a program for safety reasons, the 
closing of any bridge. 

Also, if I may, since we eluded to this 
bridge problem, I have been working 
with Southwest Regional Planning Com¬ 
mission, where I have been Vice-Chair¬ 
man of their Commission and Chairman 
of the Transportation Planning Com¬ 
mittee for the six counties in which this 
matter of the bridge problem has been 
on for the last five years. I would be re¬ 
miss if I didn’t call it to everybody’s at¬ 
tention here, and hopefully, the Press 
will pick a portion of this up. That is 
the matter that with the Chamber of 
Commerce of Greater Pittsburgh, plus 
labor, plus management, plus govern¬ 
mental officials. There was a request at 
one time that initiated by asking for five 
cents extra raise on the gasoline tax. 
That was changed to permit the General 
Assembly of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
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sylvania to raise what that would bring, 
namely, $200-$250 Million so that we 
could qualify to match the federal funds 
which were available and the total of 
those two, the matching, would be $800 
Million. 


I had the opportunity to lead a dele¬ 
gation to Harrisburg about a month ago. 
We talked to the legislative body there 
covering this matter. I am somewhat ap¬ 
palled at how things are turning recent¬ 
ly. Even our gubernatorial candidates 
seem to be saying that nothing should 
be done until after, obviously, there are 
some change of Administration, and 
• herein lies the pitfall of all the argu¬ 
ments- The thrust in which we went 
there was kind of three or four pronged 
along Ihese lines. First of all, we had to 
raise our ten percent or twenty percent 
or twenty-five percent, depending on the 
match. We likewise had to tell the peo¬ 
ple what we were going to do with the 
monies that were collected. In order to 
accomplish that there was a request that 
all funds be impressed with a trust and 
would not go into PennDot’s coffers, 
again, it would not go into PennDot’s 
coffers, but rather it would go into what 
we would call contract labor, sub-con¬ 
tracted out to do those things that were 
essential. There is, and I am very clearly 
pointing out, there is a difference be¬ 
tween PennDot’s present problems and 
our present needs, which are in bridges 
and/or bridges and highways. At the rate 
we are going r'ght now, and it is being 
misunderstood, regettably we are going 
to lose money because come October, if 
we don't raise the $200 to $250 Million, 
the State of Pennsylvania will lose 
matching ... if they don’t match the 
first portion of it, we will lose $80 Mil¬ 
lion by October, November and December 
of this year. If we don’t raise the $200 
Million Dollars we then will lose $600 
Million which the Federal Government 
already has. If we don’t raise the monies 
according to the timetable, we are go¬ 
ing to lose anywhere from 75% to 80% 
to 90% Federal dollars. The regettable 
thing about it is we will not wipe out 
the 100% need. Someday in the future, 
if we lose it, we are going to have to 
came up with 100%. 


I may be having to come into this 


Council with a Resolution trying to clear 
that issue up. But I think that it is 
wrong for people to try to look for a 
scapegoat. I am not trying to defend 
PennDot, I think that no matter what 
we could do at this present time, we 
couldn’t rehabilitate their image in time 
for the present need which is October. 
But there is a need for matching funds, 
and the fact that it is impressed with a 
trust, the fact that it is going to be 
contract work, it would not go to Penn¬ 
Dot. I think that needs very clearly 
enumerated. I think this issue of bridges 
is one that many people need to put 
their heads down in shame, I am hard- 
put to understand how, as we look at our 
financial budget and how we spent our 
monies, we did not spend any monies 
for bridges in the last five years. Even 
though in each of those budgets we had 
$125,000 and we didn’t even spend one 
nickel of it. How you can just say, well 
we shouldn’t look back on it, it just 
didn’t happen. That is ridiculous, a 
bridge doesn’t just fall apart overnight, 
its been falling apart for five years and 
more. Somewhere along the line people 
who couldn’t handle it on our local front 
want to try to do it on the State front, 
and I don’t see how they can do it. If 
they couldn’t do it locally, they are 
obviously showing their ineptness to do 
it on the State level. We might look at 
our gubernatorial candidates in 1978 for 
J 79 as to whether they are qualified to 
really lead this Commonwealth. 

The Chair: 

Thank you Mr. Stone, your comments 
are well noted. 

One final thing, over at the Stadium 
this past weekend, this usually happens 
around the start of the season when 
there are large crowds . . . there were 
several muggings again, and I under¬ 
stand that one of the muggers was 
thrown up against the wall by one of 
the fathers of one of the boys who was 
mugged, and I think he broke his arm. 
Naturally, he didn’t go to the police be¬ 
cause he was lucky to get away without 
any further damage to himself. The kid 
could have been hurt rather seriously, 
but still he was wrong, and the parent 
took it into his own hands. Part of this 
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has to do with the fact that we have no 
police protection whatsoever at Three 
Rivers Stadium. For some reason or 
other there was quite a bit of protection 
at Forbes Field, and when we moved 
over to the new Stadium, when I say we, 
I mean the Pirates, the Steelers, what 
have you ... it just seems that some¬ 
body deemed that there were no city 
police needed there. We had one on duty, 
and the poor fellow has all he can to 
to walk all over that Stadium. If any 
trouble breaks out, I don’t see what one 
individual is going to do. I have pleaded 
with them until I'm blue in the face, 
and other people have from down there. 
Nobody seems to realize the seriousness 
of it, and it starts with the Stadium Au¬ 
thority on down. Part of the reason was 
the Stadium Authority ... I say this 
with all due respect to Mr. Lally, who is 
probably the only member who ever serv¬ 
ed on the Stadium Authority that knew 
anything about a Stadium, or ever was 
connected with the Stadium. The rest of 
them know as much about Stadiums as 
I know about orbiting to the moon. We 
Just can’t seem to get through to any¬ 
body down there, and haven’t bean able 
to as to the seriousness of the situation. 
It could be anybody’s child in this room, 
it could be the child of anyone in the 
City of Pittsburgh, or Allegheny County, 
or whoever comes to that Stadium. One 
of these days, someone is going to get 
hurt, and get hurt real bad, possibly 
even lose their life, but we just cannot 
seem to get that police protection. A- 
gain, I will implore the Mayor and the 
City Administration to give us some po¬ 
lice down there to protect the public. 
After all, who is paying to see those 
games, baseball or football, it is our own 
citizens and our own taxpayers in the 
City of Pittsburgh and Allegheny Coun¬ 
ty. They deserve a little more protection 
for the money they are paying out. The 
City is now paying something like a 
million dollars towards the bond of the 
Stadium, and if we are paying that kind 
of money, I think we can spend a little 
more to protect our people who are at¬ 
tending those ballgames, especially their 
children who are getting mugged time 
and again in the washrooms, and in the 
nearby vicinity. This even goes on after 
the games, as they go by their cars, 
boom, somebody grabs them. In broad 
daylight, they grabbed a woman on 


Opening Day, they grabbed her purse 
and took off. There is Just no protection 
whatsoever down there. I just thought I 
would say it for the record and maybe 
somehow, someway we can wrangle some 
police out of Mr. Coll if he isn’t too busy 
up in the Hill District closing bars and 
chasing number writers. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, I would like to make 
one other observation, at the ballgame 
itself, for some reason, River Road was 
not opened after those 39,000 people ex¬ 
ited the Three Rivers Stadium, and I 
don’t know what the explanation was 
for that. 

The Chair: 

Dick, Jim is probably aware of this, 
they knew seven or eight years before 
the Stadium was completed that they 
were going to have a problem unless they 
got more roads in and out. It hasn’t 
been alleviated one bit. Last year, I be¬ 
lieve, I guess while he was still the May¬ 
or, everyone went down there and prom¬ 
ised that they were going to do this and 
that, and I can remember Director Ruff 
saying that he was going to come up 
with some sort of emergency measures, 
and I thought he was sincere, and I 
thought that they had done something 
along those lines. I now find out that 
they haven’t done too much, especially 
with the roads that you are talking a- 
bout, Dick, I was under the impression 
that it was open, and I understand now, 
that it isn’t open after the game as it 
had been before. So we are right back 
where we started when the Stadium first 
opened. I don’t know why they won’t 
open that road, there is some talk that 
the traffic from the Seventh Street 
bridge now becomes much greater than 
It was before, so therefore, they are al¬ 
leviating one spot and they are making 
it worse in the other. But something has 
to be done, either one way traffic when 
the game is over on the bridges for a- 
bout forty-five minutes, that is away 
from the Stadium, and then resuming 
the two way traffic after about a forty- 
five minute period. In fact, Milo Hamil¬ 
ton the announcer has gone so far as to 
say that on the air. I think that I have 
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to agree with Milo, that could probably 
be a benefit - . . it wouldn’t hurt. Some¬ 
thing has to be done, the traffic, if you 
get over 15,000 down there is horrendous. 
And if you get caught in one of those 
traffic jams like people did on Opening 
Day, and the thing on their minds is 
that every time they go down there they 
are going to get in a traffic jam, and 
this hurts attendance. And naturally 
hurts our revenue of the City ... al¬ 
though we realize that 75% of the times 
we don’t have that traffic situation, be¬ 
cause we don’t always have 40,000 to 
50,000 such as the Steelers draw. So, 
really it is not that much of a problem 
with the exception of a large crowd. But 
if people do have that in mind, they get 
caught in that crowd once, and they are 
not going to come back again. 

For instance, Saturday and Sunday, 
the crowds were under 10,000, there was 
no problem whatsoever. But try to tell 
that guy who got caught there on Open¬ 
ing Day, he just isn’t about to come 
back anymore. I understand that it took 
something like an hour and fifteen min¬ 
utes to get from the Stadium to Robin¬ 
son Street on Opening Day. That is 
absolutely incredible, but that is a fact. 
Nobody seems to know the answers, 
everybody talks about it, like the wea¬ 
ther, but nobody does anything about 
the traffic situation at the Three Rivers 
Stadium. 

Mr. Givens: 

I believe Councilman Coyne had an 
explanation as to why River Road was 
not opened. 

Mr. Coyne: 

The Seventh Avenue Bridge is closed. 
But I don’t know that that has any¬ 
thing to do with River Road. 

The Chair: 

The Seventh or the Ninth, Bill? 

Mr. Coyne: 

The Seventh. 


Mr. Givens: 

Could be construction on the bridge, 
could be fallen objects or something 
like that. 

The Chair: 

That could be the answer. 

Mr. Lally: 

Didn’t they Just explain that it was 
an oversight that they forgot to take the 
barricades down? 

The Chair: 

I don’t think, it wouldn’t serve much 
purpose to open it, where would they go?

Avenue Bridge is closed.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS 
Mr. Stone: 
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Mr. President, if I may, I have some 
very strong feelings about this 1978 
Bond Issue. First and foremost, if you 
will recall, during the Budget discus¬ 
sions in November of 1977, we requested 
at that time that the Bonds be sold 
quickly so that we would have the 
wherewith to carry out those grandoise 
plans that we announced for the year 
1978. We later found out that it took 
four months to pick up bond council. 
We later found out, and I think it is an 
afterthought personally, that we were go¬ 
ing to wait for some audit. 

I am at a loss, and I will not myself, 
personally accept that the reason we did 
not go out on bonds was because of 
some audit. Heretofore, we didn’t have 
any audits, and we didn’t have any dif¬ 
ficulty in selling bonds. I am mindful 
and would like this record to reflect that 
in January and February of 1978, it was 
probably the best time on the market 
for us to sell bonds, because it was very 
low . . . somewhere around five percent. 
What it will be come May and June of 
this year when we now are going out on 
the bonds, I don’t know, but I am aware 
that without an audit in January, it 
would have been somewhere around 
five. With an audit, come May or June, 
we may end up with five plus, at the 
same time plus six, maybe the twelve 
months of escalation. 


I don’t see how you save money by 
delaying it and not selling bonds when 
you should be selling it. I still, very 
strongly, and I think I am expressing the 
feelings of this City Council, that we ex¬ 
pected to see the money there to carry 
out the plans that we had announced 
for ’78 and we should have had the 
money. As it is right now, we are only 
going out. We are going to get the 
money in June . . . what happens to 
those road projects which were announc¬ 
ed in the Capital Budget. What happens 
to those parks and recreation projects, 
all of which should have had money in 
March so that we could start in April 
and May, and we Eire already one-half 
year behind. What is heppening here, 
and I hope that it doesn’t continue . . . 
is that we are announcing a program in 
one year, ’77, we are promising to do it 
in ’78 and we are not. We are going to 


then do it in ’79, we say, so we get three 
years of talking and an announcement 
of a P. R. proposition that we are going 
to do it. And then comes '80 and ’81 and 
we start taking it out of the Capital 
Improvement Budget. I don’t want to be 
a part of that, and I never want to be 
a part of it. As far as I personally am 
concerned, I think that as far as Bond 
Council, the Administration was wrong 
in not having Bond Council earlier. For 
the Administration to indicate at this 
time that they are waiting for some au¬ 
dit, I think that is hogwash. 

Relative to an audit itself, I don’t 
know why we have to wait, as is hap¬ 
pening now, even that audit is late. We 
could have done 3/4 of it in 1977, and 
done the last quarter in '78 and had it 
by the end of January and been out on 
a Bond issue. I think that this enabling 
statute should have came in in Janu¬ 
ary, we could have given a wherewith to 
start at any time they wanted. I don’t 
see that at any time relative to this par¬ 
ticular bond issue. We could have been 
hurt even if we were rejected. Ultimate¬ 
ly, at that point, there is not much 
money involved. The whole thing could 
have been put on a Mag Card as I joked 
this morning . . . and if there is any¬ 
thing that would have had to be chang¬ 
ed, you change those couple of words, 
and you are back pushing out the legis¬ 
lation. 

But I do not want this to pass with¬ 
out comment, and I am doing this hope¬ 
fully, that in the year 1979, that when 
we tell people in the Capital Improve¬ 
ment Budget we are going to do it, we 
have the ability to do it, and we intend 
to do it in the year that we announce 
it to be done.

Mr. President, I would just like to 
echo Councilman Stone’s remarks, be¬ 
cause I feel likewise, that Council has 
done everthing they can in order to 
expedite these bond sales. And, if not

the year, the advantage of going out for 
their bond sales whenever the bond 
market is to the City of Pittsburgh’s 
advantage, not to that of the banks as 
we are on this particular bond sale.

Mr. Stone: 


If I may — you know, it is becoming 
a little bit of a joke, some of the as¬ 
pects of my position with the University 
of Pittsburgh. I would just like to share 
some things that have happened and 
then a new aspect of the University of 
Pittsburgh, wherein I think they are 
now becoming the tower of idiots. But, 
nevertheless, may I explain for a mo¬ 
ment. 


When the hue and cry across the 
country was to have Black Studies in 
our universities, Pitt was probably the 
last to understand it, and finally, it was 
forced on them and they set up a Black 
Studies Department. After that impo¬ 
sition, inter-ofiice communication, which 
one possibility indicated that they were 
not directing students to that study. 
The department, thereafter, became a 
problem which I became aware of. In 
the Slav Language and Literature De¬ 
partment, and using that same logic, in 
most universities across the country, 
that kind of department was set up. The 
University of Pittsburgh was the last 
to understand. It came about, and then 
using, and let me say again, very, very 
carefully, using the standards as set up 
by the University of Pittsburgh, and us¬ 
ing what they had admitted, they had 
bypassed a senior level Slav for a junior 
level non-Slav for the head of that de¬ 
partment. 

In spite of that, they made all those 
requests for money under Black Studies 
and under the Slav National Endowment 
for the Arts and federal government. 
They made requests for money for eth¬ 
nic studies. We, on the other hand, the 
City of Pittsburgh, give them tax-free 
property, and we permit them to violate 
zoning rules that we wouldn’t let any¬ 
one else violate. 


But, this last one — one that gets me 
slightly — I know of a boy who grad¬ 
uated from Carnegie Mellon University. 
He made application to the Medical 
School of the University of Pittsburgh. 
He has been trying to get into this class. 
He is close to almost a four point aver¬ 
age at Carnegie Mellon University. In 
addition to that, hes been waiting all 
this time for word because he’s had the 
opportunity to be accepted in other uni¬ 
versities but wants to be here at the 
University of Pittsburgh. 

The gentleman who interviewed him 
was so impressed with him that he told 
the young fellow, “I hope that my col¬ 
leagues agree with your admission to 
this university.” To my now under¬ 
standing, 60 to 70 percent of the class 
has already been accepted. There is just 
that balance to be filled. He just got a 
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letter — which the others did not get — 
which says, “that you must sign to a- 
gree to serve a low-moderate poverty 
area for four years as a condition to 
qualify for admission.” Those first groups 
are families of doctors. Presently, they 
did not get that kind of letter, but he 
did. And, invariably, it now becomes very 
evident to me that’s what happened to 
the University of Pittsburgh — that we 
are taking care of the university while 
they take care of the greedy at the ex¬ 
pense of the needy.

Mr. President, if I may, this is in re¬ 
gard to the Auditorium Authority, I 
have met with the Treasurer today, and 
he informs me that this would be in 
the best interest. I have asked that we 
accelerate this program, and Attorney 
Straus will be with us here on Wednes¬ 
day to give us more detailed coverage of 
il, it will be in Committee on Wednes¬ 
day, and we will cover it more detailed 
at that time. At that time, our actions 
will await his delivery. 

Mr. Givens: 

I appreciate what Bob is trying to do, 
to move this thing, and get the people 
up here to look at it, but there are some 
major magnitudes on this, the Mayor 
indicates that he is going to save a Mil¬ 
lion Dollars, I don’t see how he is going 
to save a Million Dollars, the present 
outstanding debt of the Authority at 
this present time is right around $15 
Million. Looking at this legislation be¬ 
fore us, we are going to incur a $22 
Million Indebtedness. They are also go¬ 
ing to go out on about $4 Million worth 
i of Federal Treasury Bonds. And, the in- 
1 terest rates that we have on our old 
bond issue is right now 3.0 to 3.6, and 
the new interest rates that I see coming 
up here are going to be 5.5 to 6.5, so I 
can’t understand how the Mayor is go¬ 
ing to save a Million Dollars in this long 
term, in extending the life ... I think 
what is happening, I can see by the 
schedule on page 4, is that for the first 
five years we are going to have a re¬ 
duced payment, and that reduced pay¬ 
ment will add up to about a Million 
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Dollars. But thereafter, the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh is going to pay quite some bit. 

For example, to carry out the schedule, 
Just the principle alone, from 1978 
through the year 2007, it is going to 
cost the City taxpayers $24,586,000. And 
yet, we have $15 Million outstanding on 
the principle now. I would like for them 
to come up and talk to us, and give us 
their material, and then have us delib¬ 
erate on that material, and then have 
the bill come before us as it normally 
would the following Wednesday. I think 
they are trying to expedite il. I am ap¬ 
preciative of the fact that the interest 
ra+es have just gone up this past week, 
and maybe that is why they are trying 
to push this particular issue through. 

The Chair: 

Would you like the Mayor to be here 
this Wednesday Mr. Givens? 

Mr. Givens:

Mr. Stone: 


Let me explain, if I may. If I may, 
speaking as the Finance Chairman, as 
far as this particular bill is concerned, 
I’ve gotten some detail on it, and I 
would venture at this time that I’ve 
gotten a little more information than 
everybody else. I am not making a judg¬ 
ment here, yes or no, but I do know one 
thing ... in order to get it to fast ac¬ 
tion, and since it is something that the 
attorney who is doing the re-financing 
indicates that time is of importance.

The Chair: 


There has been some attempt set, gy- 
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rations and manipulations, by writers 
which is not an accurate record of what 
took place in these Council Chambers. In 
order to straighten out the record ones 
and for all, let me just say that the 
Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh, in con¬ 
junction with the City Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh, did, in December of 
1977, approve a Capital Improvement 
Budget for $12,665,000.00. Since that 
time, at the request of the Mayor, the 
Administration, that we add $1 Million 
for emergency bridge, City Council has 
agreed to that and we have given the 
wherewith, namely through the Bond 
Issue, that brought it up to $13,665,- 
000.00. In order to round oil those fig¬ 
ures, we made it at $14 Million, which 
means there is a Council Contingent 
Fund of $335,000.00 . . . but, again, it is 
not a $3 Million increase. What was re¬ 
quested by the Mayor and approved by 
Council in December, 1977 . . . just three 
or four months ago, was $12,665,000.00, 
we added at their request, another mil¬ 
lion, and that is where the Bond Fund 
went up. I would like as well, to have 
my summary remarks from last Wednes¬ 
day incorporated into these minutes. 

Mr. Stone’s remarks from the meeting of 
Wednesday, April 26, 1978: 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. Donahoe, we appreciate your cau¬ 
tion. Since you have been the Treasurer, 
you have maintained a very good status 
that we shouldn’t incur indebtedness 
and I think that is admirable. We on 
City Council have a problem of policy 
and let me amplify if I may. 

We happen to have on the Mayor’s 
staff right now, Ken Fields who has 
spent some five years in the particular 
area of finance for the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. Whether he does or doesn’t know, 
and if he doesn’t he should know or else 
he shouldin’t be there. But, I am under 
the impression that he does know, since 
he was present at the budget hearings. 

I did not hear one word, nor any mem¬ 
ber of this Council express one drop of a 
word which would signify that there 
happened to be a lot of extra money 


that we needed. Again, there were other 
comment from you in 1978 and I com¬ 
mend you for that. What happened in 
January of 1978, we had up to that time 
to approve the Capital Improvement 
Budget and not one comment at all from 
either Ken or the Administration rela¬ 
tive to the matter. We did however, indi¬ 
cate by the long process, that Ken 
Fields eluded, that in order to get the 
program into the budget you have to in¬ 
volve our budget staff as well. You also 
involve the Planning Department and 
you involve the department that is con¬ 
nected with this project, then you go 
out and get the information from the 
community and find out what their 
views are. You then go back to the 
planning and to the department and de¬ 
cide after the project has been to the 
community, whether the project is one 
that is worth and one that should be 
put into the Capital Improvement Bud¬ 
get. 

We had detailed goals and we have 
printed a lot of material in the six-year 
span on what we are going to do in the 
City of Pittsburgh, but behind the scenes 
we never went back to the city residents 
to inform them that we were taking 
something out and to get their views. I 
don’t think that is fair because it is tell¬ 
ing the people that we were involved 
and now we are not going to complete 
the proposed project. 

There were a few bills that came up 
relating to <Chartiers Valley, we had 
promised a few projects on Arlington 
Avenue, year after year and mayor after 
mayor for the last 7 or 8 years. The An¬ 
son Bridge was promised, the Crane Ave¬ 
nue project was promised and all we 
are saying now is that somewhere after 
the year 1982 it will get done. 

It is the strong feeling of City Council 
that when we have a program that is 
budgeted, it ought to be carried out. Be¬ 
cause if we wait any longer, the price 
Increases by 10 to 18 percent. 

In addition to that, it is our conten¬ 
tion that the money is there but we are 
not carrying it out as planned. There are 
two things to consider: 1 — credibility 
is the important thing and 2 — instead 
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of finding different ways to budget it, we 
ought to start carrying out our goals 
and In short City Council feels that the 
city is long overdue and needs that 
credibility. From now on when we an¬ 
nounce a program, we are going to carry 
it out because we are losing too much 
money as it is. 

I hope that this will be the last time 
we will have to speak on the subject, but 
nevertheless, I don’t appreciate those 
people who come in here after three 
months and try to turn around $7 mil¬ 
lion of the City of Pittsburgh monies, 
when they are at fault for not going 
out to the bond issue. 

I do happen to have in my possession 
a statement from the Water Department 
which indicates that Director Miller 
can’t carry out the project because we 
are too late in the bond issue. 

Let it be very, very clear that City 
Council will not be a part of any pro¬ 
gram which takes something out after 
it has been put in for a specific pro¬ 
ject. 

Thank you Dave for staying out of the 
policy thing.

who are familiar with the urban circum¬ 
stances which are unique to the School 
District of Pittsburgh. 

NOW, THEREFORE. 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Members of 
the Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
support the effort of the elected Pitts¬ 
burgh Board of Public Education to de¬ 
termine on the local level whether it 
wishes to have a residency requirement 
and City Council asks the members of 
the Pennsylvania General Assembly and 
the Governor of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania to preserve the local op¬ 
tion regarding school district residency.

Mr. Lally: 

Mr. President, this particular bill is 
now in the Senate, and it is also in the 
Supreme Court of Pennsylvania being 
tested by the Teachers Union. A1 Fondy’s 
union has questioned it, also my own 


union and other unions within the City 
have questioned the residency clause. We 
are unable to get good employees to work 
for the School Board due to the fact 
that they do not live in the City. Under 
these circumstances, it makes it pretty 
tough to get the people that we want to 
be employed by the School Board. It is 
part of the negotiations at the present 
time between the School Board and the 
unions. So, under these circumstances, I 
have to be against this Resolution. 

Mr. Bulls: 

If I may say something, and I am only 
speaking as one Council member. One of 
the problems that lie in the School Sys¬ 
tem perhaps might be the dedication of 
the teachers. I feel that if you don’t live 
in a particular area, the dedication is 
not there ... I feel that there should 
be a requirement that teachers, just like 
councilmen, who have to live in the City 
to be a Councilman, you should defin- 
ately have to live in the City to be a 
teacher in the School System in the City 
of Pittsburgh . . . without a doubt. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, if I may speak just 
briefly on this Resolution, I think that 
the prerogative which now exists with 
the School Board is one that all of us 
here on Council can understand in terms 
of various issues that have been brought 
before us, that we felt that we were 
better qualified to deal with, as elected 
representatives of the City of Pittsburgh. 
I think the same stands for the mem¬ 
bers of the School Board who are elected 
to make those kind of decisions which 
deal with the general operation of the 
School District. Whether we do or do not 
have a residency requirement I believe, 
should remain with the School Board it¬ 
self. And I think for those of us who 
have continuously spoken through the 
whole issue of trying to solve our unem¬ 
ployment problem in this City, and try¬ 
ing to help people stay in the City of 
Pittsburgh and believe in this City, and 
I think it is constituent to attempt to 
do what we can to encourage that. That 
is what this Resolution is geared to do 
... it is geared to encourage all kinds 
of efforts that are designed to keep peo- 
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pie In our City and to find opportunities 
for people within the City of Pittsburgh. 

I would Just like to take a slight ex¬ 
ception to Mr. Lally’s concern that we 
can’t find qualified people in the City 
of Pittsburgh for various jobs. I think 
that sometimes we say that, but we have 
not used all the vigorous means and 
methods at our disposal. That is why I 
am particularly concerned that we not 
give up another prerogative that we have 
here in the City to try where we can to 
Increase our employment situation here 
and to make people believe in Pitts¬ 
burgh. Those are the reasons that I am 
supporting this Resolution and that is 
why I am asking the other members of 
Council to do the same. 


The Chair: 

Well, we certainly have a difference of 
opinion here. 

Mr. Stone: 


Mr. President, if I may, I believe it is 
no secret on this Council that Robert 
Rade Stone has been totally against any¬ 
one who doesn’t live in the City serving 
in the City of Pittsburgh serving on a 
Board, on its Commissions or as an em¬ 
ployee. I believed then, and I believe 
now, that if its is good enough to work 
in it, it is good enough to live in it. 


I do have one problem, and I would 
like to share this . . . and that is that 
the School District is a separate juris¬ 
diction, a separate body, and my per¬ 
sonal thoughts are that I don’t believe 
that we should be legislating for the 
School District . . . that does cause me 
concern. But, as I read a little more 
technically the present RESOLVED in 
this particular Resolution, it seems to 
indicate — to determine — which means 
that we are referring it to them for that 
determination. While I have some con¬ 
cerns on legislating for the others, as 
long as that decision lies with them, 
then I can endorse it. 


Mr. Coyne: 


Mr. President, I would just like to 
address a question to Mr. Robinson, do 
we have any indication of what the per¬ 
centage of in-city teachers is? 

Mr. Robinson: 

I don’t have that information handy. 
Mr. Lally: 

Not only in-city teachers, Bill, but 
there are others, maintenance people and 
other employees of the School Board. I 
don’t know what the percentage is, but 
I know, there are a few who don’t live 
in the City. 

The Chair: 

That is the one thing that I wanted 
to hit upon ... I know for a fact that 
they are hiring maintenance people, out¬ 
side the City of Pittsburgh, in fact, quite 
a few, and this has caused quite a bit 
of concern. 

Mr. Lally: 

That is the only way we can get peo¬ 
ple to work there, when they don’t live 
in the city. I have referred, in the last 
month, six or eight people out to the 
School Board, and without a residency 
clause, they were told that they couldn't 
take them. This has been a problem.

I would like to exercise the prerogative 
of the Chair to discuss a phone call 
which I received from George Ogg, the 
Vice President of Teamsters Local #249, 
it appears that Mr. Ogg, and a couple of 
his colleagues were arrested over the 
weekend while picketing at the Allside 
site on Brighton Road, which is a sub¬ 
sidiary of U. S. Steel. Mr. Ogg states that 
without provocation the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh dispatched City Police to march 
on the picket line with them. This is 
quite unheard of. We are all quite fam¬ 
iliar with the oppression and the bitter¬ 
ness towards unions in the country. I 
don’t know about other people, but it is 
scaring me, it is to a point now where 
it is sort of ridiculous. I am not saying 
that unions are always right, that is for 
sure, but at the same time, if there is 
boniflde picket line on, dispatching city 
police is wrong, when they are needed 
much more in the area of serious crimes, 
such as in the area of murders, rape, 
muggings, what have you . . . and it has 
been my dispute with Superintendent 


Coll and the Police Department period, 
that too often, and I am not saying that 
I condone any of these crimes, chasing 
number writers, prostitutes, and bars 
which serve after hours. I think the 
police can be deployed a lot better and 
certainly in a better fashion than walk¬ 
ing picket lines . . . especially a boniflde 
picket line when there is no reason 
whatsoever. Now if violence occurred, 
certainly they should be down there to 
protect not only the public but the 
pickets also. But apparantly no violence 
occurred until the police arrived, this 
may have set it off, if there was violence. 
There were three or four or five arrests, 
and it is sort of cruel and harsh, and 
Mr. Ogg went so far as to request a pub¬ 
lic hearing of City Council. I think he 
called Mike Perry to try to set that hear¬ 
ing up. I would Just like to make you a- 
ware of the incidents that went on over 
the weekend.

Dear Gentlemen and Madame: 

Bill No. 788 is a Resolution authoriz¬ 
ing the sale of $14 million in bonds 
for Capital Improvements for 1978. 

I am returnng this Bill, herewith, with 
my veto. 

I cannot, In all good conscience, sign 
a bill that I believe to be financially un¬ 
sound. Your proposal to sell $14 million 
in bonds represents a $3 million in¬ 
crease over my recommendation of $11 
million. In effect, you would be spend¬ 
ing $3 million for projects that will 
never be started this year. The interest 
charges on this idle money alone would 
be $180,000 in 1979 and approximately 
$2 million over the twenty year life of 
the bonds 


In addition, by deferring projects that 
cannot get underway this year, I hoped 
to free up money to retire a $5 million 
short-term note issued to finance the 
federal share of certain reimbursable 
projects. This would have saved the tax¬ 
payers another $225,000 in interest 
charges this year and next. 

Instead of effecting a $405,000 sav¬ 
ings in interest charges, sorely needed 
for next year’s budget, Council's action 
will add further to our 1979 budget costs. 

My original Capital Budget called for 
a bond sale of $12.8 million. However, a 
major review of 1978 Capital Improve¬ 
ment projects as well as other projects 
holding over from previous years indi¬ 
cated that ten of these could not be 
started In 1978. 

We fully intend to go ahead with these 
projects when it is determined that con¬ 
struction on them can begin. Two other 
projects were dropped from the 1978 
program — the rehabilitation of Skook- 
um Field In Mt. Washington due to a 
community re-evaluation of the project 
and the Browns Hill project. As part of 
its 1978 street rehabilitation program, 
the City plans to resurface Browns Hill 
from the Beechwood Boulevard, Browns 
Hill and Hazelwood intersection to Mon¬ 
itor Street and the County will resur¬ 
face that portion from the bridge to that 
intersection. In addition, the Department 
of Public Works plans to do an evalua¬ 
tion of the traffic Bignal system at the 
intersection. 

As a result of this review, the Capital 
Budget bond sale was reduced from $12.8 
million to $10 million with an additional 
$1 million being appropriated for our 
critical bridge inspection and repair 
needs. 

The $11 million I recommended Is all 
that we need for 1978. No matter what 
the previous commitments were or how 
much money is allocated, no added pro¬ 
jects can be started this year. 

I want to emphasize that despite the 
deferments of some projects in 1978, my 
administration's record for total expend- 
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itures on capital improvements and for 
project funds under contract in 1977 far 
exceeds that of any previous period over 
the past five years. 

For example, last year $28.3 million 
was spent on capital improvement pro¬ 
jects compared to $15.8 million in 1973. 
The amount under contract in 1977 was 
$39.1 million compared to $8.7 million 
in 1973. The average capital expenditures 
between 1973 and 1976 were $16.5 mil¬ 
lion and the amount under contract 
during that same period was $14.3 mil¬ 
lion. I am attaching a copy of the Cap¬ 
ital Spending Statistics 1973-77. 

These figures indicate that this ad¬ 
ministration has been doing a most 
creditable job in moving ahead on its 
capital improvement commitments. 

It is the contention of some members 
of Council that city government loses 
credibility with the people when it does 
not fulfill its commitments. On the face 
of it, this is obviously true. 

However, we are more likely to lose our 
credibility when we do not face up to 
our responsibilities openly and honestly. 

Therefore, for the above stated rea¬ 
sons, I am vetoing Council Bill No. 788 
and returning it unsigned. I urge you 
to reconsider this Bill at the next meet¬ 
ing of City Council.

Mr. President and Members of City- 
Council: 

We have received word of the Mayor’s 
veto of the 1978 Capital Budget Bond 
Sale. 

While there is an attempt to engage in 
some latent rationalization of “inability 
to perform” this is most unwelcomed 
news. 

This veto is really a veto of the May¬ 
or’s own Capital Budget, for the bond 
sale contains the capital Improvement 
budget which this administration gave 
to City-Council—less than 6 months ago, 
during one of the most probing City- 
Council budget hearings, ever held, as 
late as December of 1977. 

During the time of the budget Hear¬ 
ings the administration through its rep¬ 
resentatives at the council table “prom¬ 
ised” to perform and represented their 
ability to perform, all of the projects 
listed in 1978 Capital Budget, as well as 
those in Capital Budgets of prior years, 
and in order to fulfill its “promises", 
“promised” additionally, to sell bonds 
earlier in 1978, so that the money would 
be available, and “all projects” could be 
completed, per their “promises”, in 1978. 

Relative to the sale of these bonds, it 
took this administration over 4 months 
to find bond counsel. This administra¬ 
tion failed to sell bonds "as promised”, 
even during the months of January and 
February of 1978 (which were the most 
favorable months for a sale, this year). 

In spite of a “promise” by the ad¬ 


ministration to sell the bonds early in 
1978, we now learned that the bonds 
were not intended to be sold until June 
of 1978, and that the City is on some 
“undisclosed performance schedule” ex¬ 
tending over 2 years and having no re¬ 
lationship to the calendar year 1978. 


We are in possession of a written reply 
from various directors of this City indi¬ 
cating that because the bond sale was 
not conducted earlier in 1978 (by the 
administration) that certain of their 
projects can not be completed in 1978. 
In spite of the prodding from this coun¬ 
cil, almost weekly, we learned from this 
administration, less than 3 months ago 
publicly and probably less privately, that 
the administration contemplated chang¬ 
es, even to those things that it warrant¬ 
ed and represented, it would complete. 


The administration, through its fiscal 
advisor, strongly manifested their abil¬ 
ity “to perform” in December of 1977. 
They ask and we accepted that repre¬ 
sentation! Now they are asking for a 
change. Are they sure this time ??? How 
are we to know??? When will the next 
change be forthcoming — in 3 more 
months??? 


The administration’s fiscal advisor, 
Ken Fields, indicated that this adminis¬ 
tration, before it put projects into the 
Capital Budget, “exhausted” its full 
mechanism and procedure for planning, 
review and inclusion, including, but not 
limited to, its full planning staff, all of 
its directors, and yes, allegedly, — even 
full knowledge and full opportunity for 
the citizens and neighborhoods to offer 
their input, and to receive from this ad¬ 
ministration its “promise’ that’ that the 
project — would be incorporated into 
the Capital Improvement Budget and be 
done! But, in spite of those “promises” 
and in spite of notice to the citizens 
prior to those inclusions, the adminis¬ 
tration, WITHOUT ANY NOTICE TO 
THE CITIZENS, now, would like City- 
Council to remove them! 

The citizens were “consulted” to put 
the project into the Capital Budget, why 
not consult them — to take the projects 
out of the Capital Budget??? 
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Why the sudden change anyway? Our 
new Mayor has been the Mayor for over 
a year and he has as his “technical fiscal 
advisor”, Ken Fields, he should know or 
should have known over these past 5 
years, let alone these past 3 months, that 
these projects could or could not have 
been accomplished. If the Mayor it to 
rely on “that ability”, can we afford to 
rely on his? It is time for the Mayor to 
get back into the “driver’s seat” and not 
be misled by his fiscal officer, whose 
credibility, even on the smallest of mat¬ 
ters, leaves much to be desired. 

There has been an attempt in the 
Mayor’s letter (supplied with “facts” by 
his fiscal officer) to indicate that with¬ 
out these latent budget changes, there 
will be some additionl interest burdens. 

Did the administration or this fiscal 
officer, complain, at any time, when the 
city gained in excess of 7% interest on 
the monies, on projects which were de¬ 
layed? More importantly, why did he 
push the projects in December of 1977??? 
Why did he not forsee the “alleged in¬ 
ability" and reprogram those projects 
then??? Was that perhaps too logical to 
perceive??? 

Is it now time for the administration 
and/or its fiscal advisor to claim re¬ 
sponsibility for LOSS to the City of 
Pittsburgh of 10 to 18 %, yearly, in the 
cost of escalation, due to its delay in 
performing the projects “as promised” 
and/or its inability to de L ect, earlier, 
its alleged “inability to perform”. 

Will the City of Pittsburgh as a result 
of this delay, be able “to afford” the 
projects, later, in the face of the rapid 
rate of escalation of costs??? 

It is an admitted fact that this City 
Council has continually provided the 
monies necessary to carry on projects. 
Why then has nothing been done to 
move the projects? One need not be a 
“fiscal wizard nor a magician” — to 
complete a project — promised any¬ 
where from 5 to 30 years -— nor to find 
out, an alleged ‘inability to perform”. 

Perhaps the administration is em¬ 


barrassed to find so much money in old 
bond account in 1977, 1976, 1975, 1974, 
1973, and in some cases — even earlier. 
Why don’t we complete the projects and 
remove the embarrassment, as we im¬ 
prove the credibility i 


Why can’t these projects be complet¬ 
ed? The reason may lie in the fact that 
we are short in manpower goals. The 
former Mayor, flagrantly, failed to fill 
necessary vacancies (which he request¬ 
ed). Regretably, our present Mayor, with 
too much dependency and too much re¬ 
liance on the “‘hold-over Flaherty Fiscal 
Aide ’ is slipping into the same rut. Al¬ 
though the administration at budget 
time, expressed some “objection” to the 
removal of positions in the budget, 
(council maintains a policy that “if you 
will not fill the vacancies, we will not 
tax the citizens for unfilled vacancies") 
this administration, nevertheless, has 
failed to fill over 52 vacancies alone in 
the Public Works Department, a major 
city department; and — there are other 
vacancies in other departments. 


Tills administration, like the past ad¬ 
ministration, has begun and is contin¬ 
uing a very serious practice of misusing 
federal funds. Under the CETA program, 
federal monies were given to the City of 
Pittsburgh to provide employment over 
and aboie the City’s effort. In short, the 
City had to maintain a “maintenance of 
effort”. 


A recent article which appeared m a 
local newspaper on this subject was ac¬ 
curate: but a more glowing and more 
serious abuse of that program was our 
own City of Pittsburgh which has been 
blatantly using CETA monies to pay for 
Tax Budget Employees in a continuation 
of the projected “game of surplus". 


If the administration does not “main¬ 
tain the city’s effort” in violation of the 
federal regulations, in spite of City- 
Council’s continual warnings over the 
past 4 years, and a warning in Decem¬ 
ber of 1977, by the administration’s di¬ 
rector in charge of the CETA program, 
we will be seriously jeopardizing the City 
of Pittsburgh’s financial ability. 
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Could we afford to lose all the Federal 
monies we are getting from the Federal 
Government? ? ? 

The Mayor in his letter has indicated 
“some councilmen express concern a- 
bout the credibility of Government to 
its citizens”. This is true for I, first and 
foremost, am one of those councilmen 
who is concerned! Evidence of the May¬ 
or’s “concern” for this matter of credi¬ 
bility is evident by the little attention 
he gives to it — in his lengthly letter. 

This City Council, however, does value 
its credibility with its members, with 
the administrations, and most import¬ 
antly, with the citizens of the City of 
Pittsburgh! 

If we plan, promise and fund a pro¬ 
ject why not complete it??? Timely and 
actual performance of a project, is even 
more important than the early“prom- 
lse”! This City Council has and will con¬ 
tinue, to keep City Government credi¬ 
ble! 

The Mayor Indicates that allegedly 
these projects will be “delayed”. He 
“promises” that! He and the Mayor be¬ 
fore him also “promised” that. What do 
the citizens get with “future promises”? 
Let us assume for the moment that the 
“promises” are good. What guarantee is 
there for the citizens, that even with 
good intentions that, later, "down the 
line” — that funds will be there to car¬ 
ry out the project or that the adminis¬ 
tration will not eliminate the project al¬ 
together, as “unnecessary”, as was done 
in the case of the Brown’s Hill Project. 
"Future excuses” will not satisfy “past 
public relations promises”. 

As finance chairman of City Council, 
I find that the solution is not a complex 
one. In fact, it is a simple one — DO 
THE JOB!!! 


Has the Mayor and/or his staff really 
checked to ascertain the so-called “al¬ 
leged inability to perform” this time??? 
I personally have made some inquiries 
into some of the "alleged inabilities to 
perform” and I have received some en¬ 


couraging news on at least 2 projects 
and we can proceed. 

As Finance Chairman of this City- 
Council, I deeply and sincerely regret 
this exchange of letters. This City- 
Council earlier in this administration 
openly and clearly indicated its desire 
and Intent to work with this adminittra- 
tion. This did not mean, nor should it 
mean, that this City-Council would 
“rubber stamp” any "whim” of the May¬ 
or. 

I believe that this City-Council is still 
genuinely interested in working together 
as co-governmental partners in Pitts¬ 
burgh^ movement. But this is a “two- 
way" exchange! 

I personally have offered to meet with 
the Mayor and/or his fiscal staff, at any 
time, on any major proposal, in the in¬ 
terest of the City of Pittsburgh — in 
advance of any public submission to 
City Council. Although the administra¬ 
tion and its staff admits that this should 
be done — this was not done in this 
case! 

It is shocking to me as the Finance 
Chairman to know that the administra¬ 
tion — in less than 3 monhts — was at¬ 
tempting to “toy around” with 7 million 
dollars. 


Seven million dollars is too much 
money to “toy around with” in such a 
short period. Goodness knows we need 
more stability than that! And Goodness 
knows someone better watch! If the 
Mayor will permit his fiscal officer, Ken 
Fields, to lead the financial destiny of 
this City — unchallenged, then some ad¬ 
ditional responsibilities seems, now, to 
fall upon this City Council. 

In conclusion, fiscal responsibility re¬ 
quires timely and actual performance of 
projects!!! In order to keep credibility in 
government and to maintain a responsi¬ 
bility in matters fiscal in this City, I 
urge this City Council to over-ride the 
Mayor’s veto. 

Which was read, received and filed.

As Mr. Perry stated, we are voting 
here to override or sustain the veto on 
the Capital Budget. Mr. Stone’s letter is 
quite a lengthy one. Most of the facts 
contained in the letter, as you are quite 
aware of, Mr. Stone has voiced his opin¬ 
ion several times as to how he feels, and 
he puts it in writing here.

Therefore, 
at this stage, I would like to ask some¬ 
one from the Council ranks to make a 
motion to override the veto.

tack either the Mayor’s integrity, or the 
Administration’s integrity.

Mr. President, if i may, I have two 
subjects on which I would like to speak, 
subject number one, I have just learned 
from the newspapers that we have closed 
the Bloomfield Bridge. I had our budget 
people bring out some figures relative to 
that bridge. In the years 1971, *72 and 
*73, we have spent $627,878.00 in reha¬ 
bilitation and for cleaning and paint¬ 
ing, $163,000.00 for a total of $791,000.00. 
But, it is interesting for me, that in 
that same identical period, in 1972, we 
did not appropriate any money at all for 
bridge inspection. The prior Mayor and 
the present Mayor, since 1973, have had 
at their disposal, $535,000.00 for bridge 
inspection . . . not one penny of that 
$535,000.00 has been spent. I am some¬ 
what shocked from the report that I 
have read in the newspaper. I don’t 
know how you could possibly spend 
round figures of $800,000.00 rehabilita¬ 
ting, painting, and cleaning a bridge, 
and you don’t spend even $20,000.00 of 
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the $535,000.00 available to Inspect the 
superstructure of that bridge, to now 
find out that we are going to lose $800,- 
000.00, because we are talking about an 
entire new bridge. 

Those are some shocking figures, and 
I think we ought to get some explana¬ 
tions about it on Wednesday. But a 
justice far unusual for me to under¬ 
stand, and it does declare very very co¬ 
gently to all of us, that City Council 
does, as we indicated last week in the 
letter that I submitted to this body, 
that when the Administration tells us 
that they are prepared to do something 
in December and manifest that they 
can, and have the wherewith to do it, 
that this City Council is acting responsi¬ 
ble if the Administration less than three 
months later is attempting to turn a- 
round $7 Million, and X think that we 
would be wrong in not questioning that. 
While I regret that I was not able to be 
here last Wednesday at the time of the 
override of the Mayor’s veto, I think 
that it is very clear that if I were here 
I would have voted in that direction. 
But also, I would have said then as I 
am saying now ... it was the right 
move. If Ken Fields, as the Mayor's Fis¬ 
cal Officer cannot understand in three 
months that a project cannot be ac¬ 
complished ... he has been there for 
five years in many of those programs, 
and upon him lies much of the responsi¬ 
bility of what is involved here. As I in¬ 
dicated in my letter, if the present May¬ 
or is to use that kind of ability that Mr. 
Ken Fields has exhibited in these past 
five years, as the Financial Officer rela¬ 
tive to appropriation . . . then can we 
rely on the Mayor’s charge here that 
they can or cannot. 

At any rate, I think we need a lot of 
answers about the Bloomfield Bridge, 
because out of $535,000.00, not even ten 
cents was spent on inspecting a bridge. 
But somewhere along the line we had 
spent $800,000.00. It is much like hav¬ 
ing a tuxedo on with dirty shorts. 

My second subject, if I may . . . Sec¬ 
tion 222 of the Home Rule Charter of 
the City of Pittsburgh provides that 
should the Mayor of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh fail to nominate a person to fill 


any vacancies however created, on any 
authority, board or commission within 
60 days after an office becomes vacant, 
Council may fill the vacancies unless 
prohibited by law. There presently ex¬ 
ists vacancies, either by resignation, or 
by termination of their term of office 
on authorities, boards and/or commis¬ 
sions, and these same have existed for in 
excess of 60 days. At the present time, 
there are 35 vacancies out of a total 
position available of 72. By the end of 
1978 there will be an additional six. This 
City Council, per Section 222 of the 
Home Rule Charter of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, has presently the existing au¬ 
thority to fill those vacancies. I would 
like to move at this time that the City 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh, re- 
qtiest the Mayor to appoint and/or fill 
all the vacancies on the authorities, 
boards and/or commissions which have 
been vacant for in excess of 66 days on 
or before June 5, 1978. And, if the May¬ 
or shall fail to fill all those vacancies 
aforesaid, per the Section 222 of the 
Home Rule Charter of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, I feel this Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh should be prepared to fill 
those vacancies. Thirty-five of Seventy- 
Two is just too glaring to leave un¬ 
noticed.

On Councilmans Stone’s first point, I 
don’t know if I got it clear or not, I 
would like to see Director Buff up here 
this Wednesday on a post agenda item, 
with pictures, drawings or anything he 
has available to discuss the Bloomfield 
Bridge as to what the deterioration is. I 
know, we have heard about it and read 
about it, I would like to see some actual 
facts and figures he has in regard to it. 
Apparently before they closed the bridge, 
they sure knew how much it was going 
to take to repair it. So, I would like to 
see those figures. 

The Chair: 

That was covered rather well this 
morning by Mr. Lally, I just wanted you 
to know, he brought up about American 
Bridge, and maybe some other people 
can give us an inspection on it. 

Mr. Lally: 

Yes, Councilman Givens, I requested 
that the Mayor and Director Ruff con¬ 
tract the engineers from American 
Bridge, who are bridge builders, to con¬ 
sult with our Engineer in regards to the 
closing of the bridge, and give us a re¬ 
port on it. Whether or not we will have 
that by Wednesday, I am doubtful.

WHEREAS, the City is required by 
Federal order to develop a Minority 
Business Enterprise Program and affirm¬

WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh 
does not have a minority business de¬ 
velopment program relative to its non- 
federal yearly budget; and 


Mr. President, let me give a little bit 
of explanation to the other members of 
■Council and to the media as to why I 
feel that this particular resolution is 
necessary. 

As we are all aware, the City right 
now is under an order from HUD to 
develop a minority business program a- 
long with an affirmative action program, 
in order that they might spend the 
community development funds which 
have been allocated to the City of 
Pittsburgh. Unfortunately, the City 
does not presently have an operating 
minority business development program, 
nor an affirmative action program. I 
think that if we are going to accept 
federal monies and to follow the guide¬ 
lines and procedures that they give to 
us for the participation in many in¬ 
stances of a significant portion of our 
population. I think that the least that 
we can do is initiate some type of pro¬ 
gram dealing with our regular yearly 
city budget, and I think the Depart¬ 
ment of Supplies is a very good area in 
which to start, and that we should be¬ 
gin to separate out the federal program, 
federal dollars from city programs and 
city dollars . . . this resolution is 

geared to make sure that the City of 
Pittsburgh, if it never receives another 
dime of federal money, addresses the 
concern of this Council and the stated 
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concern of the Administration, that 
minorities be given an opportunity to 
participate in the business development 
in t h is City and specifically, be able to 
participate in the business activities of 
the City of Pittsburgh. And I think that 
we have to also look at the fact that 
thousands, literally millions of dollars 
are spent every year by the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, and we have not taken any in¬ 
itiative on our own to develop any kind 
of program to make sure that we begin 
to bring in additional people. 

One last comment, one of our big¬ 
gest problems in the City of Pittsburgh 
is minority unemployment, it is my 
hope that with the assistance of the 
City, and this resolution, that we can 
begin to stimulate minority business, 
and thus allow these minority business 
persons to hire people within their own 
community. I think that is going to be 
one of the solutions to our unemploy¬ 
ment problems in the minority com¬ 
munity ... is to put more minorities 
into business, so that they can hire the 
people in their own communities. 

The Chair: 

Very well said. 

Mr. Givens: 

You know, passing a resolution is one 
thing ... I would like the Director of 
the Department of Supplies to come up 
here and express to this Council what 
actions, if any, are being taken, what 
contractors by name, are being used, and 
the dollar amount. And to report quart¬ 
erly to the Council as to what affirma¬ 
tive action 1s taken.

WHEREAS, Many varied nationality 
groups in and around the Pittsburgh 
area will participate, including 3,600 
participants between the ages of 6 and 
75, 

NOW, THEREFORE 

BE XT RESOLVED that the Mayor and 
the members of the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh hereby recognize the 22nd 
Annual Pittsburgh Folk Festival and 
congratulate its success in maintaining 
interest in ethnic folklore and preserv¬ 
ing ethnic heritage in Pittsburgh. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Robinson moved for adoption of the 
Resolution. 

Mr. Lally seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

The Chair presented 
Bill No. 1031. WHEREAS, the members 
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of the Pittsburgh City Council are a- 
ware of the problems of high utility 
bills; and 

WHEREAS, the City Law Department 
is opposing the current Duquesne Light 
Rate increase request and has filed suit 
against the strike surcharge, 

NOW, THEREFORE 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the members 
of the Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
hereby support the efforts of Duquesne 
Light customers to protect themselves 
from high utility bills and also support 
the end of the strike surcharge. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
this Council is in favor of a refund of 
phantom taxes charged to customers 
but not paid to the Federal Government, 
and a refund of the $5 Million in over- 
charges through the fuel cost adjust¬ 
ment and any other overcharges through 
the fuel cost adjustment. 

Which was read. 

The Chair: 

I was not present at the meeting on 
Saturday held at Typographical Hall 
held by this group protesting the Du¬ 
quesne Light Surcharge and the rates. 
However, I did go to a meeting in West 
End about three weeks before and the 
same subject was discussed. These peo¬ 
ple were qviite concerned, and rightfully 
so, I checked with the Law Department 
before I entered the resolution and they 
said that the City of Pittsburgh is now 
in litigation against Duquesne Light in 
regards to these specific charges, so the 
resolution is in order. I did make a 
statement for the record at the meeting 
I attended three weeks ago, justified or 
not, that utility bills today are at a 
point where people on fixed incomes, re¬ 
tired elderly people, just cannot pay 
them. In fact all their income is going 
towards utility bills leaving hardly any 
for food, clothing, and even an occa¬ 
sional night of entertainment. What can 
be done, I really don’t know, but some 
pressure has to be taken off of these 


people, they have to get some relief, be¬ 
cause they are at the point now where 
they are just being strangled. The com¬ 
panies realize this, and I think even the 
State Senate has made a move towards 
eliminating the fuel adjustment cost. 
Fortunately, that will be a step in the 
right direction. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, I might mention, prior 
to my coming to Pittsburgh City Coun¬ 
cil, I also filed a suit against Duquesne 
Light concerning the rate increase, and 
along with the City of Pittsburgh, and 
perhaps 30 or 40 other individuals and 
organizations. I am constantly receiving 
information from the Public Utility 
Commission concerning this. Like your¬ 
self, I was unable to attend the meeting 
on Saturday, but I still have my con¬ 
cern and share your concern that some¬ 
thing has to be done about these ridicu¬ 
lous charges that are being put on the 
average person to the extent that when 
you have no where else to go for elec¬ 
tricity, you are forced to go back to a 
utility which almost seems to have com¬ 
plete power to increase these rates and 
put additional charges on, and I think 
your resolution is right on time. 

The Chair: 


Mr. Givens, I think you were at that 
meeting on Saturday, do you have any 
comments? 


Mr. Givens: 


Yes, I attended the meeting with the 
PUC and I guess what many of us have 
heard over the period of time, but it is 
not only those people, it is everyone, in¬ 
cluding the members of the PUC and 
everything, and I think they are fight¬ 
ing, trying to do their Job. Some of the 
facts and figures that came out of that 
were astronomical. It is not only the 
Duquesne Light Company, but they were 
talkng about utilities in general, gas 
companies too, and some of the human 
side of the story, what was happening to 
them down there, but for one example 
that is very stirring, and one thing that 
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I mention in talking to all the groups 
that were down there throughout the 
City of Pittsburgh primarily, and some 
throughout the County of Allegheny, 
that this City Council get involved. And 
the PUC and the various surcharges and 
some of the other financial dealings that 
are happening within our utility com¬ 
panies, in just the different increases in 
the rates, I think we come up with 
somewhere around from 1970 rate hike 
increases to 1977, some additional $115 
Million increase. We can consider our 
own budget right here in the City of 
Pittsburgh in just the light of how we 
use it in our industry. 1 made some¬ 
what of a promise down there that 
City Council would get involved, and the 
Mayor’s office would hopefully get in¬ 
volved directly. We have here, the citi¬ 
zens on one hand fighting a gigantic 
industry, and I feel we definately need 
intervention here with this Council and 
with the Mayor’s Office through our own 
legal courts to help the people in the 
City of Pittsburgh fight this particular 
issue, whether it be right or wrong, and 
what the utility companies are doing, I 
think the PUC and us should coordin¬ 
ate and finally get at the bottom of 
what is really happening here. 

Mr. Robinson moved for the adoption of 
the resolution. 

Mr. Givens seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

The Chair: 


I would like to remind the members 
of Council and those in the audience 
today, that we have distinction in City 
Council, that one of our staff has been 
elected, at least nominated in the Dem¬ 
ocratic Primary, to be the legislator for 
the 21st Legislative District. You all 
know, to my right, Steve Grabowski. I 
don’t know if the news meida is quite 
aware that Steve was nominated this 
past Tuesday. I think hiB nomination is 
tantamount to victory, and I want to 
congratulate Steve Grabowski. 

Mr. Lally: 


Very good. Mr. President, I Just want 
to mention that I got a call from the 
Bloomfield Chamber of Commerce, be¬ 
fore I came into the meeting. There is a 
meeting scheduled tonight at St. 
Joseph’s Hall, that is right behind St. 
Joseph’s Church on Liberty Avenue, in 
regards to the closing of the Bloomfield 
Bridge. It is at 7:30 and I would like to 
extend the invitation to all Councilmen. 

Mr. Givens: 

I Just wonder if Steve got any help 
here in his campaign race? 

Mr. Robinson: 

He’ll never tell. 

The Chair: 

He probably disavowed all of us and 
that’s how he won. 

Mr. Givens: 

On the serious side, we have been re¬ 
ceiving periodically, a performance audit 
from our Controller’s Office to the var¬ 
ious departments within the City of 
Pitsburgh, and wherein he tells them 
what is wrong with the various depart¬ 
ments, and they give their reply back 
to us. Then, all traces of communica¬ 
tions, in regards to this Council is some¬ 
what lost. I would like to make a mo¬ 
tion to ask that we have a follow-up re¬ 
port every six months until all the 
major discrepancies and these perform¬ 
ance audits are at least corrected and 
brought up to date. 

One of the most significant things 
which I believe our Home Rule Charter 
ever gave us was that the Controller of 
the City of Pittsburgh would give a per¬ 
formance audit. This really tells us how 
the City is working, the nuts and bolts. 
We had one on Supplies, I believe, and 
some departments that the Controller is 
picking. For our own advocation, this 
only happens once every four years, I 
believe. I would like to see a follow up 
and I make that in the form of a mo¬ 
tion. 
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Mr. Lally seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. Perry, would you please notify the 
Controller that we get a written report 
from the various departments. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. President, some months ago there 
was a recommendation made to City 
Council to re-district the wards and vot¬ 
ing districts in the City of Pittsburgh. 
Noth mg much was done about that at 
the time. I think it is something that 
ought to be done in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

The Chair: 

Excuse me, Mr. Coyne, who suggested 
that? 

Mr. Coyne: 

I think it was the County Board of 
Elections, if I am not mistaken. But, in 
any event, no action has been taken, and 
I was Just wondering if Council maybe 
ought to lay out a plan of their own. 
Maybe not today, but sometime, form a 
committee to re-district the wards and 
voting districts within the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

The Chair: 

Is that within our purview? 

Mr. Coyne: 

Yes, it is. 

Mr. Givens: 

I received a letter that they wanted to 
change the number of Committee peo¬ 
ple within the various wards, but I did¬ 
n’t know anything about re-districting 
the wards. 


The Chair: 

Well, merging districts is what Bill is 
saying. 

Mr. Coyne: 

What it would do, would be to re¬ 
define the boundaries of the wards and 
in fact, probably the number of wards 
within the City of Pittsburgh being the 
population has moved from one area to 
another and high concentrations of peo¬ 
ple are in different areas from years ago. 
All it would be is a re-districting pro¬ 
cedure. Maybe if there was a three mem¬ 
ber Committee of Council, or five mem¬ 
ber, or whatever to lay that kind of 
plan out. 

The Chair: 

When that was first discussed, some of 
the people who work in the Bureau of 
Elections had the fear that by merging 
some districts, or re-districting it would 
make it rather difficult for some of the 
people to walk to the poles to vote. A 
couple which they mentioned in par¬ 
ticular, I could see their point. Where 
people were walking a block or two, 
they might have to walk 4 or 5 blocks, 
we are talking about elderly and retired 
people. They were talking rather ser¬ 
iously and then I don’t know what 
seemed to happen. 

Mr. Givens: 


On that one point again, the thing 
that I would like to caution is that in 
the letter that I received from the Board 
of Election over there, was to look at the 
number of people that the committee 
people were representing, and then to 
re-zone from that. But, they were want¬ 
ing to do it within the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh first, and then go into the County 
secondly. I think if this is to be ac¬ 
complished and the various committee 
people are to be in according to the peo¬ 
ple who are living there, number one, 
we don’t have any reliable statistics that 
would really bring us up to date until 
the 1980 census. We could use the 1970 
Census updated by periodic checks that 
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have been made by the census, I don’t 
know if we could use that. My recom¬ 
mendation would be to do it county¬ 
wide, not city-wide, because what this 
will be doing, will be that the City of 
Pittsburgh will be losing Committee peo¬ 
ple, both in Republican and Democratic, 
and any other political organization that 
would be so formed. As a result, by re¬ 
ducing the City Committee people, when 
an election would come up for county¬ 
wide election where the city participates, 
I feel that the City would be at some¬ 
what of a disadvantage. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Well, this has absolutely nothing to do 
with committee people, all it does is 
draw up boundaries for ward areas 
within the City of Pittsburgh. Ultimate¬ 
ly you might have more or less commit¬ 
tee members as a result of the voting 
district that they live in. I don’t think 
that we can afford to wait on what the 
other municipalities in Allegheny Coun¬ 
ty are doing, because we have a unique 
situation in the City. 

Mr. Givens: 

You are just talking about wards then, 
not the committee people in the ward? 

Mr. Coyne: 

The whole City of Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Givens: 

Yes, but you are not talking about 
the number of committee people that 
are going to be represented within a 
particular ward. 

Mr. Coyne: 

No, it really has no direct relation 
with the Committee people. It is just a 
matter of re-districting. 

The Chair: 

Why don’t we say, for Instance, say at 


the corner of Craig and Center, where 
part of it is the 4th Ward and part is 
the 5th. Are you saying that perhaps we 
would make all of that the 4th or all 
of that the 6th? 

Mr. Coyne: 

Yes, a good example is the 1st and 
2nd Ward of downtown. Pittsburgh used 
to be a populous area, that is now di¬ 
vided into two very small wards, maybe 
the concept would be to make that one 
ward of the City of Pittsburgh. 

The Chair: 

I think we all share your concern. It 
is so important, but rather than appoint 
a committee, what I would like to see 
done, in effect, actually appoint all 
Council members to that Committee and 
all of us work together in regards to 
such a serious thing. 

Mr. Coyne: 

The reason I mentioned a committee 
is that the last time we did any re¬ 
districting was for the Community Ad¬ 
visory Boards, and that was done by a 
three member committee and I just 
though that maybe a smaller type com¬ 
mittee might be more efficient. 

The Chair: 

Well, why don’t we Just more or less, 
all of Council serve as advisors at the 
present time to establish a committee of 
say, maybe three, if I may, if I have the 
prerogative to appoint you, Mr. Coyne, 
Mr. Bulls and Mrs. Masloff as a three 
person committee and that the rest of 
Council serve as advisors. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Yes, I think what that committee 
would be expected to do is come back 
with a recommendation to the full 
Council. 


Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 
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Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Givens: 

I would just like to bring to the at¬ 
tention of Council that St. Margaret’s 
Memorial Hospital will be coming here 
on the 24th of May at 10:30 A.M. This 
is to discuss the fire suppression sys¬ 
tem within that particular hospital. 

Mr. Lally: 

On Wednesday morning, I understand 
that the M. C. O. group from Bloom¬ 
field/Garfield are coming in, is that 
right? 

Mr. Terry: 

No, they are not. 

Mr. Lally: 

Okay then, I am mistaken, I had 
heard that they were coming in. 

Mr. Bulls: 

We have the wrong agenda, they have 
the right one. 

The Chair: 

We discussed that before, and we tried 
to tell the M. C. O. especially the last 
time they were in that in the future, 
they would apply for a hearing like 
every other group. It is my thinking in 
the matter that they should do just that 
and that they will not be heard from 
Wednesday. 

Mr. Givens: 

Have they communicated with you Mr. 
President? 


The Chair: 


None, whatsoever. 


Mr. Givens: 

Then, I suggest that the -City Clerk 
then call the M.C.O. 

Mr. Lally: 

No, he shouldn’t call anybody, let 
them call him. If they are going to 
come, Dick, let them call Mike. 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, I think, forewarn them that this 
is what the situation will be then, Mike. 

The Chair: 

Well, I think that as I stated earlier, 
we told them the last time. There was 
an exception made the last time. We 
just can’t have these groups coming in 
and disrupting regular meetings. 

Mr. Givens: 

They have a very urgent problem out 
there, one that I think they need our 
help, and I think that the City Clerk 
could call and try to arrange, rather 
than them just coming in here and not 
being heard, knowing that they are not 
going to be heard, and try to set up a 
date date as soon as possible for them. 
I think this might prevent a lot of an¬ 
tagonism between particular parties 
coming in. 

Mr. Lally: 


Well, Dick, they have been notified, if 
they were to come in here they were to 
notify Mike, and the President of Coun¬ 
cil for a hearing. I think we should 
keep to those rules. If they get away 
with it, then everybody else is going to 
try the same thing. I don’t think it is 
Mike’s responsibility to call them, let 
them call Mike if they want to come in. 
If they have a serious problem, they cer¬ 
tainly will do that. 


The Chair: 
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If you are in contact with them, IMr. Lally seconded the motion. 
Dick, tell them to give Mike a call. 

Mr. Lally moved that Mr. Stone be ex- Which motion prevailed, 

cused for absence from this meeting.

Mr. Bulls and I have the distinct 
honor of Michelle Madoff asking us to 
escort her into the room, so Mr. Bulls 
and I will do just that. 

At this time, we will have the Honor¬ 
able Judge Marion Finkelhor, of the 
Court of Common Pleas administer the 
Oath of Office to Michelle Madoff. 

Judge Finkelhor: 

Michelle, it gives me great pleasure to 
have been selected to administer to you 
the Oath of Office as a member of City 
Council. 


Marlon Finkelhor duly administered 
the Oath of Office, which Michelle Mad¬ 
off signed and swore to. 

The Chair: 


At this time, the new Councilwoman, 
Michelle Madoff would like to say just a 
few words to her friends and relatives. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Many of you who know me know that 
I like to talk a lot, and since it is such 
a hot day we want to make it brief. I 
have written it down and I think if you 
time me, it is under five minutes, or 
just about that. 


Rabbi Jacobs, Mayor Caliguiri, Judge 
Finkelhor, City Councilmembers, dis¬ 
tinguished guests and friends. First of 
all, let me take this opportunity to 
thank the 133 voters who made my elec¬ 
tion a reality. Whoever and wherever 
you may be. If nothing else, this elec¬ 
tion demonstrated dramatically that 
every vote counts. 

Because of my concern for the health 
and welfare of the residents of this 
community, there are those who have 
labeled me a “one-issue candidate.” They 
are correct. In today’s vernacular, you’d 
better believe it. Environment to me 
means how you live . . . your whole 
lifestyle. How you get to work, trans¬ 
portation, bridges that don’t shut down 
isolating communities and causing eco¬ 
nomic havoc. Environment encompases 
quality education, adequate care for our 
disadvantaged children and the elderly. 
Adequate housing for all of our people, 
particularly our senior citizens. Police 
and Fire protection, garbage pick-up and 
snow removal. And affordable utility 
bills that aren’t greater than your mort¬ 
gage payments. These are all a part of 
the environment which we live in. And 
just in case anyone thinks I don’t un¬ 
derstand . . . this is a quote from one 
of my previous statements. If you don’t 
eat, that is a very unhealthy environ¬ 
ment. Therefore, a Job with an adequate 
salary is as much a part of the total en¬ 
vironment as the air we breathe and the 
water we drink. Nothing constructive 
happens in the City without the efforts 
of its leaders working together. Working 
together, we can do great things for 
our City. We need a strong commitment 
to develop constructive programs to cre¬ 
ate more jobs, and I’m sure the City 
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Council members agree with me. We 
need to stop the exodus of people and 
jobs from our City. We need Job-pro¬ 
ducing programs. We need to emphasize 
neighborhood improvement programs 
which offer quality and equality of serv¬ 
ices to all segments of the City. We need 
to make it safe to walk the streets at 
night. We need to make sure that East 
Street doesn’t happen in your back yard. 

A concentrated effort must be made to 
get our fair share of tax dollars from 
the State and Federal Government to 
pay for some of these programs. We need 
to stop ihe decay and neglect so preve- 
lant in many parts of our City, and en¬ 
act a new kind of urban renewal, a new 
kind of renaissance . . . We need to 
support Mayor Caliguiri’s Reniassance n, 
which is already under way. 

I believe the most important duty of 
a City Council member is to go to the 
people and communicate on a regular 
basis. Discuss the problems of your area 
with you and look for solutions to¬ 
gether. In keeping with this objective, 
to let the people be heard, I plan to 
establish, for myself, three advisory 
boards ... a Democratic board, as well 
as an independent board to represent 
the more than 8,600 city independent 
voters, and a Republican advisory com¬ 
mittee. I would hope that other City 
Council members would join me in this 
effort, for after all, while I am being 
touted as the independent who beat the 
Democratic party, I am nevertheless a 
Democrat ... a registered Democrat. 
And I believe the term democrat is 
synonymous with democracy, and in a 
democracy, our leaders represent all the 
people, not just some of the people. And 
independents and Republicans pay taxes 
too. 

It might be of some interest to note 
that my first job out of school was with 
a union. So, I have always been a strong 
supporter of labor, however, I am also 
a strong supporter of the free enterprise 
system, and believe strongly in jobs of 
the private sector, as opposed to make- 
do jobs in government. I am sure that 
this sentiment is shared by my friends 
in the labor movement. Everyone is en¬ 
titled to a job with pride and dignity 


that pays a decent living wage for a 
day’s work. 

I hope that Council members will be 
patient with me as I learn the ropes, 
and I hope they will take advantage of 
the dozens of volunteer resource people 
and consultants I have worked with 
over the last nine years, and they are 
all volunteers, they don’t coBt very 
much. So that together we can help 
make Pittsburgh the most fantastic City 
in the Country. 

In closing, I would like to thank my 
well oiled committee of four and a half 
people. First of all, and I would like 
them to stand, if they would, Judy 
Lebowitz, without whom I would not 
have had the courage to do some things 
that needed doing. Many thanks to Jo¬ 
anne Cohen, for without Joanne organ¬ 
izing my act I wouldn’t be here today. 
To Mark Paulick for giving freely of 
himself in so many different endeavors. 
To daire Pomeran Stauffer who work¬ 
ed eight to four, five days a week at Pitt, 
but nevertheless found time to pitch in 
where it counted, and I guess I would 
be remiss if I didn't thank the Repub¬ 
lican party for their endorsement, I’m 
sure that helped me get the vote. I of 
course could not have made it here to¬ 
day without the patience and endurance 
of my husband, Henry and my daughter 
Karen, who are now experts on fast-food 
restaurants and frozen dinners. Would 
the fast-food restaurant and frozen din¬ 
ner experts stand up. 


To wind this all up, I think I must 
clarify a very confusing problem to the 
residents of the community . . . that of 
Sophie Madoff and Michelle Masloff . . . 
I want to thank Sophie for the votes, I 
no doubt got because of the confusion of 
our names, but I know I got a few votes 
for her ... I am constantly being called 
Sophie Madoff, I voted for you. In order 
to clear up any further confusion, you 
may refer to me in the future as the 
gray panther and Sophie as the attrac¬ 
tive red head. 


I thank you all for coming, and God 
bless you. 
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The Chair: 

If you please, I am going to take the 
mike back over before Michelle takes my 
job. 

I know you are all very anxious to 
hear a few words from Mayor Caliguiri, 
but prior to that there are some elected 
officials in the audience, who I would 
like to acknowledge, I see sitting to my 
right, County Commissioners Tom Foer- 
ster and Robert Pierce. I don’t know 
what it means, but it is the first time 
I’ve seen them sitting that close to¬ 
gether in a long time. 

The Honorable John McGrady, the 
City Controller to my left. Next to John 
is our former City Council President, 
our beloved Lou Mason. Our County 
Chatrlady, Jean Milko. Our County Con¬ 
troller, I see him in the back, I don’t 
know how you could miss him, Jack 
Lynch. And our esteemed new County 
Chairman, my good friend and yours, 
Coroner Cyril Wecht. And over to my ex¬ 
treme left, I see the right arm of Con¬ 
gressman Moorhead, Nate Shore. I took 
a pretty good scan of the audience, and 
I don't think I missed anyone.

Also, Mr. President, in response to 
Mrs. Madoff’s concern, one of the areas 
which I hope the Director of Supplies 
will be looking into is determining who, 
in fact, is a minority supplier or con¬ 
tractor. I think definitions are very im¬ 
portant. This is why X am asking for 
some kind of monitoring and report so 
that we can determine that people who 
we are attempting to help are indeed the 
people that we are helping. Many pro¬ 
grams around the country have suffer¬ 


ed from people who have abused it to 
the extent of using minority front peo¬ 
ple to obtain Federal as well as City 
dollars and hopefully we can prevent 
that here in the City of Pittsburgh. 

The Chair: 


As I told you, we were going to get 
you out of here in about 10 minutes, 
but it is going to take about 15. Before 
the approval of the minutes and the 
motion to adjourn, I will take the pre¬ 
rogative of the Chair and add congratu¬ 
lations from myself and City Council to 
the new Councilperson, Michelle Madoff.

I recall that I had said that there 
were several studies that already have 
been done on Solid Waste Management, 
it is just the matter of acquiring the 
studies that have been prepared. I don’t 
see any reason for another $15,000.00 to 
be put out at this time. 

Mr. Givens: 


Mr. President, I have some remarks on 
that particular bill. In regards to ex¬ 
panding that to cover the Solid Waste, 
for example, burning of i-efuse either 
by a heat energy recovery system, or 
solid land refill. I didn’t see any com¬ 
ment made to that in the actual con¬ 
tract itself. 


The Chair: 


Mr. Givens, I don’t know if you re¬ 
call, but sevei-al members of Council, 
Mr. Lally, Mrs. Masloff, the present 
Mayor and I went to Boston and we 
saw a system there which we thought 
was very good and recommended this to 
the City of Pittsburgh. Mr. Caliguiri was 
then the President Pro Tempoie of 
Council. He at that time appointed a 
committee, which for two years, as far 
as I know, has made no reports, and 
has done nothing. It is fruitless to con¬ 
tinue to ask for a report from that com¬ 
mittee. 

In that respect, I go along with Coun- 
cilwoman Madoff ... if they cannot 
show us any moie respect, then there is 
no sense in us cooperating on the other 
end of it. I don’t think the two really 
tie in that closely, it just strikes me 
that they seem to have no concern for 
the solid waste plans that we thought 
would be best suited for the City of 
Pittsburgh. A committee was appointed 
and has never made a report. As far as 
I know, Jack Robin at one time was ill, 
there was an excuse thei-e, and then he 
was traveling around the world, that 
was another excuse. I saw him walking 
through Oakland the last couple of 
weeks, so apparently he is alive and well 
and why we are not getting a report, I 
don’t know. 

Mrs. Madoff: 
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Mr. President, there have been numer¬ 
ous studies done on Solid Waste Man¬ 
agement. I have referred to several of 
them. Unfortunately, I have only been 
here a short while ... if I could get 
a breather, I will personally collect 
those studies and imports that have been 
made and have them summarized and 
present them to this Committee, I need 
a few weeks time to do that. It has al¬ 
ready been done. 

The Chair: 

Well, it has taken over two years, so 
a couple more weeks isn’t going to hurt. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, you brought out one 
significat point . . . the other one was 
that in doing this Solid Waste Plan, it 
is some $29,000.00 that they utilized in 
order* to conduct this plan, and that I 
had asked Mr. Walker, if he would, in¬ 
clude in the plan itself the possibilities 
of using this energy recovery system 
and/or the solid land refill, which they 
do not have right now. If this plan is 
to go into effect again there is another 
$29,000.00 that we will have spent with¬ 
out addressing ourselves to this partic¬ 
ular problem. I had asked that when 
the final plan is initiated, and before 
the final negotiations with the consult¬ 
ing group, that it will be part of the 
total Solid Waste Management Plan from 
the City of Pittsburgh. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Mr. President, may I address myself 
to another Cduncilmember? 

The Chair; 

Yes you may. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Mr. Givens, the studies that have been 
done already addressed themselves to 
generating garbage into kilowatts, ad¬ 
dressed themselves to Solid Waste Man¬ 
agement, addressed themselves to gar¬ 


bage being turned into methane gas . . . 
they are already done, and they have 
been redone and redone and redone. 
Let’s get our hands on some of them 
before we do another study. 

Mr. Givens: 

I am not saying that Michelle, what I 
am saying is that I know that this has 
been done, and a lot of studies have 
been made on it . . . but, the City of 
Pittsburgh has never included this in 
their Solid Waste Management Plan and 
I am asking them to do this. They must 
do that, as you know, in order for the 
state to approve it and this is a ten year 
plan. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Well, I served for five years on the 
Department of Environmental Resources 
Environmental Committee and there 
were a number of studies that came out 
of that and it was during the era I be¬ 
lieve, that we had a gentleman by the 
name of Pete Flaherty, a familiar name, 
as Mayor 1 , and he was trying to generate 
using our garbage to generate kilowatts 
and sell it I believe, to Duquesne Light. 
And there is a study and it is here, let’s 
lay our hands on it. 

Mr. Lally: 

Where is it Mrs. Madoff? Do you have 
it? We don’t have it 

Mirs. Madoff: 

No, but I would like to try and locate 
it before we generate another study and 
pay the taxpayer’s dollars. 

Mr. Lally: 

Well, there has been a study commit¬ 
tee appointed by the present Mayor. 

Mirs. Madoff: 


So what. 
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Mr, Lally: 

We don’t have that report yet, that is 
the only thing. 

The Chair: 

There is no sense on arguing about 
this. You are both making a point, but 
as Mr. Lally said, when we weie down in 
Boston and they said that the energy 
that was created was used to run the 
General Electric Plant. There was some 
thought that perhaps if it were done in 
Pittsburgh we would operate the Du- 
quesne Light Plant with the same en¬ 
ergy. That is the only information I was 
pidvy to. It never went any further than 
that. Now, what the Study Commission 
came up with, I don’t know. 

Mr. Lally: 

The Study Commission was to come 
back with a final report to us as to the 
amount of garbage that could be burn¬ 
ed. We have the amount of garbage in 
the City of 500,000 ton to operate that 
plant. It is enough to operate that 
plant . . . the location was even picked 
somewhere on the strip. They were going 
to work along with Duquesne Light, it 
would supplement Duquesne Light’s 
steam and also travel the bridge to 
Noi'thside for the Allegheny Center. The 
whole thing was based on a report that 
the Study Commission was to bring 
back. We don’t have that . . . we never 
did get it. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Who was the head of that Committee, 
who was to have that report? 

The Chair: 


Jack Robin is the Chairman. 


Mrs. Madoff: 


Who is on the Committee from this 
Council? 


The Chair: 

I think with the assistance of Coun¬ 
cilman Lucchino, there were two or three 
people from the Brighton Heights area 
on there. Don Berman was on, but now 
that Don has resigned as Director of the 
Department of Public Works of the 
County I don’t know if Don remains on 
that Board or not. Jack Robin and the 
citizens from Brighton Heights are the 
only one I am familiar with. I think it 
was about a five or seven man commit¬ 
tee. 

Mr. Lally: 

Wheelabrator Frye agreed to under¬ 
write the whole project, it wouldn’t cost 
the City one penny. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Mr. President, I wonder if Council 
would give Mr. Coyne and myself the 
opportunity to locate some of these 
studies that have already been done 
... I think we would just be re-invent¬ 
ing the wheel, and if memory serves me 
right, I believe there was one done spe¬ 
cifically for the Pittsburgh area. Theie 
were two different options, one to go to 
Duquesne Light to generate kilowatts 
but there wasn’t enough garbage. We 
had trouble getting all the municipali¬ 
ties together. There was also one, which 
they use in Boston, where one area 
guarantees their garbage to a facility 
and that facility gets its energy from 
this one source. 

Mr. Lally: 

We had the opportunity to visit the 
plant in Sargis, they generated enough 
power for the City of Sargis, also for 
the General Electric Plant acioss the 
river. 

The Chair: 


Well, I suggest the place to start is 
with Jack Robin and certainly Mike can 
give you the names of the other com¬ 
mittee members. If you and Mr. Coyne 
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have more luck than we have had so far, 
nothing would please me more. 

Mr. Givens; 

Mr. President, I will get with Mr. 
Robin on this particular issue. Again, 
with this particular bill, Bill No. 991, the 
City is asking for an application. Within 
that application they have to put down 
their specifications. The only thing I am 
asking them to do in that specification 
is to put in there how solid waste can 
be disposed of by either the energy pro¬ 
cess or by sanitary landfill which they 
have not addressed themselves to in the 
past. 

The Chair: 

Why not convey that on to the Ad¬ 
ministration. We are recommlting the 
bill, and when they come through with 
the changes we will have it brought up 
for a vote.

The Chair:

Mirs. Madoff 

Are there any other boards where 
there are vacancies?

The Chair: 

There are some that still remain. 

Mrs. Madoff 

Could I get a copy of that as soon as 
possible Mr. Perry. 

Mr. Perry: 

Yes Mrs. Madoff. 

The Chair: 

I have a copy and can have another 
made for you, but I am sure Mr. Perry 
can get one for you. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

With reference to Bill No. 1024, it was 
my motion to increase the allowance for 
meals from $15.00 to $25.00. I must con¬ 
fess I thought it was $20.00 to $25.00, 
but I stand by my recommendation, I 
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do not wish to alter it. But I do wish to 
make a point. It was not that I was be¬ 
ing wasteful of the taxpayers dollars 
and saying let’s make sure that we are 
well fed, for the issue is much broader. 
For example, I understand that five peo¬ 
ple are going to the Mayor’s Conference 
in Atlanta. Now, there are a couple of 
things that should be taken into con¬ 
sideration. 

We never got a report back on the 
Solid Waste Management Committee, 
and God knows where they travel. 

I don’t think it takes five people to go 
to the Mayor’s Conference to come back 
with a report. There are fares to be paid, 
airline fares, hotel rooms, food, etc. Two 
would be more than sufficient. But there 
is something even more important . . . 
does everyone here realize that this con¬ 
ference, I don’t think that the Mayor 
realizes it, I haven’t had a chance to talk 
to him, because it was just brought to 
my attention an hour ago, that this 
Conference is being held in Georgia and 
Georgia is not an ERA approved State 
and it is being boycotted by other states 
. . . and we are going to a Mayor’s Con¬ 
ference in Georgia? 

Mr. Lully: 

What states are boycotting it? 

Mrs. Madoff: 

There is a list of about 25 organiza¬ 
tions and unions. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, If I might address Mrs. 
Madoff’s concern ... I share her gen¬ 
eral concern. 

First of all, let me touch upon the 
issue of travel by Council Members. It 
is my position that one of the preroga¬ 
tives Council has as individuals and 
representatives of the citizens of the 
City is to travel and to gather that kind 
of information that they feel is neces¬ 
sary to make them better able, and to 


prepare them to vote on the legislation 
that is coming before this Council. I 
certainly consider the Mayor’s Confer¬ 
ence to fall within that same category. 
The number of persons who are going, I 
don’t think, is relevant in terms of what 
it is that each member of Council is to 
do here . . . and that is to serve the 
people to the best of their ability. Each 
member has the option to go or not to 
go, not only to Atlanta, but to Alaska, 
or Hawaii, or wherever they choose to go. 

As far as the issue of ERA is concern¬ 
ed, I hope Mrs. Madoff agrees with me 
on this. She and I both have talked a- 
bout this and we are preparing a res¬ 
olution that should be introduced into 
Council next Monday, which is going to 
request the United States Government, 
the Congress in particular, to extend the 
time period necessary for passage of the 
ERA which I believe has to be passed 
by next March. My point here is that 
while we might agree that a measure as 
drastic as not doing business in a state 
or city that is not ERA approved is the 
proper thing to do, I don’t think this 
Council should take that kind of drastic 
action at this stage. Hopefully all mem¬ 
bers of Council will agree with Mrs. 
Madoff and I that we should request an 
extension for the Equal Rights Amend¬ 
ment and then if there are other mat¬ 
ters that we feel we need to take up, or 
other courses of action that we should 
pursue, I am sure that it is something 
that we can do. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Speaking for myself, if I had been on 
Council earlier, I am sure, and I have 
not had a chance . . . this is not being 
done behind the Mayor’s back, I just 
have not had a chance to talk to him, 
it was just brought to my attention as 
I said an hour ago, I would have ex¬ 
pected the Mayor to have moved in the 
direction of asking whoever plans the 
meeting in that State to have had it 
elsewhere. 

I unfortunately don’t have with me a 
list of I think it is over one hundred 
organizations of union leaders, tremen¬ 
dous numbers of organizations that have 
absolutely supported the boycotting of 
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going to states and cities and having 
conferences where ERA has not passed. 

Equally important, Mr. Robinson, we 
could spend all our lives traveling and 
not looking after the people's business 
if all we do is tavel. I am planning to 
take a real close look at the trips that 
are taken. If indeed, somebody on this 
Council is looking at solid waste man¬ 
agement and is going to go look at a 
plant where there is a plan to return 
garbage into kilowatts which would ap¬ 
ply or could possibly apply to this City, 
by all means they ought to go to that 
... or maybe a committee of two to 
look at it. I know that two people went 
to a city and looked at a method of 
refuse handling so that it would be 
easier on the people who do our refuse 
in this City because of the compensation 
that so many people have been injured 
lifting the waste. There is a serious 
problem there, I think a couple of peo¬ 
ple could go, but it doesn’t take an 
army, it doesn’t take five people to go 
and see what has to be done, and I think 
you’re wasting the public’s money. It is 
an abuse of the public’s money. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Let me just respond to this extent, 
because I think ultimately the public 
makes the decision around who is wast¬ 
ing and who is not wasting at the bal¬ 
lot box. 

My concern is that we understand 
that there are nine membeis on this 
Council and with all due respect to 
everyone here, we are all of varying de¬ 
grees of intelligence, competency, inter¬ 
ests and knowledge. Each of us is elect¬ 
ed individually by the people of the City 
of Pittsburgh for different ieasons. We 
all have different constituencies. That 
is a political fact of life and if indeed 
two members or five members or nine 
members of Council choose to go some¬ 
where to see something, or to gain some 
knowledge that they think can better 
help them serve as a member of Coun¬ 
cil, then I think that is a prerogative 
that we will have to put up with 
whether we like where they are going or 
not. Also, I think that you have to ap¬ 
preciate the fact that the Administra¬ 


tion does much more traveling than 
Council. The Mayor, if you want to com¬ 
pare the Mayor to a member of Coun¬ 
cil, does not have to travel as much be¬ 
cause he has department heads who are 
always traveling, and other persons with¬ 
in those departments who are constantly 
traveling. I share your concern that peo¬ 
ple should not take frivilous trips, but I 
also want to respect the right of the 
members of Council to function in an 
area that they feel is best serving their 
constituency. Then I say to them, when 
they do that, you are only accountable 
to the public, and the public will see you 
at the end of four years. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Mr. Robinson, it seems to me that be¬ 
fore I came on City Council, and I don’t 
know how long ago it was, about a year 
ago, that a Councllmember had gone on 
a trip ... I had asked for the article 
to be given to me before this meeting, a 
hotel bill was paid in San Francisco, I 
believe for four days, and the person 
only stayed three days . . . tremendous 
mileage was rung up on the meter on 
the car that was rented . . . there was 
no accountability. Now, I don’t mind if 
somebody goes to a meeting to learn a- 
bout their business so they can better 
serve the public, we have no quarrel, I 
think you are an honorable man, I think 
everybody here is honorable. But I think 
that whether it is a department head, 
or whether it is a member of City Coun¬ 
cil, or even the Mayor himself, there is a 
fiscal responsibility to the public. Don’t 
brand me the spendthrift because I’m 
saying let’s not worry about $25.00 a day 
for food and then take lots of frivilous, 
irresponsible trips that are unnecessary 
for the public for study that doesn’t 
need to be done because it is already 
being done. 

Mr. Robinson: 

One last comment, Mr. President, I 
promise to stop because we could just 
go on and on. 


In a light-hearted sense, as the res¬ 
ident intellectual here . . .

Mrs. Madoff: 

Oh, I thought that was me. 

Mr. Robinson: 

No, that is me. I feel some kind of 
responsibility to carry this cudgel be¬ 
cause I think that there are some is¬ 
sues here that are beyond simply who 
is going to Atlanta and who isn’t. 

I think that we have to be very care¬ 
ful, as members of Council, when we 
begin to say that we know what is best 
for the public. That we know what is the 
best way to serve the public. I am will¬ 
ing to accept the fact that theie are 
eight other people here who are going 
to do many things that I do not feel are 
in the public interest, but they are go¬ 
ing to respect my right to operate in 
what I think is in the public interest. 
No member of this Council can speak 
for eveiy person in the City and I think 
we have to be very careful when we be¬ 
gin to talk in terms of what we are do¬ 
ing on behalf of the public. 

Mrs. Madolf: 

I think you are talking about apples 
and oranges. 

The Chair: 

I think we could continue this banter¬ 
ing all day long. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

I think that was an accusation that I 
will not let stand Mr. President. 

The Chair: 

If I may, it is the preiogative of the 
Chair, I would like to make a couple of 
comments. First of all, to reiterate the 
statements of Mr. Robinson as far as 
trips being taken by the Administration, 
department heads, which barely a day, 
certainly not a week goes by that one 
of them or two of them aren’t on some 


sort of Junket. I think it is regrettable 
that this discussion should come up in 
regards to fellow colleagues or Council 
members when actually there are only 
two meetings oi> conferences a year that 
City Council goes to, that is the Mayor’s 
Conference which usually falls in June, 
and the League of Cities which usually 
falls at budget time, and therefore, with 
very few exceptions, hardly any Council 
members have ever attended the League 
of Cities. So, we are almost limited to 
the Mayor’s Conference, and with few 
exceptions, other trips, such as the one 
that was taken to Atlanta by myself and 
Mr. Bulls not too long ago and other 
Council members two years ago in Bos¬ 
ton. To the best of my knowledge these 
are the only trips we have taken other 
than the Mayor’s Conference. 

I have to say it is sad and regrettable 
again that heie in Council we should 
bring this to light to the fact as if we 
are doing something wrong. I think it 
is proper protocol that we should attend 
those conferences because almost every 
city in the United States sends people 
there. Cities in Iowa, Illinois, they send 
five, ten people . . . McKeesport put us 
to shame. They sent something like ten 
people including their Solicitor and gave 
them more expense money if you want 
to go into all the detail. 

So, really, attending one Conference a 
year, if this is so bad, then Council 
stands guilty, but I don’t think that we 
really have to account for it. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

I think they are having a lot of fiscal 
problems in McKeesport, and I think 
maybe that is one of the reasons. 

Mr. Stone moved to approve the minutes 
of Monday, May 22, 1978.

I am at a loss to under¬ 
stand Councilwoman Madoff in speak¬ 
ing today, that they had their golden 
opportunity last week, when she then 
said that they had the opportunity, and 
the other view ought to be heard, and 
yet today she wants to deny them that 
right. I will not say one thing on Thurs¬ 
day and say something different on 
Monday, for that reason I will abstain 
until everyone has the opportunity to 
express themselves. Credibility is a very 
important thing to me. 


Mrs. Madoff: 


WHEREAS, the Equal Rights Amend¬ 
ment has passed the Congress of the 
United States and is being considered 
by the fifty states of the Union; and 


I did not say anything today that I 
did not say the other day. The people 
who were proponents had equal oppor- 
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tunity ... it was very well publicized, 
we had the opportunity to be on the 
agenda.

It 
seems to me that with the way the vote 
is now you have kind of closed that is¬ 
sue. That was the reason I chose to ab¬ 
stain at this time, 

Mr. Lally: 

The issue is dead Mr. Stone, right? 
The Chair: 

Are we talking in regards to hearing 
the other side? It is the prerogative of 
the Chair to set a hearing, we did have 
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a request, and we have a petition sign¬ 
ed by some of the opposite view and I 
have asked Mr. Perry to schedule a hear¬ 
ing. 

Mr. Robinson: 

As I understand it, the issue was, from 
your perspective, that we wait until we 
had heard the other side until we voted 
on this resolution. 

The Chair: 

That was the original idea. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Okay, that failed for lack of a second. 
Then we voted, if we voted, then your 
issue is dead as well as my issue. 

Mr. Coyne: 

I don’t think it is, I think we are still 
going ahead with the public hearing be¬ 
cause we have the 25 petitioners who 
have asked for a public hearing. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. Coyne, that is a separate issue. In 
other words, if indeed Mr. DePasquales 
concern is based upon any kind of legis¬ 
lation that we might want to pass, a 
resolution or ordinance, that is separate 
from any group of citizens have a pub¬ 
lic hearing. For example, if we have a 
hearing and after that hearing we pro¬ 
pose some legislation in this same gen¬ 
eral area, then I would have the same 
concern because as far as I am con¬ 
cerned, the issue is closed. The resolu¬ 
tion was defeated. We are not now go¬ 
ing to have a public hearing so that op¬ 
ponents of ERA can have a chance to 
speak and then come back and vote on 
whether or not we are for or against 
ERA or any surrounding issues. 

Mr. Coyne: 

I think the hearing that was asked 
for today and the President agreed to. 


the President has agreed to set a date 
for a hearing, has nothing to do with 
pending legislation. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Or legislation in the future? 

Mr. Coyne: 

Or proposed legislation. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Okay, that is my understanding. Then, 
my point is correct, those two issues 
that were raised today are dead. 

Mr. Stone: 

Right. 

The Chair: 

I think your point is well taken, Mr. 
Robinson, and that is why I asked earl¬ 
ier that we hold on the resolution until 
we heard both sides to give the resolu¬ 
tion a fair chance to pass. I realized 
that it probably would have failed to¬ 
day, as it did. And we should hear the 
other side out. We have scheduled a 
hearing and it is their right and prerog¬ 
ative to petition Council for a hearing. 
They have the proper amount of signa¬ 
tures on the petition and I don’t think 
we could deny them. I don’t know what 
purpose it would serve, as you stated at 
this point, with the resolution having 
failed. 

Mrs. MaslofT: 

Mr. President, am I to understand 
that there will be another hearing and 
then another vote? 

Mr. Stone: 


No, the exact opposite. 
Mrs. Masloff: 
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Then I want to know how we stand. 
When is the healing scheduled? 

The Chair: 

If I recall, Mrs. Masloff, originally 
when it was suggested that we have a 
hearing, I really thought it was sense¬ 
less to this extent. The organization, the 
ERA movement had a convention in 
Houston, and they had a platform and 
they had resolutions passed. I didn’t 
know what purpose it served in coming 
to City Council or anywhere else other 
than their asking us just to aid them 
in regards to the passage of the exten¬ 
sion by just passing a resolution. I don’t 
know if that would have had any weight 
with Congress or not. It just struck me 
that having a hearing was a senseless 
thing to do. but we did have it. I don't 
know what purpose it will serve now 
hearing the other side out other than 
that they feel that they are entitled to 
their day just as well as the people con¬ 
cerned with the ERA movement. If there 
is nothing further on it we will move on. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, I would like to request 
that our City Clerk ask for an opinion 
from the City Solicitor as to whether or 
not there are any legal complications in 
city administered funds that are being 
used in bonding programs being made 
available to contractors or suppliers who 
are doing city business. The reason I 
raise this question is, the only bonding 
program that is now operating in the 
City is the OIC bonding program and it 
is operating with city administered 
funds. There are people who have ap¬ 
proached that bonding fund for bonds 
who are going to do city business and 
there is some question as to whether or 
not that is legal or whether or not there 
are some technicalities. 


The Chair: 

Thank you Mr. Robinson. 


Mrs. Madoff: 

Mr. President, having just recovered 
from the shock of this last vote and the 
dialogue, may I state . . . you raised the 
question, Mr. President, whether you 
felt that this body supporting an exten¬ 
sion of the ERA would have any weight 
on the bodies in Washington and I 
would like to suggest that it would most 
certainly have that kind of influence. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President, I would just like to 
make one comment here to Mr. Robin¬ 
son . . . the reason that the bonding 
thing is a little confusing, you have to 
watch under which program you are 
operating. In certain instances you can¬ 
not go across the program and that is 
why they had so much difficulty. But I 
think that presently is the only bond¬ 
ing agency in certain aspects under the 
federal guidelines they were trying to get 
some exemptions for it which is why we 
suggested over in the North Side where 
we had lost something like $175,000, 
that they trade programs so that we 
could have put it under a different pro¬ 
gram and exchange and therefore would 
not have lost those funds.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the 
Mayor of the Village of Skokie, Illinois 
receive a copy of this resolution and 
that this Council joins in spirit those 
marching in a peaceful demonstration in 
support of the American traditions of 
democracy, brotherly love, honor and 
mutual respect for all people.

The Chair: 

I can only add that it is a sad and 
a sad state of affairs when a resolution 
has to be passed that a bigoted organ¬ 
ization like this shouldn’t be allowed 
to march through Skokie, Illinois or any 
other city in the United States. I don’t 
know what we went through World War 
II and all the other wars for if we are 
going to allow this kind of action. Why, 
in Skokie, they are even considering it 
I don’t know. Perhaps this may help, to 
have the resolution sent in from other 
cities, they may take into consideration 
that the march shouldn’t take place. 
God forbid that they allow these march¬ 
es and those types throughout the Na¬ 
tion.

Mrs. Martoflf: 


There was a meeting this morning in 
the Mayor’s Chambers where I had re¬ 
quested a briefing by Mr. John Miller of 
the Water Department, a representative 
of the Department of Environmental Re¬ 
sources, EPA, and Orsanco meet with 
City Council. I think there is a respon¬ 
sibility on the part of the Department 
Head in an emergency situation such as 
the one we have just gone through. 
Emergency, not in that it was a toxic 
element, but that it was unpleasant for 
the people to drink the water-, they 
couldn’t buy water. It is important for 
the City Council members to know what 
occurred, how it occurred, why it oc¬ 
curred and what we can do to head off 
another episode and what preventive 
measures we can take such as holding 
tanks of water or any other remedial 
ideas that members of Council, I am 
sure would be able to offer. 
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It might be worth considering, I have 
to return a call to Dr. Clack of the 
Board of Health, perhaps having people 
who felt they were directly affected phys¬ 
ically come and present some kind of 
testimony provided it doesn’t get too 
lengthy. Now, I had suggested doing it 
with Mr. Perry present on Wednesday 
after our< session. Unfortunately, it ap¬ 
pears that as of this moment, I spoke to 
Mr. Williamson at DER, there is a meet¬ 
ing with PPG to see if indeed they are 
the culprits or are not and have some 
discussion. It may not be possible to do 
it on Wednesday, but I think that we 
cannot let this ride for a great deal of 
time. 

I would like the President’s opinion, 
do you think we ought to hold off and 
wait until the Mayor is back? What do 
you suggest? 

The Chair: 

Mis. Madoff, we will not have a full 
Council on Wednesday, maybe we should 
wait a week. 

Mr. Lally: 

I think what Councilperson Madoff is 
asking for is to have Director Miller in 
here on Wednesday to give us an ac¬ 
count of what the problem is. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

He will be at that meeting, and I 
don’t want his representative, I want 
him. 

Mr. Lally: 

Well, he can be here if he is requested 
by City Council to be here. 

Mrs. Madoff: 


If he is in negotiations with PPG, 
what other day can we have? 

I\Ir. Lally: 


She wants a post agenda meeting. 

The Chair: 

When is PPG meeting. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

They are meeting the same day, Mr. 
President. 

The Chair: 

What time? 

Mrs. Madoff: 

I am not quite sure, but perhaps Mr. 
Perry could verify the time, Mr. William 
was to get back to me. 

The Chair: 

Why don’t we have Mr. Peny check 
with Mr. Miller and if it doesn’t conflict 
with Council’s hours, then he can be 
here after our regular meeting on the 
post agenda and perhaps it wouldn’t 
interfere. If it does, then we can wait 
until the following week. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

I know, I must have had at least 60 
or 70 calls from people that we all rep¬ 
resent in various areas. I have even gone 
into an area and they said Mr. Coyne is 
my representative, he was very interested 
in talking about Mr. Coyne, they want¬ 
ed the results back from you as to what 
the sample showed in their water. We 
took it at faucet, we did it in the 
Bloomfield/Garfield area, and at Stan¬ 
ton Heights. I think, really, we can’t 
ignore the people, we have to let them 
know what is coming out of the faucet. 

The Chair: 

Did many people become ill from con¬ 
suming their water? 

Mrs. Madoff: 
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I did, Cosetti did. 

The Chair: 

I didn’t notice any difference, but so 
many people have mentioned it that ap- 
parantly something is wrong. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Yours may not have come from the 
same reservoir, it depends on where you 
live. 

The Chair: 

There were complaints in Oakland al¬ 
so, but personally, I didn’t have any. I 
know the 8th Ward and Bloomfield had 
some complaints. 

The City Clerk is directed to act ac¬ 
cordingly. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President, first I would like to 
mention ... I have learned that the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works, Jack Ruff is in the hospital. I 
think that this Council should send 
good wishes for a speedy recovery and I 
would ask the City Clerk to do that on 
behalf of all of us. 

Recently, in the newspaper, there was 
labeled an article “Major Crimes Off Un- 
precendented 16% Here”. I attended last 
week, on the 16th or 17th, the Allegheny 
County Regional Council of Justice Com- 
misssion and Mr. Sterret gave a report 
and indicated that the report would 
tend to be misleading and he gave some 
points which I would like to mention 
here and then ask for a request of ad¬ 
ditional information from the Mayor’s 
Office. He indicated that if you break 
the so called statistics down, you will I 
find that only 40% of actual crime is re¬ 
ported, and in the differentiation be¬ 
tween violent and non-violent crime, he 
indicated that the violent crimes, which 
are the most important, and affecting 
the living styles of people, that in that 
aspect if it was a negligible decrease, 


1.1%. He also went on to indicate that 
robbery had increased, and that rob¬ 
bery had changed in its pattern, and 
strong arm robberies mugging, had in¬ 
creased 35%. In the next paragraph of 
the release which he gave, indicated that 
in that article, three areas, the Hill 
District, North Side, East Liberty and 
Homewood were identified as having the 
most severe crime problems. He indicated 
then further that the City Administra¬ 
tion had consistently restricted com¬ 
munity crime prevention activities. He 
also indicated that the Allegheny Coun¬ 
ty Regional Council of Governor’s Jus¬ 
tice Commission had allocated upwards 
of a half of a million dollars in the last 
two years in crime prevention. The City 
of Pittsburgh had rejected every group 
that had made application for those 
funds. He also indicated that the Mayor’s 
Office had vetoed them even after City 
Planning and the Inspector of Police 
District had approved them. Now, the 
community agencies which had made 
application were the Homewood/Brush- 
ton Improvement Council, the Home- 
wood Brushton Community Chamber of 
Commerce, the East Liberty Chamber of 
Commerce, the Brashear Association, the 
North Side Ministries, the Hill District 
Citizens Council and the Pittsburgh 
Neighborhood Alliance. 

I find it rather hard to understand 
why on a technical basis, City Planning 
and the inspector in that district would 
approve it and then to have it vetoed. I 
am one who feels since all of our crime 
is not reported, and since we should 
very carefully watch the living style of 
the people in this City, I would like to 
have someone from the Mayor's Office, I 
understand that it may be Mr. Matter*, 
to tell us why the Mayor’s Office reject¬ 
ed even the advice of City Planning and 
inspectors of the various police depart¬ 
ments relative to requests for police pro¬ 
tection in the areas which have been 
identified as most severe crime areas. 

The Chair: 

While you are on that Mr. Stone, facts 
and figures sometimes can be so mis¬ 
leading ... in the paper yesterday, 
Pittsburgh Press, I read where not a one 
of the eight mysterious murders, the

suburban murders have been solved, and 
I know tbat they are doing their very 
best, and have put the most qualified 
and capable people in there to solve 
those murders and yet they are claiming 
that they have solved every murder since 
January 1 and it was brought out that 
each and every one of them was wheie a 
husband shot a wife in front of wit¬ 
nesses or vice versa, or somebody stabbed 
somebody in a card game in front of 
eight or nine witnesses, these were peo¬ 
ple who weren’t about to get away, or 
couldn’t get away anyway, in fact they 
practically turned themselves in. You 
can say you solved a muider like that, 
but it is a lot different than solving one 
where a husband is killed and a wife 
disappears and they haven’t found her 
yet, or a young girl of 16 disappears and 
they have found no trace whatsoever. I 
realize probably as well as anyone else 
that these murders aie committed by 
people who don’t fit the stereotype that 
we know as a criminal and it is an 
everyday type of person like ourselves 
for that matter, a lawyer, a doctor, a 
politician, a priest, it could be anyone 
and this is what probably has them up 
a tree, it is not the type of person they 
could find just looking for a murderer, 
they are looking for a person who fits 
into the community and just doesn’t 
give any evidence of being a murderer, 
just doesn’t give any indication what¬ 
soever. 

I realize the task in front of them, 
but it sort of irks you when you read 
about them bragging about solving all 
these other murders that my six year 
old grandson could have solved. So, 
when you are talking about facts and 
figures they can be very misleading and 
I would have to disagree on the 16% 
that crime is down in Pittsburgh. At 
least not with the calls and complaints I 
get and I am sure the rest of Council 
experiences the same type of outburst 
from the public. You cannot go any¬ 
where where they are not asking for 
moie police protection. We just do not 
seem to have enough wherever you go 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President, if I may, I would just 
like to mention at this time so that it 


is in fact, on the record. We set some 
minimum standards, and i think at that 
time, our now Mayor, member of City 
Council was a part of that, when we set 
the minimum standards and that was 
that we created police and fiie as need¬ 
ed. What we were doing was creating for 
the ability for the administration to 
continue to train men even though the 
quota were filled so that they would be 
ready to take over when the next group 
came on. What is happening now, the 
attrition is in advance of the actual 
training, and as a result we are con¬ 
stantly below that minimum figure. 
What I am pointing out here is . . . 
even though we hear time and time 
again from our Superintendent of Police 
that he doesn’t have enough police and 
he cannot re-deploy. Here are three 
areas which he identified, the Hill Dis¬ 
trict, North Side, East Liberty, Home- 
wood or he said he didn’t have the per¬ 
sonnel to do it. Here was a half of a 
million dollars we could have gotten 
from the Governor’s Justice Commis¬ 
sion. And as I indicated, City Planning 
and the inspecLor of that particular 
area has said that we ought to do it and 
they have approved it, only to come to 
the Mayor’s Office to be rejected. I think 
we should not let this pass when we are 
turning down money in order to make 
it safer. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Bob, along those lines, we have a 
Criminal Justice Planner, who some¬ 
times I wonder what their function, who 
is paid $20,000.00 from the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment annually to put this person on 
the payroll. Maybe it would be good if 
she would accompany whoever is going 
to come in on Wednesday to speak a- 
bout the grant and the lack of getting 
money from the Federal Government. 

I know we have a Criminal Justice 
Planner, and we get paid from the Fed¬ 
eral Government to have this individual 
to do this work and fill out applications 
with the Governor’s Justice Commission 
for Federal Funds. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

I presume that the meeting that Mr. 
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Stone is calling for would be in the near 
future, is that correct Mr. Stone? 

Mr. Stone: 

I am calling it for this Wednesday. 
Mrs. Madoff: 

I would like to ask as a courtesy 
whether Councilman Stone can put 
down on two paragraphs pretty much 
what he stated, because I think it is 
very serious and very provocative and I 
think we ought to review them, and I 
am trying to retain what you said. I 
think some of the points you made were 
very important and very valid and I 
would personally like to have it before 
the meeting. 

Mr. Stone: 

I will give you a copy of what I was 
reading from.

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, I raised this concern 
at our last Council session. I felt it was 
appropriate to be raised, and as you 
have indicated, it has been raised by 
people who live in public housing. I 
think the position that Mr. Washington 
holds as the general counsel foi- the 
Housing Authority’s No. 2 man in that 
organization and the potential for his 
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sister-in-law to be on the Board is ser¬ 
ious enough that we need to consider it. 
As you know I did ask Mrs. Washington 
several questions as to whether or not 
she perceived any kind of conflict and 
she said no. She felt that her conscience 
would be her guide in terms of the ac¬ 
tivities. This is a little different than 
Mrs. Washington being hired as a scrub 
woman. We are talking about her being 
in a policy making position where her 
brother-in-law is the No. 2 person in 
the Housing Authority which is one of 
the biggest in the country, where the 
tenants themselves have already ex¬ 
pressed, I am sure Mr. Coyne knows this, 
have already expressed some reservations 
about the administration of that au¬ 
thority, I think that this Council should 
be very careful and the Administration 
should be very careful in placing people 
on that Housing Authority Board, where 
before they even get there there is some 
suspicion that something might go on. 

Now, I have talked with Mrs. Washing¬ 
ton and Mr. Washington concerning this 
matter. I think that we should be very 
careful as to what we do, and be very 
cognizant that this is a matter that 
definitely needs to come before Council 
prior to any vote. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President, I am kind of agreeing 
with you in this aspect, you are making 
a comment that you got some word on it 
and Mrs. CarTie Washington has not been 
given an opportunity to respond to that 
complaint. If We are going to do it, I 
think that they ought to hear both sides 
and do something with it frankly. May¬ 
be we ought to explore this one a little 
more before we either vote up or down, 
I therefore move to hold Bill No. 1139 
until we get some information. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. President, I don't understand the 
difficulty, Mrs. Washington was before 
Council last week, and any member of 
Council who wanted to ask her any kind 
of question had that opportunity. 

The Chair: 


Well, she was asked those questions by 
Bill Robinson. 

Mr. Stone: 

I don’t have any objections to her 
other than Jeep just mentioning here 
that he got some information from the 
Housing Authority.

So it is nothing per¬ 
sonal other- than if a vital decision is to 
be made, I think Mrs. Lenn Washington 
is in a very embarr-asing position, which¬ 
ever way she goes it is going to be em- 
barrasing to her. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Do you mean in her duties as a mem¬ 
ber of the Authority Board? 

The Chair: 

Yes. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Well, she expressed those, I thought, 
pretty clearly when she was here last 
week. She indicated that she would be 
impartial and if she found that there 
was any conflict that would come up, 
she would certainly abstain from any 
vote. 

The Chair: 

I know about your sentiments and the 
other members of Council, and it is all- 
right with me. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Let me Just say this, Mr. President, 
in as much as I was the one who raised 
this issue initially ... I think for not 
only the protection for the people who 
live in public housing, but for the pro¬ 
tection of Council and more so for the 
protection of Mrs. Washington . . . this 
issue should not be taken lightly and 
we should not confuse it with her qual¬ 
ifications. If Mrs. Washington feels com¬ 
fortable in serving on the Board of the 
Housing Authority, knowing full well 
that her brother-in-law is the legal 
counsel, I will be the first one to vote 
for her, but I want the record to reflect 


the questions that I asked of her last 
week, and for the very reason that you 
JUBt mentioned, that people are going to 
raise it, and I think we need to protect 
her even if she doesn’t want to protect 
herself.

tegrity, but I think that question needs 
to be asked, whether or not you perceive 
that as a conflict of interest and how 
you plan to deal with that, since your 
brother-in-law is in, perhaps, the num¬ 
ber two position on the Housing Au¬ 
thority?

WHEREAS, various representatives of 
local and national organizations advo¬ 
cating jobs for youth will be present 
and speak at the rally. 

NOW, THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Council of 
the City of Pittsburgh hereby recog¬ 
nizes and supports the Unemployed 
Youth of Pittsburgh Organization in 
their effort to bring about massive na¬ 
tional job programs for the youth of 
America.

Mr. Robinson moved for adoption. 

Mr. Givens seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

The Chair: 

If I may add, there is no time put on 
this, it is July 8, 1978, but there is no 
time. Is it 10:00 A.M.? 

Mr. Robinson: 

The time is 11:30. 

The Chair: 

I am going to exercise the prerogative 
of the Chair, I believe you are all fa¬ 
miliar with the problems of PennDOT 
and are more specifically in regards to 
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tlie 1-279 project, more commonly called 
the East Street Expressway, as you know, 
there are 104 families in the slope areas 
and those families you may say with 
this action, are completely stranded. 
They have asked me to ask Council if 
we could send a letter on the Federal 
Highway Agency Administration asking 
them to step into the picture, intervene 
so to speak, and to buy these people 
out. They are at a stage now where the 
amounts they were offered were ridicu¬ 
lously low, so therefore they didn’t ac¬ 
cept them and now with PennDOT 
bankrupt, they are more or less putting 
the project aside, the uncertainty 1 b 
there in regards to fixing those proper¬ 
ties or if they are ever going to be able 
to sell them or If they are going to have 
to remain there and there will be no 
highway built . . . they don’t seem to 
know and no one else seems to know. 
So they are only asking the Federal 
Highway Agency to intervene and tell 
them whether there will ever be a high¬ 
way down there and if there will be one 
to buy them out and buy them out at a 
price . . . they are not asking for too 
much merely a home for a home. This 
was the problem with PennDOT, they 
would not give them a home for a home 
and hopefully the Federal Government 
will do just that. 

It is no one’s fault, certainly not the 
people on East Street or the slopes that 
this has happened, they are really 
caught in the middle, so to speak, they 
are out in limbo you might say ... so 
if I may have a motion to allow the 
Clerk to write the letter to the Federal 
Highway Agency to do just that I would 
appreciate it. 

Mr. Stone: 


Mr. President, if I may, if your res¬ 
olution is along these lines I think it 
is okay, but if it goes beyond that I 
think we ought to be very cautious. If 
you are asking that we ask the Federal 
Highway Administrator to become in¬ 
volved in some way to alleviate the 
problem of those people in East Street, 
then I can wholeheartedly support that, 
I think it is right. The other one is a 
little more involved, I don’t 'hink we 


ought to go any further than that at 
this time. 

The Chair: 

Really, it is the uncertainty, they 
don’t know exactly where they stand. 
They are looking for guidance, someone 
has to step in, PennDOT is out of the 
picture and God knows how long they 
are going to be out of there, and it is 
really not their fault that they got 
stuck up on those slopes. 

Mr. Stone: 

May I suggest some language? That 
the Clerk be authorized to write to the 
Federal Highway Administrator asking 
that he look into the matter of East 
Street and the displacement and pur¬ 
chase of the homes of those people who 
are still there. 

The Chair: 

While we are on that Bob, could the 
Southwestern Regional Planning Com¬ 
mission help ont in this matter, could 
they step in? 

Mr. Stone: 


No, Mr. President, that is the reason 
I mentioned this. I have had the op¬ 
portunity to be in Harrisburg and in 
Washington, D.C. and Denver when I 
was absent that one day relative to this 
entire subject ... we were trying to get 
5c additional on the gasoline tax, that 
was pulled back, we thought maybe the 
legislature ought to decide how they 
wanted to raise that amount of money 
that 5c on a gallon would have raised, 
namely $200,000-$250,000 which then 
would have gotten us over $450 Million 
fom the Federal Government in October, 
I think it is down to about $18 Million 
now, it will be close to a $160 Million we 
will lose by October, 1979. 

Regrettably, as it is right now, the 
legislature seems so disposed to Just sit 
and do nothing until we get a new Ad- 
minic'ration. But in the meantime we 
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are going to lose as I have indicated, 
something like $16 Million by October of 
1978. If we don’t soon do something 
after that we are going to lose more and 
I am at a loss to understand ... I have 
gotton some letters indicating that they 
appreciate what Southwest Regional 
Planning has done, what the Greater 
Pittsburgh Chamber of Commerce has 
done and it was a combine of all labor, 
management, capital, everybody trying 
to blend their forces, but somehow it is 
just not able to get through . . . they 
feel it is just hopeless and the issue you 
are now addressing yourself to, I know 
that as of last Wednesday they have had 
a complete re-shuffle. I don’t know how 
long we are going to have to pay, I’ll 
admit that PennDOT has not been in 
good shape and perhaps needs a good 
cleaning, but this kind of cleaning 
doesn’t make sense when you get rid of 
some talent that you have and then 
hope to re-build, you are not going to 
be able to build in a year, because who 
is going to come to you without that 
seniority . . . they are not paying any 
additional funds and it is amazing how 
many talented men they have had in 
and among the garbage, if I can use 
that word, and I think regrettably we 
are losing the good with some of the 
bad and it is going to be difficult to 
create a very meaningful and substan¬ 
tial PennDOT even in the next year . . . 
after the new administration comes in. 

The Chair: 

We have to bear in mind, most of 
the families, people on the slopes would 
like to remain, but they have been told 
all along that eventually there is going 
to be a highway and naturally if the 
highway was built, they would more or 
less be stranded up there, so they 
couldn’t go ahead and do any fixing up 
and if they did they weren’t sure they 
were going to be compensated for it, so 
they really were caught in the middle. 
The logical thing would have been to 
buy them out and buy them out at a 
home for home, but that didn’t happen. 

Mr. Stone: 


When they gave their origional $15,- 


000.00 supplement it was a good idea, 
because it was a little bit more and gave 
them an assist. But the longer they wait 
and the longer they wait, the escalation 
is going up so high that the $15,000.00 
is no longer of any advantage to them 
. . . that is the most tragic part of the 
whole thing. I think today we have no 
alternative than to move quickly, move 
fast and get it over with because you 
cannot hope that tomorrow is going to 
be better. 

The Chair: 

If you are going on the current mar¬ 
ket price you are talking about at least 
$40,000.00 that is the bare minimum for 
a home and most of them will be about 
$15,000.00 to $20,000.00 short . . . and 
then you are talking about elderly peo¬ 
ple in fixed incomes going for that type 
of a mortgage and starting all over 
again . . . they are just a little bit too 
old, and it is unfair. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

From a legal point of view, are the 
people by law allowed to sue PennDOT 
for restitution, or is PennDOT exempt 
from prosecution. 

Mr. Stone: 

I don’t think I can give any legal ad¬ 
vice on that issue, but they do have 
some rights, and I think the regrettable 
thing right now is that even if there 
are some monies available they have 
knocked out the complete right-of-way 
division. As of last Wednesday they have 
no one doing right-of-ways. 

The Chair: 


And there is no money available. 
Mr. Stone: 


There is some money available, not 
for the personnel, but there is some 
money allocated through the Federal 
Funds for that project. 
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Mrs. Madoff: 

Mr. President, are you suggesting by 
the support of letters that the Federal 
Government might come in and inter¬ 
vene and use their funds, is that what 
you are hoping would happen? 

The Chair: 

Hopefully, but Mr. Stone changed the 
resolution some just to have them come 
in and look at the situation, it may be 
impossible or it may not be quite pro¬ 
per for them to do this, I don’t know. 
As far as buying them out ... I don’t 
know if they have that power. Certainly 
I think they could advise these people 
and give them some help. They are really 
at a loss, they don’t know where to 
turn. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

I think most of us have been on top 
of this almost since its inception, and 
I'm just wondering if this is just an¬ 
other exercise in futility and whether 
perhaps they need good legal counsel, 
the people over there, and that’s why I 
asked the question to see what their 
real alternatives are because I think it’s 
gone beyond the point of pleading and 
begging and saying we need a home for 
a home. PennDOT claims they are bank¬ 
rupt, they are not doing anything and 
the legislature, I think they are going 
to have to take some sort of action. That 
is why I asked the question, I know Mr. 
Krauss of HEART is representing them, 
but he is not an attorney, and perhaps 
the only recourse is now to take some 
legal action, perhaps if some law firm 
would take it on a contingeny basis, but 
I don’t know whether it is legal to sue 
PenhDOT or the State. I think that 
would be the first step. 

The Chair: 


Well, the HEART Organization, Mr. 
Marty Krauss who is President of it has 
been very active, they do have legal tal¬ 
ent at hand, so they will take whatever 
action they deem necessary as far as 
legal action. 


Mrs. Madoff: 

I don’t think anyone would object to 
the letter, I just wonder if it would do 
any good, I think perhaps we should 
get a feeling back and then see what 
else we can do to help. 

The Chair: 

Well, it may not do any good, but it 
won’t hurt. 

Mr. Gi%ens seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I would like to make a request of our 
City Clerk to contact our City Solicitor 
to determine if our Human Relations 
Ordinance is consistent with the Home 
Rule Charter. I think that there may be 
some areas in which there is some ques¬ 
tion and if it is not consistent we need 
to know what is being done to make 
sure that Ordinance is consistent with 
the Home Rule Charter. 

The Chair: 

So ordered, Mr. Robinson. 

Mrs. Madoff: 


A couple of weeks ago I asked that an 
update be given to City Council from 
the head of the Water department as to 
the status the ORSANCO, EPA and CMI 
report on water under the Safe Drinking 
Water Act and a date was to be set for 
EPA to come in and inform City Coun¬ 
cil because DER has opted not to be in¬ 
volved in the water permits because I 
have their correspondence which I will 
have xeroxed for all members of Coun¬ 
cil. Strictly on economic conception, 
they Just don’t have the money, this is 
a letter from Dr. Goddard which states 
their position. But we were to have EPA 
to come in here and meet with City 
Council. We would then at that point 
have a result of all the water samples 
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both the grab samples taken as to what 
is going into the water and what is ac¬ 
tually coming out of the faucets during 
the time of the unfortunate episode, 
and also perhaps samples of the normal 
water we get when everything is func¬ 
tioning. 

The date has not been set, Dr. Prank 
Clack of the Board of Health has asked 
that it be a public hearing. He feels 
that he would like to have it as an open 
hearing for the public as well, I don’t 
know the procedure, whether it would 
be advertised, and whether that meeting 
has been set up ... as you know John 
Miller is away on vacation this week, he 
will be back next Monday. I would like 
that to be set up at the earliest possible 
moment when he has his answers back 
from the lab. I think they are suppos¬ 
ed to be back this week. 

The Chair: 

Are there any objections to a public 
hearing? 


Mr. Perry: 

It will probably be August 2nd or 3rd. 
The Chair: 

There being no objections to a public 
hearing, we will call a public hearing, if 
you will notify the necessary parties Mr. 
Clerk. 

Mr. Stone moved to approve the minutes 
of Monday, June 19, 1978.

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President, if I may, I attended the 
Southwest Regional Planning meeting, 
the last one which they had in June, 
and I had some interesting figures which 
I think Council might enjoy hearing, or 
at least maybe not enjoy hearing, I am 
talking now about the South Hills Light 
Rail Transit. We received an amend¬ 
ment on financing, but let me just give 
you some startling figures. Originally, 
skybus which was its predecessor started 
off at $60 Million. The final figure for 
skybus was $100 Million and if we stayed 
with skybus we would have been riding 
it today. We switched to the South Hills 
Light Rail Transit and it became $204 
Million and that was by the DeLeu/ 
Catheter Study of 1976. Two years later 
we received from the Port Authority an 
amendment. It is now $480 Million a 
$280 Million increase in two years. If 
there is ever a time when acting fast 
because of inflation means so much I 
think this is Indicative of it, it has 
changed five time higher than the time 
we actually started the project. 

With that bit of information I would 
like to move to another subject if I 
may, I think City Council was briefed 
on a new project just recently and it 
appeared In our newspapers of general 
circulation, and while we have not been 
informed of all of the specifics, and I 
think it still is somewhat premature as 
to where it is totally going, we have 
been assured as well that it will not be 
a total destruction. I personally believe

City-County Building or other buildings 
in town seeking places in which to 
change clothes and/or freshen up while 
carrying resolutions, research materials, 
background information, as well as the 
change of clothing; and 


WHEREAS, the male members of this 
Council and the male members of Coun¬ 
cil staff have available to them a pri¬ 
vate lavatory-rest facility which is not 
available to the general public and 
therefore is not subject to ordinary cal¬ 
lous disregard of public property and is 
generally maintained in a relatively 
clean condition and in which the male 
members of Council and Council staff 
may change clothes and/or freshen up 
before attending evening sessions or 
meetings: and 
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WHEREAS, tills Council believes 
strongly in and wishes to comply with 
the provisions of Title IX of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 and the Congression- 
ally passed though not ratified Equal 
Rights Amendment and believes firmly 
in the concept and idea of equal Justice 
and equal treatment for all Americans 
regardless of sex. 

NOW, THEREFORE 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Council of 
the City of Pittsburgh authorizes the 
installment of a private lavatory-rest 
facility for the exclusive use of the fe¬ 
male members of Council and Council 
staff in order that they might have, as 
the male members of Council and Coun¬ 
cil staff do, a private place in which to 
change clothing, freshen up, and/or 
make use of the lavatory facilities. 

Mrs. Madoff moved for adoption. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Coyne seconded the motion. 

Mr. Lally: 

Mr. Chairman, this resolution is not 
necessary. Under the Capital Improve¬ 
ment Plan there is a provision for new 
restroom facilities for women on the 
fifth floor. As soon as space is available, 
when Parks and Recreation Department 
moves, the City Clerk has been instruct¬ 
ed to study this proposal at that time. I 
would honestly say that this is a waste 
of taxpayer’s money. It is estimated to 
be $2,321.00 and that is a rough esti¬ 
mate. We have women who have served 
this Council from 1957 to the present 
date and this question has never arisen. 
This problem is an in-house problem 
which can be worked out in the future. 
As there are many more important mat¬ 
ters to be considered for the operation 
of City Government, I would recommend 
that this resolution be tabled. 

The Chair: 


Mr. Lally, am I to understand that 


when Parks and Recreation moves out of 
their facilities we can then Install a 
washroom in that area? 

Mr. Lally: 

Yes, Mr. President, I am under the im¬ 
pression in talking to the Director of 
Parks and Recreation that they possibly 
will be moving in August or September 
as soon as their facilities are available, 
to the left side of the hall going down 
where they occupy offices now will be 
available, I talked to the Director of 
Lands and Buildings, Harold West, and 
also our City Clerk, Michael Perry and 
he has also been instructed to study 
these facilities. 

But at the present time to install 
facilities like they want to install here, 
like the plans that I have in front of 
me here presented by the Department of 
Lands and Buildings, it is a waste of 
taxpayer’s money, and I am not one to 
sit here and see this money being wasted 
when there are other matters in the 
City that this money could be well spent 
on. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Lally, this still would be sort of 
an imposition if we are talking about a 
washroom on Council grounds, the Parks 
and Recreation Department seems to be 
Just a bit removed ... I think this is 
the problem, the washroom that now 
exists would be about the same distance 
from our City Council facilities as the 
facility you are talking about in Parks 
and Recreation. 

Mr. Lally: 

No, Mr. President, from what I was 
told today by Harold West, the facility 
would be on the left hand side of the 
hall going down where their offices are 
now, Parks and Recreation, would be 
only out the side door, Just through the 
doorway, across the hallway, these facil¬ 
ities are what they could make available 
to us. 

The Chair: 
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If I may use the prerogative of the 
Chair, I think it is very reprehensible 
that this has turned into a Roman cir¬ 
cus. If you recall most members of 
Council, it has been almost nine months 
now since the Council Clerk, Mr. Mike 
Perry was asked to look into the possi¬ 
bility with Lands and Buildings of a 
washroom for the ladies, it so happens 
it was before Mrs. Madoff became a 
Councilwoman. At that time Mike had 
informed me that they were having 
difficulty and they did bring up the fact 
that other offices were going to be va¬ 
cated across the hall in Parks and Rec¬ 
reation which we could possibly use . . . 
this is what we were waiting on, and 
now we have made a complete political 
football out of it and it is really re¬ 
grettable that we had to get into the 
gutter with this thing, but I think for 
the record we are still looking into the 
possibility of either on our own facil¬ 
ities or further down the hall when 
Parks and Recreation moves, or across 
the hall which is still part of our area. 
With that, are there any further re¬ 
marks? 


Mrs. Madoff: 


I think it is Important to point out 
that this issue of the bathroom was not 
raised as a public issue by myself, it 
was cause and effect, it was used as an 
example of pointing out that I am not 
fiscally responsible when I mentioned 
that our members should not be going 
in mass to the Mayor’s Convention, and 
one of ihe members of Council brought 
up and said, as he is doing today, $2,300. 
is not fiscal responsibility. I did not ask 
for that bathroom at that time for my¬ 
self, or the other woman member of 
City Council, I was told when I got 
here, as you stated Mr. President, that 
there was to be a bathroom to be built 
in the Parks and Recreation area. And, 
as Mr. Stone has mentioned today, if we 
are going to be concerned about hedg¬ 
ing against inflation, if we start study¬ 
ing it again, Lord knows when we are 
going to get a bathroom built. And I 
might also point out, for the record, 
that I am here generally 8 to 12 hours 
a day, so is my administrative assistant, 
I think we figured out that she is get¬ 
ting $2.00 and hour for the hours she is 


putting in, she is willing to do that, 
and the point is that we need a bath¬ 
room because we are here, and if there 
are members of City Council, whether 
they are male or female, who are put¬ 
ting in 8 and 12 hours, I would hope 
that they would want to freshen up be¬ 
fore they go out to see their constitu¬ 
ents. I am going to another meeting to¬ 
night, I have been here since early this 
morning. 

If other members of council feel they 
don’t need that, that is their business. I 
also pointed out that I would be de¬ 
lighted to share your facilities, Mr. Lally. 

Mr. Lally: 

We offered you that Councilperson. 


Mrs. Madoff: 


Yes, but it was taken away. It was 
not my decision to remove it it was Mr. 
Perry’s decision. I would be happy to 
forego the 59c lock and have a sign that 
says occupied and unoccupied if Mr. 
Perry is willing to go along with it. 

Mr. Lally: 


Good, you're a big sport. 


Mrs. Madoff: 


I would also like it cleaned up, it 
smells like alcostench. We also have a 
petition that was signed by most of the 
members of the staff, the people working 
in City Council, the people that work 
for Mr. Perry feel that they need the 
facility . . . they are here eight hours a 
day, unlike the public that come in off 
the streets and Just use the facility, they 
are using it to keep the dirty cleaning 
equipment when they clean our office, 
you can’t even get past the equipment 
in our bathroom, the other day I saw a 
mouse in the bathroom which has been 
reported too, and I didn’t want to go 
public with it, but if you want to talk 
about it we reported tha‘ to rodent con¬ 
trol. 
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Mr. Lally: 

You did go public. 

Mrs. MadofT: 

Well, right now . . . okay? And I think 
the issue, as Mr. Bulls really put It, he 
said if we can find money to pay for it 
he is willing to vote for it, and the 
money has already been paid for it, be¬ 
cause when I raised the issue of why 
are we appropriating another $10,000 for 
water samples, X was able to find out 
that free samples could be done at OR- 
SANCO and at EPA, two samples that 
would have gone to CMIR for $1,500 a- 
piece are now presently being done at 
ORSANCO and EPA, that is $3,000 and 
$2,300 when you caught me off guard 
for a bathroom is not excessive, and I 
think your union puts it in . . . 

Mr. Lally: 

That’s right. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

And I think that you are being irre¬ 
sponsible and making a political foot¬ 
ball out of it because you can’t go on 
trips without Justifying it. 

Mr. Lally: 

You are the one who has made a 
political football out of it, you are the 
one who got the political coverage out 
of it. 

Mrs. Madoff: 


You raised the issue, I only respond¬ 
ed. 


The Chair: 


Let’s restrict your remarks . - . Mrs. 
Madoff you are out of order . . . and for 
the record in regards to your 12 and 15 
hours a day, in the history of City 
Council it has never taken a Council¬ 


man 8 hours a day to conclude his 
business . . . Councilman or Council- 
woman ... I am sorry you have to take 
15 hours, maybe you are a little slower 
at catching on. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Maybe I am doing the things you 
ought to be doing Mr. President. 

The Chair: 

You are out of order, any further re¬ 
marks on the resolution? 

Mrs. Madoff: 

I am out of order? When you insult 
me I am not out of order. Why don’t 
you start doing your Job or let me do it 
for you. 

The Chair: 

Shut up . . . you are the most un¬ 
mannerly person I have ever met in my 
life. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

It’s about time somebody opened this 
can of worms. 

The Chair: 

It’s about time somebody with sense 
opened their mouth. Any further re¬ 
marks on the resolution? 

Mr. Stone: 


Mr. President, if I may, I personally 
believe that there ought to be a facility 
for women . . . but if we are going 
through, and Mike I think is fully a- 
ware that I have been chasing him on 
this idea of some sort of renovation be¬ 
cause of the way it is right now. Most 
of us have our secretaries right inside 
the room with us and as a result when 
we visit with someone or someone visitB 
with us we have to ask them to leave 
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while we can discuss additional business. 
He indicated to me that there was some 
work along those lines. If that thing is 
eminent, then I think we ought to co¬ 
ordinate both efforts together. I don’t 
think it helps to spend money to divide 
up the quarters we have since they are 
not really that big as it is. I don’t have 
any objects to anyone using it the way 
it is right now, and you can have my 
share of it, but aside from that, I think 
we ought to coordinate both efforts, 
Mike, if you are going to do some reno¬ 
vation now, and I understand you have 
been working on that, then I think we 
ought to coordinate the effort, but as 
far as whether or not a women’s facil¬ 
ity is necessary, I think it is necessary, 
but I think the question is whether or 
not you put it in now, today, and even 
if you did that you wouldn’t do it to¬ 
day anyway, because it would take some 
time for the bidding, or who is going to 
do it, it is outside, plus I think we have 
some vacations coming up in August so 
we may be talking about September any¬ 
way. But I would strongly urge Mike, 
that if the Parks and Recreation are 
leaving that we see if we can’t adjust 
the facilities before that to get in not 
only the women’s facility, but also pro¬ 
per quarters for the secretaries, hope¬ 
fully, as I would prefer that we would 
be able to use part of that hallway as a 
waiting area, so that that present hall¬ 
way can be a facility for a secretary. 

As for the present resolution, myself, 
I think it is overkill, I will not support 
the resolution as it is right now because 
it does too much. But as far as the lav¬ 
atory facilities, if that were by itself 
without the other colorations I might be 
inclined to support it as I indicated with 
regard to rehabilitation. 

Mr. Lally: 

Mr. Stone, that is the reason for it. 
There have been provisions provided 
here that we will take over Parks and 
Recreation at that time, that is one of 
the reasons why I objected to spending 
this kind of money to put in a tempor¬ 
ary facility when they are going to in¬ 
stall permanent facilities down the hall.

Any further remarks?

We heard you Mrs. Madoff. If there are 
no further remarks on the resolution we 
will have a roll call vote on the resolu¬ 
tion.

WHEREAS, American officials have 
warned the Soviet that the nature of 
the trials of both Mr. Shcharansky and 
Mr. Ginzberg and any harsh sentences 
against them could seriously damage 
American-Soviet relations;

Not this Wed¬ 
nesday but a week from Wednesday, if 
we could bring this up for discussion. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President if I may, I am in pos¬ 
session of an invoice from the Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Services relative 
to the rental of a motor vehicle by the 
City of Pittsburgh wherein there is a 
$100 deductible which is being processed 
as if it were a reduction rather than as 
a claim through our Law Department. 

I would like to have someone from 
the Northview Leasing Company, plus 
the Director of the Department of En¬ 
vironmental Services appear here with 
the City Solicitor on Wednesday so we 
can correct this kind of thing because I 
don’t think it should be done that way. 

The second matter that I would like 
to address myself to: Some of you may 
have read in the newspaper that the U. 
S. is willing to fix the Sewickley span 
and the U. S. Transportation Secretary, 
Brock Adams, had a tour of the area and 
had indicated that the Federal Govem- 
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ment was prepared to supply and come 
up with matching funds. The problem 
is — will the Commonwealth of Pennsyl¬ 
vania provide its matching local share? 
And, In view of that, until we get those 
funds, as I have indicated earlier it is 
possible to lose somewhere between $16 
and $18 million by the end of October 
of 1978 and somewhere between $180 
million by October of 1979. 

I think we cannot ill-afford to take a 
chance and I would therefore move that 
a letter be sent from this Council to the 
leaders of the Senate and the legislators 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
encouraging them to take whatever 
steps are necessary to raise the local 
state matching funds so that we don’t 
lose the matching federal funds, which 
are roughly between 70 and 90 percent 
of the monies and namely $450 million. 
I would therefore move that we do that. 

Mr. Lally: 

I second the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

The Chair: 

Thank you. 

Mrs. MadolT: 

Mr. Chairman, point of order. I would 
like some guidance. This morning at the 
Mayor’s meeting I threw out a possibil- 
ility of a feasibility study on a toll for 
people coming into the city — not city 
residents but non-city residents. For 
instance, a 10 cent toll going across the 
Liberty Bridge might bring in revenue 
to pay for bridge repairs and such. 

I had heard one of the representatives 
from the news media ask where the 
money was going to come from and as 
Mr. Stone has pointed out, we don’t 
have any money but yet there are so 
many bridges out of operation. 

I also pointed out this morning that 
in the city of Boston that they have one 


main artery that separates into branch¬ 
es but coming into the city it blends 
into one — every car has to go through 
the toll booth —* and then it separates 
again. Now, how would I pursue this? I 
realize that I can talk to you about this 
afterward, but I just wanted to throw it 
out on the table. If Mr. Stone can com¬ 
ment on it - where would we start to 
generate a feasibility study in looking 
into this? 


Mr. Stone: 


First of all, Mr. Gaetano had stated 
that he did not know where the money 
was going to come from. He was accur¬ 
ate. I think he investigated the dilemma 
of local municipalities that don't have 
matching funds, but that the state must 
come up with these matching funds and 
that is the reason that the Southwestern 
Regional Planning Commission, in co¬ 
operation with the Greater Pittsburgh 
Chamber of Commerce, is attempting to 
see that the state would raise the funds. 
One suggested way was a five-cent in¬ 
crease in a gallon of gas and the other 
way was telling them how they should 
raise the money and it came out to a 
figure that is necessary, roughly $250 
million. The one suggestion that was 
ruled out was the matter of tolls — No. 
1, it go:s back into administrative costs 
and it doesn’t give you the kind of re¬ 
turn that you need. I would say “bite 
the bullet”. We have to do something 
about the state doing something to 
match the money. If you can’t raise it 
to ten or fifteen percent, where in heav¬ 
ens are you going to get 95? I don’t 
know how we can do it, because the 
state has to save its money before we 
lose it. The latest talk is giving a per¬ 
centage of 70 to 30, or 75 to 25, but we 
still can’t afford it. 


Mrs. Macloff: 


I think what you said makes sense, 
but why did they rule out tolls? They 
have operated them in Boston for years 
and the change is computed on the ma¬ 
chines automatically. I think they have 
one lane for people who don’t have the 
exact change and it works 0 
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Mr. Stone: 

The installation of additional lanes, 
the installation of conditional equip¬ 
ment, there are traffic factors and I 
don’t know if we have the surplus on 
our streets and main arteries as they do 
and I would think it would create a 
bigger burden than alleviate the prob¬ 
lem. 

I think there should be a five-cent in¬ 
crease in the price of gas for those peo¬ 
ple who can’t get around to the Sewick- 
ley Bridge because they have to travel 
some 20 miles which would roughly take 
25 to 30 minutes to get around it. 

I think they might have one that is a 
little bit closer from our own Fifth 
Avenue offices — if you look out the 
window you can see 50,000 cars on the 
Liberty Bridge each day and it is very 
well eminent that it is probably headed 
for closing. We have very little money 
right now and to rehabilitate it, would 
cost something like $25 million and to 
replace it, something like $50 million. 
When you look at that and take the 
escalation costs into consideration, it is 
getting higher and higher every year. 

If we take for a moment that the 
Liberty Bridge will be closing for re¬ 
pairs, then they would have to come 
down the hill, Arlington Avenue and 
come across the Smithfleld Street 
Bridge, which is already in bad condi¬ 
tion. 


The Chair: 


Well, the state hasn't put out the per¬ 
formance in regards to raising the funds 
when we were talking about bridge re¬ 
pairs. Just the other day we had a prob¬ 
lem with the Sewickley Bridge, which is 
in danger of collapsing and the legis¬ 
lators are doing nothing about it, either 
to remove them or perhaps replace them. 

Mrs. Madoff, your action has to be 
taken to the state legislature and I 
would suggest that you do that if you 
feel it is in order. 


Mr. Stone: 

That has been the practice when we 
had this kind of meeting before, that 
we might in some way present a pre¬ 
amble page. 

One of the things we did was discuss 
the matter of tolls, because it would 
really create a burden than added re¬ 
lief. Secondly, you have to pretty much 
leave it to the legislators of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Pennsylvania. You can’t 
tell them how to raise the funds. How 
can you say I am not going to raise 10 
to get 90 percent? It doesn’t make sense. 

Mrs. Madoff: 


I agree with everything you said, but 
I think you should see what they have 
done in Boston. It has created no prob¬ 
lem and if we do run into a problem, 
maybe we can discourage some of the 
automobiles from coming into town be¬ 
cause the city is the heartbeat of the 
county and if we can’t absorb all of the 
cost, maybe we absolutely have to look 
at the tolls as a possible way. If it works 
in Boston it should work here. 

Mr. Stone: 


That battle is not between the City 
and County, nor the City of Pittsburgh. 
There are six other municipalities in 
this and we all are in the same boat to¬ 
gether. The money is already appropriat¬ 
ed and the state has to get its percent¬ 
age which is anywhere from 70 to 90 and 
they are ready to go. All have been sub¬ 
contracted out and if there are enough 
of the contractors to handle it, that is 
the only way out for us. 

Mrs. Madoff: 


What would you do for maintenance? 
Mr. Stone: 


There is $100 million in the group for 
maintenance. 
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Mr. Givens: 

I would like to add my notes and that 
Is the fact to discourage by resolution 
the need for our state legislators to en¬ 
act the higher tax on gasoline. 

As you know, the President of the 
United States indicated that he is going 
to leave the fuel like It is or reduce it 
on foreign fuel. 

If you go to Europe and across the 
nation, you will find that you are pay¬ 
ing upward of $1 for a gallon of gaso¬ 
line, which 1 b also five to six cents above 
the price three months ago. 

I don't think that price will ever come 
back down again and we are talking a- 
bout additional money in state tax for 
the maintenance of our roads. 

The Chair: 


I think it would be presumptuous on 
our part to say that we don’t need the 
money. I think we should pass a res¬ 
olution for bridge repair and how they 
do it should be our concern. 

Mr. Givens: 

Maybe we should work on an alterna¬ 
tive route to get up the hill by-passing 
the heavy truck, because it is very diffi¬ 
cult here in this tough traffic area that 
we have.

We have until the end of the fiscal 
year for it, I think the amendment is 
such that if it is unappropriate or il¬ 
legal then the Solicitor can so strike it 
out. I would like with that in mind for 
the amendment to be voted on either up 
or down and then if the Solicitor comes 
back in and says it is not legal . . . 

Mr. Stone: 


Maybe I ought to explain my opposi¬ 
tion to the motion at this time. First of 
all, Mr. Coyne asked for a legal opinion 
as to whether or not you could have a 
Councilman represented on it . . . my 
main objection is along these lines. I 
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think with the way this thing is worked 
out on a cooperative arrangement, you 
have the two heads of the jurisdiction, 
mainly the County and the City, they 
are each picking someone who is com¬ 
parable in their level, then they go 
down to the Planning Director as I see 
it, and in that light there is some logic 
as to why they are setting it off this 
particular way . . . the last one which 
is to be the odd numbered individual is 
going to be picked by both groups as 
they are equal all the way through. Hav¬ 
ing gone through something like this 
before relative to the Carnegie Library 
and Institute, and as well on Southwest 
Regional Planning, I know how strongly 
the County has been relative to any so- 
called balance of power. They have fear 
even where there is no fear. The regret¬ 
table thing, however, was the fact that 
for me, the Economic Development De¬ 
partment under Mr. DeLuca, I think has 
shown an obvious heads-up start with 
this arrangement. I don’t think we 
ought to get into any problems with 
this one, and as far as I am personally 
concerned, let it move so that we don't 
have any problems with it. We need the 
money, and it is evident from the com¬ 
ments I made last week when we started 
with mass transit at $60 Million, we are 
up to $480 Million, and it is increasing 
by a million a month, if that doesn’t 
give you any glaring facts about hesi¬ 
tation creating problems, I don’t know 
what else will and as far as I am con¬ 
cerned, as long as DeLuca is heading it 
I think we ought to go headfast, real 
quick, let’s get on with it. I wouldn’t 
want to hold it back at all. 


The Chair: 


My only problem is that if it is an 
interpretation of the Home Rule Char¬ 
ter, and the Mayor's Office seems will¬ 
ing, finally to carry out the Home Rule 
Charter, why we cannot get some word 
from them that they will appoint a 
member of Council to that Board. I 
couldn’t possibly vote for the resolution 
unless we have that assurance. I think 
Mr. Givens’ motion is very much in 
order.

Mr. President, if I may, Bill No. 1533 
was in line with a letter which all of 
us have received from the City Treasur¬ 
er, whereby they are moving a major ac¬ 
count to Equibank, Garfield Branch from 
Mellon Bank, N.A. This is in line with 
the previous request that there be a 
branch office in that area. I have no 
fault with that suggestion since I was 
one of those who voted for it. But I 
am somewhat taken back by a news¬ 
paper article that appeared last week 
relative to Equlbank’s participation in 
our Housing Program in the Perry Hill¬ 
top Area. We ought not to let that pass, 
and I think that the manager of that 
bank and its mortgage department ought 
to be here, not this Wednesday, but a 
week from Wednesday, to explain the 
circumstances surrounding the failure 
to participate in that mortgage. 


From the newspaper account, it would 
appear to me that 20 to 25 years and 25 
to 30 years doesn’t really make any dif- 
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ference If we have some faith in the 
area and I think the Perry Hilltop Area 
Community has definately indicated a 
desire to turn the area around and I 
think that Equibank ought to be doing 
more than giving us lip service. I am 
not impressed with the fact that they 
tell me they have a good record when 
we are subsidising the difference between 
3% and what they are giving it out as. 
You don’t have to be a masterful finan¬ 
cier to see that that works itself, but 
nevertheless, I think for some bit of 
caution, we ought to hear from them 
and I would like to have the Manager of 
the Mortgage Department here, and also 
someone from Perry North Citizens 
Council.

Dear President and Members of Council: 

Bill 758 is a Resolution approving the 
construction of a building to be used as 
an institutional facility for Light of Life 
Rescue Mission on East North Avenue in 
the 22nd Ward. 

While Light of Life Missions has es¬ 
tablished a valued program, an expan¬ 
sion of its facilities in that location 
would be questionable to the stabiliza¬ 
tion of the North Side community. The 
City Planning Department and the North 


Side Civic Development Council have 
suggested alternative sites for the facil¬ 
ity. The Civic Development Council has 
gone so far as to pay for an appraisal of 
one site and has offered to help in se¬ 
curing foundation grants for the mission 
to cover any additional costs in acquir¬ 
ing an alternate site. 

I believe that there is still room for 
agreement between the community and 
Light of Life Mission and that a mutual¬ 
ly satisfactory site for the facility can be 
found. 

Therefore, I hereby veto Council Bill 
758 of 1978 and return it unsigned. I 
urge you to reconsider this Bill at the 
next meeting of Council on July 31, 
1978.

We have all received a" letter dated 
July 28, 1978, describing Bill No. 758. I 
take exception to the fact that the May¬ 
or is indicating an expansion, in the 
second paragraph, of Light of Life Mis¬ 
sion’s facilities. To my knowledge, there 
is no expansion, there was an increase of 
capacity, but the existing property lines 
would remain the same. 
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The other thing I would like to bring 
out is that our City Planning Commis¬ 
sion approved this plan before submit¬ 
ting it to this Council, and I note that 
the Mayor indicates that for the stab¬ 
ilization of the North Side Community, 
that the City Planning Department and 
North Side Civic Development Council 
had suggested an alternate cite. Of 
course we have held that bill up for 
several weeks hoping that this would 
come about. Originally the City Plan¬ 
ning Department did approve it and that 
is a point of note. Also, there was with¬ 
in this building Itself, a compromise in 
the design of the building which was to 
blend in with trying to keep some of the 
historic values cf the north side area. I 
might mention that where this facility 
is located, we have a block or two of 
nothing but many, many bars which 
compounds the problem with the loiter¬ 
ing in the park area around that partic¬ 
ular facility. I think this is a police ac¬ 
tion, something that the Light of Life 
Mission has a hard time controlling. I 
would submit that the site is located 
next to Allegheny General Hospital and 
as a result, this is what I would con¬ 
sider a satellite site if the people using 
that particular facility have any medi¬ 
cal problems, that they have medical 
assistance within a block of their par¬ 
ticular area. 

If there is no other comment on the 
bill, I would move that we override the 
veto. 

Mr. Coyne seconded the motion. 

Mrs. Madoff 

I wonder if it might not be prudent 
to, if we have the time, to wait a week, 
until the next meeting on Wednesday, to 
ask the Mayor why, if his own people 
advised that we go through it, he is ob¬ 
jecting. I think if we go back and look 
at the record, v/hen we talked of what 
he refers to as expansion, I think we all 
felt there was an expansion in size and 
there was the comment by the public 
who objected to the facility to the effect 
that it would draw more people because 
it would be a larger facility. So, I don’t 
really think you can take exception to 
the word expansion because it will ex¬ 


pand the services and more people will 
be drawn there. I think all of us agree, 
even these who are the strongest sup¬ 
porters, I think we all support the ac¬ 
tivities, but if we move to a location 
that would not interfere with the growth 
and development and reclaiming of that 
area. And, yesterday, as many of us wen 1 
out to the East Street meeting, in com¬ 
ing from my part of the city, I had 'o 
pass that area, and I am sorry to say 
that the objections that we heard from 
the people who live in the communities, 
i here were many alcoholics walking the 
streets in disarray, sleeping on the 
benches. If you are going to try to re¬ 
claim the area, we did discuss this, and 
I am on record as saying this pre iously, 
so I am not changing what I said orig¬ 
inally . . . the prevailing argument for 
voting originally was that this Light of 
Life Mission can proceed as it is in dis¬ 
array ... I guess the building is falling 
down and v/e have no control over their 
staying ... we can’t move them out and 
this is the lesser of two evils, but there 
was a strong feeling that if they could 
be located with transportation to a per¬ 
ipheral area that would not interfere 
with residential communities that would 
be the desirable way to go. I would like 
! to request that we at least ask the Mayor 
J why he is vetoing this bill because he 
j may have some information we don't 
• have, maybe there is some money com¬ 
ing, or possibly he is trying to negotiate 
some land that they were looking at. I 
think we are all surpri.ed to ge* the 
i veto, but I wonder if we should not ac. 
in haste and wait a day or two? 

Mr. Coyne: 

j Mr. President, I would like to address 
| myself to those remarks, particularly a- 
j bout the expansion of the facility. I 
j disagree with Mrs. Madoff that it is an 
j expansion of the facility. It deiinately is 
i not an expansion of the facility, there 
j is a one block area in which there are 
j three structures now and it is not to be 
| expanded any fur her beyond the bound- 
I ar.es of that project. 

The other thing is with regard to the 
derelicts and whatever we see in West 
Park. That can in no way be attributible 
to what happens at the ‘Light of Life 
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Mission. Those people who are what you 
call the derelicts and the people in the 
park are not allowed to become a part of 
the program at the Light of Life Mis¬ 
sion and that was pointed out here at 
the public hearing very clearly by the 
people who were advocating this project. 
If there is one point that maybe the 
City Planning Department ought to ad¬ 
dress it is a point that Mr. Robinson 
has brought up with regard to the Lem- 
lngton area of the City in the East End, 
and that is the proliferation of the bars 
in the location immediately adjacent to 
where this project is supposed to take 
place. Maybe if we could do something 
by way of the Planning Commission with 
regard to the proliferation of those bars, 
it would do something to curb the prob¬ 
lems that you saw yesterday. And so, I 
don’t agree, I think the Mayor has had 
ample opportunity to explain what his 
position is and in fact he has done that 
in the letter here today, he has ex¬ 
plained why he is vetoing the legisla¬ 
tion.

City Council then 
took it upon itself to try to get two 
sources to try to work together. Now, 
there is one thing that we must be very 
very careful of and that is that what we 
tried to do to work it out withing time 
constraints because there is the escala¬ 
tion of costs, and also not being able to 


carry out the mission that the Light of 
Life Rescue Mission anticipated for it¬ 
self. We got to a deadline, we extended 
it a couple of times, and we should not 
penalize this unit by virtue of a fact 
that we tried to work out some compro¬ 
mise that did not meet the deadline. 


I would therefore move that we move 
the question.

ily units. That is one point. 
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Slain Street proposal that he had built 
out there and was given to this City 
.Council and we approved it next to the 
Mlnadeo School out there, is a site that 
he indicated, let that particular develop¬ 
ment stand on its own and I say here, 
let it speak for itself, because it is a 
disgrace to that particular neighbor¬ 
hood. The long term development of the 
Beechwood area, especially around this 
area, to keep it in the "Rl” is most 
suited. I think the pride of the neigh¬ 
borhood is something that one must con¬ 
sider when we make changes in our 
planning from various zoning within the 
City. Council wants economic develop¬ 
ment, we want housing development in 
the City, but we don’t want it at any 
cost to our citizens, therefore I recom¬ 
mend a negative recommendation, no 
vote on this bill. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President, if I may, on that par¬ 
ticular piece of legislation, I don’t think 
we should ever get, in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, to the point that we try to frus¬ 
trate developers, nor do I think, on the 
other hand, on this scale of even this, 
we should run herd over the local neigh¬ 
borhood. I think that this one, purely 
on its facts, as they are right now, there 
wasn’t that much of a change from what 
could be done in some sort of multiple 
housing as opposed to what could be 
done in single, I think that it offered 
no more, the maximum difference is a- 
bout ten. That in itself pretty much 
answers it, it Just wasn’t one of those 
that the City Council should change the 
regular character and zoning classifica¬ 
tion in that area. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

I stated previously that I must ab¬ 
stain, because I tried to buy that pro¬ 
perty myself and build some townhouses 
with PFHA over the years and it would 
not be proper for me to vote. 

The Chair: 

If I may use the prerogative of the 
Chair, I stated at the hearing, that I felt 
that developments of this type were 


needed and needed badly in the city, 
however, I certainly lend an ear to the 
cries of the residents of the area and it 
seemed to be that they were unanimous¬ 
ly opposed and it sort of seems like the 
same old story ... I like a development 
of that type and we need it and we 
want it, but don’t put it In my neigh¬ 
borhood or put it next door to me, and 
I respect their sentiment and their 
viewpoint, but I Just wonder when we 
can get off the ground with some of 
these developments that are so badly 
needed. 

I do want to say one thing before we 
ask for a vote ... we are going to vote 
on the bill itself, so to approve the pro¬ 
ject, we need five votes, and to disap¬ 
prove we need four no votes. We are 
voting on the bill, not voting on the 
negative recommendation. We are mak¬ 
ing note that there was a negative rec¬ 
ommendation. But we are voting on the 
bill itself, so to approve the project we 
vote aye, to disapprove, no.

MR. ROBINSON’S REMARKS FROM 
JULY 19, 1978: 


Mr. Robinson: 


Mr. Chairman, if I might, I would like 
to offer my strong support for this legis¬ 
lation, and also I would like to en¬ 
courage this new City-County Corpor¬ 
ation to address the serious unemploy¬ 
ment problem In our community, par¬ 
ticularly in community development 
areas and other areas of high unemploy¬ 
ment. 


I would encourage the Corporation to 
work with leaders of industry in the 
initial stages of program development, 
planning, relocation and government 
assistance to address this problem by 
way of minority business development 
and other means. 


Unfortunately the economic develop¬ 
ment of Pittsburgh and Allegheny Coun¬ 
ty does not necessarily mean that our 
aggrivated unemployment problem will 
be addressed to the extent that the de¬ 
velopment of employment opportunities 
will be new — Jobs, etc. 

Fortunately, for the building trades, 
the new economic development in the 
City and County will mean more Jobs, 
unfortunately, the same cannot be said 
for other segments of our community. 


As we give to business and Industry, 
bo should we ask that they give; not 
Just new bricks and mortar, but assist¬ 
ance, consistent with their tremendous 
economic potential, in arresting prob¬ 
lems that might impede the economic 
development of this area. 

Creativity is required, innovation is 
needed and the very unique nature of 
the effort, and the national focus being 
placed on Pittsburgh demands the co¬ 
operation of business, government and 
the civic sectors. 

The economic future of this area is 
inextricably bound to the total involve¬ 
ment of all segments of the community 
and address their most basic problems, 
unemployment, minority business devel¬ 
opment, opportunities for women and 
training for the unemployed. 

With this in mind Mr. Chairman, I 
wholeheartedly support this Resolution 
for the creating of a City-County Eco¬ 
nomic Corporation. 

Mr. Givens: 


Mr. President, I would be remiss not 
to mention for the municipal records, 
that this bill creating the Pittsburgh- 
Countywide Corporation is a long term 
economic development bill that will ab¬ 
stain the deterioration which has oc¬ 
curred in both Pittsburgh and Allegheny 
County. Both the City and the County 
have made a major contribution to eco¬ 
nomic planning and development and 
analyzed primarily what our problems 
are, especially in the steel industry and 
others, the diversification of all of our 
industries, if need be, so we can have a 
sound base. The cooperation is the key 
note here, when we think of Station 
Square, with $1.8 Million development 
and EDA coming up with almost a Mil¬ 
lion of that for development. Bill has 
mentioned about Bill No. 1350, in that 
we have the BJD building, $550 some 
thousand, that is for minority industrial 
development, another we have a minor¬ 
ity business revolving fund loan, another 
$525 some thousand, this is what is in 
the work on this particular bill, to 
sireng'hen our coordination effort, to

prepare more industrial land. We have a 
lot of land in Pittsburgh, we ar e trying 
to make it into an industrial package, 
this is something that is very frustrat¬ 
ing to Ed deLuca, the Planning people, 
and even myself as Chairman of that 
Committee. The development of build¬ 
ings and recycling the program ... we 
have many buildings that we have to 
recycle in the City of Pittsburgh and 
this is one thing that I would hope will 
help this out. To provide a better train¬ 
ing opportunity. We are talking about 
our CETA people working . . . trying to 
work them into some type of program, 
either through Connelly Trade School, or 
(he CETA program itself. This is where 
we can tie this all together . . . the 
other two before, we didn’t have this 
opportunity.

Mr. Stone: 


Mr. President, if I may, the matter of 
the movie theater operators has occupied 
probably from my knowledge, at least 
considerable time in the last five years 
at budget times. There have been two 
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problems, one In which they have ad¬ 
vanced, and that is some relief on the 
10% Amusement Tax, and the other one 
Is the subject that comes before us. 

What has been the practice is that the 
movie theater operators within the City 
of Pittsburgh must bid on movies before 
they see them. In addition, there is re¬ 
quired a minimum guarantee on that 
movie, again, on something they have 
not seen ... it is kind of a Russian 
roulette game. In addition to that they 
have the added burden which is the 
Amusement Tax, plus the parking prob¬ 
lems which the other outlying areas do 
not have. This has caused them very 
serious problems. From my own investi¬ 
gation, I believe that the movie theater 
operation in the City of Pittsburgh, in 
central City, does give us a lot of inci¬ 
dental benefits for our restaurants and 
other businesses, our parking and obvi¬ 
ously by bringing a lot of people to the 
City of Pittsburgh. I think they need 
this assistance, and I think that we 
ought to give them whatever support we 
can in that light, that is the reason I 
have introduced this resolution. 

Some of you may have read that re¬ 
cently the State of Ohio has outlawed 
bidding, and now the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania is doing it and I think that 
we ought to encourage them, it is about 
time we give some assistance to those 
who are in fact helping us. 

The Chair: 

I am a little curious, I always thought 
that they voted in the State Senate on 
the bill first, and then in the State Leg¬ 
islature ... it seems that they did it 
the opposite here. 


Mr. Stone: 


No, if it is a revenue matter, it goes to 
the Legislature first.

The Chair: 


I would like to say that I was asked to 
meet with several prominent bankers in 
the City of Pittsburgh this morning and 
they show some great concern in regards 


Basically what that section does is re¬ 
quire the franchisee to execute a secur¬ 
ity agreement which will then be re¬ 
corded In the Prothonotary’s Office here 
in Allegheny County, in the means of a 
financing statement. Once that state¬ 
ment is recorded it becomes notice to 
any other possible creditor that the City 
has the first lien against the properties 
listed in that paragraph. That lien is to 
secure the payment of the franchise fee 
that is due the City. Now, it is estimated 
that by the fifth year of the franchise, 
or when about 60,000 subscribers will be 
hooked up to the system, that franchise 
fee will be equal to about $300,000.00. 
What this section does is say that in the 
event of a serious financial difficulty on 
the part of the cable operator, which is a 
bankruptcy, a receivorship, or just a very 
untimely payment, a very, very late pay¬ 
ment of the franchise fee, that the City 
would be able to secure the payment of 
that fee through the security that that 
lien provides. In other words, we would 
be the first creditor in line to be paid 
our franchise fee in the event that there 
was any kind of financial difficulty 
where more than one creditor was at¬ 
tempting to attach assets of the cable 
operator. 
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Mrs. Madoff 

Is that acceptable to the banking un¬ 
derwriter? I would imagine not. 

Mrs. Cook: 

Well, we received a critique from an 
attorney for one of the cable operators 
and her comment on that was that 
through this paragraph the city was re¬ 
quiring as much security for the tax¬ 
payer as a bank would require to pro¬ 
tect the interest of its stockholders, and 
that was basically our intent to insure 
that the City would be paid. 

Mrs. Madoff 

Is not the ground rules of loaning in¬ 
stitutions that they are the first credi¬ 
tors? 

Mrs. Cook: 

Yes, usually they require a first lien 
because they want to be the first ones 
to be paid, what we are saying through 
this section is that we want to be the 
first ones to be paid. 

Mirs. Madoff 

Well, will the bank put the money up? 
There are millions of dollars involved if 
we are the first creditors. 

Mrs. Cook: 

Well, we limit, in this paragraph, you 
will notice that what we changed was 
that we limited the City's first lien to 
the amount of the franchise fee, which 
I said, at the point when we have 60,- 
000 subscribers hooked up, that fee 
would amount to approximately $300,- 
000.00, so that lien would secure the 
payment of approximately $300,000.00. 


Mrs. Madoff: 


Well, is the bank willing to accept 
that, the bank lending institutions? 


Mrs. Cook: 

From what Mr. DePasquale has told 
me about his discussion with the banks, 
they were concerned about that. The 
banks, I am sure, want to have a first 
lien, and what we have discussed is per¬ 
haps a bank could require a cable oper¬ 
ator to escrow an amount that would be 
sufficient to always be able to pay our 
franchise fee, and in the event that 
there was serious financial difficulty 
could require payment to us through 
that fund and then once our claim had 
been adequately paid, could then take 
priority in whatever liens that it had. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Well, I think the President raised a 
very important issue, and I think it is 
not really resolved by your answer, with 
all due respect, because one of the 
things, correct me if I am wrong, and, I 
am relatively new to the cable ordinance, 
isn’t Pittsburgh National Bank the Bank 
that does most of the funding of cable 
around this part of the country? 

Mrs. Cook: 

It is my understanding that they have 
approximately $10 Million in loans out¬ 
standing to the cable industry. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Wouldn’t they be a good one to ask 
whether this would be an acceptable 
kind of arrangement? Not necessarily 
that whoever is going to get the con¬ 
tract would be dealing with Pittsburgh 
National, but they would give you a 
pretty good feeling as to whether what 
you are suggesting is acceptable. 


Mrs. Cook: 

Well, I am sure that they would say 
that what they want is a first lien. We 
have gone through, two public hearings, 
and what they haven’t told us is if there 
is any better way to secure payment to 
the City. I, as an attorney, know of no 
better way, and it was the Law Depart- 
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ment’s recommendation to this Council 
that we go along the route that is the 
best way to protect the City. Several 
cable operators have indicated to us 
that this provision would be of no diffi¬ 
culty to them. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President, if I may, I don’t think 
there is any question that the bank, if 
they had their druthers, would like to 
have the first lien on everything. I don’t 
think we have to question that. I think 
what she has indicated, however, is that 
the City is trying to protect its interest 
. . . you have two parties, so to speak, 
trying to protect their interest. She has 
introduced something here I think, that 
maybe is not coming across greatly, and 
that is while the city has the first lien 
on its franchise fee, it is not that much 
when you are talking about the total 
involvement here. And that could be 
liveable, so to speak, for the bank in 
that instance. My personal thoughts on 
Cable TV, particularly this Ordinance, if 
everytime we hear of something new on 
judgement day. and we keep postponing 
it, that it may be a problem. We may 
never get to see Cable TV as the prices 
continue to go up. I think, myself, that 
we ought to pass it today and get it on 
its way and get the machinery working. 
I do not wish to minimize the fact that 
since someone has given us a red flag to 
look into that we should not look into 
it. But, judging from what you have 
told us, Virginia, in the sense that that 
amount of City security is low, perhaps 
they can live with it. On the other end, 
it is my understanding from the ordi¬ 
nance that if the franchisee were to de¬ 
fault, the City would move in instead 
anyhow. So we would be back dealing 
with basically those who have some sort 
of secured interest anyway. 

This is pretty much chasing our tail 
dealing with the same people. But if 
there is any possibility of problem, I 
think we ought to look at it over these 
next couple weeks, we ought to obvious¬ 
ly get the machinery moving now rather 
than constantly waiting on a question 
mark. 

The Chair: 


Well, Mr. Stone, you make a very valid 
point, but at the same time, so does 
Mrs. Cook in regards to protecting the 
City and the taxpayers, but I have to go 
back to the comments of Michelle 
Madoff that if the bankers are not going 
to lend us the money, then really there 
is not going to be a ballgame, and if 
they do have that hang up. which at 
the present time they sort of show they 
are leaning that way. I think the people 
of the City of Pittsburgh ought to be 
aware of it, even though I am prepared 
to vote aye myself, that if it does hap¬ 
pen, we have brought this out. that the 
bankers may not come up with the cash 
and if that is the reason Cable TV does¬ 
n’t get off the ground, they should be 
aware of it. 

Mr. Stone: 

There is one thing that is wonderful 
in America, and that is that competitive 
spirit, and there is enough of money 
around, you will always find someone 
who would like to compete. 

The Chair: 


Yes, we can always get you or Art 
Rooney to finance it. 


Mrs. Madoff: 


Mr. President, I think that one of the 
points that was made the other day is 
that between the time of the ordinance 
being passed today, hopefully, and the 
signing of the contract, Council still has 
time to make any changes or approves 
things, and I think we ought to move. 

The Chair: 


I think Mr. Stone brought that out. 
Mr. Givens: 


I would like my remarks from Wednes¬ 
day, August 2, 1978 meeting regarding 
Bill No. 962 to be incorporated into the 
minutes of today’s meeting. 
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MR. GIVENS REMARKS PROM THE 
MEETING OP WEDNESDAY, AUGUST 2, 
1978: 

As far back as March of this year, I 
acquainted this Council with my con¬ 
cern about the spread of obscene and in¬ 
decent programming being shown 
throughout the Country on Cable TV. 
Obscene movies are being cable-casted in 
Buffalo, New York, Waco, Texas, Ann 
Arbor. Michigan, Hilo, Hawaii, and even 
In our own state in Allentown, Penn¬ 
sylvania. In fact, every place that cable 
exists, obscene movies follow unless the 
local legislature makes specific and 
strong provisions against them. Port 
Wayne, Indiana did Just this in its re¬ 
cently passed Cable Television Ordi¬ 
nance. It is not unconstitutional to reg¬ 
ulate obscene programs on Cable TV. In 
June of 1973, in the crucial case of Mil¬ 
ler Versus California, the Supreme Court 
said: “This much has been categorically 
settled by the Court, that obscene ma¬ 
terial Is unprotected by the First A- 
mendment.’’ 

It is the conclusion of our Law De¬ 
partment and the Cable TV Commission 
that Section 20 of this Ordinance is 
sufficient means to protect our City a- 
gainst obscene and indecent program¬ 
ming on Cable TV. Section 20 states that 
the franchisee and all users must com¬ 
ply with all Federal, State and local 
laws concerning obscenity. Having spok¬ 
en to and corresponded with Attornies 
James McCreary in New York City, 
Thomas Blee in Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
James Clancy from California, and 
Morton Hill, President of Morality in 
Media and former member of the Pres¬ 
ident’s Commission on Pornography, I, 
and they, are convinced that Section 20 
is inadequate. 

The first reason is that the Federal 
Communications Commission (FCC) is 
moving away from the regulation of 
Cable Television, particularly in regards 
to obscenity. The FCC regulations indi¬ 
cate that this is an area for local di¬ 
rection, not federal mandate. 

Secondly, the State law, Title 18 of the 
Crimes Code, prohibits obscene program¬ 
ming, but does not Include the more 


strict guidelines established in the Su¬ 
preme Court's Pacifica case handed down 
In July, 1978. 

Thirdly, if we have no strong and 
specific language included in our Cable 
TV Ordinance we are helpless to enforce 
obscenity standards. Talk to officials in 
Allentown, PA. Allentown is under the 
same state laws as Pittsburgh and be¬ 
cause their ordinance does not have 
specific obscenity provisions, their Law 
Department cannot initiate legal action 
against the Cable TV Companies. They 
must wait for the District Attorney to 
bring action. The fact is that Allentown 
Cable Television has continued to carry 
obscene programs after the State Law 
was passed in January of this year, and 
the local officials are legally helpless. If 
our Section 20 is not amended, we will 
be in the same predicament as Allen¬ 
town. 

By using the phrase “Local Law” in 
Section 20, our Law Department and 
the Cable Television Commission admit 
that Pittsburgh can legislate in the area 
of obscenity, yet we have no local ob¬ 
scenity provisions in our Cable TV Or¬ 
dinance. If we accept the State Pre- 
Emption argument, then we are passing 
the buck and will not be able to legally 
protect our families and children from 
obscene cable-casting. 

If we amend Section 20 of our Cable 
TV Ordinance to include the State def¬ 
inition of obscenity, then we preserve 
Pittsburgh's right to initiate legal ac¬ 
tion if the users abuse the Community 
standard. Our law would not contra¬ 
dict the State law, but would be an ally 
to the State law. 


This is a City issue. It is our responsi¬ 
bility to protect our children. Through¬ 
out this Cable Ordinance, the Mayor and 
Council are given strong control of Cable 
TV, but when it comes to the area of 
obscenity, we pass the moral and legal 
responsibility on to the State. 

I tried working with the Law Depart¬ 
ment and the Commission, but they 
stood firm on their arguement about 
State Pre-Emption. 
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We need more time to explore these 
questions and prepare a suitable amend¬ 
ment. If not, we will follow nearly every 
other City that has Cable TV, including 
Allentown, PA. We must safeguard our 
Authority to protect ourselves and our 
children against the spread of obscene 
and Indecent Cable-casting here In Pitts¬ 
burgh. The choice Is oura.

Thirdly, to say you are losing $2.5 
Million when you have over $5 Million 
unencumbered already that you could 
have spent the first seven months and 
you didn’t spend, it seems to me you 
still end out with something like $3 
Milliion plus. 

I hope that the Mayor doesn’t get so 
financially naive to say that we don’t 
have enough money in our budget pres¬ 
ently, where we can’t go through with 
two more classes. That would be wrong, 
and I hope he wouldn’t fall to that. 
There is ample money already for that 
and I think at least City Council, as it 
has been doing in the past, should be 
responsible enough to provide the where¬ 
with to carry out the goals. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, on that same matter, I 
think that certainly we all are concern¬ 
ed about the possible financial difficul¬ 
ties the City might face. But, it seems 
to me that there are some other ave¬ 
nues that possibly can be explored and 
I have taken the liberty to ask Mr. 
Buckley of the Budget Controller’s Of¬ 
fice to look at the amounts of money 
that we still have available for the pur¬ 
chase of supplies to the end of the year. 

I think that quite often we think 
that the only way to cut overhead is to 
cut potential employees, and as one who 
has a great deal of difficulty with our 
unemployment situation here in the 
City of Pittsburgh, I certainly am con¬ 
cerned when we start talking about not 
employing people or possibly laying them 
off 


I think supplies is one area where we 
might look at easing the situation and 
working with the Administration to find 
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the necessary money, but not by sacrific¬ 
ing Borne of the goals that Mr. Stone 
has alluded to. And I think getting 
police officers and policewomen on the 
streets is an essential and something we 
need to address ourselves to. 


Hopefully, Mr. Buckley will have some¬ 
thing available for all of us tomorrow 
that we can look at and hopefully the 
Administration will see fit to work a- 
long with us in identifying where we 
can make cuts and where we can make 
adjustments taking into consideration 
that supplies is probably the second 
largest area of expenditures after per¬ 
sonnel matters. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

I in no way want to indicate that I 
disagree with anything that Mr. Stone 
or Mr. Robinson has said. I think it is 
imperative that we have police pro¬ 
tection. 


However, I had heard this morning 
that there was a move to cut off the 
program, and if there was, I was won¬ 
dering whether it was an order to vote 
today, r certainly would suggest that 
since the City subsidizes our zoo to the 
tune of a half of a million dollars a 
year, and the County doesn’t pick up its 
fair share, there might be a good source 
of getting some money for the necessi¬ 
ties that we all agree are needed in the 
City. 

Mr. Stone: 


Mrs. Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, I would suggest that the 
City start charging non-residents a fee 
larger than whatever they are charging 
the City residents to get in, I think it 
is time. That’s how we’ll get our money. 

Mr. Givens: 

I have a point to make, one observa¬ 
tion, Mr. President, and that is the fact 
that since we started the anti-cyclical 
funds which were primarily for the un¬ 
employed that the ranks of the police 
and firemen have almost remained some¬ 
what the same.

Certainly, I share the concern that 
Unspecified Local Options - be used in 
such a way that it benefits the vast ma¬ 
jority of people, but specifically I am

dering them or to impede their progress. 

It is rather obvious to me that this 
particular project is not ineligible. The 
question of whether or not it is eligible 
is one that we have had some difficulty 
in determining . . . not so much in 
terms of this specific project, but in 
terms of projects that we would like to 
fund through Unspecified Local Options. 
This is going to be a new facility, per¬ 
haps the only new facility in this com¬ 
munity for some time, and certainly it 
would be the only new facility in at 
least the last 50 years. I think there are 
a number of spin-offs that relate spe¬ 
cifically to the intent of the Community 
Development Program, one of which is 
to deal with housing needs, particularly 
the housing needs of the elderly. 

If indeed there is some question as to 
whether or not the organization can 
carry out the intent of their proposal, 
build this facility, renovate it and make 
it an asset to the community, I think I 
would be the first to ask that the legis¬ 
lation be recalled, or that the money be 
returned. I would like the record to 
state that if indeed the Lemington Home 
for the Aged, Inc., does not fulfill their 
commitment to build this facility within 
a reasonable period of time, I will in¬ 
itiate such legislation as to have that 
$500,000 returned to Unspecified Local 
Options. 

I think that we need to look more 
towards building up communities in¬ 
stead of tearing them down. Thousands, 
literally millions of dollars are spent by 
this City every year to tear down build¬ 
ings and neighborhoods, the question is 
constantly asked, "What is going to re¬ 
place those torn down buildings, and 
those torn down facilities?". I for one 
am willing to stand with the individual 
from the Lemington Home for the Aged 
in trying to build their community and 
in recognizing that there are a few peo¬ 
ple who would be willing to work along 
with them in building the facility and 
recognizing some of the very difficult 
problems organizations of this type have 
in getting the help of private industry 
and business to serve their particular 


constituencies. With all the things that 
I have said in mind, I have no amend¬ 
ment at this time, and would like to 
move this piece of legislation. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. Chairman, if I could just elabor¬ 
ate, and I would like to make then, an 
amendment to the bill itself, to put 
some kind of restraints on the particu¬ 
lar money because we are talking about 
a half of a million dollars, and my mo¬ 
tion would go like this: Section - 

That upon approvel of this Agreement 
by the Mayor, the City Solicitor and the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh that 
Lemington Homes for the Aged, Inc., 
shall show matching funds by (blank) 
within the coming year, otherwise said 
money will automatically be returned 
to the Community Development Block 
Grant Program Trust Fund, Unspecified 
Local Option. 

Time is the thing that we are con¬ 
cerned about here right now. It can be 
noted that this Council almost a year 
ago gave Lemington Homes, Inc., the 
prerogative to build on their particular 
site. That site authorization is good for 
two years, so this coming May, of 1979, 
they will have to get an extension on 
that site, or something will have to hap¬ 
pen. 

My only concern is that we have al¬ 
ready a half of a million dollars or bet¬ 
ter outstanding in Unspecified Local Op¬ 
tions that have not been used for sever¬ 
al years, and I feel that any type legis¬ 
lation along this line should have some 
type of time limitation put on it. If 
they have to build by May of 1979, that 
I would submit that by 1, June of 1979, 
if that Incorporation does not have the 
money to build, that then it be recom¬ 
mitted automatically to that fund. 

The Chair: 


Well, is the date you are setting, June, 
1979? 


Mr. Givens: 
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Yes, June, 1979. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, my only concern here 
is that, and I have stated this before 
and I guess it might as well go into 
record, and I’ll try to say it in such a 
fashion that no one will be offended 
and that my point is well taken. 

Certain projects that come before his 
Council seem to have more difficulty 
than others in getting approval and get¬ 
ting accepted. I expect part of that is 
Just the normal political process. But, I 
think at some point when we begin to 
put restrictions and place limitations on 
organizations that we need to begin to 
think in terms of whether or not we are 
placing these same restrictions and same 
limitations on other organizations. If, 
indeed, this Council sees fit to place a 
restriction on the monies that would be 
appropriated to Lemington Home for the 
Aged, I would hope that this Council 
would also place a limitation on other 
organizations. I think the record should 
so eflect that this is a concern . . . that 
we have a concern about organizations 
and individuals spending money within 
a reasonable period of time, and if we 
are setting a precedent here today, then 
I think that precedent should be carried 
through as other projects come before it. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President, if I may, I was Chair¬ 
man of Planning I think, when this 
thing came through. They did have, 
financially, some limitations, but never¬ 
theless, I think we have to be mindful 
of some things that are involved. 

First of all, I think that Lemington 
Home for the Aged has been around for 
a while doing some good service. They 
have attenpted to do something here 
which may, in some people’s eyes, be a 
little above their financial means, and 
I think we would be naive not to men¬ 
tion that point. 

I think we should also be naive to 
believe that some developer is going to 


go, in this City, in a black area as we 
have here, and attempt to develop hous¬ 
ing for blacks. Now, that is something 
that I think we would be naive not to 
also mention. 

I think to place a limitation, how¬ 
ever, in a condition on the grant, I think 
would end out being a worse problem, 
because I think that they will have some 
difficulties. But, I think that we have to 
be mindful that we do have to get some 
kind of housing in those areas where 
unfortunately they are not able to do 
it, nor will someone else, some private 
Involvement do it themselves. 

If I had my druthers, I'd hold it back 
for some lime to check some other 
things out, including the total financing. 
I would prefer that however, to any 
amendment on some automatic revoca¬ 
tion on it. We saw an example of the 
Phoenix Hill Project in which time after 
time, regrettably they had some prob¬ 
lems. But I think we were naive, or 
we would have been naive not to expect 
that we were going to have those prob¬ 
lems, because those would develop, they 
were expected to develop, they did, in 
fact, develop, but nevertheless, we now 
have the Phoenix Hill Project. 

Lemington Home for the Aged, I hope 
Councilman Robinson is not saying that 
they have all the things together . . . 
they don’t. I think for us to expect that 
they are is also not being fair, but on 
the other hand, I think that they are in 
the right direction and I’d like to see 
that if this money can be used properly 
to get that housing and it qualifies un¬ 
der the limitations of the federal guide¬ 
lines, then I think we ought to go for¬ 
ward with it, but I'd suggest to Coun¬ 
cilman Givens that it would be worse to 
put some automatic . . . now, I don’t 
differ with your logic, what you are 
trying to say is that the money should¬ 
n’t lay stagnated and I agree, totally. I 
think the condition on it, however, will 
do more damage. I might suggest, in 
view of Councilman Robinson's view¬ 
point here, maybe that we put some 
time in which there comes time for a 
review on it as to whether or not we 
ought to do something with the legis¬ 
lation on withdrawing it rather than an 
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automatic revocation of it. If you are 
going to give the money, then I think 
you ought to give the opportunity to 
go ahead, full Bteam ahead, rather than 
putting them too far under a gun. 

I happen to have been President of a 
Church that was built, and having gone 
under that burden, I wouldn’t like to 
share that one with anyone. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Stone, if you recall, I believe you 
do, part of the fears and consternation 
of the area residents was that other in¬ 
stitutions of this type will be put into 
the area and they were assured then by 
the people of the Lemington Home, rep¬ 
resenting Lemlngton Home, and Coun¬ 
cil itself that this wouldn’t happen. Un¬ 
til that was forthcoming, we were more 
or less ready to hold on it. We wanted to 
see it go, but at the same time we still 
wanted to satisfy the residents. It was¬ 
n’t so much new housing, or the lack of 
it, but they were concerned about other 
institutions coming in there and they 
didn’t want them in there. It is a very 
good residential area and I can under¬ 
stand their concerns. 

Mr. Stone: 

Even those protesters never had any 
objections to Lemlngton Home for the 
Aged, they once thought there were too 
many people, that was one thing, the 
other one, was typical of everyone else 
. . . didn’t want a unit. 

The Chair: 

Everyone agreed that it was needed 
very badly. 

Mr. Givens: 


I would be willing, Mr. President, to 
withdraw that motion if it would be re¬ 
committed as Mr. Stone has indicated. 
The only thing that I was seeking as of 
Wednesday was to have some type of 
staffing and deliberation by the Plan¬ 
ning Department and myself, and HUD 


as to the availability and also as to the 
acceptability of this money for this par¬ 
ticular project, and until we move that 
in that direction, I would submit that 
my amendment to the resolution be left 
in there for the mere reason that once 
you put money in any particular fund, 
and I have read the whole Lemiagton 
Home’s Agreement, I have tremendous 
compassion for what they are trying to 
do out there, and want to do every hing 
possible within my committee and this 
full Council, I am sure, to help that 
most worthy cause, but I think we also 
have to go about it in a methodical way 
in which we will know that what we do 
here in this Council is going to be 
bounced back with at least preliminary 
staffing, as to is it acceptable, or is it 
not acceptable, and even if it is not 
acceptable, can we then take appropriate 
measures up through, including Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. as a pilot program to see if 
we could get this to be made acceptable. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. Chairman, if it is Mr. Givens 
pleasure and if his intent is to make 
sure that this money is spent within a 
reasonable period of time, and if he will 
accept a compromise limit, certainly we 
can review this particular proposal 
quarterly to see if any progress is be¬ 
ing made and if progress is not being 
made satisfactory to Council, certain 
legislation can be initiated to return the 
$500,000. 

My position is still the same, that I 
don’t think in this particular instance, 
there is justification from holding up a 
project that obviously needs help, that 
the harm that might come is not as 
great as the harm that will come if we 
delay this any further. But, if that is 
workable, I think certainly some kind of 
quarterly review makes a lot of sense. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President, if I may, I have been 
trying to get some input relative to this 
development, and I just might share 
with this Council, we have a most com¬ 
plicated problem, and some people 
think that perhaps I am a little hard on 
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Steve Reichstein when we try to get 
some Information from him. I indicated 
that he has no innovation, we have got¬ 
ten no new development or ideas from 
Mr. Reichstein, its always a reaction 
rather than initiating a new program, 
and whatever we are capable of doing, 
he hasn’t even shown the ability to show 
that we can do what we can do. 

Just for example, and it Just turns out 
to be that way, he held up a project for 
over four monthB with me trying to get 
information from him as to whether or 
not we could do it. And, Just to show 
you how wrong he is, I get a message 
from Mr. Brophy, the head of Housing, 
who said that the project that I was 
introducing was acceptable, it was a 
good idea, and it was fundable. Some¬ 
where along the line Mr. Reichstein has 
never gotten over to talk to Mr. Brophy 
about it ... if Reichstein had his way, 
we’d have never had the project, that is 
the domiciliary care, which is provided 
for in the act, and intended- under the 
act, and is welcomed by the Federal 
Government, but under the new guide¬ 
lines introduced by our local man, our 
coordinator of coordinators, it was not 
coordinated in this city to where it 
could happen. But, yet, Mr. Brophy in¬ 
dicated that it was a wonderful idea, he 
indicated to me that it was a good thing 
I introduced it and they are looking 
forward to the project, he was well a- 
ware of it and welcomed it and said it 
was fundable, eligible, and full steam 
ahead. It must have been also okay, be¬ 
cause the Mayor signed that piece of 
legislation already. I hope even the 
Mayor gets around to telling our co¬ 
ordinator of coordinators that this one is 
okay. 

The Chair: 

I share Mr. Robinson’s sentiments 
that somewhere along the line some peo¬ 
ple give me a very uneasy feeling as to 
making a stepchild of this project when 
they haven’t done it with several others. 

Mr. Bulls: 

Mr. President, if I may say so, the 
Lemington Home for the Aged speaks for 


itself, it has an illustrious history, and 
as Councilman Robinson said, there are 
only two of these type institutions in 
the state. I would suggest that we quit 
with the rhetoric and move on this right 
away. 

Mr. Givens: 

I withdraw my motion for an amend¬ 
ment for Bill No. 1429. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

I’d like to say that if this is Mr. 
Robinson’s amendment, I would like to 
second it and vote. 

The Chair: 

Are you making an amendment Bill? 
Mr. Robinson: 

No, Mr. Givens has withdrawn his mo¬ 
tion to amend. 

The Chair: 

Yours was a form of suggestion, Mr. 
Givens has withdrawn his motion. 

Mr. Stone: 

He is just suggesting that he will re¬ 
view it, I think that makes sense rather 
than cluttering up the bill. 

Mr. Givens: 

I am abstaining from voting because 
of the intent of the bill itself. I want it 
to be a known fact that I felt it should 
have been more adequately staffed and 
planned before me moved on the bill.

Mr. President, if I may, before we get 
started on Motions and Resolutions, 
there seems to be to matters . . . one, in 
reference to the comments made by Mr. 
Givens earlier about Unspecified Local 
Options, there is an organization or a 
couple of organizations that have re¬ 
quested some Unspecified Local Options 
Funds to be used for transportation pro¬ 
jects, and in light of some of the diffi¬ 
culties that seem to be developing, I 
have asked them to come in Wednesday 
to discuss this with Council . . . they 
consider this to be an emergency matter 
and wanted legislation introduced to¬ 
day. I did not feet that was appropriate, 
and I think Mr. Givens concerns are well 
taken, so I have asked them to come in 
Wednesday on the Post Agenda. 

The other item is that some time ago, 
Council requested that our Director of 
Supplies, Mr. Wykoff provide us with 
quarterly reports concerning the devel¬ 
opment of a minority business and pur¬ 
chasing program. To my knowledge, to 
date, Mr. Wykoff has not submitted a 
report for the first or second quarter, 
and I would like to request that our 
Assistant City Clerk send a letter to 
Director Wykoff and remind him that 
there are two reports for 1978 that 
Council would like to have.

Mr. President, this is not on the a- 
genda, and hasn’t been on the agenda, 
they were trying to get it on by this 
Monday, but it was not in time, and I 
had indicated to the PNA that if they 
could get it to this Council in time for 
the 2:00 session that I would introduce 
it, it came to me with a cover letter, 
minus the resolution itself, so I had to 
write up a resolution while we were in 
session right here and I have submitted 
it to the Council, it is an amended ver¬ 
sion.

I have a bit of discussion I would like 
to get into ... I just recently, this 
morning, had the opportunity to look 
at the report from the Solid Waste Com¬ 
mittee, and I have never been so shock¬ 
ed in my entire life. First of all, back in 
’76, Mr. Lally, Mr. Caliguirl, who was 
then President, Pro Tempore, and Mrs. 
Masloff and I and some other people 
went to Boston, Massachusetts and look¬ 
ed at a solid waste plant that is produc¬ 
ing energy for I believe the General 


Electric Plant of that area. Mr. Caliguirl 
thought it was a great idea, and Pitts¬ 
burgh Bhould share in this type of ven¬ 
ture and decided to appoint a Commit¬ 
tee and made Mr. Jack Robin the Chair¬ 
man of that Committee. Mr. do-nothing 
Robin certainly overdid himself this 
time . . . the report is absolutely infor¬ 
mation that we knew about two years 
. . . that we could have gotten out of 
pamphlets. They told us nothing that 
we haven’t known . . . the report was 
absolutely ridiculous, other than it con¬ 
tained facts that any six year old kid in 
the City of Pittsburgh knows. Now, if 
they were going to waste two years of 
the taxpayers, and two years of effort 
and energy, I know there were some nice 
people on that Committee, and I don’t 
understand how they could come up 
with such a report that really is worth¬ 
less. I mean, these are facts that we 
knew when they went in ... we wanted 
something from them to tell us that 
we should have a plant or we shouldn’t 
have one . . . how we were to proceed, 
whether we were going to start taking 
bids, or what have you. 

I was Just so put out after reading 
this report that after all that time and 
energy, for them to come up with such 
a report . . . why don’t they just dis¬ 
band the Committee and allow us, even 
though we have lost all this time, to ap¬ 
point another committee and see if we 
can get a sensible report from them that 
won’t be in the terms we received from 
the Solid Waste Committee ... as far as 
I am concerned, it was a solid waste of 
time. 

I just couldn’t believe it when I read 
that report, because all they Wbre say¬ 
ing was what we knew going ip. I don't 
know if the rest of you have read it yet, 
I only got a chance to read it today. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Mr. President, as you know, I have a 
long time concern with solid waste and 
environmentalists. 

The Chair: 

I thought of you, Mrs. Madoff, you 
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wanted a report and I wanted a report, 
and then when we got the report it was 
a report of nothing. 

Mr. Lally: 

Mr. President, Just one minute, did we 
get the full report from Mr. Robin's 
Study Committee, I don’t think we did, 
I think we only got a partial one. 

The Chair: 

We got sort of a sketchy outline. 

Mrs. MadofT: 

I expressed an Interest in re-activating 
that committee, because I understand 
that Mr. Lucchino was active in that 
committee, and he left, and there were 
a lot of politics going on at that time, 
and the Committee had disintegrated 
. . . Mr. Robin went to the hospital, etc. 
Having a special interest in that area, I 
contacted Mr. Robin and there was a 
meeting held in the Mayor’s Office one 
morning, which I was given the courtesy 
of an invitation. They had a presenta¬ 
tion which I think you would have 
found very interesting, it was a demon¬ 
stration, rather large scale operation 
where they were burning the garbage 
and still having enough energy kilowatts 
left over to sell to the local utility. Mr. 
Don Berman whom you know and re¬ 
spect, I’m sure, was there and he point¬ 


ed out sort of in a hushed voice that 
there were other systems very similar 
to that and that were as good, if not 
better. 

I have a young man on my staff by 
the name of Mark Paulick, who is a 
second year law student, and I have as¬ 
signed to him the Job of pulling to¬ 
gether what I consider, all the material 
I can lay my hands on in solid waste. 
Having worked with the League of Wo¬ 
men Voters, GRIP, who have unmasked 
a great deal of information, we have laid 
our hands on everything. I was part of 
that original Wheelabrator-Frye Study 
that was done when Mayor Flaherty was 
here. We’ve got all that material, he is 
now in Europe for three weeks, when he 
gets back, he is going to put the study 
together, and give everyone in City 
Council a chance to look at it and hope 
you will come up with some recommend¬ 
ations, and maybe we will hold a public 
hearing, Mr. President.

In other words, what percentage of 
the solar system would be providing the 
heat for either the hot water or the hot 
air? 

The other question was, the $20,000 
for the solar system, does that include 
the back-up system? The reason I ask is 
that I’m involved in a system where our 
figures are substantially less, and I would 
like to have a comparison ... we never 
did get that figure. 
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I would not like to hold it up, because 
we are going to be gone, but I do think 
it is important that we get those ans¬ 
wers. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Givens, do you care to respond? 
Mr. Givens: 

Well, it was indicated to me that the 
total cost is some $70,000 for the home, 
of which $40,000 will be subsidized. 
Most of that money or Just about half 
of that money, generally speaking is go¬ 
ing to be subsidized. So, around $10,- 
000 or so would be going into the solar 
system Itself. 

I have heard complaints from other 
people that on the bidding on this par¬ 
ticular thing . . . was it bid? I don’t 
know if it was or if it was not, this was 
over the weekend and I cannot confirm 
or deny any of those, but I think any 
system that would go in has to be test¬ 
ed. I think this is the prime example. -I 
am sure there will be other projects a- 
long this line, that will use other sys¬ 
tems and other designs, until wherein 
we can find the best design there is . . . 
this is only one of many designs I’m sure 
and we could sit here and debate which 
ones are better. I think we have to go in 
and test at least one out, and when the 
next home would come up, we will see 
if we can spread that particular work 
around to other designers and people 
who are innovative in this particular 
field. 

Mrs. Madoff: 


Mr. President, the reason I believe that 
there was no bidding on that is that I 
was involved in trying to get the Great¬ 
er Pittsburgh Realtors to build four sol¬ 
ar houses. That went back over 2 years, 
they could not get anyone interested 
. . . they didn’t want to risk their mon¬ 
ey. You need to get someone who is will¬ 
ing to do it and undertake it with the 
risk involved of being responsible. I 
guess Mistick said he would do it. I 
don’t think it is a bidding situation. It 


is a master of finding somebody who will 
do it. 


But, my quesLion pertained to the fact 
that we were told that the sum for the 
energy, the solar system, was $2J,000. 
What I wanted to know . . . how much 
of that was for solar and how much of 
it was for the back-up system, and I 
think we should get an answer to that. 

If we can get it when we come back. I 
don’t think it is pertinent to delaying 
the project, certainly we need to experi¬ 
ment with many systems. 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, we want to get continuous prog¬ 
ress reports on this as to the efficiency 
of the house. The reason they built it 
where they did, was because it is a mid¬ 
dle income area as to housing, and it 
fits the average profile of the houses in 
the City of Pittsburgh at large. This is 
sort of a model type home, and I for 
sure, for one, will be wanting progress 
reports. Carnegie Mellon University will 
be monitoring the whole program, sens¬ 
ing devices have been built Into the sys¬ 
tem, wherein, technically, and engineer¬ 
ing wise they will be able to tell the a- 
mount of energy that is being saved. It 
is not only the solar system, it is the 
whole house. The construction of the 
house, the materials that they are using 
. . . the walls, the type of insulation 
. . . this is all different, unique and new. 
They will compare this to existing homes 
around the same area.

Jeep, you didn’t forget to tell them 
that the sun only shines in Oakland.

Well, they call Panther Hollow sun 
valley . . .

I believe that the newspaper. Post 
Gazette, in its editorial policy and its 
tremendous write up about the Pope, 
who certainly was a great spiritual and 
moral leader which was never disputed. 
As a matter of fact, I think they mourn¬ 
ed and expressed that type of respect to 
the Pope. 


I think the cartoon is being interpre¬ 
ted incorrectly. I think its a commen¬ 
tary on the hypocrisy of people, not on 
the hypocrisy of the Catholic Church or 
the Pope, and I think it would pertain 
to any religion. I think what they are 
saying, as I interpret it, and people that 


I know have interpreted it, is that peo¬ 
ple say one thing while somebody is liv¬ 
ing and another thing after they are 
dead. We see this In everyday life with 
friends that we’ve known. We may say 
one thing, and then they die and say 
what a great person. I think it was the 
hypocrisy of the people, and I think it 
was being misinterpreted.

My only comment is that I think it 
was the poorest taste in a cartoon that 
I’ve ever seen in my life, whether it was 
about the Pope, or whoever it was . . . 
whoever was responsible for allowing it 
to get in the paper should be ... as I 
said we should have flogged Mr. Robin, 
we should flog that party too. it is a 
disgrace. 

They sit over there, they’ve got that 
pen in their hands, and they think they 
can do anything they want, and say 
anything they want, just poke people 
all the time, and cartoons like that . . . 
he’s a real great guy, I’d like to meet 
him someday ... in a phonebooth.

Mr. President, if I may, I think all of 
you knew, this past Wednesday, when 
we had Director Wykoff here, and I was 
extremely shocked by the abortive at¬ 
tempt that he did in what I would call 
outright lying to this Council last Wed¬ 
nesday . . . and it wasn’t until after we 
did some deep probing that we found 
out that what he had originally repre¬ 
sented to this Council was grossly unfair 
and untrue. 


We have since checked the matter and 
after that Wednesday meeting, I had a 
discussion with the City Solicitor, and 
he informed me of an additional fact 
that we did not know at the table . . . 
that was that allegedly the supplier was 
having difficulty finding a performance 
bond. I’m a little shocked how we can, 
to certain suppliers, to say that you ha^e 
not complied with the strict proposal, 
and yet on someone else, on a serious 
matter such as a performance bond, you 
can let them, number one, go past the 
ten day deadline in which they must 
respond ... we give them that courtesy 
of sending them another copy, and then 
we give them a courtesy until City 
Council forces it, another month and a 
half. 

I am now presented with a copy of a 
bid bond, and its rather interesting that 
it only came in after our meeting. There 
is some question of whether or not they 
aren’t being slightly lenient in the bond 
as it is right now. 

I think that what’s been happening 
here, we ought to-start looking a little 
bit closer on the kind of favoritism that 
applys to one and not to the other one. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. President, along that line, I guess 
it would come under the heading of un¬ 
responsiveness of Directors within the 
agencies, different departments of the 
City of Pittsburgh, I am sure the mem¬ 
bers of Council will remember at the 
hearing for the Bloomfield Garfield Cor¬ 
poration when they were here about Po¬ 
lice protection in their neighbor*-ocd . . 
it was requested by Council that we get 
a breakdown of the number of patrol¬ 
men who answer roll calls at #3 and 
#5 Police Stations. As the Mayor was 
here, and Superintendent Leonard, it 
was indicated to us that that shouldn’t 
be any big problem to accumulate those 
statistics and get them to us. 

When I asked Superintendent Leon¬ 
ard when he could get that, he said may¬ 
be about a week. Well, its been 3, go¬ 
ing on 4 weeks since that happened. But 
as late as last Wednesday when Super- 
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intendent Leonard was here and the 
question was asked, what stage Is the 
procurement of that information in, he 
said it was in his secretary’s typewriter 
and would be to us on Thursday morn¬ 
ing. That information is still not in the 
hands of the members of Council, and a 
call to Superintendent Leonard’s office 
this morning indicated that he gave it to 
Superintendent Coll on Friday and we 
still haven’t received it. 

I think it is important that when we 
are not responded to as members of 
Council, or as a body of Council, it 
ought to be pointed out as reluctantly 
as it Ls that we have to make these 
points publicly. I think it is our duty 
to bring that up when Directors are not 
responsive to the wishes of Council.

Its all right If you say something you 
regret, but don’t say something for me 
that I regret, because I never made the 
statement.

I didn’t quote you, I was misquoted. I 


believe the reporter picked it up from 
what you had said at that meeting. He 
merely asked me, and I said perhaps 
Mrs. Madoff may be seeing things a lit¬ 
tle more my way. That’s all I told him, 
I didn’t go into elaboration as he stated 
in the column. 

I told you before, I have never been 
quoted correctly in the papers, and the 
day that I do, I’ll drop dead, and I'll 
probably make a lot of people happy by 
doing so. 

I want to say on behalf of City Coun¬ 
cil, I think we all extend a debt of grat¬ 
itude to Miss Wilson for coming here, 
during her busy schedule today, I think 
it was very nice of her. 

One other thing, Mr. Givens, you are 
very familiar with the cartoons in the 
Pittsburgh Post Gazette, and I do have 
to say this, that I think that the Pitts¬ 
burgh Post Gazette had the greatest car¬ 
toonist that ever lived in Cy Hungerford, 
and now they are going in the opposite 
direction, they have the worst.

Dear Mr. President and Members: 

Bill No. 1429 of 1978 is a Resolution 
authorizing the Mayor and the Com¬ 
munity Development Coordinator to en¬ 
ter into an agreement with Lemingicn 
Home for the Aged, Inc. for planning, 
development, and renovations of a new 
facility to be constructed in the upper 
Lincoln-Lemington area, at a cost not 
to exceed $500,000.00, payable from the 
1977 Community Development Block 
Grant Program Trust Fund, Unspecified 
Local Options. 

Lemington has submitted to the Com¬ 
munity Development Coordinator its 
proposal which indicates that Lemington 
intends to construct a new facility to 
provide a nursing home complex. Under 
the Community Development regulations, 
the construction of “any facility whose 
primary function is to provide residen¬ 
tial accommodations or care on a 24- 
hour day basis (such as a group home)" 
is an ineligible expense. 24 C.F.R. 
§570.201 (c) (1). Expenditure of funds 
in a manner contrary to regulations 
could result in the loss of the funds, 24 
C.F.R. §570.910 (b> (7), loss of our let¬ 
ter of credit, 24 C.F.R. §570.910 (b) (8). 
or reduction in the amount of the en¬ 
titlement grant for the next program 
year, 24 C.F.R. §570.911. 

For the foregoing reasons, I hereby 
veto Council Bill No. 1429 of 1978. 

In reviewing the proposal it was noted 
that the program also contemplated a 
"multi-purpose community day center 
and a research, training and education 
center” for aged minority persons. Con- 
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structlon of senior centers is generally 
eligible under the regulations, 24 C.F.R. 
§570.201 (c) (1), as is the construction 
of a center for the handicapped which 
means a facility “which seeks to assist 
persons with physical, mental, develop¬ 
mental and/or emotional impairments 
to become more functional members of 
the community by providing programs 
or services which may Include but are 
not limited to, recreation, education, 
health care, social development, inde¬ 
pendent living, physical rehabilitation 
and vocational rehabilitation.” 24 C-F.R. 
§570.201 (c) (3). In both these cases, 

however, the regulations specifically ex¬ 
clude a facility whose primary function 
Is to provide residential accommoda¬ 
tions or care on a 24-hour day basis. 

Where a facility such as an eligible 
senior center is to be provided as a part 
of a multiple-use building that also con¬ 
tains ineligible uses, the regulations pro¬ 
vide that 

“The portion of the costs attributed 
to the eligible facility may be assisted 
with block grant funds where: 

(1) The facility which is otherwise 
eligible and proposed for assistance, will 
occupy a designated and discrete area 
within the larger facility; and 

(ii) The applicant can determine the 
costs attributable to the facility pro¬ 
posed for assistance as separate and dis¬ 
tinct from the overall costs of the multi¬ 
ple-use building and/or facility.” 24 
C.F.R. §570.200(d). 

Consequently, should Lemington be 
able to revise its proposal in such a 
manner that no Community Develop¬ 
ment funds would be used for a facility 
whose primary purpose -is to provide a 
nursing home complex, but instead that 
all such funds would be used for the 
construction of an eligible senior center 
or center for the handicapped, which 
would occupy exclusively a separate and 
designated area within the building and 
the cost associated with providing such 
center is distinct from all remaining in¬ 
eligible portions of the building, and 
should City Council enact a bill to pro¬ 


vide Community Development funding 
of such center, I would be able to act 
favorably on such legislation. 

In its present form, I must veto Bill 
No. 1429 of 1978. I am returning the 
Bill unsigned and urge you to reconsider 
this Bill at the next meeting of City 
Council.

A Resolution entitled, 
“Resolution providing for an agreement 
with the Lemington Home for the Aged, 
Inc., for planning, development, and 
renovations of a new facility for the 
care of the aged senior citizens and the 
elderly citizens with health related prob¬ 
lems.” 

Which was read. 

Mr. Stone: 


Mr. President, if I may, on these two 
bills, I had originally planned to rec¬ 
ommend that we overide the veto at this 
time, and I believe that it would pass. I 
believe that the general language that 
is contained in the orlgional resolutions 
are sufficient to accomplish what is in¬ 
volved here. But, because of the impor¬ 
tance of the projects, I am at this time 
recommending that we sustain the veto 
with a condition understanding that 
substitute legislation be forthcoming on 
the Lemington Home for the Aged, and I 
have already introduced substitute legis¬ 
lation relative to Carson Plaza, and the 
Meals on Wheels. 


But, if I may, for a moment, I be¬ 
lieve that this is an example of what 
has been happening with our coordin¬ 
ator, allegedly, and I put that in quotes, 
of our Community Development Block 
Grant Program. It is another example 
where we seem to always be in problems 
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when there Is a submission to the Fed¬ 
eral Government for some grant, there 
is also a denial of information to this 
Council that the project, or the request 
of the application is with difficulty with 
the Federal Govenment. Also, whenever 
any question is asked of him, there al¬ 
ways is a very narrow answer to that 
particular question, showing evidence 
that either he is without knowledge that 
there are other ways in which it should 
be done, or if he is with knowledge, he is 
delibertly withholding that from Coun¬ 
cil. 


In which event, I think that maybe, 
this bill points that out, under the 
Lemington bill, for Instance, he indicat¬ 
ed it was not eligible, he gave a narrow 
kind of interpretation, and yet we have 
a letter which was sent to \is from Paul 
Kane, the Area Manager of HUD who 
indicates and recommends other ways 
that this same proposal can be amend¬ 
ed, and most of it funded. That I think 
should have been the kind of answer 
which should have been forthcoming 
from our so-called coordinator of the 
CD Block Grant Funds. 

I believe it is an attempt to thwart 
City Council, and maybe in his eyes it 
might be somewhat cute. But, to deny 
the City the full eligibility under the 
Act, which is already full of rules and 
regulations, I don’t think it is cute . . . 
when you go one additional step to deny 
to needy people what they are justly en¬ 
titled to under the Community Develop¬ 
ment Block Grant Program is carrying 
it too far. 

However, I think it does show evidence 
again, that he is not, or at least should 
not be our coordinator of Community 
Development Block Grant Program. And, 
if anyone needs a coordinator, he does. 

I might, at this point, indicate as 
well, that relative to Bill No. 1536, which 
is that one on Carson Plaza, this is an¬ 
other example of fencing by our so- 
called coordinator of nothing. 

I would Just like to end it with this 
comment. I notice that there is a re¬ 
quest for funds to send our so-called 


coordinator of nothing to New Orleans. 
If he has already begun packing, I would 
suggest he unpack immediately. 

I therefore move that we sustain the 
veto with a condition of understanding 
that there will be forthcoming substitute 
legislation. 

Mr. Lally seconded the motion. 

The Chair: 

Are we going to vote on this separate¬ 
ly, or together? 

Mr. Stone: 

Separately. 

Mr. Robinson: 

In reference to my vote, Mr. President, 
let me say that I basically echo the 
sentiments of Mr. Stone in specific ref¬ 
erence to Bill No. 1429. I think the set 
of circumstances which have brought us 
to today certainly are very much reflec¬ 
tive of some difficulty which Mr. Reich- 
stein has with this Council, and in par¬ 
ticular with certain members of this 
Council. 


I am particulary disturbed because 
there are other pieces of legislation 
which have gone through this Council 
that Mr. Reichstein also has attempted 
to sandbag, delay and sometimes de¬ 
libertly sabotoged. He has delibertly lied 
to this Council, he has misled this 
Council and he has acted in a very cavil- 
lering fashion. As I have said on many 
occasions, Mr. Reichstein is not the 
Community Development Program. This 
Council and the Mayor of the City is 
running it, and as long as I am sitting 
on this Council, I am going to attempt 
to get Mr. Reichstein to understand that 
I am his boss, he is not my boss. I want 
the record to reflect that If on another 
occasion, I have already said this once, 
this is the second time ... if he at¬ 
tempts to damage and delay worthwhile 
projects which would benefit the citi¬ 
zens of this city, I am going to do every- 
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thing in my power to see to it that Mr. 
Reichstein is no longer working, at least 
not for the City of Pittsburgh. 

There are some other concerns that I 
have about him which will be raised 
later on in Council’s session as it re¬ 
lates to his operation within our Com¬ 
munity Development Program, projects 
which he is supposed to coordinate, and 
what I think is his deliberate attempt 
to circumvent the intentions of this 
Council and to interject his own par¬ 
ticular personal philosophy as to how 
Community Development Programs are 
operated. 

I feel sorry for the people at the Lem- 
ington Home for the Aged who are vic¬ 
tims of this political circus . . . this fi¬ 
asco that is going on here, and I also 
feel sorry for those people who are ser¬ 
iously attempting to help this organiza¬ 
tion do something positive in the com¬ 
munity. I think that if Mr. Reichstein 
and his staff had done as much to help 
as they did to thwart this effort, we 
wouldn’t be here today. Certainly, the 
people in that area have asked and re¬ 
quested help from both the Mayor’s 
Office and from Community Develop¬ 
ment to help them work on this prob¬ 
lem. To my knowledge no substantive 
help was forthcoming either from the 
Mayor’s Office or from Community De¬ 
velopment. 

This Council took it upon themselves 
to try to initiate something that was 
positive in the community. Evidently 
there are those within the Administra¬ 
tion and perhaps others who feel that 
this is not a worthy project. If this is 
going to be a precedent, in the future, 
my vote will be different than it is to¬ 
day. Only out of respect for the people 
at Lemington Home, and to no longer 
further delay this much needed money, 
I am willing to vote to sustain the veto. 

The Chair: 


I have never approved of subtle black¬ 
mail, the type that Mayor Caliguiri and 
Reichstein and the Law Department are 
dealing with. I read the opinion of Paul 
Kane, and I respect it. I got the im¬ 


pression, the interpretation that it was 
quite legal to go right ahead with the 
ordinance. However, I respect Mr. Stone’s 
viewpoint and also that of Mr. Robinson, 
but I say that I feel that there is no 
reason to sustain that veto, I think we 
should go right ahead, and I couldn’t 
with all due conscience vote to sustain, 
so I will vote to overide. 

Is there any further discussion on the 
veto? 


And on the question, “Shall the veto 
be sustained?” 

The ayes and noes were taken, agree¬ 
ably to law, and were: 

Ayes: 

Mr. Bulls Mrs. Madoff 

Mr. Coyne '*rs. Masloff 

Mr. Givens Air. Poblnson 

Mr. Lally Mr. Stone 

Ayes 8 Noes 1 

(Mr. DePasquale voting to override) 

And a majority of the votes of Council 
being in the affirmative, the veto was 
sustained. 

Mr. Stone: 


Mr. President, let me just clearly state 
something here, let’s assume for a mo¬ 
ment for argumentive purposes that the 
bill as put in was not exactly accurate, 
and what I am pointing out is, that our 
coordinator, I think that Mr. Reich¬ 
stein should have then come back and 
said these are other ways in which you 
can change the proposal that will work. 
Since nothing is coming from his De¬ 
partment, no initiative at all, and since 
someone else bears the burden of carry¬ 
ing the initiative that he should carry, 
it seems to me that at least he ought to 
look into the matter to see if there is 
some other way to make it fundable, 
and I think that’s the point we are also 
alluding to in this particular instance. 
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Another thing is, that relative to the 




second bill which is coming up, he has 
been aware of this thing for some time, 
and never has once suggested other ways 
to do it. Now, that Is where I think that 
we end out with a big problem ... if 
you are a coordinator, one wonders what 
you are coordinating. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Mr. President, point of clarification, 
Mr. Stone, is it our understanding that 
there will be two other resolutions forth¬ 
coming that will rectify this situation? 

Mr. Stone: 

One on Bill No. 1429 will be forthcom¬ 
ing from Mr. Robinson who introduced 
the original resolution, and on Bill No. 
1536, I have introduced that today al¬ 
ready in New Papers. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Is it your feeling that they will be 
in acceptable form and they could then 
be approved by Council, and not over¬ 
turned by the Mayor. 

Mr. Stone: 

Yes. 

Mrs. Madoif: 

So that what we are running into 
now is the matter of perhaps sloppy 
work more than an intent by the May¬ 
or’s Office to delibertly not give human 
services to the people. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mrs. Madoff, please . . . 

Mr. Stone: 

Now, you see when you start using 
those kind of adjectives, it depends on 
who you are addressing them to. 

I don’t think it is a matter of sloppy 


legislation at all. I think it is purely a 
matter, if you read the language in the 
bills, they are almost identical, and they 
are general enough that they can cover 
everything that is necessary. But, if you 
want to be technically interpreting it, 
then you get some different answers. 

I don’t agree, but if you want to say 
something, I think you can leave those 
kind of hard superlatives out of it, and 
I think you might get better answers. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Well, the point that I am making, 
from what you stated, is that there will 
be two new bills introduced. 

Mr. Stone: 

Yes. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Presumably, they will be done quickly, 
and presumably, from the feeling here 
today, it will probably be approved. So 
that what we are hearing here is that 
they were held up because that was some 
question, whatever the reason was, that 
they are not technically correct is being 
used as a stalling tactic. 

Mir. Stone: 

No, when you are asking that kind of 
question, I told them I was going to in¬ 
troduce them before they were originally 
introduced, and I was told that they 
would not be approved. They did not 
want to fund, as a policy decision, those 
projects. But, since the pressure is now 
on because the two projects are in fact, 
worthy, there is some desire now to ap¬ 
prove them. 

Mrs. Madoff: 


Well, it Just doesn’t make sense that 
the Mayor’s Office would delibertly veto 
something knowing that its going to go 
through at the next meeting when it is 
re-written, so I don’t think that the in- 
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tent is one of deliberately trying to stall 
the project. I think that whatever stall¬ 
ing delay may have been enacted be¬ 
cause of inaccuracies, or ^elibera ely 
looking for more inaccuracies here than 
they have in the past ... all you can 
do is stall it for a week or two at the 
most. That doesn’t make sense. 

Mr. Stone: 

Well, you are now getting the point. 
We are alleging here along for the past 
15 minutes that it doesn’t make sense, 
and that is the crux of the whole thing. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Well, I think that we are saying two 
different things. I think that for what¬ 
ever reason, not basing it on other bills 
that have gone through, they have been 
saying, “allright, they are not exactly 
perfectly written, but we are accepting 
them" . . . but in this case we are not 
going to accept, therefore we are going 
to override it. 

Mir. Stone: 

Well, I tell you point blank, before 
the bills were introduced, I got a feeling 
as to whether it would be passed or not, 
and I was told that they would not be 
passed. 

Now, after they saw that ihe things 
were worthy projects, then there was a 
question of maybe, and after that it was 
put back, and at this point, it is be¬ 
cause of our own desires to go around 
Steve Reichsteln and deal directly with 
HUD that we find there is another way, 
and under those particular examples, we 
are now introducing legislation that even 
if there is an attempt to thwart it it 
won’t be legally thwarted. 

Mr. Robinson: 


Mr. President, if I might speak on 
Bill No. 1429, and if Mrs. Madoff has 
any concerns about that bill, I think 
she ought to address them to me as the 
person who originated the legislation. 


Yes. I do think there was something 
intentional, okay? And I take exception 
to you suggesting that there is purity in 
the Mayor’s Office and there is some¬ 
thing Impure here 

I think that one thing should be made 
crystal clear . . . that is the point that 
Mr. Stone raised that he had some prior 
knowledge that this legislation would 
not be signed. For you to sit here and 
suggest that anyone in the Mayor’s Office 
is operating purely on some kind of 
higher plane, and there are no underly¬ 
ing motivations in what they do, cer¬ 
tainly is not a credit to your intelligence, 
and I know you are more intelligent 
than that. 

Also, I think that it is rather obvious 
that certain pieces of legislation that 
come through this Council, and I have 
said this before, have a great deal of 
difficulty, others don’t. Part of that is a 
political reality. Certainly I think there 
is enough background in this particular 
situation to suggest that the Mayor put 
this Council in a position where if they 
were going to override his veto he was 
then going to suggest to them that there 
was something illegal. That to me is a 
threat. Now I accept that. But, I indi¬ 
cated that my concern was for the peo¬ 
ple who are going to get these services, 
not for the politics that are going on 
here at City Hall. 

As far as I’m concerned, the legisla¬ 
tion is proper, the legislation that will 
follow will be proper also. That does not 
in any way preclude the Mayor from ve¬ 
toing it, to suggest that the Mayor only 
act out of some sense of what is pro¬ 
per, what is judicate, doesn’t speak to 
his own prerogative to veto any legisla¬ 
tion that he sees fit. I am saying that 
he did see fit to veto 1429 . . . not be¬ 
cause of any technicality, not because of 
any legality ... he simply chose to veto 
it. 


Mrs. Madoff: 


Mr. Robinson, you know from speak¬ 
ing to me personally on many occasions, 
that I support wholeheartedly, human 
services . . . you know that. What I was 
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saying, and perhaps you misunderstood, 
was that my understanding of why these 
bills were vetoed, from reading the veto, 
was that they were technically not 
drawn up correctly. I also went on to 
read in one of the bills, that they would 
be able to not veto them, they would 
sustain the bill when it is re-written, 
ancl I am only pointing out that this 
would happen in very short order, so 
why would there be an alternative mo¬ 
tive to deliberately veto something that 
they are not going to veto two weeks 
later That is the only question I was 
asking. 

Mr. Robinson: 

To embarass a member of Council, to 
embarass this whole Council. Plain and 
simple. No magic to it, no mystery. A- 
gain, you keep suggesting that people 
don’t operate on motives other than the 
purest, and I am suggesting that they 
do, I recognize that, but to suggest that 
there is something technically wrong 
with this legislation is the same kind of 
logic that Mr. Reichstein used when he 
suggested that OIC would not be an ap¬ 
propriate agency for the City Bonding 
Program. 

Now, I don’t want to get into any 
matters that are going to be uncomfort¬ 
able for the people at this Council, or to 
any way embarass the Mayor. But I 
think we would be less than honest if 
we didn’t say that certain members of 
this Council have one hell of a time 
getting their point accross, getting legis¬ 
lation through, and working on behalf of 
certain, people. I am not going to sit 
here at this table and accept the fact 
that the reason that Richard Caliguiri 
rejected 1429 is because there was some¬ 
thing technically wrong with it. Regard¬ 
less of what he wrote, and regardless of 
what comes out of that Law Depart¬ 
ment, I personally will not accept that 
on legislation which I introduced, okay? 

This has happened before on another 
piece of legislation which he did not 
sign. 

Mrs. Madoff: 


Mr. Robinson, would you say, that the 
Mayor not being an attorney, unlike Mr. 
Flaherty who was an attorney, does rely 
on legal counsel? 

Mr. Robinson: 

I don’t know what the Mayor relies on. 
Mrs. Madoff: 

Well, I assume one goes to one’s de¬ 
partment heads and asks for advice. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I am not making any assumptions. 
Mrs. Madoff: 

The point I am making, is that I 
think to attribute devious motivations, 
when Mr. Stone responded to my ques¬ 
tion, that indeed there will be two other 
bills coming up and in all liklihood, my 
feeling is that they will be passed, I 
think that it is not really an accurate 
statement. It may be accurate in other 
cases, I don’t question that. But, if these 
two bills are going to be re-introduced, 
and they are going to pass . . . 

Mr. Robinson: 

We don’t know that, we haven’t voted 
on them yet. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Then what you are saying is that you 
don't know if they will be vetoed. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Right, I don’t, I haven’t the slightest 
idea. 

Mrs. Madoff: 


I asked a question so that I could 
learn something and get a feeling. My 
feeling is, again, I hate to keep coming

back, its just a little difficult to keep 
saying that I’m new after 12 weeks, 
however, the fact does remain that if 
they are going to be passed very shortly 
again, or that they are going to be re¬ 
introduced correctly without these tech¬ 
nical errors, it is at best a stalling 
mechanism. I can't imagine why anyone 
would stall for two weeks, it isn’t going 
to make that much difference. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Well, maybe you are speaking to the 
intelligence of the Mayor, you certainly 
aren’t speaking to my intelligence. 

The Chair: 

We certainly appreciate all the com¬ 
ments, but I think we should move on 
to the next bill.

RE: VETO OP BILL 1536 OP 1978 

Dear Mr. President and Members: 

Bill No. 1536 of 1978 is a Resolution 
authorizing the Mayor and the Coordin¬ 
ator of the Community Development 
Block Grant Program or the Director of 
the Department of Parks and Recreation 
to enter into agreements with Carson 
Plaza, Inc. for rental of space and oper¬ 
ation of a kitchen facility and with 
Lutheran Services Society for the oper¬ 
ation of a kitchen and the provision of 
meals for senior citizens, those of low 
and moderate income and the handicap¬ 


ped, at a cost not to exceed $50,000.00, 
payable from the 1977 Community De¬ 
velopment Block Grant Program Trust 
Fund, Unspecified Local Options. 

While these are laudable and impor¬ 
tant purposes, they constitute “public 
services” within the meaning of the 
Community Development regulations; 
and “public services” are ineligible for 
Community Development funding unless 
they are provided in Neighborhood Stat- 
egy Areas (24 C.F.R. §570.201 (e) (1)) 
and unless other federal assistance has 
been applied for and denied or not made 
available (24 C.F.R. §570.201 (e) (4), 

§570.607). The “public services" contem¬ 
plated by Bill 1536 would not be pro¬ 
vided in a Neighborhood Strategy Area, 
and no other federal assistance has been 
applied for and denied or not made a- 
vailable. Hence, they are ineligible. 

However, these limitations do not ap¬ 
ply to physical development activities. 
If Carson Plaza, Inc. and the Lutheran 
Services Society or its affiliate, Meals on 
Wheels South Side, were to submit a 
proposal for eligible physical develop¬ 
ment activities and City Council were to 
enact a Bill authorizing expenditure of 
funds for such physical development ac¬ 
tivities, I would probably be able to act 
favorable on such legislation. 

As you are aware, expenditure of Com¬ 
munity Development funds in a manner 
contrary to regulations could result in 
the loss of funds (24 C.F.R. §570.910 (b) 
(7)), loss of letter of credit (24 C.F.R. 
§570.910(b) (8)), or reduction in the a- 
mount of the entitlement grant for the 
next program year (24 C.F.R. §570.911). 

For the foregoing reasons I hereby 
veto Council Bill 1536 of 1978. I am re¬ 
turning the Bill unsigned and urge you 
to reconsider this Bill at the next meet¬ 
ing of City -Council.

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, I would Just like to 
mention one thing, that you had alluded 
to the Media as I got back from my 
vacation, the fact of picking up refuge 
in the City of Pittsburgh, the Pa Pitt 
Program apparently in my particular 
neighborhood, I think they are three 
weeks behind, and you are talking about 
breakdown of equipment, I believe, with¬ 
in the Department of Refuse, or Envir¬ 
onmental Control. Can yoxi enlighten us 
on anything as to what the Adminis¬ 
tration is doing at this present time to 
alleviate that problem? 

The Chair: 

Nothing, as far as I know. I talked to 
two supervisors in Environmental Re¬ 
sources, in fact they contacted me and 
both were pleading for more people, 
more help. These same two supervisors 
were contacted by the newspapers and 
denied that they had a conversation 
with me, I didn’t mention them by 
name, and said that everything was 
hunky-dorey. So, if you are going to 
get that type of operation on one hand, 
they are coming to Council and crying, 
and on the other hand when the news¬ 
papers come in they don’t have the 
courage to stand up to their convictions, 
then nothing is going to be done.

And a majority of the votes of Council 
being In the affirmative, the veto was 
sustained. 


There are several slots over there that 
haven't been filled, really through no 
fault of their own, the CETA Program, 
the money dried up, and they layed off 
40, 50 or 60 people. We are only saying 
that the slots are available, to put 
those people in those slots, because you 
have a case of three or four weeks, and 
I had three more calls today, three weeks 
their garbage hasn’t been picked up. No¬ 
body wants to see this situation, I don’t 
even think the Mayor’s Office does, but 
why doesn t he do something about it. 
He has been running back and forth to 
Washington for the last six weeks, and 
really accomplished nothing, and I don’t 
say that he didn’t try. But here in the 
city we can’t get our garbage picked up, 
in one of the hottest summers of all 
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time, and It is stinking all of the neigh¬ 
borhoods up. This doesn’t apply only to 
Squirrel Hill or Oakland, or East End, 
this Is City-wide, this is the entire City, 
they are complaining that their garbage 
isn’t being picked up. 

Mr. Givens: 

They have got some high density hous¬ 
ing areas right now where much of this 
Pa Pitt Cleanup material is laying, and 
they are laying In such bulk because of 
the high density population that it is 
creating an environment there that is 
great for rodents to infest in and spread, 
and the people are very concerned. I 
think that possibly tomorrow if we could 
have the Director up here to express his 
problems in this particular area and en¬ 
lighten this Council, because these peo¬ 
ple are deserving, if they have to bring 
in outside contractors to haul the stuff 
away, it is now coming to the point of a 
health problem in the Lawrenceville 
area, I know, and the Bloomfield Area of 
the City of Pittsburgh. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Clerk, you are so ordered. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. President, I would like to have a 
point of clarification on what Mr. Givens 
said, are you speaking of the Pa Pitt 
Program, or the regular refuse collec¬ 
tion? 


Mr. Givens: 


No. the Pa Pitt primarily. The street 
curb pick up. 


Mr. Coyne: 


Okay, I think, there is a Director, or 
a Superintendent in charge of the Pa 
Pitt Operation, and I think he would 
be the one to ask to come before Coun¬ 
cil. So, maybe if the City -Clerk could 
get the Director of that phase of the 
operation to come before Council. 


The Chair: 

What about both, Mr. Walker and the 
other gentleman? Then we can bring it 
to a head. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

I just had a call as we were coming 
into Council, I had asked a question at 
the Mayor’s meeting this morning about 
the same thing. I have had numerous 
calls about no pickup in our area, where 
I live, and other areas, the Lawrenceville 
area. 


I was questioning the pick up of the 
garbage on the day to day basis in front 
of the fast food places. 

Mr. Ruff was present at that meeting, 
because that falls under his Department. 
We were told that this morning. 

The other thing is I don't see any rea¬ 
son why we shouldn’t have Mr. Walker, 
not tomorrows meeting, because It’s face 
it, we have 15 items on the agenda, I 
think one of the most embarassing 
things that has happened to me, on be¬ 
ing in City Council, well tomorrow is 
probably a good day because we don't 
have a lot, but, we Invited people in 
from Philadelphia, from Washington, on 
the Safe Drinking Water Act, Dr. Clack 
prepared testimony, he spent weeks get¬ 
ting his material all together, we said 
hi, goodbye, 15 minuets and we took off. 
I think when you are dealing with very 
important things such as the human 
services of water and garbage pick up 
and Meals on Wheels, I think these are 
the kind of things we should really have 
dialogued with the people that head 
those departments, and ask them hard 
questions and get some hard answers. 

May I suggest that we include Mr. 
Ruff and Mr. Walker. Today Mr. Walker 
was not at the meeting because he had 
an emergency . . . I’m sure he has an 
emergency, because they certainly are 
not picking up. One of the points that, 
for the other members of Council who 
are not present this morning is they 
have appropriated or they are asking 
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for money if we have to vote on it for 
14 contractors which will be put on the 
trucks which would expedite garbage 
pick up this winter. So, I guess we can’t 
say they are not doing anything, but I 
think we really need to get some hard 
answers as to what is going to happen, 
and may I add that to the request? 

Mr. Lally: 

In regard to Councilperson Madoff’s 
statement in regard to the winter, dur¬ 
ing our vacation period I had the op¬ 
portunity to look at two different places 
which we are hoping to rent space for 
this coming winter so it will help facil¬ 
itate our trucks and help to have them 
repaired quicker. 

One happens to be the Burger Build¬ 
ing on the Southside at 6th and Bing¬ 
ham, and we have also looked at the 
Riverside Olds Building right across the 
Sixth Street Bridge. Both of these build¬ 
ings are very acceptable for the work 
that we want to do there, so I am pre¬ 
paring legislation to be presented next 
week for both of them. 

The Chair: 

Thank you Mr. Lally, they are very 
sadly needed. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

The Mayor is in the hospital incident¬ 
ally, in case anyone doesn’t know. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

We all wish him a speedy recovery. 

Mr. Stone: 

I would suggest the City Clerk send 
him a telegram and wish him the best, 
we would like to have him off the bed 
so he is back in the arena. 

The Chair: 

I can’t resist the temptation, even 


tho’ I just found out the Mayor is in 
the hospital, I didn’t know that, really, 
I’m sorry, I hope he returns very soon. I 
like sparring with him. 

During the recess, some of you may 
not be aware, may not be acquainted 
with the fact that the Mayor came out 
with a Six Year Development Program, 
from 1978 to 1983, it says here. I have 
been on Council approximately seven 
years, and between the past and present 
mayor, this is the seventh six year pro¬ 
gram ... so that is 42 years, and I’ve 
been here seven years, so, 42 does not 
go into seven, and unfortunately, they 
are not the Lord, and they cannot per¬ 
form the miracle of the fishes and the 
loaves, where four fish, and four loaves 
of bread, I believe, fed thousands of peo¬ 
ple. Forty two will not go into seven. In 
my personal opinion, nothing has been 
done in the last seven years. We get a 
program every six months, every nine 
months or every year, and the public 
then is fed a roost that something is 
going to be done. I sincerely hope that 
this six year program is carried out. My 
main concern is the housing that was 
mentioned by Mr. Caliguiri, that he 
finally is going to try to do something 
for housing for people in middle income 
and poor classes. Since the Housing Act 
of 1949 where we talked about eradicat¬ 
ing ghettos and slums, nothing has 
really been done for the poor and the 
middle class of this country. In fact we 
have created greater slums, no one wants 
to see housing developed for those type 
of people more than myself. If we only 
get this out of the program, it will be a 
worthwhile program. So far it has only 
been talk . . . this comes from the Fed¬ 
eral Government on down. Nobody real¬ 
ly is concerned about the poor and the 
middle class, and nobody is seeing that 
they get decent and sanitary housing. 
This was part of the Housing Act of 
1949 that each and every American fam¬ 
ily would have a decent sanitary and 
safe home. That is so far from the truth. 
I just want to say that I will be more 
than willing to go along with the Six 
Year Program if the housing for the 
middle class and the poor is a sincere 
move on the pare of the Mayor and his 
Administration and not another delaying 
tactic Just to keep the, as we say, peons 
happy. This has happened so often in 
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the past, and I hate to see it happen 
again. I Just hope he is sincere and I 
hope he is dedicated and I know that we 
will all pitch in and help as much as 
we can . . . only on the basis that the 
housing will develop for the middle class 
and the poor. 


Mr. Stone moved to approve the minutes

Also, on old business, I thought Coun¬ 
cil might like to know, if they do not 
already, is that the Light of Life Mis¬ 
sion, after all of the hearings, they have 
decided to move, I don’t know if Council 
is aware of that ... I may have played 
a role in that, I don’t know, I have been 
trying to get ahold of the Historical 
Landmarks Scoiety, Arthur Ziegler and 
he has been away. I believe that the 
Foundation did pick up the difference 
in the cost of purchasing some land and 
we are hoping to raise some money to 
make that park into a botanical garden 
and perhaps turn the houses in that area 
into a Georgian type community. I think 
this is rater Interesting since we had 
such a hassle here in Council about the 
Light of Life Mission. 


Mrs. Madoff: 

Mr. President, may I respectfully re¬ 
quest that whoever does the accounting, 
I guess it would be Mr. Donahoe, with 
reference to the meters . . . regarding 
changing them from 25c to 35c per hour, 
etc., up to a dollar, off street metering. 
Could we get an accounting of what is 
generated in our meter and what it 
costs to operate it . . . the profit and loss 
picture, where we stand, before we vote 
on this. Or, could we have someone there 
the day we are voting on it to answer 
some of the questions.

My purpose in asking sir, is that, in 
EMrope today they are going about it in 
another way, they found that they are 
not making the money. There are ways 


Another thing I might want to men¬ 
tion, at the Mayor’s meeting this morn¬ 
ing for those who were not present, two 
serious problems came to my attention 
this weekend. One was the parking lot 
across from Heinz Hall, there was a 
concert going on, a rock concert at the 
Stanley Theatre. I have never seen any¬ 
thing so filthy in my life. I must say 
with all of the environmental issues I 
have been involved with, I have never 
really said I was ashamed of our city. I 
must say that on Saturday night I felt 
some shame. The streets were littered 
with filth, the youngsters, who were not 
coming from Heinz Hall, into the park¬ 
ing lot and there was a young man who 
was expiditing the parking tickets by 
passing them out . . . they were com¬ 
ing in, each car had beer bottles and 
cans, that is unsafe, and they shouldn’t 
be drinking, but there was a much 
greater problem. 

Beer bottles, the glass bottles were 
left on the ledges on the top floors, I 
had to go to the top floor to park. There 
was no way of getting the elevator, I 
had to walk down and on the way I 
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counted over a hundred beer cans and 
bottles parked on the landings. The 
stench was horrendous. I am proposing 
that Council look into this and talk a- 
bout it in the future with an eye to 
perhaps having those who run the rock 
concerts to pick up the cost of mainte¬ 
nance. 

I had a call from Stabile who, I be¬ 
lieve owns that garage, I'm not sure, 
they said it was Arco or something like 
that, I don’t know what he has to say. 
The Mayor’s Office has contacted them, 
and I am very distressed about it. I will 
never personally go into that garage 
again ... I will pay a ticket before I 
will ever again go into that garage. 

The Chair: 

In earlier conversation this morning, 
you did say that you talked to Super¬ 
intendent Coll and he said that he could 
do nothing about it, or didn’t have 
enough police for it? 

Mrs. Madoff: 

There were two policemen there, a 
policewoman operating the light, and a 
policeman with a club and a gun. But, 
there was such a tremendous crowd, it 
was the special concert at Heinz Hall 
that will be shown in only three cities 
in the country . . . there was a rock con¬ 
cert at the same time. There was one 
little garbage pail on the corner across 
the road on the four corners, Pittsburgh 
On the Move, there was litter like I’ve 
never seen and it was just horrendous. 
They had hired a guard for the garage. 
I went in to talk to them ... I talked 
to the policewoman, she said she knew 
what was happening, and that it was 
terrible. The attendant was not using his 
little wagon to go up and down, he was 
just walking the floor up and down. 

Can you imagine a glass bottle falling 
off of that ledge and hitting somebody, 
the glass could have killed somebody. 

I think it is such a serious problem. I 
hope we can discuss this in Council, 
that somehow this can get on the agenda 


and have the people responsible for that 
garbage present. I feel so strongly, I 
think a threat of lifting a license should 
be offered against that garage operator. 


The other item I wanted to talk about 
was that over the weekend I had gone 
to a roving theatre called Theatre Ex¬ 
press which was granted, or they re¬ 
ceived a donation of a building on Cen¬ 
tre Avenue near Craig Street. 


They had a play called the Dark Cor¬ 
ridor, and in keeping with the play they 
had candles going into this building. 
Their main entrance w;as not open. They 
were using the Stage entrance which was 
steep cement stairs and most of the 
people coming were well over forty. They 
lit the corridors with candles, these were 
old, very dried out wood stairs and the 
panels were on the stairs. It was the 
only entrance and exit into and out of 
the building. The support of this Car¬ 
negie Mellon University Project, they 
had alumnae show up . . . that is how 
we were invited, through alumnae of 
the University. There were well over 
three hundred people. It was a fire trap, 
there were no signs saying do not smoke. 
When people tried to put chairs for the 
overflow on the steps halfway going up, 
people were screaming "don’t, we would 
not be able to get out of here in case of 
a fire”. 


For many reasons, at least 20% of the 
people left before the first intermission, 
I don’t even know if they had one. 

I understand that Mr. Imhoff has been 
spoken to and the word is that they have 
not been granted an operating permit 
and they are operating in violation and 
they are going out to stop any further 
production until the building is finished. 


But, just think of the horrible fires 
that have taken place in motels, where 
people have been killed. This was a dis¬ 
aster waiting to happen, the air wasn’t 
moving, it was about 10(1 degrees inside, 
there were no air vents to the outside 
and I think that is the kind of thing 
Council must address itself to to protect 
our citizens. Thank you. 
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The Chair: 

Your point is well taken, and I think 
certainly that they were in violation. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

I don’t know where we as City Council 
would go with this, I have just notified 
the proper authorities, but I think as 
President of City Council you might 
want to preside. 

The Chair: 

Well, I think the first thing we should 
do is make sure that they are closed 
down. I think you said that Mr. Imhoff 
said they operated without a permit, so 
there is a violation and a fine if they 
are taken in front of I guess it would 
be the Housing Authority. 


Mrs. Madoff: 

Well, if the Fire Department looked at 
that, I don’t believe it.

Our Building Inspectors were out there 
this morning.

BE IT RESOLVED that the Council 
of the City of Pittsburgh, on behalf of 
the people of Pittsburgh, extend to Eliz¬ 
abeth Shovlin their congratulations on 
having been awarded Ireland s premier 
beauty title; and 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the 
members of this Council are proud of 
Miss Shovlln’s contribution to the Pitts¬ 
burgh area which has added to the City’s 
reputation as a center rich in ethnic 
nature. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Givens moved for adoption. 

Mr. Lully seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Givens: 

I would Just like to add, that this is 
one of the many citations or resolutions 
that were submitted to our Rose of Tra¬ 
lee this past Friday evening in which the 
County Commissioners had a resolution, 
both the State Representatives and the 
State Senators from her district also 
did, and as that of the Mayor of the 
City of Pittsburgh. It was nice to see 
the Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
also participating in this most worthy 
event. 

This includes four continents and 28 
districts. This Rose of Tralee is broad¬ 
cast nationally in Europe, as well as the 
British Isles and it gets wide coverage 
over there both newspaperwise and 
throughout the continent of Europe, and 
it is equivalent to our Miss America con¬ 
test. 

The Chair: 

Winning a contest like that she must 
be very pretty. You should have brought 
her in here. 

Mr. Givens: 

I can do that same Irish jig if you 
want me to. 

Mr. Robinson: 


Mr. President, if I might, just for a 


couple of minutes. Number one, some 
concern was expressed by this Council 
last year in reference to the manner in 
which the City responded to the snow 
emergency, and I think it would be ap¬ 
propriate with winter almost upon us 
that this Council request our Director of 
Public Works up-date our emergency 
snow removal program and bring to this 
Council within thirty days a progress 
report so that in anticipation of the 
winter we might be better able to pre¬ 
pare for it. That is the first item. 

The second item is one that certainly 
is of a serious nature. Both Mr. Givens 
and Mr. Stone brought to this Council 
some concern about our Police Depart¬ 
ment as it relates to the quarter-master 
system. As you know, Mr. Stone men¬ 
tioned at Wednesday’s session that a law 
suit had been filed against the City by 
the second highest bidder in reference 
to this situation. 

Each member of Council should have 
before them a memorandum which I 
have requested from the Law Depart¬ 
ment because in doing some further in¬ 
vestigation it appeared to me that we 
were only seeing the tip of the iceberg. 

One of the things that I would like to 
request is that a letter go from this 
Council to the City Controller, Mr. Mc- 
Grady, requesting that no further pay¬ 
ment be made on that contract until we 
can determine if at that time that the 
bidder who won the contract, tendered 
his bond, he actually had the money in 
the bank. There was some question as to 
whether or not the check that Mr. Wy- 
koff, our Director of Supplies, has in his 
possession should not have been deposit¬ 
ed in the bank. It seems like, to me, that 
what is suggested here is some illegal 
activities or possible illegal activities. As 
you know, this is at least the second 
time in eight months that the City has 
been sued by a contractor. Both con¬ 
tractors withdrawing their suits. And, I 
think unfortunately, many contractors 
feel pressured into withdrawing their 
suits for fear that they won’t be able 
to do business with the City. As Chair¬ 
man of the Committee on Supplies, I 
think that If there is any impropriety 
going on in that Department, or any il- 
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legal activities, certainly I should bring 
it to Council and I don't think we 
should continue paying on a contract 
where perhaps the means and methods 
by which that contract were procured are 
illegal. 

The Chair: 

Apparantly, Allegheny Uniforms ques¬ 
tioned the propriety of the way bids are 
made or taken by the City of Pittsburgh 
and then withdrew the suit. It doesn’t 
quite state if they were satisfied when 
they withdrew the suit. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Right, what I am saying in essence is, 
that as you suggested, the reason for 
withdrawing the suit does not always 
speak to the problem. That this suit was 
founded on, and I think there are a 
number of contractors within the City 
who privately would indicate that they 
have some grave reservations about the 
manner in which we do our purchas¬ 
ing, but who are not willing to come 
forward, and certainly not willing to 
initiate any legal action. I think this 
case would be uniform, perhaps a prime 
example of some of the activities that 
might be going on in Supplies Depart¬ 
ment. 

I am sure everyone at this Council 
table is aware that anyone who ten¬ 
ders a check with knowledge that the 
money has submitted a crime, in fact, 
that is a Federal crime, and anyone who 
has been involved in aiding and abett¬ 
ing them certainly is engaged in crim¬ 
inal activity. I think there is some rea¬ 
son to believe that maybe, in an effort to 
help this particular Individual, our Di¬ 
rector of Supplies might have accepted 
a check with full knowledge that there 
is no money in the bank. 

In succeeding sessions of Council I 
will be introducing legislation which 
hopefully will prevent this from secur¬ 
ing. The legislation specifically will re¬ 
quire that any bonds that are tendered 
through the City of Pittsburgh must be 
deposited within five working days In 
the Department Code Account. 


Unfortunately, there are many people 
who legitimately need a break, who need 
help, and on several occasions I have re¬ 
quested that we do that. But, I think It 
is grossly unfair to put the vast major¬ 
ity of people who are bidding with the 
City at a competitive disadvantage if in¬ 
deed, we are doing things that are il¬ 
legal, or doing things that do not really 
speak to integrity, and do not speak for 
our firm intentions, and that is to be as 
competitive as we can, but by the same 
token, try to be as fair as we can. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Perry, you will please send the 
letters to the respective persons, Director 
Ruff and Controller McGrady. Did you 
also want a letter sent to the Director of 
Supplies? 

Mr. Robinson: 

The Director of Supplies should get a 
copy of the letter to the City Controller. 

One of the things that perhaps, I 
think also we need to request is that the 
City Solicitor’s Office follow up on the 
suit that was filed to determine if in¬ 
deed, that the Company that won the 
bids tendered their bonds, if they had 
the money in the bank. We got the 
check, was the money In the b ank ? 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Mr. President, I was the one who ques¬ 
tioned Mr. Wykoff on the check, which 
was I believe, certified and was not de¬ 
posited. It was quickly calculated that 
the City had lost something like $1,300.00 
in interest. I subsequently followed 
through to ask why that check was not 
deposited, I believe it was done publicly 
and if there was a record, and the ans¬ 
wer we were given was that if the check 
were deposited, It was tantamount to ac¬ 
cepting that contract and tying the City 
into dealing with that particular opera¬ 
tion. 

I subsequently pointed out that per¬ 
haps the way we ought to go is in an 
escrow account. Both one that would 
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pay either interest to the City, or in¬ 
terest to the person who is putting up a 
vast sum of money, whose contract is 
rejected. Could I put an amendment to 
this request, can we have a legal opin¬ 
ion as to would it be fitting and proper 
to establish an escrow account for the 
five day deposit that Mr. Robinson has 
requested, so that it would not bind the 
City, but indeed, the money would be 
drawing interest to benefit somebody, be 
it the City, or be it the person whose 
contract may not be accepted. I think 
that would clarify one point. 

The other point is, I don’t think any¬ 
one has raised the question, and I think 
that with the smell of the story that 
came out about the garbage contract 
this weekend, which is being investigat¬ 
ed, it would be interesting to know 
whether the person who put up the 
check did indeed have that money. I 
would assume they did, the check was a 
certified check. 

The Chair: 

Are you proposing we get an answer 
in regards to the escrow account? 

Mrs. Madoff: 

That would not endanger the legality 
of accepting an account, or not accept¬ 
ing. 

Mr. Givens: 

I just want to clarify a point, this 
morning, with the Mayor and also with 
the Superintendent of Police ... on the 
question of the Policemen’s uniforms. 

It was indicated that all uniforms are 
in stock with the exception of some light 
weight spring and fall coats. And, if 
they would be coming in as soon as pos¬ 
sible. I have concern that with winter 
attire, be assured me that they were in 
stock, and there were something like 
150,000 to 250 some thousand dollars of 
stock items right now in the Busier 
Street service store for the policemen. 

It appears that the contract is under 
way, however, I think that should be 


checked into along with everything else 
that Mr. Robinson has so indicated. 

Mrs. MadoiT: 

In light of the fact that Monday, Oc¬ 
tober 2nd and Wednesday, and we are 
just getting the calendar now, are the 
Jewish high holidays, I would respect¬ 
fully request that Council meetings be 
shifted to Tuesday, and Thursday, or 
Tuesday and Tuesday. 

The Chair: 


I believe Mr. Perry has already done 
that. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Rush Hashanah is the 2nd and Yom 
Kippur is the 11th.

Mr. DePasquale: 

I might add, Mr. Bulls, I think we are 
all aware that there were several trucks 
down. I don’t think we know exactly how 
many . . . somewhere in the neighbor¬ 
hood of 40 or 50 that Mr. Bulls and I 
counted. Also we were aware that they 
were shorthanded. It was a case of be¬ 
ing there and seeing it for ourselves, so 
in the future, you can say that at least 
somebody was there and actually saw it. 
We knew it, but we wanted to verify it. 

Also, in conversations with most of the 
personnel there, for some reason or 
other the moral seems to be shot to 
heck, and there just seems to be a de¬ 
plorable situation there and something 
is going to have to be done about it. 
Somebody is going to have to step in 
there . . . whether it be the Director or 
somebody higher up in the Mayor’s ad¬ 
ministration before that thing blows up. 

Thank you Mr. Bulls. 


Ayes 9 Noes none 

And a majority of the votes of Council 
being in the affirmative, the bill passed 
finally. 

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


Mr. Bulls: 

Mr. President and fellow members of 
Council ... on Thursday morning of 
the week that has passed, Councilman 
DePasquale and myself went out to the 
Department of Refuse and what we 
found out there were several deplora¬ 
ble things. Number one, there were sev¬ 
eral trucks which were out of order. We 
found out that there were about three 
men on a truck when there should have 
been four. 

One of the things that I would like to 
go on record as saying that the com¬ 
plaints that we get about rubbish, I 
t hink do not lie with the garbage men, 
but perhaps with the maintenance and 
the way the equipment is kept. 


Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, I would like to follow 
up on those comments from Councilman 
Bulls. I have done some preliminary in¬ 
vestigation on that problem and some 
other problems which relate to supplies. 

One of the difficulties, I think, in the 
garage, is that we quite often are ac¬ 
cepting equipment that is not meeting 
specifications. I am trying to determine 
the reasoning behind that and I have 
asked the Director to come before Coun¬ 
cil on Wednesday to talk about one spe¬ 
cific incident. 

Also, I think that there is a problem 
with the utilization of City Equipment 
to the extent that some people sort of 
feel that because this equipment does 
not belong to them personally that it 
can be abused. One of the evidences of 
that is that in the garage now we do not 
have anyone who is actually training or 
instructing persons how to vise some of 
our equipment. In the process, many of 
the repairs and many of the breakdowns 
that we have with our equipment relate 
to the fact that people do not know how 
to properly use the equipment and in 
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the process ore abusing that equipment, 
and without specifying any persons, I 
think that this is another problem area 
that is going to have to be corrected. 

There was a budget item for someone 
to indeed, Instruct people. In fact, the 
previous superintendent did have that 
responsibility, but over the last year or 
so, we have not had anyone instructing 
individuals how to utilize the vehicles 
and that is part of the problem. With 
some of the trucks being down and some 
of the vehicles being in repair, I Just 
thought that Council should know that 
I am going to continue to try and see 
what we can do to improve the opera¬ 
tion of the garage. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

One of the problems, Mr. Robinson, 
being that the vehicles have been out in 
all types of weather, there is no covering. 
I believe Mr. Lally introduced legislation 
last week to purchase a place over in 
the South Side for these vehicles. This 
could alleviate the situation consider¬ 
ably. 

It is very unfortunate, it is really no 
one's fault from the refuse department, 
we are just saying that these things are 
happening and they have to be cor¬ 
rected. 

Mr. Lally: 

Yes, I presented legislation last week 
to rent the Berger Building at Sixth 
and Bingham, Councilman Robinson, 
which will help us an awful lot as far as 
our refuse trucks are concerned this 
winter. 


If we are only able to keep two or 
three more on the road, it will pay for 
the building itself. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


It is going to help considerably. 
Mr. Lally: 


Mr. President, talking about litter and 
everything else, I would like to . . . 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President, I think we would be 
wrong to leave it here, the only prob¬ 
lem with that garage is with Environ¬ 
mental Resources I think that all of us 
who have been here for some time are 
aware that this has been a perennial 
problem. When Mr. Wykoff was part of 
our computer organization at the Public 
Safety Building, it was represented to us 
then that every vehicle was to be on a 
computer print-out. They were to know 
when it went into the garage, when it 
came out, how much time it was down, 
how much it was not down. We have 
had this problem with our police, where 
as many as four or five vehicles for that 
station were down. We have had It in 
other areas. 

I am a little shocked here that there 
is a general freeze in employees in the 
City of Pittsburgh for the reason that it 
is quite obvious to everyone and it has 
been a problem for five years that we 
have never had adequate manpower 
there at the garage. I think that first 
should be looked into. I don’t think we 
should freeze any employment there. 

I don’t think that freezing in this 
case, is economically sound from what I 
view of the fiscal program of the City of 
Pittsburgh. How you can let people con¬ 
tinue to get their salaries when you 
dont provide the vehicles so they can 
go out and perform the service, because 
you don’t have an extra man in the 
garage to fix those vehicles so they can 
get there certainly does not come in 
what I call economically sound or basic 
good sense. 

I would hope that the Mayor would 
look at that position as far as freezing, 
if that is an Administrative decision, I 
would freeze in a selective basis, but I 
don’t think that I would freeze employ¬ 
ment, because it has been frozen al¬ 
ready by the kind of manner in which 
our Civil Service tests have been given 
which makes it impossible for anyone to 
qualify for those tests. 
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I still would just, In that light, I 
looked at the report as of August 30, 
1978 which we got from the Controller’s 
Office and I am surprised at how much 
money has not been brought to us yet, 
and to get so overly panicked as we are 
right now relative to this budget, I don't 
see it unless we are looking and want to 
perpetuate the so called “budget game”. 
I hope that we got over that last year. 
If not, we will have to be looking at 
ways that there is no fat in the budget 
through salaries where someone can say 
I gave you a surplus when in fact, they 
did not give them the service by filling 
slots in the salary accounts. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Thank you Mr. Stone. 

Mr. Lally: 

Mr. President, getting off of that sub¬ 
ject, but also, this is garbage to boot, I 
think that the condition of the streets in 
Oakland this weekend has been terrible. 
It is actually a garbage pit. Anybody 
who would walk the streets in Oakland 
after that game on Saturday, Friday 
and Saturday and yesterday would see 
these streets . . . they are a disgrace. I 
thing that there should be, the Univers¬ 
ity of Pittsburgh, somebody from there 
should be called into City Council to tell 
us what they are doing in order to help 
us keep these streets clean. 

Plus the fact that there has been, 
right on my own street, a fraternity 
house was broken into that was boarded 
up by the University and someone broke 
into it and whether they tried to set 
fire to it on Saturday night, or not, I 
don’t know. But this condition is de¬ 
plorable. I would like to see somebody 
from the University of Pittsburgh come 
in here and give us an answer as to why 
they can’t correct the students some¬ 
how and have them keep the streets free 
from litter. If it is the fraternities who 
are doing this, then they should dele¬ 
gate people to go out and clean the 
streets after they are through with their 
party. 

Mr. DePasquale: 


Are you referring specifically to the 
campus area? 

Mr. Lally: 

The campus area and all the way 
through Oakland, Jeep, from where you 
live clear up to Craig Street. Yesterday 
morning in front of St. Paul’s Cathedral 
there were cases of beer strewn all over 
the street. This is wrong . . . television 
cameras were there doing a show on the 
mass at the Cathedral and it was abso¬ 
lutely a disgrace. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

I’ll tell you the truth Jim, I didn’t see 
It for the simple reason that I no longer 
walk Forbes Street. I skirt it somehow 
because it has just turned into a com¬ 
plete Jumble. 

Mr. Lally: 

Its an absolute garbage pit ... its a 
disgrace. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

I have to agree with you 100 percent. 
Mr. Lally: 

A lot of this is after the ballgame on 
Saturday. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Mr. President, following up on the 
comment that Mr. Lally has just made, 
as you know, I brought this up regard¬ 
ing Heinz Hall. We were one of the three 
cities in the United States having this 
super concert. At the same time there 
was a rock concert going on at the 
Stanley Theatre. And, one hundred and 
thirty odd bottles and cans that I 
counted walking down, with glass bot¬ 
tles that were a hazard. The streets a- 
cross the road from Heinz Hall, catty 
cornered, were littered with garbage. 
There was one waste can, bashed in, 
there wasn’t even a place to put litter.

There were two policemen in the area 
. . . I talked to them about It. 

Today at the Mayor’s meeting we had 
a real go around about this. I’m really 
not Interested In opinions from legal 
counsel that say we cannot work with 
fast food chains because we can’t give 
them advertising. Its a quit-quo-pro. If 
we have to give advertising, and I did in 
my resolution say that the City would 
have complete authority in approval of 
what would be on the litter cans, where 
they would be placed, how they would be 
picked up. I think the time has come 
to stop saying "lets not be innovative" 
and saying things like "we can’t do it’’, 
lets think about how we can do it. 

I Just sent off a letter to Mr. Mulvlhill 
and It was basically that information 
saying give us some direction as to how 
we can enforce existing Utter laws. What 
are on the books, can we have meter 
maids enforcing the laws . . . what can 
we do . . . how can we get these waste 
pails up. Since we are going to have the 
authorization, or the City will have the 
final word on what would be on the 
litter can . . . perhaps it could say, "Mc¬ 
Donalds says let’s keep Pittsburgh clean’’ 
or "Pittsburgh is someplace special", the 
actual approval would still be in the 
hands of the City. We ought to sit down, 
the fast food people are really coopera¬ 
tive, and work out a program with them. 

Maybe we need signs that say if you 
litter — $100 fine, I’ve seen this in other 
communities. We need a program that is 
enforced. 

Mr. Lally: 

There are signs to that effect. I hap¬ 
pened to see one this morning. It was a 
$100 fine for dumping by our Police De¬ 
partment. 

Mr. DePosquale: 

This was legislation that was intro¬ 
duced by Councilman Lucchlno a few 
years back and was passed. 

I’m curious, are you referring to a 


most recent incident, or what you re¬ 
ferred to two, three weeks ago. You 
mentioned this two or three weeks ago. 

Mrs. Madoff: 


Mr. Lally is giving another example 
. . . I can tell you about Squirrel Hill 
where the pizza parlors are . . . the peo¬ 
ple live upstairs and throw the empty 
containers and beer cans, and the rats 
living there . . . where is the Board of 
Health? I mean, it is really getting out 
of control and I think we have already 
zeroed in on the problem . . . Mr. Givens 
did research on it a number of years 
ago. The answer is not to write any 
more resolutions, what are we gonna do 
about enforcement. I sent a letter off, 
which is being drafted now, I will be 
happy to give every member a copy. I 
hope that we would all sit down and put 
our heads together at a meeting. I find 
one of the problems, I'm new to Coun¬ 
cil something like three months now, 
but I’ve never seen a meeting where we 
just have a gab-fest. Where we get a- 
round and say what are the problems of 
the people and what can we do to be in¬ 
novative. The only time we talk about it 
is when somebody comes up with a res¬ 
olution. I’m getting off the subject but it 
is to the point, for example, one of the 
most horrendous problems facing our 
city is the unfunded pensions. We have 
never got together and talked about it. 
What is this going to impact on our 
community. We never get together and 
say, “well, these cars are in the garage, 
we are going over to look at it, what is 
happening”, and talk about problems. It 
is done sort of in a very formal kind of 
setting with no time, somebody has got 
to dash off, the meeting has got to end 
in a hurry. I would like Council to con¬ 
sider setting up some kind of a meeting, 
whether it is once a month ... to talk 
about priority items amongst ourselves. 
It is certainly open to the media, there 
is no secret, but we put on the table 
some of the things we are all concerned 
about. Here is an example of something 
that three of us have brought up in 
three different ways. The answer is no 
more legislation, no more resolutions, 
how are we going to enforce what we 
have. And I want an answer from the 
Legal Department as to how to, not, not 
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how to. I would hope that I would get 
that. 

To continue on the other items if I 
may Mr. President, I have spoken to Mr. 
Givens and we have asked that on the 
water situation we let it ride for thirty 
days to see if we get a satisfactory ans¬ 
wer from the Water Department. It is a 
very serious problem that Mr. Givens 
brought out at the Mayor’s meeting that 
of a whole community not having water 
pressure and if we don’t get a satis¬ 
factory answer I'm going to recommend 
to Council that we take appropriate ac¬ 
tion, but we will put that in abeyance. 

My next item is that we have a serious 
problem in inter-office communications 
from Departments. For example today 
Mr. Miller wanted to go to a meeting 
and I said Mr. Miller, why are you going 
to this meeting, I never got your letter, 
I couldn’t comment, I never even got 
your mail. Got back to my office and 
again, his letter arrived with another 
letter from Mr. Wykoff. Mr. Wykoff’s was 
sent on the 15th, Mr. Millers on the 
19th, today is the 25th, that is some¬ 
thing like 7 to 11 days. This is really a 
problem for Mr. Perry and he is trying 
to deal with it. I think that as he point¬ 
ed out it may be that we only have one 
person doing the errands, is that it? But 
it is a very serious problem and I won¬ 
der if we could bring this up as a post 
agenda item at some time, because if I 
am subject to it, I don’t think I am be¬ 
ing singled out. As I said, even though I 
am paranoid doesn’t mean that it isn’t 
happening. I think others have said they 
have had the same problem. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Well, in the case of any of these trips 
that sort of come up overnight, they do 
send up a letter which requires five sig¬ 
natures to allow the party to take the 
trip. Then we usually take the action 
after the trip has already been taken. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

This is not what I am talking about, 
I am talking about the fact that I sent 
a letter to the Water Department, an 


urgent letter, because McKeesport had 
its water supply shut off and I had asked 
two months ago, what would Pittsburgh 
do if the water were contaminated down 
river and everybody was going to the 
National Guard for water tanks, I want 
to be in there first, so we are protected. 
I sent the letter over and it took ten 
days to get there. I just got a letter that 
took ten days to come back to me. An¬ 
other one from Wykoff that is taking 
this tremendous time. Maybe it Is better 
to go through the public mails, I don’t 
know, but I think we ought to deal with 
it. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Well, aren’t you having these letters 
hand delivered? 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Yes, they are being hand delivered, ten 
days later. Three days to go across the 
street to Lynch’s office on a report he 
requested. 

Mr. Stone: 

That is not happening from City 
Council, this is not a result of the City 
Clerk’s Office, that is something in the 
Department after it leaves him. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

There is a slot out in the hall where 
you put mail to go inter-departmental 
and I guess some of it goes to the Coun¬ 
ty on occasion. . . 

Mr. Perry: 

My messenger Bill Houston, he's great, 
he delivers that mall very efficiently. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Ten days later, by dog sled . . . 

Mr. McCray: 

He can’t go to Aspinwall. 
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Mrs. Madoff: 

Let’s not put any blame on anybody 
... I don't think its a blame situation. 

Mr. Stone: 

No, I think you can leave it that way 
Michelle, you see this came up once be¬ 
fore in a Wednesday session . . . you 
made an indictment of Mike. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

No, I didn’t. 

Mr. Stone: 

Yes, the first time you did, and I call¬ 
ed you down on it, and I think we ought 
to make it clear now that the problem 
that presently exists in the inter-depart¬ 
mental communications has nothing to 
do with Mike or City Council. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Absolutely. 


Mr. Stone: 


Allright fine, now we cleared the rec¬ 
ord on that one. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Has anyone else experienced the same 
problem ... I don’t. 


Mr. Lally: 


Mr. Houston delivers the mail very 
religiously. 


Mr. Stone: 


Wait, Jim, she’s not talking about 
that, I think we cleared that up . . . 

Mr. Lally: 


Well, his name was brought up Coun¬ 
cilman Stone, and that Is why I wanted 
to defend the man, because he does de¬ 
liver the mall very religiously. 

Mr. Stone: 

That is where I tried to make it very 
clear, what she is talking about now is 
wherever the receptacle for a mail is, 
over in the Administration’s Office, and 
where it goes from there is some prob¬ 
lem. Now, that is something pretty much 
that they are going to have to iron out. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

How would you suggest we go about 
it, do you have any suggestions? 

Mr. Stone: 

Well, first, I think we can control 
what we do, but how we’re going to tell 
somebody over there to deliver the mail 
where it is going I think is something 
you ought to take up with the Mayor 
and his staff. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

You mean when I send a letter to the 
Water Department, which is in Aspin- 
wall, but they have a driver coming in 
every day that picks it up here, that I 
have to go to the Mayor’s Office to see 
that it gets to the Water Department? 

Mr. Stone: 

You see, part of the problem is, its 
like when some of us eluded to some 
lack of getting information from the 
“Coordinator of Coordinators" and then 
some Councilwomen . . . Councilwoman 
sticks up for them when they don’t 
know the facts, and then when it bounc¬ 
es the other way, it becomes a different 
story. See, that is what part of the prob¬ 
lem is. Some people see these things and 
you don’t give support to it, and later, 
unfortunately it happens the same way 
and the lack of support is there. 

Mr. DePasqnale: 
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I am not trying to make light of the 
matter, but in regards to Aspinwall, I 
used to be a pretty good underwater 
swimmer, I may volunteer to go down¬ 
stream. 

Anything else to add? 

Mr. Perry: 

If anyone has any mail that has to be 
delivered to John Miller in Aspinwall, 
he claims that everyday he sends a driver 
out. You give me the letter, instead of 
Miller going over to Supplies, let him 
come in my office and pick up the mail 
and that will settle everything. Its sim¬ 
ple. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

What about inter-departmental. 

Mr. Perry: 

Bill Houston is my messenger, he de¬ 
livers inter-departmental mail. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

What about something that goes to 
the County? 

Mr. Perry: 

Bill Houston delivers to the County. 
Mrs. Madoff: 

Is Bill Houston overloaded with work? 
I mean it is really more than he can 
handle? 

Mr. Perry: 

The problem is not in our office. They 
have one messenger that delivers the 
mail throughout the City of Pittsburgh 
and that man is under Director Wycoff. 
His name is Eddie, I don’t know his last 
name, but he delivers the mail through¬ 
out the building, this building and the 
Public Safety Building. 


We can ask Miller to pick up his mall 
in my office rather than over at Sup¬ 
plies. 

Mr. Lally: 

Maybe Bill is overworked, he does a 
lot of work. 

Mr. Perry: 

No, he does his work. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

I Just want to be very clear that I am 
not placing blame, I am only saying 
how can we resolve the problem. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Is Eddie the young blind fellow who 
delivers that mail? 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Two more items, we all received a let¬ 
ter today, it came over from the 21st 
... I saw it in my slot, from Mead 
Mulvlhill with reference to opening an 
escrow account. Did everybody get to 
look at the letter? In his letter in the 
first paragraph, he says “Mrs. Madoff’s 
memorandum also states ‘we under¬ 
stand that it is the City’s legal position 
that the mere act of cashing this check 
constitutes awarding a contract’ ”. Now, 
it was not Mrs. Madoff’s opinion, it was 
Mr. Wykoff’s response when asked why 
the checks were not deposited, I think in 
response to Mr. Robinson, he stated that 
by virtue of cashing the check, it then 
became tantamount to accepting the 
contract. I had then sent off a letter to 
Mr. Mulvlhill asking him without legal¬ 
ized language to tell me, can we open 
an escrow account with checks floating 
around in limbo, can be deposited in 
some kind of an understanding by who¬ 
ever is giving that check or putting the 
bid up without binding the City so that 
whoever or wherever that interest may 
accrue to whoever, or wherever would get 
the benefit thereof. Scratch the banks. 
With no one getting the benefit, its real- 
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ly silly, the City could be getting some 
money. I pointed out in the letter that 
the Allegheny County Air Pollution 
Bureau used to get its checks from all 
the applications for operating permits 
for some three hundred sources in the 
City and they didn’t deposit them and 
they were severely chastised and started 
depositing them whether it is official or 
not. 

The State of Pennsylvania lost hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars in interest 
because they were slow in depositing 
checks. On that one check that we talk¬ 
ed about was $1,300.00 in interest. 

Mr. Stone: 

Michelle, you are talking about two 
things . . . you know, you can’t deposit 
what is not yours, and you can’t de¬ 
posit it under the guise that you are 
going to pick up some interest because 
you make 90 people bid on the job and 
you get interest from that job. It Just 
doesn't happen that easy. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Why not, why let it sit around, its not 
doing anybody any good, its a punched 
check, a certified, punched check. 

Mr. Stone: 

You can’t take someone else’s money 
and take interest off of that money un¬ 
less you are entitled to the money. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Well, I’m saying, give the man back 
his interest. 

Mr. Stone: 

I don’t generally agree with the City 
Solicitor, but that latter part, he is 
getting close to what the legal opinion 
is. I don’t know why he 1 b struggling so 
hard to get there. Until the money be¬ 
longs to us in some way or another 
legally, from that we cannot get interest. 
Now, I don’t know why he is fighting 


with that so hard. He got close to it and 
he is in the right direction, just needs a 
little shove to get to the final conclusion. 

Any monies that are put up as a show 
of good faith. The day you honor the 
contract is the day you now have earned 
the right to that . . . then and only 
then does your interest rate begin. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Here is an example of three months 
where a certified check, and there are 
two kinds of certified checks as you 
know, this one was a punched check, the 
man could not go to his account and 
take any money out of that account, 
that money was locked up doing nobody 
any good but the bank. Now, if indeed it 
is unethical, I think more even so than 
illegal. 

Mr. Stone: 


Are you talking about this uniform 
deal? 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Yes. 

Mr. Stone: 

I don’t know why he should complain, 
we never did anything wrong on his 
deal, we gave him every favor we could 
possibly give him. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

I’m talking about principal of a certi¬ 
fied check. 

Mr. Stone: 

Yes, ordinarily It doesn't take that 
long, or it shouldn’t take that long . . . 
seven days. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

What I’m saying is that if it takes a 
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month or two, or six weeks, what would 
be so terrible about encouraging bidders 
because they would not feel that their 
checks weren’t earning money for them 
and return the interest to them, less 
whatever the actual paper work would 
cost. I just think it is insane business, 
logic, ethics, principal, to let a check sit 
around doing nothing. That it is doing 
no one any good. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, in reference to what 
Mrs. Madoff is saying, and Mr. Stone, and 
also the letter coming back from the 
City Solicitor, as you know, we have 
passed legislation amending various bills 
that have come before this Council in 
the last two weeks requiring that checks 
which are received or consideration that 
is received at the performance of a bid 
bond, be deposited in the appropriate 
Code Account within five days of notar¬ 
ized receipt. I would assume that that 
sort of gives the Law Department some 
sort of mandate to come up with a legal 
opinion that either that it is legal or 
illegal, or to indeed, as Mrs. Madoff sug¬ 
gested before, be creative enough to let 
us know how we can do something as 
opposed to something that we cannot. 

If they don’t do that rather speedily, 
there are a number of purchases that 
the City probably urgently needs that 
are not going to be able to be completed 
\tnless the City Solicitor is going to al¬ 
low us to engage in activities that he is 
suggesting are illegal. I would hope that 
he would make a decision prior to the 
time that those particular agreements 
and bids are prepared and sent out with 
that appropriate legislation. Because the 
legislation specifically speaks to the fact 
that we need to have those checks de¬ 
posited. That there is a procedure here 
that we have questioned in terms of the 
holding of checks and whether or not 
our whole bidding procedure is one that 
we feel is fair. If something is illegal, 
then I think the City Solicitor needs to 
give us an answer, a tentative answer 
very quickly so that this legislation can 
either be changed or so that we can 
make the appropriate adjustment. 

Mrs. Madoff: 


Did you read the letter? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Yes. The letter as I understood it did 
not say you could not set up that kind 
of account. I think the legislation man¬ 
dates that they set up the account, and 
if it means giving the money back, he 
talked about active and inactive ac¬ 
counts ... I have no probelms with 
that I Just don’t think the Director of 
the Department of Supplies should be 
walking around with these checks in his 
hand. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

I think we are basically all in agree¬ 
ment, it is a matter of following through. 
I just sent off a letter to Mr. Mulvihill 
on this and I would hope we get an 
answer that says yes or no, or how. 

The last item for me ... as you know 
in the Monday, September 11th meeting 
I talked about the deplorable condition 
of that particular garage where they had 
hired a guard who walked the floor 
every fifteen minutes. They had a little 
cart that would take them around the 
floor. They should have been using it. 
There was an attendant standing down¬ 
stairs not letting people take the ticket 
out of the machine as you drive in, but 
handing them out quickly as youngsters 
were coming in, young teenage adults, 
coming in drinking beer, every car was 
loaded with beer drinkers, and nobody 
cared. 

The place was in such a deplorable 
unhealthy state, it is such a dangerous 
problem with the bottles that I was 
walking around lifting the bottles off. 

I subsequently asked for a post agenda 
hearing, but I don’t know if I was very 
firm about it. So, I want to reiterate. I 
would like to have Mr. Stabile who owns 
that garage. , . 

Mr. Perry: 


That is set for the 4th of October. 
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Mrs. Madoff: 

Oh, then I just want to let people 
know, we have set for October 4th, post 
agenda meeting, Mr. Stabile, the De¬ 
partment that Issues the license and the 
Police Department to be here to address 
that issue. I think that If we Just turn 
our heads the other way, we deserve to 
have dirty streets and we deserve to have 
deplorable garages, and we are as re¬ 
sponsible for anybody getting hurt in 
that garage if we just say well, we told 
them about it. 

Mr. Stabile called me, and talked to 
my administrative assistant and we never 
did get together and it was sort of well, 
you know, people do those things, 
youngsters come in for the rock con¬ 
cert. 

The other thing I want to look into 
and perhaps at the same time, is can 
we assess those who schedule the rock 
concerts, maybe we can get a legal 
opinion from Mr. Stone or from the 
City, a fee to clean up . . . they dirty, 
let them clean up, let them pay for it. 
Would you object to that Mr. Lally? 

Mr. Lally: 

No ma’am, I would agree with you. 
Mr. DePasquale: 

I believe that is in those contracts. 
They are responsible for any damage, 
etc. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Allright, who gives the license for rock 
concerts? What department does that? 

Mr. Lally: 

The Treasurer’s Office. 

Mr. Bulls: 


Mr. President, may I raise a point, 


maybe you can clarify this for me. If I 
give a rock show in the Stanley Theatre, 
how can I be responsible for what goes 
on in a parking garage. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

No, we are talking about the littering 
problem here. 

Mr. Bulls: 

I mean the parking garage. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

You’re right, the parking garage, that 
is why we are having the parking gar¬ 
age people here to be responsible . . . 
they should not have allowed those 
children in drinking because of moral 
decency . . . you don’t encourage these 
kind of things with teenagers. The prob¬ 
lem with them smoking pot afterwards, 
endangers our highways and innocent 
citizens walking by in front of their 
cars. 

But, I talked about how horrible the 
litter problem was that same night. I 
think that as Mrs. Masloff pointed out 
that at a previous, at the Stadium, it 
was horrendous and it cost them more 
to clean up than the money that the 
City made on it. What I am saying is 
that, lets put on a small staff that would 
be sufficient to clean up afterwards, 
whoever holds the rock concert, and lets 
have it at the same time so that we 
don’t waste all of our time on this 
problem. Could we Include whoever li¬ 
censes the rock concerts at the same 
time. 

Does anybody know who licenses the 
rock concerts? 

Mr. Lally: 

It’s Angie O’Connor. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

It’s out of Building Inspection if it 
is Angie O’Connor. 
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Mrs. Madoff: 


Could we have someone there at the 
same time and deal with it all at one 
time? 


Mr. DePasquale: 


What do you do with the one group X 
think they are called the “Punks” who 
vomit on their audience? They actually 
do, its part of their act. 


Mr. Lally moved to approve the minutes 
of Monday, September 11, 1978.

In regard to Bill No. 1772, with refer¬ 
ence to the Zoo, and we have had other 
bills on the Zoo today ... I just want 
to remind Council since you touched on, 
earlier, and you want to know what De¬ 
partment Heads, and I think you are 
absolutely right, that people go to meet¬ 
ings who are directly knowledgable in 
the area in which they are attending, 
not just using the meeting as an excuse 
for a vacation. And the same way that 
you are concerned about the fiscal re¬ 
sponsibility and the indebtedness to the 
City . . . the tax problem next year. 

As you know, I had arranged that post 
agenda meeting and it came to light that 
the County is not going to give the City 
any money. We have a deficit at the Zoo 
of $400,000.00 this year and probably go¬ 
ing up. Hopefully other alternatives will 
be found to defray that cost. 

I have voted, simply because I want to 
bring this to the attention of the pub¬ 
lic, in opposition to funding of the Zoo. 


Now that it has been brought to the at¬ 
tention, and there seems to be some co¬ 
operative effort between County through 
Mr. Molyneaux, and members of Council 
perhaps in continuing dialogue to try to 
resolve some of our problems. I will vote 
for it . . . but I do think it is important 
in priority thinking for Council that do 
have this deficit of $400,000.00, and re¬ 
member that. 

Mr. Coyne: 

I'd just like to say that I think it is 
very unfair of any member of Council to 
insinuate that the people who take trips 
on City business go for the purpose of 
taking a vacation. I would hope that 
that remark were not made. 

Mrs. Matloff: 


I would like to clarify that ... I didn’t 
say that they were taking them, I said I 
agree with Mr. Stone’s position, I don’t 
very frequently agree with him, but 
that I agree that it is important . . . 
for example, on the Water Department, 
Mr. Miller ... I asked him why he was 
going to a meeting and did he have the 
expertise at that particular meeting, 
which was highly technical, to absorb it, 
if not, send the chemist. And I agree 
with that position. I am saying that I 
would hope that it would be done in the 
manner in which he has indicated be¬ 
cause that would be to the benefit of 
the taxpayer and I did not imply that 
people were taking vacations ... al¬ 
though, since you have raised it, you do 
know that there have been circum¬ 
stances prior to my coming to Council 
where people took trips, stayed in hotels 
for four days, $70.00 a day, 430 miles on 
their car. Now, let’s not get into that, 
and I don’t want to be accused of hav¬ 
ing said something about vacations. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Well, exactly what you did say is that 
you would wish that they would refrain 
from taking vacations, or going on trips 
under the guise of going on business 
when in fact they are on vacation. That 
is what you said. 
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Mrs. Madoff:

That is exactly what I would assume 
Mr. Stone was implying. That they 
would have a person go who would bene¬ 
fit from it.

On Bill No. 1786, may I ask Mr. Robin¬ 
son ... I mentioned when you intro¬ 
duced the bill, you know I am very sup¬ 
portive of your bill, did you ever get 
back to Dr. Prank Clack to find out what 
the County Emergency Plan would en¬ 
tail? 

Mr. Robinson: 

For what reason? 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Well, we were going to see how we 
would dovetail, and whether we were 
duplicating . . . just to clarify whether 
we weren’t re-inventing the wheel. 

Mr. Robinson: 

No, it was my understanding that my 
explanation last Wednesday was ade¬ 
quate in terms of indicating that the 
general framework of the bill provides 
for dovetailing, provides for the creation 
of a separate program. It is primarily in¬ 
tended that we have in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh a plan which is on file with our 
government as to how we are going to 
respond, particularly to those kind of 
emergencies that occur within our legal 
boundaries. To that extent I thought it 
would be inappropriate for me to con¬ 
tact anyone else, that once the Council 
was created, that the Mayor and chair¬ 
person and the other persons would do 
that. As Mr. Givens suggested we might 
be duplicating ... I indicated to him 
that there is nothing to prevent the 
City from developing a plan which takes 
into consideration the others. I am not 
trying to create work for anybody, I am 
simply trying to address what I think is 
the major problem that maybe we are 
overlooking. 

Mrs. Madoff: 


Are you then saying that the creation 
of that, once we vote for the body stated, 
they would then dovetail with the City 
or any other legislative body? 
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Mr. Robinson: 

They have the power, the only man¬ 
dates that are acting with legislation are 
that a council he formed and who shall 
be members, and then that they prepare 
for us, on a yearly basis and update it, a 
comprehensive emergency preparedness 
plan. Beyond that, it is up to the Mayor 
and the persons who serve on that coun¬ 
cil to actually produce the substance of 
what they should do. They could take it 
upon themselves and create a gigantic 
mechanism ... I would assume that they 
would not. One of the reasons that I 
wrote the legislation the way that I did 
was to take into consideration things 
that are being done on a regional level 
or a state level, or even on a national 
level. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Point of clarification, and I just want 
to see how you feel about it. On Bill No. 
1782, which really is irrelevant except 
that we are talking about buying water 
trucks ... or paying for some trucks 
for the Water Department I have a com¬ 
munication which I do not know if the 
other members of Council received from 
the Water Department, because, as you 
know, I had asked for an emergency 
plan of action in case we had another 
episode like the East End, or if Mc¬ 
Keesport occurred where we just don’t 
have any water, the hospitals, I under¬ 
stand St. Francis really had a great 
problem . . . could we have an emerg¬ 
ency plan that we could activate im¬ 
mediately. In the last paragraph of the 
letter I got, it said, we will write to the 
Adjunct General. I’m not interested in 
writing to him when we have an emerg¬ 
ency. Of course, I didn’t get the letter 
typed because that gal couldn’t take 
shorthand and I haven’t gotten it back. 
But, what I’m asking on this, would 
you feel that in the City emergency 
plan we would then buy our own tank¬ 
ers, that kind of thing would come out 
of this? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Well, I think that if the Council de¬ 
cides that is what we need, yes. But 


they may decide that indeed, they are 
going to hook up with the State. As you 
noticed there are certain people who are 
designated to be members of that ccuncil 
who would automatically be involved in 
any kind of emergency situation. Both 
the Mayor and President of Council have 
the latitude to appoint additional peo¬ 
ple. Hopefully the Mayor or President 
of Council would appoint some other 
department head or some expert on the 
outside of City Government who they 
felt could address one of your concerns 
and also the concerns that other mem¬ 
bers of Council may have. I think your 
point is well taken that there are many 
emergencies and while we can’t cover all 
of them, certainly can we have some 
sort of plan to move in that direction. 
If some disaster were to occur we would 
not be left totally at the mercy of the 
County, State or Federal Government. 

One of the issues I tried to deal with 
in preparing this legislation was that big 
is not always best, or better, and that 
while the County and the State and 
Federal Government may have fine pro¬ 
grams, I think that at some point local 
units of government have to accept their 
responsibility for the safety of the peo¬ 
ple. You can’t keep passing it along to 
other folks and saying “they will deter¬ 
mine when we have an emergency” and 
“they will determine what should be 
done" particularly in Pittsburgh. 

Mirs. Madoff: 

I really don’t disagree, the only thing 
I am concerned about is that there are 
certain authorities that sometimes the 
City doesn’t have that you have either 
through federal government, and allo¬ 
cated to, or designated to the County 
that we don't have in the City. That was 
my concern. I think you have answered 
it that this body would then dovetail 
with the existing . . . thank you. 

Mr. Givens: 

I would just like on Bill No. 1786, my 
opening remarks from last Wednesday 
be incorporated into the minutes. 

MR. GIVENS’ REMARKS FROM THE 
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MEETING OF WEDNESDAY, SEPTEM¬ 
BER 27, 1978. 

Mr. Givens: 

I would like to add some words of 
wisdom and to give you a little back¬ 
ground information. The County is now 
going in for around six hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars for an emergency 
control center for the County. 

Various committees are set up within 
the County. The City, in drawing those 
plans up, should just do It for the City 
of Pittsburgh. We would not then be 
tied to the total plan of the County with 
regard to extraordinary fires, snow ac¬ 
cumulations, flooding, medical emerg¬ 
encies or common natural disasters. 

We do have people in the City of 
Pittsburgh who sit on these various 
committees. In looking at this and talk¬ 
ing to people over in the County — if 
the city needs their own plan, their own 
plan should maybe have an amendment 
to the existing County plan. But, we 
have to watch out for duplication. The 
City of Pittsburgh should have annex to 
correlate with the County’s master plan. 

I think each city and each municipal¬ 
ity, in my envision, should have their 
own plans. Those plans can be annexed 
into the overall plan. They can have a 
separate city plan which ties into it.

The Chair: 


Is there any discussion on the bills? 
Mrrs. Madoff: 


Regarding Bill No. 1754, that is the 
rental from M. Berger Land Company 
... I had requested, and I just hap¬ 
pened to have bumped into Mr. Berger 
myself, I know him . . . that Mr. Lally 
check, and Mr. West was authorized to 
check with someone about long-term 
option lease, in other words if we want 
it later, that we could somehow get a 
price on it. 

Mr. Lally: 

Yes, I spoke with Mr. Berger on Thurs¬ 
day of last week, Michelle, and at the 
present time we are looking for a loca¬ 
tion where we can buy. We have the 
rental of this particular property for 
this coming year. 

Mr. Stone: 
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It is a temporary, but necessary mea¬ 
sure. 

Mr. Lally: 

And, if we only are able to keep three 
or four extra refuse trucks on the road 
this year, it will pay for itself. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Two quick questions on that ... he 
told me pretty much the same thing . . . 
he is not interested in selling the pro¬ 
perty and that the reason he won’t give 
us a long-term rental is that he has ten 
acres there and this is too big to break 
a piece off. 

Now, can I ask, and I am being face¬ 
tious, is $102,400.00 a reasonable kind of 
break for that size of building? 

Mr. Lally: 

Very reasonable compared with the 
other prices we have talked about, and 
other buildings that we have looked at 
in the City here, it is very reasonable. 
Plus the fact that they are going to 
spend anywhere from $70,000 to $100,- 
000 to renovate the building right now 
to put in a heating system, which is 
better for us. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Then we may be there a couple of 
years while we are looking? 

Mr. Lally: 


It's possible. Right. 
Mrs. Madoff: 


But, at $102,400.00 I would think that 
it would be incumbent upon us to look 
for something to buy and I think you 
would agree. 

Mr. Lally: 


No question about that. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Okay, in regard to Bill 1755 and 1756, 
these are typical examples. Being new to 
Council, Mr. Perry, where would I see 
the ads which are advertised for the sale 
of these ... of any lots? Where would 
one look to see the sale of the lots? 

Mr. Stone: 

Under Legal Notices in the newspapers. 
Mrs. Madoff: 

Do Realtors generally look at that be¬ 
cause they know to look there? 

Mr. Stone: 

That is in newspapers of general cir¬ 
culation. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

You all know that things on the Legal 
Notice pages Just generally don’t catch 
the public’s eye. I never knew they were 
there and I read the paper cover to 
cover. 

Mr. Lally: 

Every sale that is here is shown. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Is it listed as properties for sale in a 
fine print kind of thing? I’d like to see 
some of them. I guess that is possible. 

Do we get the land appraised by real¬ 
tors and banks as well? 

Mr. Stone: 

Properties presently being offered is 
only that it be offered for sale, it will go 
to the court and at that time people 
will have the opportunity to bid and it 
will go to the highest bidder. 
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Mrs. Madoff: 

Mr. Lally told me something, perhaps 
he didn’t understand my question earl¬ 
ier, that when the price is set on the 
land it is appraised by the City . . . 

Mr. Lally: 

Yes, appraised by our appraisers. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

That is what I am asking. 

Mr. Stone: 

No, we are talking about these pro¬ 
perties, it need not have an appraisal 
yet . . . this is only putting it on the 
sale block. It then goes to Common 
Pleas Court at which time there is an 
auction bid and anyone can bid at that 
time. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Is that the auction that is held here 
in Council? 

Mr. Lally: 

No. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Excuse me, I didn’t mean in this room, 
in this building where people come and 
bid on houses that are defunct, and 
mortgages that are not paid, that is not 
part of that package is it? 

Mr. Lally: 

Not as far as a mortgage is concerned. 
Mr. Stone: 

No, it is not a Treasurer’s Sale, or a 
Sheriff’s Sale. 

Mrs. Madoff: 


The thing that occurs to me is that 
somebody in a ward that perhaps I may 
not think of because I don’t have a great 
deal of experience or knowledge about 
them, but I can tell you what some¬ 
thing should bring in the 4th, 7th and 
11th, because I am familiar with it and 
what have you. But, we might say some¬ 
thing in the 19th Ward which is a good 
residential community. Someone says, 
"Gee there is a lot there, I’d like to buy 
it, I want $300.00.’’ Somebody goes out 
and appraises it from the City, and 
thats I understand what you are telling 
me. Maybe to a Realtor appraising it, or 
to a bank appraising it it might bring a 
great deal more money. 

Mr. Stone: 

It will bring what the market bears, 
whoever wants it. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Always. But again that affects the . . . 
Mr. Stone: 

The price we have on it here is not 
the sale price. 

Mr. Lally: 


No, the sale price is bid on, it is a 
bidding process upstairs in the courts. 


We have over 2,000 lots for sale in the 
City Michelle, if you are interested they 
have a list in the Public Safety Build¬ 
ing. 


The Chair: 


Is there any further discussion on the 
bills? 


And on the question, "Shall the bills 
pass finally?” 

The ayes and noes were taken, agree¬ 
ably to law, and were:

WHEREAS, this City, the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, has been the beneficiary of the 
tremendous talents, skills and resources 
of this fine University; and 

WHEREAS, the School of Law, School 
of Music, College of Arts & Sciences and 
the African Institute are highly respect¬ 
ed in the academic and business com¬ 
munities; and 

WHEREAS, the Citizens of Pittsburgh 
are grateful for its achievements and 
proud of its rich heritage.

Mr. Caputo: 

Mr. President, as part of our Centen¬ 
nial Celebration, Father Ted Hesberg 
the President of Notre Dame University 
is currently on campus and is presently 
delivering a major speech to the Uni¬ 
versity. For that reason Father McNulty 
the President of Duquesne University 
was unable to attend today and asked 
me to appear here on his behalf to ex¬ 
press his own personal gratitude and the 
gratitude of the entire University com¬ 
munity for the actions which you have 
displayed today. Thank you. 

Mr. Stone: 

Take back the good wishes of this en¬ 
tire Council for all of the contributions 
that in over 100 years that Duquesne 
University has given to this City. 

Mr. Givens: 
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quesne University has had this past 
Sunday at Epiphany Church where they 
celebrated a high mass in behalf of their 
100th year. Four Bishops, and coming in 
from South America and Europe and 
otherwise attended that particular mass 
to honor Duquesne University and the 
Holy Cross Priests and Brothers. I think 
it is really something that we have such 
a major University within the City of 
Pittsburgh and to know that all of the 
people going there and working there. 
Duquesne University’s main theme was 
to give education to those people who 
were underpriviledged at one time and 
could not afford the private colleges and 
universities back some 100 years ago. 

Thank you. 

Mr. Stone: 

Some of us young fellows still remem¬ 
ber the Buff Danelli teams too. Thank 
you very much for attending, and again 
as I have indicated, take back our good 
wishes to the University. 

Also, 

No. 1889. WHEREAS, Pittsburgh has 
produced numerous sports personalities, 
outstanding athletes, and internationally 
recognized champions; and 

WHEREAS, World champions and 
world championship teams are becoming 
more common in the City of Pittsburgh; 
and 

WHEREAS, the champions and team 
champions from Pittsburgh are in var¬ 
ious and oft time uncommonly known 
areas; and 

WHEREAS, sports, such as Karate and 
Kickboxing are gaining in international 
exposure and acceptance; and 

WHEREAS, Pittsburgh is the home of 
the present World Heavyweight Kick¬ 
boxing Champion Jacquet Leslie Baze- 
more; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Bazemore has won 


thirty-five Amatuer Karate Champion¬ 
ships and eleven Professional Kickboxing 
competitions and defeated in professional 
competition on May 21, 1978, at Cleve¬ 
land State University, Ross Scott, four 
years the World Heavyweight Kickbox¬ 
ing Champion; and 

WHEREAS, his accomplishments are an 
inspiration to our youth, a credit to our 
City and another example of the inter¬ 
national importance and stature of Pitts¬ 
burgh 

NOW, THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED that this Council, 
on behalf of the citizens of Pittsburgh, 
do recognize and honor the accomplish¬ 
ments and deeds of JACQUET LESLIE 
BAZEMORE, World Heavyweight Kick¬ 
boxing Champion. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Robinson moved for adoption. 

Mr. Lally seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I would like to indicate that Mr. Baze¬ 
more is here ... as you can see, he is 
rather a big fellow, if anyone is looking 
for a bodyguard he certainly has dis¬ 
tinguished himself. Some of you may 
have seen him on T.V. I would like him 
to come forward to accept this gold seal 
on behalf of City Council and the citi¬ 
zens of our City. 

Mr. Stone: 


I was going to tell him to take his hat 
off, but he is too big for me to say that. 

Mr. Bazemore: 


Thank you for recognizing some of my 
accomplishments, but first of all I would 
like to say thank you to Mr. Robinson 
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for bringing it to the attention of some 
of the important people of Pittsburgh. 

Also, about my hat, it was a gift from 
Mohammed All, I trained with him for 
two months before the fight, so I want 
everybody to see that it says Mohammed 
All Training Camp. That is the reason I 
have it on. 

Mr. Stone: 

No one will fight with him either. 
Mr. Bazemore: 

Trying to keep it short, as I said, I 
appreciate the honor and there is noth¬ 
ing like coming back to your home town 
and being recognized by people who you 
have grown up with, people that you 
have respected, and getting that type of 
recognition from your home is really 
appreciated. It is different from going 
around the world and being known in 
other parts of the country. But, when 
you come home it really means some¬ 
thing special to you. 

I picked up a book my wife gave me 
this morning and there is a passage 
in here which says something that I 
would like to quote, it is very short and 
modest . . . 

“Truth gets plenty of lip service from 
those whose hearts aren’t in it, but if 
you put your heart in your faith and live 
it, fewer words are necessary.” 

With that, I thank all of you. Thank 
you. 

Mr. Stone: 

Thank you for your appearance and I 
think your Baying is very apropos, par¬ 
ticularly in this meeting. 

Mr. Givens: 


There is a particular case pending on 
the Commonwealth Board of Allegheny 
County here, the State of Pennsylvania 


in regards to our Aspinwall properties 
up there. I would like if the Clerk, on 
behalf of the Council and the President 
would send a letter asking the disposi¬ 
tion of this particular case that is hold¬ 
up development in that particular area 
at this time. It has been on the docket 
for some time. 

Mr. Stone: 

Are you asking the court to Bpeed 
along? 

Mr. Givens: 

I think the case was to be heard in 
August and I haven’t received anything 
from them. I would like to find out the 
disposition of that particular case. 

Mr. Stone: 

Well, when it is announced, I think 
you will hear of it, but they have to 
bring back a decision and it is printed 
right afterwards and we should get a 
copy after that, but right now they are 
apparently deliberating. 

Mr. Givens: 

Isn’t there a time limitation on that? 
Mr. Stone: 

There is a time limit and I think they 
are still within that limit. They now 
have, I’m not sure if it applies to that 
court, but there are some limits in which 
decisions should come down. 

Mr. Robinson: 


Some time ago I had requested that 
the Liquor Control Board, Building In¬ 
spection and other agencies to come be¬ 
fore Council to address our concerns a- 
round the over population of bars and 
taverns. At that time we requested from 
Superintendent Coll information relative 
to bars and taverns or individuals re¬ 
questing the transferrence of liquor 
licenses. 
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The Superintendent sent back a letter 
which it didn’t appear to me addressed 
our concern. He indicated that the re¬ 
quests were too numerous for his de¬ 
partment to investigate all of them and 
that he would send information to us 
relative to those that he felt, perhaps 
there was some question on. I would like 
the City Clerk to send him another let¬ 
ter requesting that he forward to us a 
copy of the information that is sent 
directly to him by the Liquor Control 
Board which lists every request. 

I believe Mrs. Madoff’s purpose and my 
purpose was to be able to visually see 
the requests. Not to encourage the Su¬ 
perintendent of the Department to go in 
and investigate any individual person. 
Without that information . . . 

Mr. Slone: 

He would like to have a list at least of 
those who are pending. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Yes, whether they are going to in¬ 
vestigate or not. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

In addition to that, we were to get 
the dollar figure from the Liquor Con¬ 
trol Board as to the amount of dollars 
that they give the City to help pay for 
police enforcement. 

Mr. Stone: 

Say that again. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

The Liquor Control Board told us that 
part of their licensing fees goes to off¬ 
set the cost of policing the bars. I want 
to know the dollar figure. 

Mr. Stone: 


Thats new to me. 


Mr. Lally: 

That is what they said Bob. 

Mrs. Madof: 

I don’t have 20/20 vision, but I have 
20/20 hearing. 

And, may I mention that I have had 
numerous calls and letters, from People’s 
Oakland and other sources thanking me 
for raising the issue and thanking Mr. 
Robinson for raising the situation of the 
bars and that they are greatly concern¬ 
ed. As a matter of fact, I got a call ask¬ 
ing me to go to a court hearing about a 
bar in Oakland. 

Mr. Lally: 

That was last Friday. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Yes, but I had a very importnat meet¬ 
ing at 1:30 and I couldn’t make it, but 
I asked them to brief me on what did 
happen at that lawsuit. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mike, so carry that request. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Another matter, in the minutes on 
page 646 and 647, I had raised the ques¬ 
tion of having the Grandview Platform, 
let’s go back to the bill. Page 646, Bill 
No. 1651 . . . 

Mr. Stone: 

Pardon me, I Just want to know where 
I am before we go ... if you are going 
to go into the minutes, let me move out 
of the Motions and Resolutions . . . 

Mrs. Madoff: 


No, but I want a resolution, that is 
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why I am referring to it. This is not a 
correction in the minutes. 

On page 646 where they refer to Bill 
No. 1651 . . . “providing for a contract 
or contracts for the repair of the Grand¬ 
view Avenue Observation Platform and 
providing for the payment of the cost 
thereof by increasing the authorization 
to $18,800.00.’' 

I subsequently learned after this meet¬ 
ing from a very informed source named 
Michael Perry, he is probably the only 
one in this community that knows that 
these platforms do have names. One is 
the Pagan Platform, I don’t know the 
others . . . 

Mr. Robinson: 

One is Gallagher and one is Jones . . . 
Mrs. Madoff: 

Two informed people ... I had sug¬ 
gested that perhaps the Heinz, the U. S. 
Steel, or the Jones and Laughlin . . . 
that somebody would put up a plaque 
and absorb that cost, because again, 
with at $400,000, $18,000 ... I think 
that industry in this community takes 
some pride in making contributions and 
with a plaque on their name, what is it, 
a name on the door rates a Bigelow on 
the floor? I think we might be able to 
get them to subsidize these observation 
towers. 

I asked about that, was that to go to 
the Public Works Department? Who 
would handle that kind of a request? 
Would it be in Parks and Recreation, 
would it be Public Works? Who would 
make the overature to the industry? Or 
would it be a member of Council? 

Mr. Lally: 

That would be Parks, that bill is in 
Parks. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Well, would it be fitting that Council 


members send letters, maybe to the 
Chamber of Commerce asking them to 
pursue having some of the industries 
take them on as projects, putting their 
name on to relieve the City of the obli¬ 
gation? 

Mr. Stone: 

I think that is the Mayor’s program 
already which he began from what I’ve 
read in the newspapers. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Mr. Chairman, what do we do with 
the plaques that are already there for 
Mr. Jones and Mr. Gallagher and Mr. 
Pagan? 

Mrs. Madoff: 

The same thing that we do with streets 
that are renamed all the time . . . get a 
new war you get a new street renamed. 

Mr. Stone: 

I for one would be opposed to that 
kind of thing. If two people had served 
well as these two people have, for money, 
I don’t think we can take away and 
diminish the work that they earned 
through their service. That is why they 
were put there. You can't just by a 
brush or a couple dollars wipe out that 
respect. I would not see fit to do that 
myself at least. 


Whether there should be a plaque on 
there, I think that should be a City 
responsibility. You are talking about a 
general situation of asking the corporate 
community to participate and I thinv 
the Mayor has kind of started that kind 
of program. While I have some reserva¬ 
tions where that might go where we 
start seeing labels all over everything. 
He has begun it already and we’ll see 
where that goes. 

Mrs. Madoff: 
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Well, the other approach might be to 



keep the names. I’m saying I’m not say¬ 
ing this is the way it should be done, 
I’m only hoping to put an idea forth 
that might save our taxpayers some 
money. Perhaps we could keep the same 
Jones Observation Tower maintalnd by 
the Duquesne Light . . . well, that would 
be our money ... by Westinghouse or 
J&L or Gulf Oil. 

Mr. Lally: 

Mr. Chairman, Mr. Gallagher served as 
a Mayor of this City, Mr. Jones was the 
first black Councilman in this city and 
also Mr. Fagan was the President of 
Council and served this Council very 
faithfully, so I think it would be a 
dishonor to them to take their names 
from these platforms. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

But, I don’t think they would be of¬ 
fended if they were subsidized and main¬ 
tained by . . . 

Mr. Lally: 

They are all dead Michelle at the 
present. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

I realize that, but I am saying that I 
still think that somebody has to pay for 
the maintenance of those observation 
towers and they probably would be kept 
with greater dignity and kept in better 
condition if a corporation undertook 
that as a project. 

Mr. Lally: 

Let the corporations build us a couple 
more, we’ll name them after the corpor¬ 
ation. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

But who is going to pay for these, the 
taxpayers? 

Mr. Stone: 


I don’t think that is the problem. The 
bill is already passed, and the money is 
there and they are on their way to do it. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

But, we were arguing the other day a- 
bout a $2,500.00 letter opener for the 
Treasurer’s Department and here we 
have $18,000. and $400,000 for the Zoo, I 
think our priority is a little out of 
whack. 

I don’t mean to demean the honor 
that should rightfully go to these 
people, I think Mr. Lally’s point is well 
taken, I think you have a greater knowl¬ 
edge of the history of these people and 
I respect that. I’m just saying why not 
be Innovative, why not ask whether some 
industry would be willing, whether 
Council as a body would ask if these in¬ 
dustries would take pride in helping us 
to maintain these and absorb the cost, I 
don’t see anything wrong with that. 

Mr. Stone: 

So noted. 

Mr. Lally moved for approval of the min¬ 
utes of Monday, September 18, 1978. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Lally moved to excuse the absent 
members. 

Mrs. Masloff seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Lally moved to adjourn this meeting 
and meet again next Tuesday, October 
10, 1978 at 10:00 A.M. 

Mr. Coyne seconded the motion, 

Which motion pre*. ailed. 

And on motion of Mr. Robinson 

Council adjourned.

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Program working on re-production ma¬ 
chines and getting all the worst Jobs 
without any in-house training whatso¬ 
ever. I think this is unfair on the CETA 
employees themselves. I am not against 
it, I am for it, but I want it to be ad¬ 
ministered the way the Federal Govern¬ 
ment so desires. This is what the Pres¬ 
ident and Members of Council advo¬ 
cated — we have to do something a- 
bout our existing CETA Program, if not, 
we are going to lose it because we are 
not supporting this. 

If you have a month to work on it, I 
will be more than happy to go along 
with this legislation and to see how you 
are going to implement this. If they go 
to a private sector, I don’t think I have 
to worry about them because they are 
working at the minimum wages. Again, 
they are going to be split out of work 
and not receiving the training. What 
concerns me most of all, if they go into 
the non-private corporations and there 
is no training scheduled, therefore they 
can’t work and I don't want them to 
have to do this.

It 
indicates that anyone who does not exer¬ 
cise their option to either work with the 
City or governmental agency has seven 
days, and if they don’t take appropriate 
steps within that period of time, some 
action will be taken by the City as far 
as termination is concerned. That’s the 
first matter. The reason I bring it up 
again is, at the time I indicated we have 
quite a few employees in the City of 
Pittsburgh and there were no facts pre¬ 
sented at that point to indicate how 
many persons might be in the position of 
multiple employment. Mr. Matter said 
he would be willing to share the names 
of any persons who were to terminated. 

The second item relates to the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works. About a few 
weeks ago Council forwarded a letter to 
Mr. Ruff requesting an update on the 
snow removal program. I would like to 
have another notice sent to him from 
the City Clerk indicating along with the 
update could he please list all of the 
snow removal equipment that is under 
his Jurisdiction of the Department of 
Public Works, or which is assigned to 
the Department of Public Works. This 
request is made in part due to my con¬ 
tinuing interest in finding our snow 
plows. Also, that we have an idea of the 
kind of equipment we have for next year. 
One of the problems that was raised 
earlier this year when we had a lot of 
snow was that some of the equipment 
that was being used to haul cinders and 
salt was not purchased for that pur¬ 
pose and in the process the equipment 
was breaking down because it was over 
loaded — used for the wrong purpose. 
I’d like to know in preparation for the 
winter if we have adequate equipment 
for snow removal and also all items that 
are under his jurisdiction. 

Mrs. Madoff: 
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In line with that, you may recall from 
the media last year that there was a 
problem with snow being dumped in the 
rivers. In a ruling from the Legal De¬ 
partment here it was that according to 
the Department of Environmental Re¬ 
sources, against the law to dump the 
snow into the river — because, I think 
the salt accumulates and it deteriorates. 

I think it would be meaningful if at 
this point early enough we find out what 
is the change if any, or is it going to 
stay, because it has been a substantial 
amount of money that would be saved. 
I am not advocating it, I am only ask¬ 
ing that we get a clarification. 

I had a call from one local radio sta¬ 
tion and I don’t know if all the Members 
of Council have received their copy of 
the Wall Street Journal, but they stated 
that Pennsylvania has the worst water 
quality in the nation and the most 
dangerous water. The City of Pittsburgh 
was fortunate in having as modem a 
plant. However, we do have some prob¬ 
lems in the community relations and I 
think we ought to get a copy of that 
Mr. Perry and see that everybody gets 
the article and the report. The article 
will tell you where the report came 
from — I assume out of Washington. 
ALCOSAN is directly involved in this 
program and we need to be briefed as to 
what is happening on this project. 

The Chair: 

This fact was brought up last winter 
and I think there was a policy of Public 
Works but no law. 

Mrs. Madoff: 


There is a law. 


Mr. Stone: 


The Director of Public Works was not 
adverse to dumping into the river, but 
he wanted something in writing that 
permitted him to do that. What they 
are saying is "go ahead and dump" and 
I think he made the decision while it 


was not popular at the time. I think he 
had no other alternative. 

Relative to what Mr. Robinson has 
indicated very clearly about cutting out 
prohibition of multiple work against 
multiple conflict with primary work. It 
does not prohibit anyone from seeking 
other employment as long as it doesn't 
interfere with the primary job. 

Mr. Coyne: 

I’d like to respond to Councilman 
Robinson’s observations about last win¬ 
ter. At the end it was determined from 
the City that they didn’t have the up¬ 
dated snow removal program. The last 
time they updated it I think it was the 
1952 snow and hadn’t touched the emer¬ 
gency program since last year. At the 
end of the year they did go back and 
revise the program and brought it up to 
date. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Does that mean that the Director is 
going to send that to us? 

Mr. Coyne: 

We can ask him to send it up. 

Mr. Robinson: 

We already did that — maybe we are 
still having problems with the mail! 

Mirs. Madoff: 

Mr. Coyne, do you know if the pro¬ 
vision has been amended, that snow can 
be put in the river? 

Mr. Coyne: 

That isn’t within our jurisdiction, al¬ 
though at the time it was determined 
that nothing would happen to us any¬ 
how. 

Mrs. Madoff: 
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What I am saying is that now it is 
early enough for us to ask and to really 
push it. 

Mr. Coyne: 

It is not going to snow this winter! 
Mr. Robinson: 

In reference to Mr. Coyne’s response to 
his comment. The letter that I asked 
that the Clerk send to Mr. Ruff — Mr. 
Coyne has suggested that there is an 
updated program which I assume Mr. 
Ruff is going to send, but would you 
send him a letter requesting the infor¬ 
mation on the snow removal equipment 
under his jurisdiction or assigned to the 
Public Works. 

Mirs. Madoff: 

Has there been a procedure for get¬ 
ting a ruling to the snow removal dump¬ 
ing in the river? Who would handle 
that? 

The Chair: 

Public Works. 

Mrs. Madoff: 

Can you write a letter? 


Mr. Givens: 

Director Ruff already wrote a letter to 
the regional office and they haven’t 
complied as yet. 

Mrs. Madoff: 


No one responded? 


Mr. Coyne: 


That's right. 


The Chair: 


I have a couple of observations Mich¬ 
elle. I think personally they are just 
using scare tactics. I can recall back in 
the 60’s when we did dump all of the 
snow in the rivers and I Just wonder if 
we aren’t over-reacting a bit. 


Mr. Lally moved that the minutes of 
Monday, September 25, 1978 be approved.

Dear Mr. President and Members: 

Bill No. 1786 of 1978 is a Resolution 
“Establishing An Emergency Prepared¬ 
ness Council and Comprehensive Emerg¬ 
ency Plan.” 

I have already appointed an Emergency 
Preparedness Committee consisting of 
Mr. Richard Cohen of my Office; Glenn 
Cannon, Director of Emergency Medical 
Services; Robert J. Coll, Superintendent 


of Police; Thomas Kennelly, Fire Chief; 
and John E. Ruff, Director of Public 
Works. An Emergency Preparedness Plan 
has been drafted for the Department of 
Emergency Medical Services and the 
Committee has scheduled a meeting on 
October 25, 1978 to review it and to be¬ 
gin the preparation of a comprehensive 
City-wide plan. 

Senate Bill No. 1104, Printer’s No. 2107 
is presently pending in the General As¬ 
sembly. This Bill, known as the Emerg¬ 
ency Management Services Code, is ex¬ 
pected to come up for third considera¬ 
tion in the House when the Legislature 
returns. Among other things, the Bill 
provides for the appointment of an 
Emergency Management Coordinator at 
the local level and for the preparation 
of a Disaster Emergency Management 
Plan consonant with the state plan 
which is also provided for in the Bill. 
Local legislation, if any should be needed, 
should be deferred pending the enact¬ 
ment of Senate Bill 1104 so that the re¬ 
quirements of the statute may be known. 

Furthermore, the Law Department has 
informed me that Bill No. 1786 of 1978 
constitutes an ultra vires infringement 
of an executive function and an im¬ 
proper delegation of a governmental 
function which is the responsibility of 
the executive under the Charter; that 
Bill No. 1786 constitutes a possible vio¬ 
lation of Sections 208, 204 and 308.C. of 
the Pittsburgh Home Rule Charter; and 
that the Bill is beyond the power of 
Council legally to enact. However, let me 
assure you that I welcome any sugges¬ 
tions and recommendations from mem¬ 
bers of Council to the Emergency Pre¬ 
paredness Committee. A copy of the Law 
Department’s opinion to me dated Oc¬ 
tober 10, 1978 is attached. 

For the foregoing reasons, I hereby 
veto Council Bill No. 1786 of 1978 and 
return the Bill unsigned. I suggest that 
we await the October 25, 1978 review of 
the Emergency Preparedness Plan and 
the final action by the General Assembly 
on Senate Bill 1104, Printer’s No. 2107. 
After the enactment of that Bill, we will 
be in a better position to determine 
what, if any, local legislation may be re¬ 
quired.

The Chair: 

Is there any discussion on the veto? 
Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, in reference to the May¬ 
or’s veto, I would like to make a couple 
of comments before I recommend some 
action on the part of Council. 

One, let me say that I do not agree 
that it is not within the legal bound¬ 
aries of Council to establish the Emerg¬ 
ency Preparedness Council. To that ex¬ 
tent I take exception to the Solicitor’s 
opinion. Beyond that I think the Mayor 
raises some very valid points in terms of 
actions already being taken by himself 
and his staff and also legislation pend¬ 
ing in the Pennsylvania House. Since it 
was my original intention to specifically 
mandate that we have some kind of plan, 
some sort of organized effort to deal 
with emergencies, I am greatly relieved 
that the Mayor has taken that action 
and that at the state level something is 
going to be done. I think the Mayor’s 
recommendation that we hold this legis¬ 
lation or hold future consideration of 
this type of legislation until such time 
that we see what is going to be done at 
the state level has a lot of merit to it. 
It is for that reason that I think that 
we ought to sustain the veto. But, I 
think that I should reiterate my point 
that I still question whether or not this 
Council does indeed have the powers to 
establish such a council and hopefully, 
our concern for an Emergency Prepared¬ 
ness Plan supercedes any legal kind of 


question and I certainly would be the 
first to say that if indeed we all are 
moving in the same direction, which I 
think we are for the benefit of the peo¬ 
ple, that it makes eminent good sense 
that at this point to sustain the veto, 
see what Is going to happen at the state 
level, and then, if additional legislation 
is needed, for this Council to act again. 

I move that we sustain the veto. 

Mr. Lally seconded the motion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

While I agree with Mr. Robinson’s mo¬ 
tion to sustain the veto, I think that we 
can’t wait for legislation to come out to 
protect the public interest on specific 
items. With that in mind, I think that 
within the next three or four weeks we 
should have available for Council, the 
Mayor’s Office, and all parties, an emer¬ 
gency plan in case of a broken water 
main affecting hospitals, or contamina¬ 
tion of water, either health, or Just 
odor and taste so that we can immed¬ 
iately have available tanks of water to 
people who can’t afford to buy it, or even 
if they can afford to buy it . . . house¬ 
bound people, and they will be, as we 
agreed, stationed at fire and police sta¬ 
tions. 

Right at this moment, in line with 
your emergency plan, there was never a 
plan to do this. People in the East 
Liberty area, I understand St. Francis 
had some real problems. There is also 
a problem with dialysis machines. Al¬ 
though I would hope this would be in¬ 
corporated in the plan later on, I don’t 
think we should wait. If there is a spe¬ 
cific item that any of us who sit on any 
committee, where we could have an 
emergency plan to go ahead and do that 
as a separate item. I plan to do it in 
water and I’m sure you will do it in 
other areas. 

Mr. Givens: 


I just want to make a comment to 
reiterate that the County, as I so test¬ 
ified earlier on this particular bill, that 
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the County does have a disaster control 
system which the City of Pittsburgh has 
input into of which this Council had 
input into and the fact that I sat as 
Chairman of Public Safety on that Coun¬ 
cil and acted as Chairman of Logistics. 
We met on a quarterly basis, so the 
City of Pittsburgh did have representa¬ 
tion, I think that as Bill Robinson has 
so stated, we need more, and even more 
so, we need somebody from this Council 
to sit in on these boards so that Council 
is familiar with what is going on. Some¬ 
times it takes emergency legislation in 
order to enact certain powers within the 
City of Pittsburgh, and if that be the 
case, then Council should be involved in 
the planning, conceptual stage, and the 
actual plan itself. The operation and in¬ 
strumentation of the plan.

The 
reason for asking for this amendment, 
which when I read it doesn’t seem to 
make much sense, unless it is within the 
total bill, iB so that we will have infor¬ 
mation pertaining to whether or not the 
businesses that we are concerned about, 
minority businesses and businesses oper¬ 
ated by women are Indeed hiring women 
and hiring minorities. And, also to pre¬ 
vent individuals from taking advantage 
of programs designed to help minorities 
and women by simply creating a front. 
By having this kind of information, we 
will have a better feel for whether or 
not those companies that project them¬ 
selves as being owned and operated by 
minorities and women are indeed them¬ 
selves operating in the interest of min¬ 
orities and women. 

Mr. Givens seconded the motion. 


Well, I think your point is well taken 
. . . the purpose of the legislation is to 
at least give minorities and women an 
opportunity to do exactly what you say, 
hopefully within the framework of the 
legislation, that is going to occur. Each 
of the agencies and authorities will have 
to create a program, and in evaluating 
those programs, certainly the point that 
you raised would be considered because 
even people who apply to be bond coun¬ 
sel, or to provide services are going to 
have to demonstrate their concern and 
commitment which I think is very con¬ 
sistent to that extent where there might 
not be minority bond counsel, or a fe¬ 
male bond counsel, certainly those com¬ 
panies who engage in that business have 
some kind of obligation to show the in¬ 
volvement, or to go out and bring some¬ 
one in. 

So, I think that what you are con¬ 
cerned about is covered within this legis¬ 
lation and certainly would be something 
that Councilcould look at when these 
reports come in.

My concern is Btill around community 
development in that area as it relates to 
perhaps a more vigorous attempt to in¬ 
volve more business people, more people 
in the community and also my long 
standing concern about those kinds of 
things that inhibit private developers 
going into neighborhoods, one of those 
factors being the bars and taverns. But, 
I am in favor of the high rise itself . . . 
it is a positive development in that com¬ 
munity, and I just want to kind of clar¬ 
ify that, that even though I have gotten 
some additional information, and even 
though I don’t have any particular prob¬ 
lems with this project, I think that it is 
still consistent with my concern that my 
vote on Wednesday be recognized, and 
when I vote today, I plan to abstain. 

I would also like my comments from 
last Thursday’s meeting Incorporated in¬ 
to the record, please. 
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MR. ROBINSON’S REMARKS FROM 
THURSDAY, OCTOBER 12, 1978: 

Mr. Robinson: 

I have one question. I would Just like 
to ask Mr. Brown when the Planning 
Commission considered approving this 
Idea, was any consideration given to the 
future development of that area or was 
the concern mainly whether or not this 
kind of facility was needed? 

Mr. Brown: 

Both issues were taken into considera¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Robinson: 

What does the Planning Commission 
perceive to be the future development of 
that area or do you have a perception of 
that? 

Mr. Brown: 

I do not have any plans of that na¬ 
ture.

No, it is zoned res¬ 
idential on Frankstown.

No new ones. Any existing establish¬ 


ments that are there they may continue 
as non-conforming use. 

Mr. Robinson: 

That’s my point. One of the problems 
Mr. Brown has in developing along 
Frankstown Avenue, where the old car¬ 
barn used to be, particularly for housing, 
and a concern for a lot of community 
people, is because of the reluctance to 
have good housing with a lot of com¬ 
mercial establishments across the street 
which may pose a problem. 

Certainly if we are going to house 
elderly people, many of them whom are 
defenseless, in a position where they can 
be victimized. 

Part of the reason we have problems 
with bars and taverns is that they have 
been given conditional uses and other 
kinds of things, but the community it¬ 
self is not zoned for that purpose. That 
personally is a concern with me.

Mr. President, I need point of Clarifi¬ 
cation, on Bill No. 1858 and this would 
also apply to any bill, is there payment 
for title search involved in here? Has a 
title search begun? Who then would pay 
for it? 

Mrs. Masloff: 

The buyer pays for it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Right, but the money is being refund¬ 
ed so I am curious. If you go to Bill No. 
1861, it says the cost of court proceed¬ 
ings to be paid from well . . . and re¬ 
paid to said fund from the sale price, 
etc., so obviously . . . I’m just wonder¬ 
ing, how is that handled when some¬ 
body gets their money back if there has 
been a deed search started? 

Mr. Lally: 

No, if there has been any money that 
the City has paid, they have to pay it 
otherwise . . . 

Michelle Madoff: 

Out of that hundred dollars? 


Mr. Lally: 

Right. Otherwise the money, due to 
illness or serious financial difficulty . . . 
the city does return the money. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Well, I think it would be helpful . . . 
if when this whole thing is culminated, 
I would hope they would say that the 
settlement was a hundred dollars less 
the amount that we had to pay for . . . 

Mr. Lally: 

If there has been any money spent. 
Michelle Madoff: 

But we never do get the final results 
and I think that might be helpful. I 
just thought it was interesting because 
I wondered how the court proceedings or 
the title search would be handled in this 
particular case. Is that always the case? 

Mr. Lally:

If the City maintains it it is one 
cost, if it is maintained by Bell Tele¬ 
phone it is done contractually, this 
could be another cost, so possibly some¬ 
one from Bell Telephone could be help¬ 
ful in answering some of the questions. 

There is considerable cost involved. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. Givens, which emergency line are 
you talking about, the new proposed fire 
boxes or the 911? 

Mr. Givens: 

No, it is not the 911, that is the reg¬ 
ular telephone . . . this is the actual 
replacement of the fire alarm boxes with 
emergency telephones.

Mr. Givens: 
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I know Bell Telephone is to install . . . 
Mr. Stone: 

Install and replace. 

Mr. Givens: 

And repair them, etc? 

Mr. Stone: 

Yes. 

Mr. Givens: 

Okay, that is what I want, these var¬ 
ious people here because the cost of this 
system, and maintaining this system 
could differ quite widely by city em¬ 
ployees maintaining the system versus 
that of Bell Telephone maintaining the 
system. 

Mr. Stone: 

I’d Just like to make a suggestion to 
you if I may, since you have a pointed 
question . . . since we are only two days 
away from that thing ... it might be 
better one week from Wednesday. 

I’m well prepared to go with it right 
now, I think the people should have the 
information available to them. I just 
want to make an analysis of what has 
happened in other cities when this type 
of system was put it, the payments were 
very low for the first year or so and 
then thereafter they went up extremely 
high. I want to see what assurance we 
have in the City of Pittsburgh that this 
won’t happen here. Also, why shouldn’t 
we use an on-line capability of electric¬ 
ians that we have in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh to maintain our own emergency 
system. 

The Chair: 

Two thoughts there . . . first of all, I 
doubt if we have the expertise to main¬ 
tain it, and secondly we are talking a¬ 


bout a yearly rental on that system, 
aren’t we? Naturally it will be installed 
by Bell Telephone. 

Mr. Givens: 

And once you are geared into that 
contractually, it is something that come 
Wednesday I can explain in more de¬ 
tail and see what answers we can get as 
to which way the Administration wants 
to go. I know they have expressed their 
desires, but I have received other in¬ 
formation that is telling us that we had 
better take a second look at who is go¬ 
ing to maintain the system once it is 
installed. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. Givens, only in fairness, so that 
you know if you aren’t aware, the head 
of Public Safety, Mr. Bulls, was called in 
for a meeting on that thing, and I was 
called in I think, after that, because that 
was a concern, it was an expenditure, 
finance, in the line with public safety. 

It was explained to me that that was 
a concern, that it was one of the neces¬ 
sary evils in giving us preparedness in 
an emergency basis. For what it may be 
worth. 

You are entitled to have them come in 
though, the notice may not be sufficient 
and I was just cautioning you to that 
end only. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Givens is asking for the proper 
authorities to be in here on Wednesday 
and you are saying, Mr. Stone, that we 
should delay it for a week. 

Mr. Stone: 

No, I was only suggesting, that he is 
entitled to his meeting, I just thought 
. . . you know, too often we call them in 
within two days and its Just not quite 
enough. This one is still kind of in some 
embryonic stages of it and if we are 
asking for some more definitive explan- 
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atlons it would appear to me until you 
get them here on their schedule, with 
that little time until Mike gets to them 
. . . it’s now 2:30. 

Mr. Givens: 

It makes no difference to me, I’m ready 
to go, but I think that Bob brings up a 
valid point here with the Administra¬ 
tion, to hold for another week. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I would like to make a 
request that we have either a post 
agenda item or a special hearing to in¬ 
vite Mr. Ray Kennedy and Mr. Imhoff 
... do you want to help me . . . 

Mr. Lally: 

Mr. Imhoff, Mr. West, and also any 
people in Public Safety and Lands and 
Buildings who has anything to do with 
the sales of properties. 

Michelle Madoff: 


We are interested particularly in why 
it takes so long to get a title search . . . 
six months, when in the private sector 
you can get it done in two weeks. And, 
we would like to know why this is keep¬ 
ing the properties off the tax . . . 

Mr. Lally: 

Preferably Mr. Kennedy, Mr. West and 
Mr. Imhoff. 

Well, actually, Paul Imhoff doesn’t 
have anything to do with the sale, only 
Mr. Kennedy and Mr. West. 


Michelle Madoff: 


And it could be later, because people 
are just so swamped with things going 
on. 


Mr. Lally: 


Post Agenda in about three weeks 
Mike. 


Mr. Bulls: 

Mr. President, I would like to ask 
something on another matter, perhaps 
Councilman Stone could possibly help 
me on this here. It seems that in some 
parts of the City, unemployment runs 
about 60%. Every so often, I see on here 
where we are always taking money from 
salaries and wages and putting it some¬ 
place else. I am just wondering if the 
Budget was overinflated with Jobs, or we 
are not giving out the proper amount of 
Jobs. That is a basic concern that I have. 
Bob. 

Mr. Stone: 

I don’t think in fairness, that the fail¬ 
ure to fill vacancies has anything to do 
with the particular locale of the city. I 
think that one is two-fold. And, while I 
have said it many times, and at the ex¬ 
pense of being redundant on that point, 
I think that our Civil Service tests are 
designed to thwart filling of positions so 
that at the end of the year we can have 
what looks like a surplus. 

The other one is that there has been 
a desire not to fill some of the positions 
as you are well aware, which everyone 
on this iCouncil has been opposed to 
which is mainly at the garage. We have¬ 
n’t filled those vacancies at the garage, 
we have vehicles down, and as you will 
recall from the testimony that we had 
from the Director of the Department of 
Supplies, we had as many as five or six 
vehicles tied up for the last month and 
they wouldn’t release them even though 
they were ready to go because there was 
no payment of monies for it. This is one 
of the tragic things about it, and, as 
Finance Chairman we, will be making 
some changes In that department in the 
new Budget. 

Mr. Bulls: 

I think that is satisfactory. But I Just 
don’t feel that we should from this point 
on, transfer any monies from Salaries 
and Wages. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

I would Just like to ask Mr. Stone a 
question, Mr. Stone, being relatively new 
to city government and Just trying to 
learn, perhaps you could tell me some¬ 
thing that I would like to know. 

We understand that the Budget is 
based on a line item, that is correct, 
right? In other words you have to item¬ 
ize everything? 

Mr. Stone: 

The Budget is set up on line item, yes. 
Michelle Madoff: 

My question is, how would you have 
a buffer, or how would you have a cush¬ 
ion when taxes or contracts are negoti¬ 
ated with the police or other factors, 
where you have a heavy snow year, what¬ 
ever unexpected expenditures would oc¬ 
cur if you maintain a line item budget. 
Are you suggesting that you might be 
looking at something other than a line 
item budget, where you have an emerg¬ 
ency fund set aside? 

Mr. Stone: 

No, certain things come out over the 
years that average out, which is as our 
snow removal has been. When you get 
that unusual year, you have the Con¬ 
tingent Fund which you supply for those 
contingencies. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Are you saying that In order to have 
some kind of a cushion for emergencies 
we would have a contingency fund as 
opposed to a line item for say 15 Jobs 
where only 10 are filled, which is what 
the cushion Is actually for your budget. 

Mr. Stone: 

No, you are talking two different sub¬ 
jects. One is to deal with emergencies, 
the other is to deal with vacancies. If 


you want to fill a job, you have to pro¬ 
vide for it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I understand that, I’m Just saying that 
it seems to me, this is a newcomer look¬ 
ing at the scene, that the reason say 15 
jobs are budgeted for and only 10 are 
filled is to provide that contingency 
fund. The budget may not change, but 
the amounts may be the same. It will be 
the same thing with different words. 

Mr. Stone: 

No, the reason those Jobs are there is 
because last year we took out $275,000.00 
worth of jobs because those were ones 
we felt were not necessary and not like¬ 
ly to be filled. In all other instances in 
the in-depth study we made of it was 
represented to ub by the Directors and 
by the Administration that those jobs 
would be filled, that they did not want 
us to remove them from the budget, and 
in line with that, based on their repre¬ 
sentation upon which we solely relied, 
we put those items in the budget, we 
are finding out now that we should not 
have relied because the information we 
were given was inaccurate. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, this probably is not the time to 
go into this, but in the future, how do 
you know what is a legitimate request 
and what isn’t? 

Mr. Stone: 

I will be prepared to present that to 
you when we deal at budget time. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you. 

Mr. Bulls: 

I only have one remark, Mr. President, 
all I am saying is that if the budget 
calls for x amount of jobs, then I feel 
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that that is how many bodies there 
should be. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Bulls, I quite sympathize with 
your position, I hope what I hear you 
saying is that in areas of high poverty 
we have 65% of black youth unemploy¬ 
ed and that is a disgrace and we’ve got 
$46 Million coming to this City and we 
are mandated by law not to vise that mo¬ 
ney for these kind of programs. But you 
would agree that the tenure of the pub¬ 
lic particularly in passing a Proposition 
13, is that the people are tired of more 
jobs in government, they want more for 
less, and less people working for govern¬ 
ment. Perhaps we have to look at other 
innovative ways of getting people Jobs in 
the private sector and not loading up 
the City payroll Just to create Jobs. 

Mr. Bulls: 

No, I didn’t say load up the City pay¬ 
roll, you misunderstood me, I am saying 
that at the beginning of the year, what¬ 
ever is allocated for the City in terms of 
employment, in terms of jobs, I am say¬ 
ing that that is what we should do. 
What X am saying basically is lets not 
have 25 jobs in one given area and give 
out 5. That is what I am saying. If it is 
budget for 25, lets do that, that is what 
I am saying. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. President, it is the intention of 
the Administration to provide a service 
with the people who are to fill those 
jobs. They are making a commitment 
that throughout the year at some point 
they are going to use a very, very high 
percentage of those jobs that are pro¬ 
vided for. And, the fact of the matter is 
that in this City the garbage is not be¬ 
ing collected, other services are not be¬ 
ing provided, the streets are filthy, and 
that these Jobs could be very well used 
and filled, and they are not being filled. 
Money is being transferred from Code 
Account to Code Account and the people, 
who although they are not poor, put¬ 
ting people on the payroll without any¬ 


thing to do, certainly want the services 
provided that (City government is to 
provide, and that is the difference. 

The Chair: 

In regards to garbage collection, your 
point is well taken Mr. Coyne, because 
definately there is a breakdown there 
and the streets aren’t the cleanest either. 


Mr. Stone: 


Mr. President, I have one more remark 
here. As Finance Chairman last year, one 
of the reasons we cut some but not all 
of it, was for a very very important rea¬ 
son, because this Council has been say¬ 
ing for in excess of four years, that our 
federal programs are going to be in ser¬ 
ious difficulty because the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh has not maintained its effort. In 
short it has announced goals which it 
has failed to carry out. What it has 
done is announced goals, and said this 
is what they are capable of doing only 
to have that program subsequently in 
the year be carried out and subsidized 
by the federal program. The federal pro¬ 
gram was intended to eliminate some of 
the unemployment, meaning over and 
above the maintenance of effort by the 
City of Pittsburgh. This Administration 
plus the end of the other Administrations 
were grossly in violation of that partic¬ 
ular provision and if you will look at the 
record you will know that I’ve been very 
vocal on this aspect of it and I say one 
of these days we are going to have to 
pay for it. Now, we have been watching 
very very carefully one time when Mel¬ 
anie Smith was on the other side hand¬ 
ling purely the Civil Service end hand¬ 
ling testing, it is my impression that 
part of that was intentionally done to 
make the testing too difficult so that 
we would not fill it, because that was an 
Administration policy decision. Later 
when she started the CETA Program, at 
these meetings with Council, she had 
then attempted to say that we should 
not cut out the Jobs, because the light 
went on and even she was now aware 
that this was the problem. Even though, 
heretofore, she was following the Ad¬ 
ministration decision and not a Civil 
Service impartial decision. And, I think 
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that part of the reason that more Jobs 
were not taken out. But, If no one Is 
concerned with the federal program, then 
I think the City Council should be con¬ 
cerned with its citizens, that we should 
not be taxing for vacancies so that peo¬ 
ple at the end of the year can show us a 
surplus of $4 Million, $5 Million, $6 
Million. I can tell you that even the 
worst financier in the world can show a 
surplus when the federal government is 
giving me $13 or $14 Million in revenue 
sharing. Even I can balance my books 
with that kind of mathematics. 

Michelle Madoff: 

In support of what Mr. Coyne has 
said, I just think it is Interesting that 


when Proposition 13 passed in California, 
they also passed Proposition 12, which 
related to purification of water, safe 
drinking water. The people are saying 
that if you give us the services, we’ll pay 
for them. 

Mr. Stone moved to approve the minutes 
of Tuesday, October 3, 1978.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, I have a couple of items 
which I would like to share with Council 
very quickly. 

One relates to a bill I introduced in 
reference to an audit of the transpor¬ 
tation charges that the City has paid to 
the Department of Supplies in the last 
three years. I did a little research and it 
came to my attention that there is a 
great possibility that we have been over¬ 
charged. This is not an uncommon prac¬ 
tice and we can go back legally at least 
three years to determine where we have 
been overcharged and apply for those 
costs and hopefully in the spirit of at¬ 
tempting to save money where we can in 
the City, this audit will give us a pretty 
good idea of what kinds of transporta¬ 
tion charges the City is paying and 
whether or not we are overpaying. 


The second thing relates to energy 
conservation. I gave each member of 
Council a copy of a bill from Duquesne 
Light Company. Mr. Dick Hyde who is 
in charge of our street lighting program 
and also in charge of paying the light 
bills and phone bills and what have you, 
indicated that there were a couple of 
errors on here, but not to the extent that 
the net amount that we are supposed to 
pay for October is $203,905.05. That is 
just for one month . . . and this is what 
our light bill for the City averages. The 
reason I bring this up is, as you know, 
Project Pacesetter right now is exposing 
the public to a number of ideas on how 


For those who are unaware, when 
equipment or furniture is delivered to 
us, the transportation costs are being 
paid by the City. By checking the rates 
and checking the actual dollar figure we 
can determine whether or not we are 
overpaying. 
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we can save on energy. The City is in 
the process of changing over all of our 
street lighting from the mercury vapor 
to another type of light that will give 
brighter light and use less energy. The 
problem comes in that the rates that we 
are being charged are going up faster 
than we can change over the system. So, 
while we might be saving electricity, we 
are paying more. Mrs. Masloff indicated 
that Art Buchwald had a little column 
today which dealt with the issue of pay¬ 
ing more but getting less. From a theor¬ 
etical standpoint, we could possibly be 
down to zero usage as far as electricity 
Is concerned but maybe paying $500,000 
or $600,000 a month. I thought I would 
share that with you. 

Also attached are some figures In ref¬ 
erence to the fuel cost adjustment. Ab 
you can see from 1974 through 1978, the 
total kilowatts that we are using is going 
down. Here again, this relates to the fact 
that while the kilowatt usage is going 
down, the rates are going up, thus 
the cost is going up. So, we are using 
less, but paying more. 

Mrs. Masloff did a little quick figuring 
on this bill for October and she figured 
out that we are paying somewhere a- 
round $160,000 Just for the fuel cost 
adjustment on a $200,000 bill. I’m sorry, 
$20,000 a month is our fuel cost adjust¬ 
ment. So, the same problem that the 
average consumer has, the City has in 
terms of dealing with the utilization of 
energy and the cost of energy. 

The third item relates to the hearing 
that is scheduled on the proposed a- 
mendments to Ordinance No. 148. That 
hearing is scheduled for October 31, 
1978 and I would JuBt like to have the 
City Clerk notify several individuals who 
I think need to be here to give us some 
illumination on the whole bonding pro¬ 
cedure of the City. One, I think we need 
a representative from the Minority Bus¬ 
iness Enterprise Committee that the 
Mayor established. It was this Commit¬ 
tee that recommended the specific 
changes in 148. Also, I think we need a 
representative from the Law Department. 
Hopefully the specific individual who 
drafted up the legislation or the changes, 
and thirdly I think we need to have 


some representatives here from the major 
bonding firm to get a little idea as to 
how the bonding firms operate in the 
City of Pittsburgh. As some of you may 
be aware, the recommendations from 
that Committee in terms of changing 
the legislation, were geared to assisting 
minorities in doing business with the 
City of Pittsburgh. I think we need to 
have some information from that Com¬ 
mittee and from persons who were in¬ 
volved in trying to make this happen. 

Thank you. 

The Chair: 

Thank you Mr. Robinson. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, in reference to the item 
Mr. Robinson just brought forward, I 
think we should realize that as hard as 
it is on the City, the public is affected 
in the same way and it is probably a lot 
harder on them as individuals. I think 
at some point Council is going to have 
to try to come up with some innovative 
ways to try to deal with that problem. 

I have some material that was sub¬ 
mitted to Moorhead, Heinz, Schweiker, 
and ultimately went on to all men and 
I believe it was reflected in the energy 
bill that is about to be signed. But, I 
think it is Just one little step in the 
right direction and perhaps we could 
push through Council to get some great¬ 
er help in that area . . . tax credits for 
the public, the same as industry has . . . 
if industry puts in a solar system, the 
bank in Pittsburgh that has the solar 
systems in their bank right now, they 
are converting their main office build¬ 
ing to solar. Obviously they feel it is a 
means for saving . . . but they can write 
it off, its a tax credit. Any Industry, any 
business can immediately write it off 
within a short period of time, but the 
consumer can't do that. I would like to, 
in the next month or so, bring forth a 
resolution which I hope Council mem¬ 
bers would support which would urge 
the legislators in Washington to give the 
same kind of tax credit to the citizens, 
so that if you could put a solar or en- 
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ergy conservation system in, or weather- 
ize your home which would cost you say, 
$15,000,00 you would then have ten 
years in which to take a tax credit, or 
five, whichever we thought was a reason¬ 
able approach to the subject. I think it 
is something we should all start think¬ 
ing about. 

I would like to ask Mr. Robinson a 
question, on this slip that you provided 
us with, which I think is very import¬ 
ant, you have “less credits for outage” 
... it is the second line from the top, 
above “special facilities charges” ... do 
you know what that outage was, is this 
for a special month? 

Mr. Robinson: 

No, I don’t . . . Mr. Hyde was going to 
be here on Wednesday in case there were 
some additional questions concerning 
this, but he was unable to be here, but 
I can get the answer to that question 
for you. 

Michelle Madofif: 

I'll tell you why I’m interested . . . 
you know the lights in the park, Schen- 
ley Park were out for over a year and if 
we are going to get a credit back on it, 
I wonder if that is for some little street 
that was out for a week, or was that for 
the year in the park? For one solid year 
there were no lights there. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I would suspect that it does relate to 
that. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I just wondered if that is where it 
was, or do we see that every month on 
the bill, Because I have not looked at 
the bills. 


And, may I share one last item with 
you, for those who may not know, Pitts¬ 
burgh is having another water problem. 
I have had about five calls this morning, 


and I had a letter from somebody today 
... it is not a spill, they don’t know 
whether is is mine acid drainage coming 
from the Kiski River flowing into the 
Allegheny or whether it is a natural 
phenomena. But, it will take one week 
just to do some bacteriological studies 
at our lab ... we won’t even know by 
then, it may be over and we’ve just got 
to really start addressing this problem. 
As you know we have a study under 
way now with, I think, Touhill and 
Shuckrow and we have Pitt hopefully, 
getting involved in doing some samples 
for us. Our samples are $1,500.00 apiece 
no matter where we go to get these 
samples . . . that seems to be the uni¬ 
versal figure and that is not only the raw 
sample at intake, but that is the finished 
treated sample, is another $1,500.00. 
Pittsburgh, perhaps is in a little better 
financial situation than some of the 
smaller communities and I think the 
University is going to have to have a 
commitment to us to help out public 
bodies in getting these testings done at 
a lesser fee, I have not been able to pin 
Pitt down to that, I am working on that 
at the moment. But, the consultants 
tell me that four samples are meaning¬ 
less taking them at random, its like 
taking a picture, you've got what you 
see at that moment. If anybody else has 
had any calls on the water, I’d appreci¬ 
ate your letting me know. 

The Chair: 

I Just have one note to add on that 
regarding the Fuel Adjustment. Certain¬ 
ly we are all aware that the cost of 
fuel adjustment is just about strangling 
the consumer financially. I thought I 
read somewhere or heard where the State 
Senate had to build a hopper to elimin¬ 
ate the Fuel Adjustment, or at least cur¬ 
tail it . . . am I right Bob, there was 
something here in the papers about two 
months ago. So, I presume I will do 
something after the election, I hope. 

Mr. Givens: 


I would like to make one comment 
with Michelle, to my knowledge, this 
last Congressional session, retroactive 
back to 1977 . . . anyone who put in any 
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weatherlzation or energy saving equip¬ 
ment into their homes or property or 
companies get a rebate. 

Michelle Mafloff: 

Yes, but it is very minimal ... I think 
it is a maximum of $300.00, it went from 
$400.00 back to $300.00 on insulation, 
but on solar energy I think it is $2,- 
200.00 max imum . If you put in a solar 
system of $15,000.00, what it . . . 

Mr. Givens: 

They also have some tax deferrment on 
some of that too. 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, that is $2,000.00 total maximum. 
Incidentally, one of the solar companies 
immediately raised the price of their 
unit $2,000.00. 

Mr. Givens: 

Does that not go down to the home- 
owner also? 

Michelle Madoff 

$2,000.00 on their tax security. 

Mr. Givens: 

Did you not make the quote that they 
received nothing? 

Michelle Madoff 

No, I Just said that they are not 
getting enough to make it worthwhile 
. . . not like industry has. If you had a 
ten year write off for $10,000.00 the other 
five that it would cost you you would 
re-coup in what you are saving in en¬ 
ergy. 

Mr. Givens: 

My other question is directed to 


Councilman Robinson. Bill, in drafting 
this particular resolution, does the Con¬ 
troller’s Offffice have the manpower to 
go back three years and how many par¬ 
ticular transactions are we talking about 
here? Do you have any idea whatsoever? 

Mr. Robinson: 

No, I think that the key to it is to 
determine if indeed, we have been over¬ 
charged. I am not prepared to say how 
much time that would take, but it 
would seem to me that if we are over¬ 
charged then we have a responsibility 
to try and get some money back. If not 
I think it would be encouraging, ship¬ 
pers perhaps, to pass along to us costs 
that they should be passing along, thus 
making a few extra dollars because we 
are not going to be diligent. I would 
hope that if indeed this creates a prob¬ 
lem at the Controller’s Office, we use 
this discretion to contract out this work. 
There are firms which specifically look 
at these kinds of situations and for a 
fee try to recover for you transportation 
costs. 

Mr. Givens: 

I was saying that there might be some 
compromise, and that if there are cer¬ 
tain known companies that have been 
doing this that he could possibly zero in 
on particular offenders, or make spot 
checks if he does not have the total 
capability of doing a three year total 
audit of everything that has happened, 
every transaction that has happened. I 
think this might become quite a magni¬ 
tude that it would overcome his office. 


Mr. Robinson: 


Well, that is what I indicated, we 
could contract it out ... we contract 
out engineering services, accounting 
services, and I would hope that it would 
be serious enough that Council Itself, if 
it got to be a money problem could ap¬ 
propriate some money to have this done. 
I would say that there is probably a 
substantial amount of money that is 
owed to the City. As I said, this practice 
Is not that uncommon. I also think that 
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anytime you have firms who specialize in 
this kind of work, there must be some 
money in it for them if they are willing 
to take say one or two percent of what 
they recover. I did talk to a gentleman 
who does this and he indicated that this 
is a area that many people who do bus¬ 
iness, who receive things from indivi¬ 
duals by way of shipment, just overlook. 
Quite often the shipping company does 
get into a situation where they are 
charging you more than they are sup¬ 
posed to charge you and it can add up 
over a period of time. 

The Chair: 

Bill, I don’t know about overcharging, 
what I have experienced in this line is 
of buying furniture and when the furn¬ 
iture is delivered you always pay a de¬ 
livery charge. Just the other day it was 
$65.00 for some bedroom furniture. So 
you are going to have this charge from 
shippers and whether we have an invest¬ 
igation or have an auditor or not, I’m 
just curious what it would reveal. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Well, I think that if it reveals that 
we have been overcharged, then someone 
owes us money. 

The Chair: 

How would you determine if we are 
being overcharged? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Okay, there are rates that are estab¬ 
lished ... if we are being charged more 
than what those rates allow, we have 
money coming back. 

The Chair: 

Well, if you have a guideline and they 


are charging more than that, that is 
something else. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I’m suggesting that probably has oc¬ 
curred, that it is not an uncommon 
practice . . . this isn’t a Ashing expedi¬ 
tion. I would daresay unless we can pro¬ 
duce information that would indicate 
that the charges that we have been 
applied to us are true and accurate is 
well worth our while to begin to look at 
this. I think this may be a case where 
there is an area of government that has 
been overlooked where there may be 
substantial amounts of money, and if 
not, I think it is serious enough when 
we begin to talk about holding down 
the cost of government, that we should 
begin to look at some of these areas . . . 
as you know the Mayor says we might 
need a tax Increase. Part of that reason 
is to carry on City programs. Well, if we 
are wasting money or letting money go 
away from us that is rightfully ours, 
then I think we are neglecting our re¬ 
sponsibility. And some of those little 
small areas may be places where we can 
begin to And some of that money so 
we won’t have to ask for maybe a tax in¬ 
crease. I’m not suggesting we are going 
to find $20 Million Dollars, though. 

The Chair: 


Considerably less. 

Mr. Stone moved to approve the minutes 
of Tuesday, October 10, 1978.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS 
Michelle Madoff 

I would like to make a comment on 
the bill I have submitted. On March 6th 
of this year, Bill No 520, providing for 
the Comprehensive Merit Based Person¬ 
nel System was Introduced to Council. 
Approximately four months later on 
June 28th, Council was informed by 
Director Smith that the Home Rule 
Charter’s Civil Service Statutes provides 
that all positions including those in 
Council and those in the Controller’s 
Office are included in the Civil Service 
System, and that Council does not have 
the ability, or the authority to change 
the Civil Service Statutes. 

Despite the opinion by the Director of 
Personnel, Council amended the bill, ex¬ 
empting positions in City Council and 
the City Controller’s Office on the 
grounds of separation of powers. As we 
know, this bill passed and became ef¬ 
fective on August 9th, and while I ques¬ 
tion the legality of the amended bill, 
and I may yet challenge its legality in 
the courts, I too, voted for the amended 
bill, even though I was vocal in my op¬ 
position to the exemptions because I felt 
it was importnat to at least protect the 
rest of he City employees who would be 
covered by the merit based Civil Service 
Bill. 

As Councilmembers, we are account¬ 
able to the public, we have a responsi¬ 
bility to see that some qualifying tests 
are given to all City employees even if 
they are not under Civil Service. In a- 
mending the existing Ordinance, I am 
proposing that Job descriptions, hereto 
not in existence, be prepared, and that 
testing be given all persons who work 
for the City Clerk and Controller to as¬ 
sure that employees meet minimum job 
related standards, skills and abilities re¬ 
quired for employment. 

The Chair: 


I will refer this to the Law Depart¬ 
ment ... we have a bill which was 
passed by Council and signed by the 
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Mayor, and as you have heard, Michelle 
has decided she now wants to amend the 
amendment. Is this in order, or must 
she then refer to a court of law, 

Mr. Stone: 


Mr. President, if I may. First of all, I 
don’t mind anyone advancing an argu¬ 
ment or a thrust that they might like, 
but you can’t have both sides of it. You 
either have to be one or the other, you 
don’t vote for it and say I didn’t mean 
what I said, I mean something different 
. . . like talking out of both sides of my 
mouth. If you voted for it, you would 
have gotten then, as the bill was de¬ 
signed to do, to give Civil Service, on 
behalf of those people under the Admin¬ 
istration and covered by the Department 
of Personnel. No one said that eventual¬ 
ly everyone would not be covered by Civil 
Service in the City of Pittsburgh. We 
were then, if you will recall, looking for 
that independent form, still protecting 
what is more important to the City of 
Pittsburgh, than something that some¬ 
one would like to blow beyond its pro¬ 
per proportions, and that is the separa¬ 
tion of powers. It is only with the pro¬ 
tection of separation of powers do we 
have the ability to monitor one another 
to keep this City on a straight path as 
it should be conducted. We looked for 
the Personnel Appeals Board to see if 
that would be one of those models. We 
at that time did not have a full com¬ 
pliment of them. We now have three, 
we are attempting to see whether or not 
they will function. But, if anyone de¬ 
sires and feels such impulse that they 
have got to do things ... as long as 
you do it with not “tongue in cheek” 
... I think it is about time we do it 
where we do and say what we really 
mean and mean what we really say 
rather than go through all this double 
talk and perpetually talking out of both 
sides of our mouths. 


Michelle Madoff 


Mr. President, I was new to Council 
at the time, I knew that the votes were 
eight to one, I voted because, as I stat¬ 
ed, I felt we should not hold up the 
rest of the City, although in retrospect 


I realized my vote wouldn’t have matter¬ 
ed, there was a majority vote anyway 
... I should have voted nay. I was very 
vocal, as a mattter of fact the record will 
reflect the tremendous argument that I 
put up opposing the exempting the City 
Council and Controller’s Office, so I 
don’t believe I was talking out of both 
sides of my mouth ... I am a little older 
and a little wiser now and I know what 
goes on in Council and I think we can 
address that at the Wednesday meeting, 
but I think that leaving it go to some 
other Board, Appeals Board that may 
have some jurisdiction does not address 
the issue. The issue is are we or are we 
not going to have some minimum stand¬ 
ard for hiring people in the City. They 
are two separate and apart issues. 

Mr. Givens: 


Mr. President, if I could just make one 
appeal to Mrs. Madoff in regards to the 
separation of powers as addressed in the 
Home Rule Charter. One of the main 
points of our Home Rule Charter was to 
give the ability of the Legislative Body, 
that of Council and the Executive Body, 
that of the Mayor and the Administra¬ 
tion, separate powers and afford to have 
people appointed by the Mayor dictating 
to the Legislative Body as to who we 
can hire, when we can hire them and the 
qualifications of those people, I think 
then, that would put the Legislative 
Body at a distinct disadvantage. I think 
within our own Legislative Body, being 
a small councilmanic group back here 
that we have high caliber people hired 
here and if there is any question as to 
their abilities then that is an internal 
matter within the Councilmanic body. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Again, I think you are dealing in two 
separate issues . . . one is your opinion 
is that the staff of Council is a very 
effective one ... I would say that in 
99%, 98%, I think would agree with 
you. That is not the issue. I still think 
we are using taxpayers dollars . . . Mike 
Perry, City Clerk does not do the hiring 
... at that time I was also ignorant of 
that fact, I thought he did his hiring, it 
is not true, we do the hiring and again 
it is by majority. And, I think that we

would be remiss In our obligations in 
the way we spend public dollars if there 
were not some degree of expertise and 
competence, and using the guise of sep¬ 
aration of powers is really a red herring. 
If you want to have separation of pow¬ 
ers and if I feel personally that there is 
some qualifying mechanism for hiring 
people and that we are getting the best 
people, I will not challenge this docu¬ 
ment or the Civil Service Document in 
the courts. If I don’t I tell you right 
now, I will. 

Mrr. Bulls: 

Mr. .Chairman, X would like to say one 
thing ... I think in any corporation 
or any company if they had a staff in 
which 99% of the people were capable 
and qualified, I think that would be a 
terrific rate. 

The Chair: 

I refer again to the Law Department, 
that question still holds, does Michelle 
Madoff have the right to motion for an 
amendment or must she have recourse to 
the Courts, as she herself suggested. 

We have a case here where we have al¬ 
ready amended the Ordinance, now she 
is talking about re-amending it. If she 
makes that motion, is it in order? 

Vince St. Johns (Parlimentarian): 

Not addressing myself to the substance 
of the legislation, but an amendment 
can be induced to existing legislation for 
Council’s consideration later. 

Mr. Lally: 

Are you submitting an amendment? 
Michelle Madoff: 


I submitted an Ordinance amending 
the amended Resolution where we ex¬ 
empted Council on the basis of the 
argument that we have separation of 
Powers ... I will buy that if there are 


some qualifying factors, plans, as I stat¬ 
ed, to be very specific . . . “propose that 
job descriptions be prepared where none 
exist presently and that testing be given 
all persons who work in the City Clerk’s 
and City Controller’s Office to be sure 
that employees meet minimum job re¬ 
lated standards, skills and abilities re¬ 
quired for employment”. It has already 
been introduced. 

Mr. Perry: 

It will be in committee next Wednes¬ 
day. 

Michelle Madoff: 

There is just an addition to Section 
3.2: 

“Positions in the City Council and 
City Controller’s Office shall not be cov¬ 
ered by the procedure set forth in this 
ordinance." 

That was the exemption originally, we 
are adding: 

“Provided, however, that such position 
shall be filled according to the follow¬ 
ing procedure’’ 

Really, the Personnel Office would not 
have the right to say aye or nay in hir¬ 
ing, indeed you could even perpetuate 
patronage if you wanted to, but at least 
they would be qualified. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President, I would be remiss if I, 
since it was mentioned four times, if I 
didn’t rise to the occasion of these em¬ 
ployees. Again, it is an attempt to talk 
out of both sides of the mouth by im¬ 
plying that, “I am not impugning the 
capabilities of the employees", while 
four times this Councilwoman has at¬ 
tempted to say at least if they were 
qualified. Unless Bhe has any evidence 
that any of them are not qualified, I 
think it doesn’t behoove her, nor us, to 
sit here and attempt to impugn the 
ability, the honesty or the integrity of 
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these employees. I think all of the peo¬ 
ple working here in the City Clerk’s 
Office and those down in the Controller s 
Office are qualified and they are at¬ 
tempting to do their best. 

All this whole program was designed 
to do was give some sort of Job security. 

But, I don’t think we should change 
it around to impugn that they are not 
doing the job. Too many people with a 
looseness of tongue tend always to im¬ 
pugn and destroy the good integrity of 
those who are trying to do a good job. 
And I’m not going to sit here and let 
this hogwash continue. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Stone, if I may, I concur in your 
opinion. I must add that in the seven 
years that I have been on Council, this 
is the first time that really a complaint 
has been made about any employee of 
the City Clerk’s Office or City Council. 

Michelle Madoff: 

In the past few months, I have had 
the opportunity to observe abilities of 
the staff of both the City Clerk and the 
City Controller’s and I am of the opin¬ 
ion that most of the staff is of a high 
calibre, who have nothing to fear from 
taking a qualifying test. I am also a- 
ware that there are exceptions, persons 
earning better than $9,100.00 Just out 
of school, who cannot read their own 
shorthand or punctuate letters ... I 
learned this when my own letters to 
department heads, after a week’s delay, 
could not be sent because they were 
never adequately transcribed. There are 
other examples of persons unable to 
answer the phones, handle a switchboard, 
who were only learning to type and re¬ 
ceiving the same $9,100.00 a year. 

I am now older and wiser, statements 
made that Council is the only place 
where it takes five people to hire or fire, 
only a test of the perpetuation of the 
patronage system. With Councilmembers 
who desire to do so sponsoring someone, 
and four friends in the club voting in 


support, this time in exchange for a 
quid-quo vote next time. 

I have also learned of a relationship 
of various members of personnel, of the 
City Clerk and City Controller’s Office 
to Councilmembers, and while it may be 
true that there is no nepotism in the 
legal sense, there is certainly patronage 
under the misnomer of sponsorship of 
long standing acquaintanceships. If we 
are to have patronage, let us at least see 
that they are qualified. And it can be 
documented. 

The Chair: 

I hope you sleep well at night, be¬ 
lieve me. 

Mr. Stone: 

You know, I’m sort of impressed with 
that, I think we ought to give a test to 
Councilmen because there are some who 
have been coming here doing a lot of 
talking, and I’ve seen some of these 
people, and mainly the one who’s been 
talking ... in my five years on City 
Council, has probably come to this Coun¬ 
cil table more ill-prepared than anyone 
else, but prepared with a lot of lip but 
no work. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I don’t see you here too often, Mr. 
Stone, but you work hard.

Mr. President, I would like to men¬ 
tion one thing regarding Bill No. 1969, 
wherein the creating of the Vacant Pro¬ 
perty Review Committee I have talked 
to Jim Kelly and have Just received word 
from the Mayor’s Office that there is no 
objection from the Mayor in regards to 
having Council appoint one member to 
that particular Board. 

As you can recall, last Wednesday, I 
abstained and I think Mr. Lally voted 
no because of wanting to get legal coun¬ 
sel on this. It appears that there is no 
problem in that particular area. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, I think It should be 
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made clear that Council is well within 
its prerogative, by way of legislation, to 
designate that Council appoint members 
to that Vacant Property Review Com¬ 
mittee and regardless of what kind of 
comments come from the Mayor and his 
staff, we have a legal prerogative and I 
think that is the prerogative that my¬ 
self and Mr. Bulls were speaking of when 
we requested that Council be able to ap¬ 
point someone to that Committee. 

Mr. Lally: 

Yes, Mr. Chairman, that was one of 
my reasons ... I wanted to get a legal 
opinion before I voted . . . that is why I 
voted no last week. I did receive that 
legal opinion and now I’m in a position 
to change my vote. 

Mir. Bulls: 

Mr. President, being the one who add¬ 
ed the amendment, I think that It is 
very important that Council has the 
right to elect a person to be on this new 
Committee:

The Chair: 


Is there any discussion on the bills? 
Michelle Madoff: 


I would like to request the Council 
Clerk to have a representative from the 
URA, I guess Mr. Steve George, as a Post 
Agenda item meeting on Wednesday to 
substantiate the statement he made that 
when we list URA properties with real¬ 
tors, and they are listed on multi-list 
but they are advertised, but that is not 
true . . . they are not advertised. TTiey 
are sold within two to three days. I 
would like to point out an example of 
what I discovered by calling people with¬ 
in this weekend. 

The reason I called is, if you will look 
at Bill No. 1973 and 1974, the names are 
identical . . . well it turned out one was 
the father and one was the son. I want¬ 
ed to know, I thought perhaps they 
were buying two pieces of property and 
wanted to know why. I discovered in 
the same vein that the property that we 
were selling, that we were rehabing at

$63,000, it was being purchased at $28,- 
000, which had three units in it. Here 
is another example of the same thing. 
This particular property is $16,000, it 
has a two bedroom and a one bedroom 
unit. The person buying it was Mr. How¬ 
ard Arnold, a realtor, he was kind 
enough to talk to me and educate me. 
What he told me is that he is buying the 
property at FHA and will be putting 
$500 down, if it was a conventional 
mortgage it would have been $800. The 
mortgage payments will be approximate¬ 
ly $175.00 per month. He will rent out 
an apartment at $130, he said $135, I 
made it $130 just to come up with even 
a lesser figure and that would be the 
tenant paying their own utility rateB 
. . . that means that Mr. Arnold is go¬ 
ing to have an apartment for $40 a 
month. Now, that is fine, except that 
there are two problems ... we do want 
to create housing, we do need to get rid 
of this property and perhaps it would 
have to be demolished if we let it go to 
the point where it is beyond redemption. 
But, if we are coming up with $63,000 to 
rehab properties that are sold at $28,- 
000, and I don't know what the rehab 
figure Is . . . 

Mr. Givens: 

Michelle, you are talking about two 
different things here . . . 

Michelle Madoff: 

I’m talking about two things, two 
bills, they are both rehabs . . . 

Mr. Givens: 


One was very small . . . 
Michelle Madoff: 


One is $16,000 but it was rehabed com¬ 
pletely, there must have been a dollar 
figure to rehab it that was greater than 
what we are selling it for. Or, even if it 
cost us that money, the person is buy¬ 
ing it at a lesser figure. There should be 
perhaps some consideration to reim¬ 
bursement. Perhaps the person buying 


it could not come up with $63,000 to 
rehab a property, but there should be 
some figure of reimbursement to help 
offset that property when indeed the 
people buying them are going to live in 
them for $40 per month. And, perhaps 
on that $63,000 they may be living rent 
free. I don’t think that is what we are 
in business for: 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, I think all of the Councilmen 
have challanged the fact that URA and 
the Government going out and spending 
this type of money for that type of de¬ 
velopment. But when one looks into it 
more deeply, we find out that the City 
of Pittsburgh has been criticized by HUD 
for not putting family type housing in 
the neighborhood areas, number one. 
Number two, if you look at some of the 
sites, you talked about Mr. Arnold there, 
the father and son relationship, those 
two parcels are located in different areas, 
they are not adjoining properties, and 
they are right in the middle part of the 
Hill. You have to realize there is a cer¬ 
tain endangerment to a certain degree 
when one even takes out that type of 
investment, that will they get their 
money back. They are speculating, I am 
sure, to a certain degree, that that 
neighborhood is going up. If it wasn’t 
going up, they wouldn’t be buying it, 
because even if you have a nice remodel¬ 
ed home in a particular area and you 
don't live there personally and manage 
it personally, you know what would hap¬ 
pen to that property. 

What we are trying to do, and what 
the Federal Government is asking us to 
do is upgrade particular neighborhoods, 
and although it seems like it is very 
high in cost, it is essential and some¬ 
thing that primarily the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh has been criticized for not doing 
and then we are in fact, going to loose 
Community Development money if we 
did not streamline some of our Neigh¬ 
borhood Housing Programs. This being 
just one of those Neighborhood Pro¬ 
grams. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Perhaps I wasn’t clear in what I was 
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saying ... I agree that we have to do 
that, but I think the $63,000 would have 
gone a lot further In rehablng more 
properties. If we weren’t acting as Santa 
Claus with that particular person rent¬ 
ing, and if you look at the income of 
that particular person renting they are 
not destitute. 


Mr. Givens: 


No, I looked at that particular build¬ 
ing and if it was to be torn down to put 
something up on its location, knowing 
that the building cost today is high, and 
what they were getting actually out of 
that particular three apartments, and 
they are three good sized apartments, 
actually almost a home in itself, to tear 
it down, demolition and to rebuild in 
that particular area would have probably 
cost us lot more money. Recycling a 
sound building is more economical. 

Michelle Madoff:

THE MAYOR’S STATE OF 
THE CITY ADDRESS 

The 1979 Budget I am presenting to¬ 
day is a complex and troublesome docu¬ 
ment — constructed on a seeming con¬ 
tradiction. 


It is a composite of good and bad — 
of encouraging trends and projections 
that bode well for the economic growth 
of Pittsburgh and a frustrating fiscal 
dilemma thrust upon us by a combin¬ 
ation of uncontrollable forces. 
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namic civic and economic development 
resurgence evident throughout Pitts¬ 
burgh today — a second Reniassance 
that is capturing the imagination and 
support of the entire community. 

The Renaissance II theme has been 
the hallmark of this administration the 
past 20 months and its multi-faceted 
progr ams are taking shape and showing 
positive signs of development. Its dual 
purpose has been to revitalize our 
neighborhoods and initiate substantive 
economic development programs that 
will generate new business, new con¬ 
struction, new Jobs, new attitudes, new 
direction and renewed faith and pride in 
this City. 

From an economic standpoint, its pri¬ 
mary purpose is to broaden our tax base 
to enable the City to cope with the 
spiraling inflation that is eroding it. 

To this end, I believe we have made 
considerable progress this past year. 

Let me briefly outline for you the pro¬ 
jected economic potential of Renaissance 

n. 

The cost to the City for Renaissance 
H projects — including new debt service 
on related capital improvements and the 
use of existing staff personnel in this 
development effort is estimated between 
$525,000 and $600,00 a year. 

The return on this relatively small in¬ 
vestment — involving some 20 Renais¬ 
sance n projects — is an estimated 
$330 million with an eventual average 
real estate tax yield to the City of 
approximately $5 million annually. 

These projects include the 40-story 
PPG headquarters building in the Market 
Square area; the $100 million 50-story 
Grant Street Office Towers across from 
the Grant Building; the redevelopment 
of Grant Street East by the U. S. Steel 
Corporation; the $30 million Station 
Square complex; the $1.2 million Phoe¬ 
nix Hills Shopping Plaza; the $550,000 
federally-funded Business and Job De¬ 
velopment Building rehabilitation in 


Homewood; the $15 million Shadyside 
Estates project involving cons‘ruction of 
200 privately financed homes and our 
Housing Department’s $11 million Home 
Repair Loan Program and Great House 
Sales. 

If other projects currently in various 
stages of planning develop as expected 
— total private investment could reach 
one-half billion dollars and yield $7.3 
\ million in new City real estate taxes. 
These include two multi-million dollar 
projects to be federally-funded under an 
anticipated Urban Development Action 
Grant. They involve the physical and 
economic revitalization of North Side 
neighborhoods and the residential and 
commercial revitalization in the Stanton 
Heights, Garfield and Garfield Heights 
areas. 

At current tax rates, the School Dis¬ 
trict of Pittsburgh and Allegheny Coun¬ 
ty will also receive $4.8 to 7.1 million 
and $3.5 to $5.2 million respectfully in 
additional real estate taxes, for a total 
eventual yield for all taxing bodies of 
f from $13.2 to $19.6 million per year. 

Not included in these calculations are 
the spin-off revenues from the creation 
of new jobs, additional wage taxes as 
well as new business and parking taxes. 

There are other major projects under 
construction, being planned or studied 
that will further stimulate the bright 
economic picture in ensuing years. 

The new Convention Center now under 
construction is expected to open in 1980; 
expectations are high for federal fund¬ 
ing for the construction of the light rail 
transit system in 1979; work on the East 
Patway is underway and the Heinz Hall 
addition is also under construction. 

The economic growth prospects for the 
immediate future are awesome. 

What it all means is that future costs 
of government will be spread over a 
i much greater tax base, so that the full 

! cost of providing essential city services

will not fall solely on the average Pitts¬ 
burgh taxpayer. 

Renaissance II is truly an investment 
in the future of our City — an invest¬ 
ment that will be repaid many times. 

In preparing this budget — and being 
confronted with the painful measures 
required to balance it — I am more and 
more convinced that the economic sur¬ 
vival of this 'City depends on pursuing 
and promoting Renaissance n with all of 
the intensity and resources at our com¬ 
mand. 


Beyond our investment in Renais¬ 
sance n projects, we are firmly commit¬ 
ted to improving the quality of life for 
the people of Pittsburgh in housing, 
street repairs, bridge inspection and re¬ 
pairs, public safety, recreation, refuse 
collection, programs for our youth and 
senior citizens and productive economic 
development programs. 

Among our Housing Department's 
achievements this year was the restruc¬ 
turing and broadening of the Home Im¬ 
provement Loan Program to make low 
interest home improvement loans avail¬ 
able to 80 percent of the City’s home- 
owners; it successfully promoted the 
Great House Sale last May and is making 
plans for two more such sales early next 
year — in Homewood and the Hill Dis¬ 
trict; it has provided assistance to de¬ 
velopers in planning and construction of 
low-cost housing for the elderly — in 
1978 some 674 units were under con¬ 
struction and 595 units are in the plan¬ 
ning stages for 1979. Next year the De¬ 
partment expects to issue revenue bonds 
to provide below market interest rate 
mortgage loans to home buyers and 
homeowners in Manchester and other 
sections of the North Side. 


The Department of City Development, 
in its first year of operation, provided 
assistance to 145 businesses in the City 
by Identifying relocation and expansion 
property and by obtaining financing for 
new and expanding businesses. This led 
to over $5 mi ll ion in capital investment 
in the City. 


The Department plans to establish a 
$500,000 Industrial Loan Program to pro¬ 
vide low interest loans for business ex¬ 
pansion thereby providing new jobs for 
City residents. 

Engineering studies have been con¬ 
ducted on the Herr’s Island Industrial 
Park program and approximately $1.7 
million has been budgeted in 1979 for 
site improvements. These funds will be 
used to leverage some $3 million in fed¬ 
eral and other public grants expected in 
1979 through an EDA grant application 
filed jointly by the City and County 
through its newly formed Pittsburgh- 
Countywide Corporation. 

Additional monies are also budgeted in 
1979 for acquisition, engineering and im¬ 
provements related to the Strip District 
project. 

There is also an allocation in the 1979 
Capital Budget for the creation of a 
Minority Enterprise Small Business In¬ 
vestment Company to offer funding to 
new and expanding minority businesses 
which are unable to obtain conventional 
financing. 

This past year, I announced an Af¬ 
firmative Action Program to aid minor¬ 
ity businesses in the City implementing 
the recommendations of my Minority 
Enterprise Committee. The program will 
provide minority businesses with a 
broader opportunity to participate in the 
competitive bidding process and obtain 
a fare share of city contracts. 

An analysis is now underway to de¬ 
termine funding sources and appropriate 
strategies to stimulate development of 
the North Shore area. 

Through the combined efforts of City 
crews and private contractors nearly 90 
miles of streets were paved this year — 
bringing the total over the past year 
and a half to 200 miles. We expect to 
continue the same level of funding in 
1979. 


In addition, the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works reconstructed the Chartiers 
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Avenue Bridge and totally rebuilt the 
Murray Avenue Bridge. Presently under 
construction and scheduled to be com¬ 
pleted next year are the Herron Avenue, 
Elizabeth Street and South Aiken Ave¬ 
nue Bridges. Construction will start on 
the Greenfield Avenue Bridge and seven 
other spans in 1979. 

In 1978 the Department of Parks and 
Recreation continued the on-going $2 
million renovation of Phipps Conserva¬ 
tory. It is expected to be ready for the 
1979 Spring Flower Show. 

The South Side Market House was 
reopened for Senior Citizens last year 
after renovations and remodeled recrea¬ 
tion centers in Lawrenceville and Car- 
rick were opened his past year. 

New playgrounds were constructed in 
Beechview, Spring Hill, Morningside and 
Bedford Dwellings and new swimming 
pools were opened in East Hills and 
Carrick. 

Renovation work in Mt. Washington’s 
Dilworth Park will be completed in 1979 
and construction will start on three new 
receatlon areas in St. Clair Village, Ar¬ 
lington and Greenfield as well as the 
renovation of centers in Olympia Park, 
and in Arlington Heights. 

New pools will be completed next year 
in Schenley, Homewood and Banksville 
Parks; new pools will be under construc¬ 
tion in Manchester and Broadhead-Ford- 
ing and the renovation of Cowley Pool in 
Troy Hill will begin. Design work will 
also be underway for a new recreation 
center in Broadhead as well as new pools 
in Brookline, Paulson and Woods Run/ 
Brighton Heights. 

Construction of the new Riverfront 
Park on the South Side will also begin 
in 1979. 


Last September, the Pittsburgh Hous¬ 
ing Authority received a federal grant of 
$10 million for the rehabilitation of the 
Northview Heights Community which is 
expected to get underway next year. 


The City plans to make a sizeable in¬ 
vestment in City-wide capital improve¬ 
ments in 1979. The City’s portion of the 
$79.8 Capital Budget will be 13.5 million. 
The Capital Budget will provide funds 
for a wide variety of city improvements 
involving housing and community de¬ 
velopment, public works, economic de¬ 
velopment, recreation and planning and 
administration. 

In addition to the capital improve¬ 
ments listed above we have maintained 
a high level of essential City services. 

Crime has continued to decline for the 
second straight year and while the de¬ 
crease is slightly more than one percent 
it is an encouraging sign that Pittsburgh 
continues to be one of the safest among 
major cities. 

The Police Department is applying for 
grants for the installation of 1,500 
emergency street phones to supplement 
our 9-1-1 emergency call system and to 
replace our antiquated call boxes. 

This past year 51 firefighters completed 
their training and were assigned to duty 
and there were 50 promotions to super¬ 
visory ranks in the Department. 

In 1978 the Department of Emergency 
Medical Services responded to approxi¬ 
mately 45,000 calls, an increase of 40 
percent over 1977. The Department also 
put into service a $300,000 communica¬ 
tions system which allows direct phy¬ 
sician to paramedic communication, re¬ 
gardless of location. 

In 1978 the City continued to expand 
its city-wide events, including the an¬ 
nual Fourth of July Celebration; the 
Three Rivers Regatta and the Great Race 
which attracted over 4,000 runners this 
year. 


During the summer of 1978, 4,915 Jobs 
were provided for over 4,900 youth, in¬ 
cluding 4,198 high school and 717 col¬ 
lege students — processed through the 
City's Department of Personnel anl Civil 
Service Commission. 
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I have touched on only a few of the 
past year’s accomplishments and future 
plans of this administration. 

I am pleased with what we have been 
able to do in a short period of time and 
am committed to carrying-out the pro¬ 
gram we have developed. 

And yet, as we reflect on this effort 
and contemplate the encouraging pros¬ 
pects for future economic growth we find 
ourselves confronted with fiscal prob¬ 
lems that require immediate attention. 

Having dealt with various phases of 
the budget over the past 20 years, I was 
fully aware of the escalating costs of 
City government — aggravated by infla¬ 
tion — and the inability of revenues to 
keep pace with them. 

I knew full well that at some point 
this administration would have to come 
to grips — predictably and inevitably — 
with the ever-widening imbalance be¬ 
tween revenues and inflationary costs. 

However, I could not forsee the enorm¬ 
ity of the problem as it developed this 
past year nor the drastic measure that 
would have to be taken to resolve it. 


It is particularly disturbing because 
for the past eight years Pittsburgh has 
been in the unique position of not hav¬ 
ing experienced an increase in the City’s 
tax rate — a circumstance attributed to 
an $11 million real estate tax increase 
imposed in 1970; substantial reductions 
in the work force over that period — 
from 7,000 to 5,000 — and a steady in¬ 
flux of federal funds used to supplement 
the General Fund and the depleted work 
force. 


In 1973 the surplus was of such pro¬ 
portion that the City’s one percent wage 
tax was eliminated. However, it was re¬ 
imposed three yearn later to absorb part 
of a $16 million deficit. 

It was then — as it is today — simply 
a case of inflationary costs out-distanc¬ 
ing available revenues. 


While we managed to stave off a tax 
increase this past year, it was evident in 
preparing the 1978 budget that unless 
the City was the recipient of a sizeable 
financial windfall, a tax increase in 1979 
was assured. 

There was no such windfall — in fact 
we suffered several devastating financial 
setbacks during the course of the year. 

They began early when the City was 
struck with one of its worst snow storms 
in 20 years — costing nearly $500,00 for 
snow removal and salt, and continued 
through April when the federally-fund¬ 
ed CETA program was curtailed. The 
crushing blow was delivered late this year 
with the elimination of counter-cyclical 
funds. 


It was an uncontrollable situation that 
managed to get worse as the year moved 
along. 

To deal with these setbacks this ad¬ 
ministration made every effort to limit 
spending and still provide efficient serv¬ 
ices. I have already given you an ac¬ 
count of the extent of these efforts. 

However, city government stands to¬ 
day — much the same as every wage- 
earner and homeowner — a victim of 
the nation’s public economic enemy No- 
1 — inflation. 


The extent to which it has affected 
Pittsburgh’s municipal finances was 
Bhown in a recent Pennsylvania Economy 
League study which reviewed the City’s 
fiscal experiences between 1968 and 1978 
revealed that while the City’s revenues 
doubled during that ten year span, their 
actual dollar value declined when the 
rate of inflation was considered. For 
example, the report showed that the 
value of real estate revenues actually 
declined 38 percent as a result of the 
inflationary trend. 

City government expenses increased 80 
percent the past ten years but, accord¬ 
ing to the report, this was almost totally 
attributed to inflation. 
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In addition the study cited that the 
costs of employee fringe benefits out¬ 
paced the inflation rate. Contributions 
to the various pension funds and sever¬ 
ance pay increased from $2.8 million In 
1968 to $11.6 million for 1979; next 
year’s hospitalization and insurance 
costs will be $8.5 million as compared to 
$361,000 ten years ago; in 1979 we are 
budgeting $4.5 million for Workmen’s 
Compensation — more than five times 
the 1968 cost — and our Social Security 
payments are up $1 million to $2.4 mil¬ 
lion. 

As you know, concern has been ex¬ 
pressed over the City’s pension fund 
liabilities — in the previously cited 
Pennsylvania Economy League study of 
City finances, by bond analysts and bond 
rating agencies. This problem has been 
created over a period of 25 years and 
there are no short-range solutions for 
it. A program to fund our outstanding 
pension liabilities must be developed 
and, as a start, I have proposed the cre¬ 
ation of an irrevocable trust of $3.5 
million which is a portion of the tax 
settlement with Penn-Central. Also, I 
plan to explore other alternatives to pro¬ 
vide additional funding. 

Another mandated cost increase that 
the City must face is debt service — up 
$2 million from 1978. 

While identifying the cause of the 
City’s fiscal problems is relatively easy 
— finding a solution to them is not — 
forcing us to take difficult though re¬ 
sponsible actions. 

Which brings me to the hard, cold 
facts of the 1979 budget — a budget that 
will require some $28.9 million in new 
revenues to balance. 

Your dismay and concern at the size 
of the deficit is no less than my own. 

It was brought about by unforseen 
major cutbacks in vital federal funds, 
unrelenting inflation and increases in 
mandated government costs. 

It is unfortunate that these fiscal dif¬ 


ficulties have come to a head in a single 
year — yet they have — and we have no 
choice but to deal with them — calmly 
and responsibly. 

The deficit can be attributed to two 
factors — a $12.6 million decrease in 
available funds for the coming year as 
compared to those available for the cur¬ 
rent year and $16.3 million in increased 
costs for 1979. 

A breakdown of the decrease in funds 
shows that our surplus is down $7.1 
million from 1978 — from $10.2 million 
to $3.1 million. In addition we lost $5.5 
million in federal counter-cyclical funds, 
which were used for police, fire and 
refuse workers salaries. 

The $16.3 million in increased costs is 
accounted for as follows: 

... $6 million for non-departmental 
mandated increases including $2 million 
for debt service; $1.6 million for Work¬ 
men’s Compensation; $1.4 million for 
pensions and $1 million for health in¬ 
surance costs. 

... $2 million for departmental non¬ 
salary Increases including $400,000 for 
street lighting; $500,000 for automotive 
equipment and $300,000 for salt and 
equipment rental for snow removal with 
the balance allocated to replenishing in¬ 
ventories of supplies, equipment and 
materials. 


... an estimated $6 million for em¬ 
ployee wage and fringe benefits. We have 
just signed a multi-year negotiated con¬ 
tract with the Pittsburgh Fire Fighters. 
The City and the Fraternal Order of 
Police are presently in arbitration. We 
have reached a tentative agreement with 
AFSCME which represents over 600 white 
collar employees and we are now negotia¬ 
ting with our paramedics. There is in¬ 
cluded a six percent wage increase for 
executive and management level employ¬ 
ees. The agreements with all city employ¬ 
ees have been within the six to seven 
percent Presidential guidelines and the 
current rate of inflation. 
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. . . $2.3 million to maintain several 
essential services performed in recent 
years by CETA employees which other¬ 
wise would be eliminated as a result of 
cutbacks in that federally-funded pro¬ 
gram. 

The only realistic option to reduce 
next year’s budget was to not assume all 
or a portion of the costs of these CETA 
employees. 

While there can be no question about 
the critical nature of our 1979 budget 
problems, I ask the members of City 
Council to seriously consider the total 
impact on the community and our citi¬ 
zens in abandoning these programs. 

They include approximately 140 para¬ 
medics, supervisory and supportive per¬ 
sonnel with the City’s Emergency Med¬ 
ical Service. This highly professional life¬ 
saving unit is regarded as the best in the 
nation and has been responsible for sav¬ 
ing hundreds of lives. In addition, this 
past year EMS has responded to 40,000 
emergency service calls which previously 
had been handled by the police. In ef¬ 
fect this service has allowed the Police 
Department to use officers for additional 
beat and car patrols. To service these 
emergency medical calls, the department 
would have to hire an additional 75 
officers. I believe the vital services per¬ 
formed by EMS wholly justifies its con¬ 
tinued operation at City expense. The 
cost of maintaining EMS is $1.2 million. 

There are presently 38 CETA employ¬ 
ees servicing the City’s 9-1-1 emergency 
calls and 11 others working as Deten¬ 
tion Officers and Identification Clerks in 
the police department. The loss of these 
employees would require the use of uni¬ 
formed police officers at a greater ex¬ 
pense and reduce the number of officers 
vitally needed for regular police duties. 
To continue these services will cost 
$100,000 for that portion of 1979 after 
available CETA funds have run out. 

Another group performing essential 
services are those assigned to the an¬ 
nual Pa-Pitt special household rubbish 
collections. This important neighborhood 
clean-up program would have to be 


seriously curtailed — if not abandoned 
— if these 130 employees were discharg¬ 
ed. The cost to retain the Pa-Pitt work¬ 
ers is $725,000. 

Approximately 40 CETA employees 
presently work in the Department of 
Parks and Recreation Senior Citizen 
Centers — servicing the needs of the 
elderly and programs for the handi¬ 
capped. The cost of retaining these em¬ 
ployees is $200,000. 

To summarize the major causes of our 
dilemma we find that the total impact 
of the counter-cyclical and CETA cut¬ 
backs account for 27 percent of the 1979 
deficit. 

In addition, the $6 million in non- 
departmental costs — pensions, insur¬ 
ance and Workmen’s Compensation — 
are mandated increases which we are 
legally obligated to pay. 

Since most of our employees are rep¬ 
resented by employee unions, the $6 
million wage and fringe benefits increas¬ 
es were negotiated through the collec¬ 
tive bargaining process or binding arbi¬ 
tration. 

Of the $28.9 budget deficit, these three 
increases — over which we had little or 
no control — accounted for 69 percent 
of the total. 

The total operating budget for 1979 
is $171.1 million. 

In reviewing revenue sources that 
could produce the volume of money 
needed to close the gap between antici¬ 
pated revenues and expenditures next 
year our realistic alternatives were lim¬ 
ited to the real estate and wage taxes. 

In the past we could have cushioned 
our General Fund needs through large 
surpluses, reductions in the work force 
and other sources such as the Parking 
Authority. 


Unfortunately, these sources are no 
longer available. As I previously men- 
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tioned our surplus is a low $3 million, 
our work force is at 5,000 regular em¬ 
ployees — nearly 3,000 of whom provide 
essential police, fire and refuse collection 
services and the available Parking Au¬ 
thority funds are needed for repair and 
maintenance of parking garages and lots. 

We have tightened our administrative 
belt as tautly as it can be drawn with¬ 
out impairing vital City services and 
programs. 

In considering the real estate tax, we 
calculated that in order to produce $28 9 
million in revenue would require a para¬ 
lyzing increase of 30 mills on buildings 
or 80 mills on land or a combination of 
both. Such an increase in real estate 
taxes today would seriously impede our 
Renaissance n effort, which is designed 
to broaden the City’s tax base to keep 
pace with inflationary pressures. More¬ 
over it would be an unconscionable bur¬ 
den to place on our property owners — 
many of whom are elderly with many 
barely surviving now on fixed incomes. 

Our only recourse was the wage tax 
which now must provide the major por¬ 
tion of new revenues to balance this 
budget. 

To meet our financial obligations in 
1979, I am proposing the following tax 
measures: 

... a one and one half percent in¬ 
crease in earned income taxes — in¬ 
creasing the City’s wage tax rate from 
the present one percent to 2 y 2 percent. 
This will produce approximately $23.2 
million. 

... a five percent Increase in the 
City’s parking tax — increasing the pre¬ 
sent 20 percent rate to 25 percent. This 
will produce $1 million. 

... a one percent increase in Deed 
Transfer Taxes raising the present level 
from one to two percent. This will pro¬ 
vide $2.2 mill ion. 

... a real estate increase of seven 


mills on land. The tax on buildings — 
now 24.75 mills — will remain the same. 
The millage on land will be Increased 
from 49.50 mills to 56.50 mills. This will 
produce $2.5 million. 

The total tax package will provide ap¬ 
proximately $28.9 million to satisfy our 
budget needs for 1979. 

The preparation of this budget has 
been a most difficult task. 

As I noted in my opening remarks, 
Pittsburgh is caught in an economic 
paradox. 

Prom the standpoint of the usual ba¬ 
rometers of economic activity, 1978 was a 
productive and progressive year for 
Pittsburgh. 

Regretably, our existing sources of 
revenue do not, as yet, reflect the vast 
economic activity that is being gener¬ 
ated. 

But in time they will. 

I have great confidence in the future 
of this City. 

My enthusiasm for meeting the goals 
we have set to insure an economic turn¬ 
around is as great as it has ever been. 

I foresee a massive construction boom 
in this City and a related upsurge in 
employment. 

There will be new Job opportunities 
and economic security. 

Our people will have pride in their 
City again — a pride they will show as 
they point to major new developments 
in the Golden Triangle, on its perimeter 
and throughout our neighborhoods. 

Pittsburgh will have better streets, 
safer bridges, more recreational activi¬ 
ties and facilities that will reflect this 
administration’s concern for its people 
and their problems and demonstrate our 
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commitment to put every tax dollar to 
Its most productive use. 

Pittsburgh stands today on the thres¬ 
hold of a tremendous economic and 
physical rebirth. 

I intend to intensify the momentum of 
Renaissance n so that at this time next 
year many of the fruits of our labor will 
be realized. 

We have been fortunate In this City to 
have one resource that Is available in 
unlimited quantity — the spirit of de¬ 
termination In our people. 

We have always been able to face up 
to our problems — to meet any chal¬ 
lenge — in a great unity of purpose. 

The financial considerations and frus¬ 
trations of this year must not — and I 
am confident they will not — be a deter- 
rant to our plans to move forward. 

We can do the job together. 

I ask for your continued support, co¬ 
operation and understanding, and a 
partnership that will guarantee success 
for Pittsburgh.

I didn’t get the let¬ 
ter last week on the URA that came out 
on Fridays, we have been looking for 
that, we went back to your secretary to 
get it.

No, these come out several weeks in 
advance, so that might be the problem. 

Mr. Stone: 

That is right. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Would it be possible to include it in, 
they do on that one bill, would it be 
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possible to have it when we are voting 
on the final bill, would it be difficult to 
put it in on all of them? 


Mr. Stone: 


If I may, for a point of order . . . you 
know, I don’t mind someone asking for 
some information, and as a Council- 
person you are entitled to that, but you 
know, you can’t change the whole thing. 
There is a letter that covers it, this is 
only a condensation of what is going to 
happen. It is all brought together. You 
are getting all of this in pieces as you 
see it. They can’t spoon feed you, there 
are some things you are going to have to 
do yourself, now, that letter comes and 
it tells you what it is, if there is any¬ 
thing on your agenda that doesn’t strike 
you correctly, then ask for more infor¬ 
mation, either those letters, or go back 
to the Department. 

You know, Mr. Perry can’t put every¬ 
thing in here like it is a codification of 
everything. 

Michelle Madoff: 


I'm not asking for everything, I am 
asking for just the Department and 
other members of Council have asked for 
that information as well, and your point, 
if I may answer, the point that you 
make that this is a condensation, I 
don’t think we are asking for a great 
deal more information, than a conden¬ 
sation. Unfortunately, the bills are in¬ 
troduced on Monday, if we don’t get a 
copy of all the bills, and I am now start¬ 
ing to get a copy of every single bill so 
I can look at it, we don’t get the agenda 
until two weeks, almost two weeks, or a 
week or so later, almost ten days later 
and there really isn’t enough time to 
meet with all the Department Heads and 
look up all the information. Unless we 
get a copy of the actual bill, we don’t 
get the agenda until the following Wed¬ 
nesday meeting. Well, a few days be¬ 
fore it and we have until that Monday, 
it is about a week. 


Mr. Perry: 


We introduce the bill on Monday, we 
have the agenda for the following Wed¬ 
nesday that Thursday. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That is correct, but if you are going 
to meet with Department Heads, I’ve 
called Mr. West at least ten times and 
couldn’t meet with him on items . . . 
and I’m saying it doesn’t really give you 
enough time and sometimes you never 
meet with them. I’ve called him ten 
times and he hasn’t gotten back to me 
until we had the meeting in the Mayor’s 
Office.

Yes, but you see what you are doing? 
That is where the error is now, if you 
have a problem with Director West, I 
think you ought to take it up with 
Director West. 

Michelle Madoff:

To ask Mike Perry to re-do with our 
staff, double work . . . 

Michelle Madoff: 

I’m not asking for double work, I’m 
asking for two words at the most, one 
Department, just where it is from so we 
can keep a running record. It is very 
difficult as you say, when you get them 
introduced on Monday, the bills are 
crossing each other all the time. 

Mr. tally: 


She’s really not asking for too much. 
Bob, if you understand, she wants to 
know whether it is the Public Works 
Department, Lands and Buildings, Re¬ 
fuse or whatever. 


Mr. Stone: 
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Yes, but that is not it, Jim, what the 
problem is. we want this much here, we 
want that on Lands and Buildings, we 
want this on something else . . . You 
know, again, you can’t put the whole 
catalog in one production. 

She’s been here long enough to know 
that we get in advance from the Mayor 
what happens in the Monday morning 
session. It’s the Monday morning ses¬ 
sion if you go there, if you get anything 
from it . . . 

Michelle Madoff: 

I’ve never missed one. 

Mr. Stone: 

Pine, that is why I think you should 
know more than you do. But, aside from 
that, after that you get the agenda a 
week in advance for the following Wed¬ 
nesday and then you get a chance, a 
whole week to read the agenda. Now, we 
review that agenda for you and we spoon 
feed it by virtue of me reading it and 
at one time you objected to me even 
reading it and I agree with you there, 
but on these other things I can’t agree 
with you because if you don’t read it 
you don't even know what is coming up.

I request that we have just that one 
little bit of information added to the 
bill, I don't think we needed a speech 
on it.

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Itself and I will make sure that that 
language, Jim, does get into the Urban 
Redevelopment contractual agreement. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Givens, then you are talking a- 
bout having two drawings, the first one 
for the people who rent and live in the 
area and the second one . . . holding 
some properties aside. 

Mr. Givens: 

Tes, something similar to that. 

The Chair: 

I have a word of caution to add on the 
Great House Sale, the first one was a 
complete bust and the future ones will 
be also. The simple reason being that you 
cannot renovate or rehabilitate a shell 
of a home for less than $40,000 to $50,- 
000 today. Nowhere can you do it for 
$15,000 or $20,000 and they found this 
out in the North Side where they could¬ 
n’t get any contractor to do it for such 
a low amount and they are not going to 
be able to get any. They are going to 
have to pay that kind of money or a- 
bandon the whole idea. You Just can’t 
tell people you are going to renovate a 
home for $15,000 or $20,000 when it can’t 
be done for less than $40,000 to $50,000 
today. You can’t put a bathroom for less 
than $7,500 today. Ask Mr. Lally, he’s in 
the business. It is Just impossible, it is 
misleading people, I think it is a sham 
on the public of the City of Pittsburgh. 
The Great House Sale as far as I’m con¬ 
cerned is a real sham and a real dis¬ 
grace and I must make my comments 
heard. 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, the only thing about the Great 
House Sale I could add, Mr. President, 
is that its a great amount of work on 
the person who . . . 

The Chair: 

Well, I don’t like the misleading as¬ 


pect where you tell people they can reno¬ 
vate a home for $15,000 to $20,000 . . . 
it just can’t be done, take a look at 
those houses, they are shells, there is 
nothing there. The logical thing to do 
is tear them down and build a new 
structure. Even that you can’t do for 
less than $40,000 or $50,00, but you can’t 
possibly renovate a shell or any home to¬ 
day for less that $40,000 or $50,000. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President, in all fairness, on that 
Great House Sale, it was I think in 
North Side, let’s talk the Great House 
Sale in North Side, the real thrust of 
what they were attempting there I think 
in fairness is a good one. They were try¬ 
ing to get a collection of a lot of homes 
where a lot of people would come in and 
bid . . . that was the idea to that one. 
To my knowledge and when we had the 
Housing Sub-Committee, I never heard 
the figure $15,000, in fact it was always 
somewhere $41,000 to something higher 


The Chair: 


No the Mayor’s Office came out with a 
figure of $15,000 to $20,000. Never was it 
discussed in this Council. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. President, however, I think we 
should have known from experience, and 
the experience being the URA’s renova¬ 
tion of these buildings that they are go¬ 
ing into that they own that it is costing 
them $40,000 and $45,000 to rehabilitate 
them, so it just seems to me that we 
should have known that that is what it 
is going to cost to rehabilitate and if 
any great house sale is going to be suc¬ 
cessful it looks like we are going to have 
to turn to doing that . . . renovating the 
properties and then selling them at a 
reduced cost just like URA is doing. 

Mir. Stone: 

I think what the point the President 
is making I think we ought to disclose a 
little heavier what that amount of 
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money Is. But in fairness, though, I 
think the idea, its value lies in the col¬ 
lection and marshalling of all the vacant 
properties in an area. That is what it is 
designed for more than anything else.

I got cut off before I finished 
asking my question before. When I was 
referring to the bills listing the Depart¬ 
ments, I did not finish my question. 

My question was, are we keeping a 
record or some kind of chart to see 
where the accidents are happening and 
indeed, if it is the same person having 
the accidents all the time. I’m not in¬ 
terested in saying that it happened in 
the Refuse Department or in the Police 
Department, unless we are keeping a 
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chart and then perhaps seeing if there 
are a lot in one department and going 
back to that department and saying, is 
it the same people, is somebody accident 
prone? Have they had their license re¬ 
moved? I think this is a tremendous 
burden on the City that we just can’t 
skim over. 

The Chair: 

Mike, if you can get that information 
in regards to the main persons having 
the accidents. I don’t think it should 
be in the report, but at he same time I 
think it should be available to any 
Councilmember who wants to look it 
over. 

I would think in most Departments, 
if they have a history of repeaters that 
they take the proper action. I would 
imagine it is pretty spread out, but it is 
possible there are certain serious offend¬ 
ers and I think that information should 
remain available, Mr. Perry, see that we 
get it. 

Vlichelle Madoff: 

That was the point I was trying to get 
to, it wasn’t really getting the name, 
but were we starting to compute that or 
some way keep a record to get a picture 
of where it is happening. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President, first of all, that thing 
has come up many many times about 
the matter of whether or not we have 
perpetual repeaters on that program and 
I think that we once talked about a 
training program and that was some¬ 
where put into it. 

I would like very, very carefully to 
point out that just because it happened 
to be a city driver doesn’t make them 
any better, doesn’t make them any worse. 
Now, a lot of the accidents happen to 
involve the vehicles in the Environ¬ 
mental Services where you have a ve¬ 
hicle that can’t fit down the street once 
there is a parked car. What we are doing 
is giving them an obstacle course with 
a big vehicle and it is one of the risks 
of the trade in that particular depart¬ 
ment and I would not like to have it 


come to a point here that our drivers are 
less safe than anyone else. 

But, as far as the concern, I think 
that concern has been expressed many, 
many times and we have to be fair 
that the Department Heads themselves 
are watching it because somewhere that 
affects them and there has been some 
ongoing program. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don’t think that there is any inten¬ 
tion or inclination by anybody here to 
put blame or to label a department or 
a person, but I think that if you can 
Identify the problem, you can start to 
look for a cure. I think the point you 
make is a very valid one that the trucks 
are large, the alleys are small, the cars 
are there and you can’t get by. Maybe we 
would have to pass some kind of a law 
in the City that would make it easier 
for the trucks to get by. We have to 
identify the problem, where is the prob¬ 
lem, what area of the City and then 
start looking at it. 

Mr. Slone: 

The problem is already identified, they 
are getting smaller vehicles. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You mean the public is getting smaller 
vehicles?

No, Environmental Resources for our 
narrow streets in the City of Pittsburgh 
are beginning to get smaller vehicles bo 
that they can go down the narrow 
streets in the City of Pittsburgh.

Regarding Bill No. 2068, as I had indi¬ 
cated last Wednesday, I feel that even 
though this particular bill on emergency 
snow removal and emergency snow 
routes, that parking during these emer¬ 
gencies, how we handle the operation of 
the vehicles that travel these particular 
routes, the designation of the Snow 
Emergency Routes still does not Include 
any of the major arteries of the City of 
Pittsburgh and I guess we are going to 
be posting a lot of signs on the various 


major arteries in this City in order to 
keep vehicles from using them during 
major snow emergencies. I Just want 
that as a part of the record and I will 
be voting no. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I would like to ask Mr. 
Coyne if I may, I understand that the 
major arteries are covered anyway, they 
are sort of automatically done and I’m 
not as concerned as Mr. Givens is that 
they actually be listed. I think that we 
can trust Mr. Ruff that those are going 
to be done. 

I am concerned about how do we ad¬ 
dress and maybe we should do it in a 
separate bill, the problems of physicians 
who have to get out of streets in par¬ 
ticular, heart surgeons, with patients 
who can have heart attacks, doctors, our 
ambulance people, paramedics, how do 
they get off of their streets if there is a 
bad snow, are they covered in any way? 
And I know Council will be delighted to 
know that I won’t get off of my street 
if we have a bad snow. 

Mr. Lally: 

You are talking about your husband 
Michelle, how is he going to get off of 
your street. 

Michelle Madoff: 


Right, we have five doctors on our 
street. This is a problem, we Just have to 
keep calling the night before and I just 
wondered if it could be covered some 
way. 

Mr. Givens: 


Four-wheel drive. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Also for the paramedics who work for 
the City, other people, could there be a 
priority list or is there a priority list?

Mr. Coyne: 

Well, I don’t think there is any prior¬ 
ity list, but as Director Ruff said when 
he was up here, the ideal situation is to 
have enough manpower to do adequately, 
every street in the City. That is in a 
reality. And so he Just puts these on a 
priority basis. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Yes, I understand that, but is there 
some way that ... we do get service, 
but with each Administration, or when 
somebody else takes over the Depart¬ 
ment, we find that you have to call may¬ 
be six or seven hours, but if you can’t 
get off frequently we have to call the 
police or they come in with some kind 
of chains to get us out when it is an 
emergency health problem. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Yes, I realize that is a problem, and 
last year’s storm just pointed out that in 
some instances, and I am not saying that 
Public Works could have done anything 
about it, but when they come along with 
the snow plows it actually makes the 
situation worse when they plow the snow 
into the parked cars and it is difficult 
to get out. 

I Just don’t know what the answer is, 
I just think you try to do the best you 
can with what you have and try to plan 
as well as you can and I think the De¬ 
partment tried to plan as well as they 
could with this legislation. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, would it be appropriate Mr. 
Coyne to advise the snow removal people 
that certain streets be given priority be¬ 
cause of the emergency situations? 

Mr. Coyne: 

I think that is reasonable. 

Michelle Madoff: 


I’m talking about besides the main 
arteries, particularly, paramedics who 
may not be able to get to the stations 
because the snow is blocking them in. 

Mr. Stone: 

The paramedics all live on different 
streets, you can’t give them a priority 
clean-up because they happen to live 
there. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Right, but wouldn’t you give them 
priority above say, Council members 
coming into Council? 

Mr. Stone: 

I don’t see the analogy. 

Mr. Lally: 

Michelle, how about Council people?

lawsuit by the real estate brokers is in- 
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atituted, I kind of feel they will be suc¬ 
cessful. I believe that the bill as it is 
presently written does not describe and 
define in any acceptable legal language 
the kind of unlawful practice that it is 
attempting to get at, nor does it define 
the actual area that is to be affected. I 
suggest that they use some language like 
“substantial" and “materially affected by 
this unlawful practice”, that was not ac¬ 
cepted and in fairness, I think the gen¬ 
tlemen who spoke at the hearing made 
Borne very cogent remarks that should 
have been heeded.

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, we were to honor Mr. 
Simon, the Nobel Prize winner today, 
unfortunately time does not permit him 
to be with us until after the first of the 
year, and the Mayor wanted to give him 
some kind of recognition, and it was 
decided to wait until after the first of 
the year so we are cancelling today. 

Tlie Chair: 

That’s your prerogative. 

Mr. Stone: 

Why don’t we pass it and just give it 
to him later. If the man is deserving, I 
don’t know why we should hold it back 
like we’re holding candy away from him, 
if you want to give it to him. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That’s not a bad idea, I would accept 
that. We could have him here and give 
it to him at another meeting. Pine, I 
think that’s an excellent idea Mr. Stone, 
thank you. 

Michelle Madoff presented 

Bill No. 2208. WHEREAS, on October 
16, 1978, Dr. Herbert A. Simon, a pro¬ 
fessor at Carnegie Mellon University for 
29 years, received the coveted Nobel 
Prize for economics, and 

WHEREAS, the Academy singled out 
Simon’s 20 years of outstanding research 
toward understanding the problems of 
decision making in economics and 

WHEREAS, for 29 years Dr. Simon has 


directly influenced thousands of Pitts¬ 
burgh students and citizens and has 
been cited as being the one man in the 
world who comes closest to the ideal of 
being an Aristotle or a Renaissance man 
and 

WHEREAS, Dr. Simon has expressed 
his desire to remain in our City and con¬ 
tinue his world renowned work in the 
development of theory on economic de¬ 
cision making and psychological research 
into human thinking. 

NOW, THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Mayor and 
the Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
hereby recognize and honor Dr. Simon’s 
outstanding achievement in the field of 
economics and extend our congratula¬ 
tions to him on his receipt of the covet¬ 
ed Nobel Prize and furthering the de¬ 
velopment of Pittsburgh as one of the 
foremost cultural and academic centers 
in the United States. 

Which was read.

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, could we state that it 
would be an official invitation that 
would be sent to Dr. Simon to invite 
him to be present when he returns from 
Stockholm. We are going to invite him 
to be here, to receive it personally. 

The Chair: 

The Clerk is so ordered. I would like 
to add one thing on the resolution on 
Dr. Simon, it certainly is an austere oc¬ 
casion and a great honor for the City of 
Pittsburgh. I hope like most men who 
get great awards in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, that he doesn’t move to other 
fields. We’d like to keep a fellow like 
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that here. But that happens so often, 
perhaps Dr. Simon’s case will be an ex¬ 
ception. If I may make light of the 
moment, Fritzie Zivic wants to know 
why he never got a Nobel Peace Prize. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, I have to deal with 
some of the things that are coming up 
and that are disturbing to me, and I am 
sure to possibly some of the other Coun¬ 
cil Members here, in regards to taxation 
and how we are to go about it. 

I’m thinking of Proposition No. 13 for 
example, bills in the Legislative Body of 
the State of Pennsylvania, House Bill 
No. 851 would amend Article No. 3 of the 
State Constitution, to give voters initia¬ 
tive on the referendum power similar to 
that of California. 

There is another House Bill, No. 2591, 
which limits government spending by 
providing deficit spending, and by plac¬ 
ing a celling on personal income tax, 
which affects locally our budget. 

Senate Bill No. 1438 proposes to a- 
mend State Constitution by classifying 
property for tax purposes, into four 
categories; residential, commercial, agri¬ 
cultural, and industrial. 

And last, House Bill No. 2550, proposes 
to amend the State Constitution and 
regulate State and Local taxes by using 
economic indicators. 

If there is no action taken on any of 
these bills prior to the Legislators final 
session, then they will be considered 
again in January maybe. Some of these 
bills could have a most serious effect on 
our present budget deliberations, which 
leads to primarily State Act No. 511, 
which has a limitation in some cases, 
and real estate taxes are limited to 25 
mills, unless approved by court, then 
the maximum is 30 mills. I know some 
members of Council are thinking about 
having a higher increase in this par¬ 
ticular mill age. 

The other thing that disturbs me is 


the fact that the Mayor’s budget as pro¬ 
posed, in an article that appeared in 
The Pittsburgh Press this past Tuesday, 
indicating the Mayor’s budget to this 
Council of Increasing our Earned Wage 
Tax from 1% to 2.5%, of a 1 y 2 % in¬ 
crease; whether or not this is contra¬ 
dictory to the State Act No. 511, and 
the fact as the article indicated, that 
there is a lot of people looking over our 
shoulders in other municipalities, to find 
out how this thing comes out in the 
City of Pittsburgh. Not only is it the 
Wage Tax, but also the Deed Transfer 
Tax that is another act that comes un¬ 
der Act No. 611. 

When I and the other members of 
Council indicated Occupation Taxes, the 
articles in the Press would come out and 
say that that is not legal because it is 
under Act No. 511, and as a result we 
cannot use Occupational Tax to tax peo¬ 
ple who do not reside outside the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

I am confused on some of these issues, 
and I would like to have legal clarifica¬ 
tion as soon as possible. I would like to 
suggest this coming Wednesday on the 
post-agenda item, that we have someone 
from the Controller's Office, the Mayor’s 
Fiscal Officer, Kenny Fields, and some¬ 
one from the Legal Office, if not Grace 
Harris who has been mentioned, but 
seems to be dealing within the Home 
Rule Charter. 


I think of other things that I must 
have some answers to, for example we 
know that 20%, as so indicated in the 
media, of our paramedics are people that 
are non-city residents. Living in the the 
City of Los Angeles at one time, I know 
that if you used the paramedic equip¬ 
ment or manpower in that particular 
city, and you were a non-city resident; 
that you were then surcharged for not 
being a city resident. I wondered what 
legal ramifications the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh could have. If we are a city of 
services, then lets charge the people who 
are getting this service, and that is a 
wide area that we could look into. I 
think of Philadelphia having their 4- 
5/16% Wage Tax increase, and if they 
can tax people outside the State of 
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Pennsylvania. They got that from. Home 
Rule Charter and they got that from a 
neighboring legislation, through the 
State I would assume. These are per¬ 
plexing questions that I don’t have the 
answers to right now. I feel if some of 
these people as mentioned here could be 
here this coming Wednesday, and if our 
Chief Clerk could notify them of some 
of the problem areas that I am per¬ 
sonally concerned with, we might be 
able to get some resolutions at least, 
and thinking of which direction Council 
should go on these perplexing legal 
questions, and they are legal. I guess the 
bottom line is we could pass a budget 
that someone could contest in the 
Courts of the Commonwealth or Alle¬ 
gheny County, and shoot down anything, 
especially those two taxes that I have 
just mentioned, the one on Wage Tax, 
even on the mill age rate if we go above 
the State mandatory regulation, it seems 
like it has been done in some Home Rule 
municipalities. I am not so sure that 
this thing is going to go unnoticed by 
the public or that it would be chal¬ 
lenged within the coming year. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Givens you raise a very good point. 
Personally, if I had to vote at this very 
moment, I would vote against any tax 
increase of any kind in the City of 
Pittsburgh, if I was voting on this very 
day. However part of it is based on the 
fact that I think the Administration has 
been rather unfair, and you might say 
has done a little cheating. 

I talked to Mr. Matter sometime ago 
about a graduated Occupation Tax, and 
Mr. Matter said that according to the 
Charter, the State Rules and Regula¬ 
tions, we weren’t allowed to increase the 
Occupation Tax. Just the other day the 
Mayor said that he is looking into the 
possibility of increasing it from $10.00 to 
$24.00. I talked of a graduated one, 
where the one that makes the most pays 
the most; a doctor, a lawyer — $50.00 or 
$60.00; a plumber, a carpenter — $40.00, 
and so on down to perhaps the average 
working person paying $10.00 as they pay 
now. 

Now they contradict themselves, and 


Mr. Matter, by saying that they are look¬ 
ing into the possibility, and there is no 
possibility. It is confusing. I don’t know 
where the State supervision starts, or 
where it ends. Every time we decide to 
get into something like this, some peo¬ 
ple say you can’t do it and some people 
say you can. Now is the time to find out. 
And they better look somewhere else. 

They are even talking about an in¬ 
crease in Mercantile and Business Privi¬ 
lege Taxes, not this year but perhaps in 
the future. Of course we do not want to 
disturb the boys in the Allegheny Con¬ 
ference and talk about the kind of an 
increase I just mentioned, they may 
move out of town. That threat is always 
made. I don’t see anyone moving. They 
don’t care about that average wage earn¬ 
er who is now overcome by utility bills, 
food bills, clothing bills, and what have 
you; but they are worried about the 
millionaires of the town moving if we do 
raise the Mercantile and Business Privi¬ 
lege Tax. So until they look into some 
other areas, I say if I was voting right 
now I would vote against any tax in¬ 
crease, period! 

Mr. Lally: 

Mr. Chairman, are we to have our 
Legal Counsel here on Wednesday? Is 
that what the request was for? 

I have a question also, I want to know, 
could we invoke a City lottery, like the 
State lottery, and have a lottery just for 
receipts to come to the City? I think I 
can get that answered from our Legal 
Counsel. I would hope so. 

Mr. Ghens: 


Yes, I asked for a Legal Fiscal Officer 
and the City Controllers. 

Michelle MadofT: 


Mr. President, with reference to the 
issue that Mr. Givens raised about the 
paramedics, it is my understanding, and 
I would like to be corrected if I am 
wrong, that we only serve the people in 
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the City, Is that correct? Whether they 
live outside the City or within the City 
is irrelevant, we only service the people 
in the City, so we can’t charge people 
out of the City if they are not being 
serviced. Does anyone care to comment 
on that? 

Mr. Ghens: 

I think that is one of the presump¬ 
tions that the present administration is 
going on, but I am not sure that pre¬ 
sumption is a legal one. 

Michelle Madoff: 


Well who would you charge if we are 
not servicing the people outside the City, 
we are only servicing the people in the 
City. There are communities such as Los 
Angeles who have a service charge for 
fire, and for police, and a service charge 
for paramedics and if you want to add 
a service charge on I certainly wouldn’t 
support that for the City. That is an¬ 
other ball of wax. But you cannot think 
in terms of the Bill No. 511, which is 
our Enabeling Act, applying in this par¬ 
ticular case since we are only servicing 
the people in the City. 

In reference to the Enabeling Act No. 
611, I asked for an opinion on whether 
we could raise the Occupation Tax, and 
I was told that the Home Rule Charter 
prohibited that. What I understand the 
Mayor’s Office to be doing is to try and 
get the Legislators together, and I guess 
this business that we now have of 50- 
50 Republican, Democrat kind of thing 
and a Governor from this part of the 
State, from out City, to consider helping 
pass that kind of legislation to amend 
Act. No. 511 which would allow us to in¬ 
crease the Occupation Tax and other 
taxes. I don’t think there is any con¬ 
fusion on that one issue at all. 

Mr. Stone: 


Mr. President, if I may, we only got 
the budget last Monday, and as Finance 
Chairman I have already made an in¬ 
quiry with Grace Harris. 


As Finance Chairman I would like to 
believe that I am a little more know- 
ledgable on this budget situation than 
most people on this Council. But I am 
the first to admit that I don’t know the 
final answers. I am at a loss to under¬ 
stand how we have so many geniuses on 
this body, that within 7 days of getting 
300 pages, were prepared to solve the 
whole problem. I think that is the prob¬ 
lem the Mayor had, and we are falling 
into the same trap. 

I think that those of you who were 
here last year know that we did a rather 
in-depth study of the budget. I see no 
reason to change from that procedure 
this year. Everyone will be informed, we 
will not vote on it tomorrow or the day 
after, we will vote on it at the last mo¬ 
ment in December of ’78, so that we 
have more facts before us. 

I don’t think it helps the citizens of 
the City of Pittsburgh, to add any more 
confusion such as making statements 
when you don’t know what you are talk¬ 
ing about, particularly when it involves 
saying that you are going to do some¬ 
thing when the law doesn’t permit you 
to do what you can’t do. I think it 
would help all of us if we would Just 
tighten up the lip a little bit. It is a 
tough problem, lets look at it to find out 
where it is. 


Relative to the requests on behalf of 
the Administration to go to the State 
Just recently, I wondered where they 
were during this whole year. It didn’t 
take just last Monday to find out we 
were $29,000,000 behind. I find it kind of 
belated in discovery, and I think the 
only reason there is an attempt now to 
look to the State is because the present 
tax proposal as it is presently instituted, 
is obviously not being received well. But 
I think that it behooves all of us to 
slow down a little bit. I think it is time 
for facts but not enough rhetoric as has 
been proposed in these last 7 days. And, 
I think we will get more out of it and 
we may come out with something that 
satisfies the City of Pittsburgh, under 
the best possible circumstances. 

Michelle Madoff: 
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Mr. Stone, one of the comments you 
made without referring to non-know- 
ledgable people on this body making 
comments. I don’t think anybody made 
any specific recommendations, we were 
just discussing the issue, and the only 
way intelligent people come to conclu¬ 
sions is through discussion. 

Mr. Stone: 

That’s true, but when some people go 
public with their mouths before they 
engage their brains, they have tenden¬ 
cies to confuse the problems that are al¬ 
ready overly burdensome and confusing. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don’t think any member of this 
Council has done that. I think they have 
Just been expressing their opinions, 
which they are entitled to do. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, I would so like to have 
the above mentioned people here, and I 
have some specific questions I would like 
to ask them, if not for anything for 
them to go back and to tell this (Council 
body as how they feel in their legal 
interpretation, so I can proceed on this 
budget as well as 8 other Councilmen. 

Mr. Stone: 

There is no objection to that inquiry. 
Michelle Madoff: 

I don’t quite understand what you 
were objecting to, I think most of us 
didn’t. 


Mr. Stone: 

I know, you never do, but that is be¬ 
side the point and I won’t belabor the 
point. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The usual example of bull-Bhit baffles 
brains. 

Mr. Stone: 

I told you once before that I have a 4 
year-old son who comes from pre-school 
everyday with remarks like yours. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, smart kid. 

The Chair: 

Any further motions or resolutions? 
There being none, the motion to approve 
the reading of the minutes of the past 
meeting . . .

If I may, in one of our newspapers of 
general circulation, they had indicated 
that Stone was opposed to Council’s ac¬ 
tion ... I would like it very clearly 
understood that Stone was not opposed 
to City Council’s actions, relative to the 
Fire Contract, because City Council did 
not negotiate that contract. Councilman 
Stone, however, is opposed to the Mayor’s 
negotiating of an inflationary labor con¬ 
tract for the next four years in view of 
the fact that at this present time he has 
indicated a need for $29 Million, in view 
of the fact that I, as Finance Chairman, 
find that the deficit is probably closer to 
$50 Million in order to maintain the 
same effort that we had last year. I have 
indicated very, very strongly that this 
game of false surpluses would haunt us 
in the future and I think that it is 
quite obvious as of today’s remarks. 

Presently our budget is still subsidized 
by revenue sharing. Last year we used 
940 employees roughly at $10,000 apiece, 
that would come to $9.4 Million, we sub¬ 
sidized our budget, in addition we sub- 


I take sort of an opposite viewpoint of 
Councilman Stone, I see a ray of hope 
. . . perhaps the Mayor knows of some 
money that we don’t know about and 
there couldn’t be a more worthwhile or 
a good organization such as the Fire¬ 
fighters to receive those kind of bene¬ 
fits. So if the mayor says they deserve it, 
and I certainly agree, he must know 
where the money is and this is a very 
hopeful sign, I believe. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President, if I may, I hope he does 
know where the money is, from where I 
sit, I cannot see the money being there 
and that is the concern I have. I would 
like to emphasize very strongly, a one 
year contract is not what my objection 
is, my objection is namely that it is a 
four year contract with a built-in in¬ 
crease down the line. If the federal 
government, and as I predict, might 
happen, starts giving some price con¬ 
trols and some wage increase controls, 
then where we are is we are beyond that 
and that is where I see the fallacy in the 
labor contract. Not in the labor contract 
itself for a year, but in an unprecedented 
extension to four years. 
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I would like, while I still have the 
microphone, to have incorporated in 
these minutes, my comments on this 
matter from last Wednesday’s meeting. 

MR. STONE’S COMMENTS PROM 
WEDNESDAY, NOVEMBER 22, 1978: 

Mr. Stone: 

Then let the record show the Finance 
Chairman, Robert Rade Stone, oppose 
for the following reasons. 

First of all, I think that we have set 
a pattern for the next four years, one 
beyond the presence of this Mayor. I 
consider that not proper. I think that no 
one should legislate into the next ad¬ 
ministration. 


Secondly, I think that in view of the 
great deal of inflation that we have, 
which is running rampant year by year, 
and we are seeing lessons across this 
country, that something must stop. It 
seems to me we ought to be choosing 
lesser terms of contracts rather than 
longer ones. We have now set a pattern 
which commits vis to 9.8 percent even 
beyond the President’s guidelines of 
1979. We are also committing ourselves 
to a minimum of 5 percent and a max¬ 
imum of 9 percent in the succeeding 
three years. 

And to the President of the Fire 
Fighters, I commend him for doing a 
beautiful Job of collective bargaining, 
but as far as the City of Pittsburgh we 
have now set a pattern where all unions 
can now use this as a precedent for 
which they likewise will be asking for a 
minimum of 5 percent and a maximum 
of 9 percent. 

I don’t see that any labor union pick¬ 
ing up those kinds of statistics can find 
any difficulty with the future. It is es¬ 
sentially determined on the cost of liv¬ 
ing. As Finance Chairman, even though 
I like to give money right, I don’t think 
monies of the City of Pittsburgh should 
be given away so easily as has been done 
with this contract. 


That’s my comment, and I would like 
to be registered as opposed. 

Mr. Givens: 

I have reservation in supporting the 
1979 Firemen’s Contract. The Agreement 
is a sound one, bargained in good faith, 
but if Council agrees to it, we surrender 
the principal we have been fighting for 
over the past three years. 

Section 4B reads in part: 

“The union recognizes the sole dis- 
creatlon of the Mayor and the Chief to 
determine vacancies and fill vacancies in 
accordance with the needs of the De¬ 
partment and the public safety as deter¬ 
mined by the Mayor.’’ 

This language acknowledges only the 
Mayor as having authority in determin¬ 
ing the size and structure of the Fire 
Department. 


But, Section 208 of our Home Rule 
Charter specifically provides that the 
Mayor or the Council can establish, re¬ 
vise or abolish a unit of government. 

Our attorneys, Grogan, Graffam, Mc- 
Ginley and Solomon, advised that if we 
accepted the Collective Bargaining A- 
greement, we would be agreeing with 
the Mayor’s contention that Council does 
not have the right to mandate the size 
of the Police force. They further ad¬ 
vised that even if Council added a state¬ 
ment re-asserting our right to establish 
the size of the force, we would weaken 
our position because of the contradictory 
wording of the Collective Bargaining 
Contract. The Fireman’s Contract before 
us contains the same language as in the 
past. 


I cautiously guard the power given 
this Council in Section 208 of the Char¬ 
ter because we are the representatives 
of the citizens, and their safety is in¬ 
volved. It is our joint responsibility, with 
the Mayor, to see that the public safety 
is preserved. Part of that preservation is 
the assurance of adequate force strength 
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in the Fire Department. If we agree to 
this contract, then we give up the au¬ 
thority given us in Section 208 of the 
Charter, and we handcuff Council's fu¬ 
ture role in securing the public safety.

Which was read, received and filed. 

Also, with an affirmative recommend¬ 
ation. 

Bill No. 2140. A Resolution entitled, 
“Resolution providing for the letting of 
a contract or contracts for the furnish¬ 
ing and delivery of Air Rock Drills, Air 
Paving Breakers, Air Clay Diggers, Air 
Tampers for the Department of Water, 
and for the payment thereof.” 

Which was read. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, regarding Bill No. 2140, 
I would like to point out that this per¬ 
tains to the passing of legislation last 
January which would mandate the City 
to maintain the curb for the water 
main. I understand that a lot of other 
cities and a lot of other water com¬ 
panies do that for citizens because of 
the expense incurred, but my brief cur¬ 
sory look at the budget indicates that 
there is something like a $2 Million in¬ 
crease that will be caused by the City 
taking over this obligation and I wonder 
if somebody a little bit more experienced 
in looking at budgets would verify that. 

I have also talked to the Water De¬ 
partment people and they tell me that 
once this becomes sort of publicized that 
people can get that service they expect 
to see a greater demand and I only 
pointed out in lieu of the fact that when 
we talk about increase in budget we 
can’t on one side say we have to have 
these services and on the other side say, 
“why do we have them?” 

The Chair: 

Did you say Bill No. 2140? 

Mchelle Madoff: 

Yes, that is for Rock Drills, Air Paving 


Mr. Robinson presented 


856 




Breakers, Air Clay Diggers, these are 
equipment that the Water Department 
needed because . . . 

The chair: 

Yes, but it is not necessarily for just 
work from the house to the curb. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But, basically that is why they were 
purchased, to do the curb to the main 
work and this is only a small portion of 
it. We are picking up the tabs for the 
actual work and I’m not saying that we 
shouldn’t, I’m sure there was good rea¬ 
son when Council came to that decision, 
but I do point out that in my quick 
look at the Budget in the Water De¬ 
partment indicates that there is some¬ 
thing close to a $2 Million increase be¬ 
cause of this area that we have taken 
over. I think it is necessary that we do 
it, but we have to point out that we 
don’t want to increase the taxes if this 
is a cost to the community. 

The Chair: 


Mr. Stone, do you have any comment, 
this was your baby. 

Mr. Stone: 


Well, too often people tend to balloon 
figures without knowledge and this is 
evidence of that. This particular item 
was looked into before it was put in and 
the Water Department Director had em¬ 
phasized that the cost would be some¬ 
where between $200,00 and $400,000. The 
City of Pittsburgh was the last munici¬ 
pality to get in line with this kind of 
operation. This is one which was very 
seriously thought out and it deals with 
the matter of a responsibility whereby 
we cut the responsibility of the property 
owner to the curb box, or their curb 
line. This was a sensible, well thought 
out situation at that time, it nowhere 
gets close to $2 Million, it is where it 
was originally Intended to be and should 
not have even reached the figure of 
$200,000 to $400,000 which was originally 


anticipated. If the proper occasion 
should come up where we are debating 
that matter, needless to say, I will be 
prepared to cover it further. But, I think 
it is wrong to engage in a matter of 
saying it cost $2 Million more for this 
Department when the whole Water De¬ 
partment didn’t Increase $2 Million. 

The Chair: 

I would like to make one comment, 
apparantly somebody gave those figures 
to Michelle Madoff. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That is right, that the Water Depart¬ 
ment budget had increased, and in 
great part because of this information 
and all I am saying is, I prefaced my 
statement by saying "perhaps somebody 
more experienced like our Finance 
Chairman would look into it and give us 
a figure”, I was not making a statement 
as to the figure, but I believe the figure, 
but in the tone the dialogue is being 
taken, may I make a formal request that 
we have the Water Department give us a 
breakdown of the number of jobs that 
have been incurred, I think they have 
700 waiting, pending to be done, and 
some idea of what the total cost would 
be for next year and what it is costing 
to buy the equipment for this particular 
undertaking and the kind of manpower 
it would incur and then maybe we 
could talk about it in a different light. 

The Chair: 

I think it is very important that we 
verify the $2 Million increase, was that 
an overall increase? 

Michelle Madoff: 

The Water Department seemed to be 
slightly under $2 Million. 

The Chair: 

It was not confined to the home? 
Michelle Madoff: 
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Right, there is more to it than Just 
that, Mr. Chairman, as you know as the 
treasurer of ALCOSAN, they have agreed 
to take our waste, which we are now 
mandated by law, it is called sluray, 
but they call it after treatment waste . . . 
you can’t put it in the river anymore 
and they axe going to charge us a serv¬ 
ice fee of $120,000 as another additional 
figure that was not figured in the bud¬ 
get. 

We also have another problem of a 
resolution that was mandated by this 
Council two years ago, having the ef¬ 
fluence back into the drinking water 
lines, the lines are getting older and it 
could become a very serious problem 
from a health standpoint, it has not 
been Implemented. These are the things 
that we talked about at the Mayor’s 
meeting this morning. 

I understand these programs are about 
to be implemented, should be imple¬ 
mented and they are going to cost dol¬ 
lars and I think the $2 Million encom¬ 
passed everything and I think we ought 
to know where we stand. 


Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, without taking this dis¬ 
cussion perhaps into areas it was not in¬ 
tended to go, Mr. Coyne had mentioned 
on several occasions that there is the 
potential within our Water Department 
to generate income. It is one of the few 
Departments in the City that sustains 
itself in terms of producing more in¬ 
come than it is utilizing and Mr. Coyne 
has mentioned on several occasions that 
perhaps we have not explored fully sell¬ 
ing water our surplus water to surround¬ 
ing communities or others who might 
need it. 

Perhaps Mrs. MadofiTs concern, also the 
concern of Mr. Stone can be addressed in 
terms of looking at the potential of gen¬ 
erating income by selling some of our 
excess water. Perhaps we won’t find all 
of the money that we need to address 
some of our budget problems, but maybe 
it is a source of income that we have not 
adequately looked at. 


Michelle Madoff: 

I thank you and that is a very good 
suggestion, but I might comment that 
again, this morning I asked Director 
Miller why we were picking up I think 
it is $150,000 deficit for people in West 
Penn Water Company and you members 
of the Council know it much better than 
I do having been here longer, that we 
tried to buy it, we couldn't buy it, they 
don’t want to sell it, but we have to, 
under the PUC regulations, subsidize 
those people who live in the City who 
do get their water from West Penn Water 
Company. Maybe we ought to see if we 
can give them, if there is surplus water, 
tc those people. 

I’m going to go down the Water Plant 
again and go through it thoroughly and 
raise some of these questions. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. President, I would just like to say 
that if the City of Pittsburgh did make 
an effort to buy Western Pennsylvania 
Water it was a very weak effort, because 
that wasn’t the sentiment of the Ad¬ 
ministration, the past Administration, I 
don’t know what the sentiment of the 
present Administration are, but what 
had happened is that the City Law De¬ 
partment had filed incorrectly a peti¬ 
tion in Harrisburg to acquire Western 
Pennsylvania Water and as far as this 
Council has ever been told by the Water 
Department, it was never pursued after 
that. That petition was rejected and 
what happened after that is something 
that we would have to find out. 

But, to go back to the selling of the 
water, our water, to outside communi¬ 
ties, this Council, about a year and a 
half ago appropriated, I think it was 
$20,000 for another study to sell water 
to the communities and what the pro¬ 
fitability of that would be. The study 
came back, and like so many other 
studies, is languishing somewhere in a 
department with nothing being done to 
implement what was found as a result 
of the study. I don’t think that the 
study produced anything that was as 
detrimental as to say to give up the 
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possibility of selling that water to out¬ 
side communities. But there is a study 
available about selling water to outside 
communities that this Council appropri¬ 
ated the money to pay for. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Coyne, this is the first time I have 
heard an explanation from anyone as to 
why the negotiations broke down in re¬ 
gards to purchase South Pittsburgh 
Water. I thought they were still pending 
actually. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Well, if there is going to be a major 
acquisition like that, it is going to take 
the commitment not only of City Coun¬ 
cil but of the Administration to say that 
this is a thing to do. 

The Chair: 

We are talking about actually three 
years, if I recall on that top first item 
in regards to buying it. 

Mr. Coyne: 

That is right. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, pursuing the subject, I 
learned this morning, as the subject 
came up again, and I concur with what 
Mr. Coyne has said, when I first took 
over that committee, I immediately look¬ 
ed into that West Penn Water purchase. 
What you say is correct, it was filed in¬ 
correctly and I asked the question, and 
asked it again this morning, and it is 
about the fifth time I have asked the 
question and I can only know what I am 
told as Mr. DePasquale said. I was told 
that as of this moment, they do not 
wish to sell. Maybe we oughtt to con¬ 
firm that. 


I have also been told that the water 
lines, the fire hydrants are in deplorable 
condition and if we bought it we would 


have nothing. We would be buying a 
zero and we would have to put tremen¬ 
dous amounts of money, not only for 
the purchase and acquisition, but main¬ 
tenance and repair and replacement of 
most of the units. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Well, the alternative to that is to con¬ 
tinue to pay an astronomical subsidy out 
of the operating budget to get Western 
Pennsylvania Water. 

Michelle Madoff: 

$850,000 this year, almost a million. 
Perhaps we can get some guidance from 
Councilman Stone. We are going to be 
having budget hearings. Would thiB be 
an appropriate time to raise these is¬ 
sues, or should we schedule a post 
agenda meeting since we are formulating 
the budget, go into some of these items? 

Mr. Stone: 

Budget time is the time to consider 
budgetary items. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, we would be talking to depart¬ 
ments about these kind of budgetary 
items and we could raise these Issues, is 
that correct? 

Mr. Stone: 

That is what budgets are for. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Pine, and that would clarify a lot of 
the questions raised today in this in¬ 
formation. Thank you.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Givens presented 

No. 2268. WHEREAS, Council has ob¬ 
served the administration’s numerous 
transfers of money budgeted for salaries 
into supply and equipment accounts; 
and 

WHEREAS, it is not sound economic 
planning to transfer across budget func¬ 
tions liberaUy; and 

WHEREAS, at a time when taxpayers 
are questioning government spending 
practices it is not advisable to disre¬ 
gard planned usages and thus weaken 
accountabUity for projected budget 
items; 

NOW, T HEREF ORE 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Council of 
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the City of Pittsburgh will not vote 
favorable for transfers of money from 
salary code accounts into supply and 
equipment code accounts except in ex¬ 
treme emergencies. 

Mr. Givens moved for adoption. 

Mjr. Stone seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, I think what we are 
saying in this Resolution to the Admin¬ 
istration is very obvious . . . that in to¬ 
day’s bills that were presented to Coun¬ 
cil, there was this one bill alone for the 
sum of $65,000.00 in transfers from Sal¬ 
aries and Wages compared with last 
week, another sixty some thousand, so 
we have just seen within the last two 
weeks about $120,000 transferred. I think 
we are Just saying in this Resolution to 
the Administration, all the Council peo¬ 
ple who have voted for it, I think we 
are saying that we will not tolerate this 
type of transaction, especially in the 
year 1979. 

These people will come before Council 
and the Finance Chairman and hopefully 
we are going to hear some hard concrete 
lines on what they are saying about 
materials and supplies. I think it is a 
very crucial item if we are to have re- 
spectibility and responsibility within our 
budget. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would just like to remind the City 
Clerk, regarding Bill No. 2167, that 
Council has requested that we have a 
figure on December 4, 1978 when they 
open the bids. Just a reminder. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, I have one more item 
which I would like to relay to the other 
Councilmembers ... if you recall, this 
past Wednesday, I brought certain peo¬ 
ple in in regards to Act 511, the nine 


various pieces of taxation that we can 
utilize. One of part is the Earned In¬ 
come and Sales Tax, Parking Tax etc. I 
received back from the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, Department of Com¬ 
munity Affairs a letter stating those par¬ 
ticular jurisdictions within the State 
that have gone over the 1% in their 
Earned Income. Also, along with that in 
a newsletter from the Home Rule group 
of the State, they so indicated and I ask¬ 
ed our own Legal Department whether or 
not we could increase, for example, Oc¬ 
cupation Tax or any of those nine dif¬ 
ferent taxes and the answer was, we 
could only do it within our own realm. 
Otherwise, if we go outside and use the 
Occupational Tax, we are hitting peo¬ 
ple from outside the City of Pittsburgh. 

But, in the 1978 Budget of the City of 
Scranton, they increased exactly their 
Occupational Tax up to $15.00 vs. the 
$10.00 that is mandated in Act 511. 

In the Home Rule Commonwealth peo¬ 
ple out of the Department of Commun¬ 
ity Affairs, here we are several years into 
the operation of the Home Rule Charter 
in municipalities and a number are still 
finding it difficult to believe what the 
confidence that Act 62 delegates the 
powers to set rates of taxation higher 
than the limits in the Municipal Codes 
or in Act 511. The Local Tax Enabling 
Law, there is a great deal of waiting for 
the other guy to clear the legal path and 
to take the risk when actually affirma¬ 
tive action is a desirable posture. What 
they are saying is that in regards to 
Dillion’s Law when the Home Rule Act 
was . . . 

The Chair: 

Mr. Givens, I don’t want to cut you 
short, but shouldn't we take this up at 
the budget sessions? 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, it is part of the budget session, 
my main point of information is that 
we are not limited in that type of rev¬ 
enue and as a result we have been told 
and mislead by our own legal depart¬ 
ment that we have limitations in this 
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area and It has been proven that other 
cities have taken the advantage of their 
Home Rule Charter. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The reason though is that they have 
enabling acts in the Pennsylvania Legis¬ 
lature that we do not, Mr. Givens, we 
have to get our legislators not to con¬ 
sider us as orphans in this part of the 
State. 

Mr. Lally: 

Mr. Chairman, there has been a story 
passed around that the Mayor of San 
Francisco has been shot and killed this 
afternoon. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Is that true? Killed too? 


Mr. Lally: 

Mr. Chairman, I think you ought to 
think about posting two policemen at 
this door from now on. 

The Chair: 

I got them to put two on, we lost the 
one. 

Mir. Stone moved to approve the minutes 
of Monday, November 13, 1978.

Bill No. 2135 is a Resolution providing 
for the posting of signs on vacant lots; 
the purchase of newspaper space for ad¬ 
vertisement of all City-owned properties 
and the preparation of books and com¬ 
puter printouts listing City-owned pro¬ 
perties that are available to the public. 

The Bill apparently Is Intended to be 
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a general rule of continuing effect. In 
that case the proper form this legisla¬ 
tion would be an Ordinance rather than 
a Resolution. The Bill fails in this re¬ 
spect to comply with Section 316 of the 
Home Rule Charter. Moreover, the Bill 
fails to comply with Section 317 of the 
Charter, which requires that every ordi¬ 
nance shall have a title clearly expres¬ 
sing its subject. Bill No. 2135 has no 
title. 

Not only is the Bill defective in these 
procedural aspects, it does not provide a 
funding source for the $10,000 allocated 
for the newspaper display ads. In addi¬ 
tion, Section 4 requires that all fees or 
deposits becoming the property of the 
City of Pittsburgh through forfeitures 
shall be utilized to offset costs specified 
in this Bill and shall be deposited in the 
appropriate code account. This is de¬ 
ficient in two respects: no trust fund 
has been set up and none is available in 
which to deposit these funds, and, more 
importantly, the forfeiture of such de¬ 
posits and fees is for the benefit of the 
taxing bodies, not just the City. More¬ 
over, we should explore the power to 
mandate such expenditures in view of 
the Act of May 26, 1943, P. L. 629, as 
amended, which established the Delin¬ 
quent City and School Tax Lien Board. 

I share your desire to expedite the 
sale of City-owned property, and believe 
Mr. Valaw and the Law Department will 
cooperate in re-drafting the legislation 
in proper and workable form. 

For the foregoing reasons, I hereby 
veto Bill No. 2135 of 1978. I am return¬ 
ing the Bill unsigned and urge you to 
reconsider this Bill at the next meeting 
of City Council.

I’m sure all of the members of Council 
have received a letter from Solicitor 
Mulvihill dated December 7th in refer¬ 
ence to two concerns that were raised in 
reference to Bill No. 2243. One concern 
was whether or not this particular piece 
of legislation violated Mr. Givens res¬ 
olution in the terms of not transferring 
monies out of salary accounts into other 
accounts, and also the concern which 
Mr. Stone has raised as to whether or 
not there was legal authorization for the 
Director of the Department of Supplies 
to enter into the agreement which pro¬ 
duced approximately $65,000. worth of 
bills. 


I think, for those members of Council 
who did have a chance to read through 
the letter, certainly the Solicitor is not 
Indicating that there were any legal 
problems, but certainly that the pro¬ 
cedure that was utilized was not the 
proper procedure and I think the dis¬ 
cussion that was held on this last Wed¬ 
nesday was very timely in reference to 
whether or not there are occasions when 
Directors are conducting the business of 
the City in such a fashion that it cer¬ 
tainly violates the spirit of what this 
Council is supposed to be all about, as a 
body in government that authorizes ex¬ 
penditures, and I would hope that each 
member of Council would look at this 
and perhaps apply it to things that go 
along within their own areas. 

Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Robinson, on Bill No. 2243, are 
you approving it with all of the other 
items or Just the few that you men¬ 
tioned. 


Mr. Robinson: 


No, all the transfers are deleted, there 
will only be one transfer. If there are 
to be any additional transfers to pay for 
those other bills, I would assume that 
legislation would be coming from the 
Ad min istration to address that, and Mr. 
Mulvihill in his letter suggests some 
things that perhaps the A dminis tration 
can do. 

Right now, we are only transferring 

$ 8 , 000 . 00 . 

Michelle Madoff: 

So, you are suggesting that we don’t 
worry about the payment of the other 
bills at this moment? 


Mr. Robinson: 


No, I think that the Director of the 
Department of Supplies and myself need 
to sit down and look at that and if that 
is not satisfactory, certainly the Admin¬ 
istration is free to submit other legis¬ 
lation. I mentioned last Wednesday that 
I am very much concerned about paying 
anyone that we owe, but I didn’t think 
that we should get past that piece of 
legislation without dealing with what I 
thought was a very serious question, 
and that is whether or not persons are 
acting without proper authorization, and 
I think Mr. Mulvihill, perhaps without 
trying to be unkind to anybody, sug¬ 
gesting that that did occur in this in¬ 
stance. 


Michelle Madoff: 


The reason I ask is that you and I 
both have shown concern about the fact 
that companies, the people who don’t 
get paid have a tendency to add on a 
little bit more the next time they bid 
because they have to carry this, and I 
would hope that somehow we would ad¬ 
dress, and you probably can come back 
to us and tell us how, paying the bal¬ 
ance as rapidly as possible. Because they 
are bills that have been incurred. 

Mr. Robinson: 
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Well, I think that the responsibility 
for identifying how they should be paid 
rests with the Administration. Just as 
it rested with the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Supplies when he original¬ 
ly got himself into this situation. X cer¬ 
tainly am available to do that, but I 
think he has far more knowledge of both 
the suppliers problems and also what¬ 
ever kind of problems the Administration 
may have in trying to address this con¬ 
cern. I would simply suggest that maybe 
the City Clerk could contact the Director 
of the Department of Supplies and ask 
him is there some alternative, or does 
he have some suggestion as to how we 
can pay the suppliers because cervainly 
we owe them, and I certainly think that 
they acted in good faith when they con¬ 
tracted with the City. I Just think that 
they had precedence for us to have De¬ 
partment Heads conducting themselves 
in such a fashion as though they can 
authorize expenditures. They cannot. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think your points are well taken, I 
think the letter does say exactly what 
you said, however, I don’t have my copy 
with me, but I believe that in the final 
paragraph he does say that the City is 
responsible for these bills and should 
pay them and we have a legal obliga¬ 
tion to do that and I’m only pointing 
out an area that we have addressed pre¬ 
viously, that we ought to pay them as 
rapidly as possible only because we don't 
want them to penalize them the next 
time they bid, 

Mr. Robinson: 

Well, I am assuming that this piece of 
communication while it does not indi¬ 
cate that it went to the Director of the 
Department of Supplies, that certainly 
the Director is aware of the Solicitor’s 
letter and is moving appropriately. I 
think for our benefit if the City Clerk 
sent the letter, or some kind of commun¬ 
ication to the Director, then maybe we 
could move it along more speedily. 

Mr. Stone: 

I just want to make one comment, the 


letter does not say that the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh is liable, it says the exact op¬ 
posite. If they deal with the City of 
Pittsburgh, they bind within it, and that 
is within the Code Account and until 
they have authority to do it, the City is 
not liable, what he is saying is that you 
can’t take the benefit without paying. 
If you keep the parts, then you are mor¬ 
ally obligated to pay because of the val¬ 
ue, but he does not say that we are 
bound to it, we’d just have to return it 
and that is the whole point there and I 
think it is a very crucial point and that 
point may be more essential to the City 
than anything else. The point being that 
this Director and no other Director has 
the right to encumber funds, incur debt 
which is even worse . . . incur debt, 
unless we have the funds. Now, for us 
to bail him out, doesn’t help it unless 
his lesson is learned by not only him, 
but everyone else. If you will recall what 
happened, this is the second time in his 
particular term and since July that he 
has done the same thing. We had a ve¬ 
hicle tied up for two months and three 
months as I recall it, one of the me¬ 
chanics in the garage refused to release 
the vehicle until he was paid. As a re¬ 
sult we had people who got paid for re¬ 
moving refuge who weren’t able to do it. 
Within two months after that we find 
the same identical director coming back, 
not seeing in advance that he needs 
funds, not even having enough of sense 
to come in and get an interim approval 
letter, or a letter of intent, but yet in¬ 
curring us beyond the bounds of what 
he has authority to do, and let it be 
very clearly said, this Director and no 
other Director has a right to incur any 
debt beyond the authorization and then 
saying that Council didn’t approve it 
fast enough is not so, that Bill should 
have been well in advance because he 
knew the balance was going down . . . 
if he didn’t he should have known. 

The Chair: 

Personally, the problem I have with it, 
down through the years, I can recall 
time and again, Council members would 
say that we need certain equipment, why 
don’t we buy it . . . this could probably 
discourage that type of operation wheie 
you need a piece of equipment badly and 
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quickly and tlie Director says, I can’t go 
cut and buy it, I need special legislation. 

Mr. Stone: 

This is not that instance . . . this is 
an instance in which he has a line item 
account, and so long as he has funds he 
can keep buying against it, the question 
is different, in this case, he went be¬ 
yond the amount of money he has. Now, 
if his needs are going to be greater, all 
he has to do is, he knows its going to 
happen, it shouldn’t be after the fact, 
if he is watching what he is doing, and 
this one unfortunately doesn’t. 

The Chair: 

Well, let’s be very specific, come in 
and ask for the money before he does 
the buying. 

Mr. Stone: 

Or, at least come in to get a letter of 
intent from us and would you approve it 
if I incurred the debt? That is spending 
his ordinance, and then he goes ahead 
and incurs the debt . . . what he has 
done here is incurred the debt with no 
money. 

Mr. Robinson: 


Mr. President, also I think it is ap¬ 
propriate to indicate that in line with 
this particular request, original request 
for transfer, I brought to the attention 
of Council that there is still some $40,- 
000 that is owed to the Department of 
Supplies, I requested some time ago that 
the Director do what he could, submit 
legislation so that that money could re¬ 
turn to the Department before the end 
of the year. We still do not have that 
money. X think that the two are related 
in the sense that the request for $65,000 
perhaps would not have had to come 
through if we had the $40,000. They re¬ 
quested only $25,000. But, X think also 
that there still is that question that Mr. 
Stone referred to as to the authorization, 
certainly I have done whatever I could 
to encourage the Director to present to 


me any problems that he may have of a 
legislative nature, and I think that this 
is something that we can’t miss, that 
this body is the legislative body and I 
don’t think there is anyone here that 
would not work along with the Director 
and try to get them equipment or sup¬ 
plies or the money that they need.

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, on Bill No. 2236, you 
might want to make the correction now 
so we don’t have to do it later, we look¬ 
ed up the phone number, it’s Tob not 
Tab, we couldn’t find it under Tab, 
Tabasco, so that we won’t have to in¬ 
troduce another resolution to change it. 

I spoke with the people and they ex¬ 
pressed concern that they have not gone 
out to get their title search because they 
aren’t even sure they are going to get 
the bidding. I’ve spoken to Harold West 
today and he is going to change the 
language on the letters that come down 
to say instead of authorizing for sale, 
that they are Just being put up for bid, 
I don’t know how to address the prob¬ 
lem, I’m sure they are going to be in 
touch with you Mr. Lally, they are go¬ 
ing to call you. This has been expressed 
in Council before, the length of time it 
takes to do a title search. It hasn’t 
really been clarified, perhaps we can 
address ourselves to that some time. 

Mr. Lally: 

They are in the process right now, 
Michelle, making that change. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Yes, because they have not gone out 
for a title search, and my understanding 
was that people get their money back 
and they are quite anxious to get going. 

The Chair: 

It has taken anywhere from two to 
four months . . . 


Mr. Lally: 

Six sometimes. 

I think Councilman Stone requested 
that a couple of years ago. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Valaw expressed that too. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion on the 
bills? 


And on the question, “Shall the bills 
pass finally?”

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 

Mr. Robinson presented 

WHEREAS, Citizens of the 
District of Columbia reside in the only 
political and geographical entity within 
the United States who bear the respon¬ 
sibilities of Government without sharing 
in the appropriate priviledges of Gov¬ 
ernment; and 

WHEREAS, Citizens of the District pay 
over a billion dollars annually in taxes 
to the Federal Treasury; and 
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WHEREAS, the per capita tax payment 
for District residents is $327.00 above the 
national average — a payment larger 
than 49 states; and 

WHEREAS, the population of the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia is larger that that of 
seven states; and 

WHEREAS, District residents have 
fought and died in every war since the 
War for Independence, and during the 
Vietnam War, District casualties ranked 
fourth proportionately out of the 50 
states; and 

W HEREA S, of the 115 nations in the 
world community with national legisla¬ 
tures, only one, other than the United 
States, does not provide full represent¬ 
ation for residents of its capital in the 
national legislature; and 

WHEREAS, both Houses of the Con¬ 
gress of the United States have passed 
House Joint Resolution 554, a proposed 
Constitutional amendment to provide 
full voting representation for the people 
of the District of Columbia; and 

WHEREAS, House Joint Resolution 
554 must now be ratified by thirty-eight 
(38) states before it becomes an amend¬ 
ment to the Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, thousands of citizens re¬ 
siding in the District of Columbia are 
affected by the continued denial a full 
voting representation in Congress. 

NOW, THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED that this Council, 
on behalf of the citizens of the City of 
Pittsburgh does endorse the ratification 
of a Constitutional amendment to pro 
vide full voting representation in Con¬ 
gress for the Citizens of the District of 
Columbia. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Robinson moved for adoption. 

Mrs. Masloff seconded the motion. 


Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President, if I may, I’ve been 
reading the newspapers of general cir¬ 
culation in this City recently in the last 
week or so, and I’m disheartened to 
learn that certain former city personnel 
are involved in the future of our Cable 
TV Program . . . I'm disturbed because 
of the fact that this Council has been 
working for some time and the citizens 
of the City of Pittsburgh have been wait¬ 
ing for some time for Cable TV. Hereto¬ 
fore, at least, there has been an effort 
by Mrs. Masloff and her predecessor, Amy 
Ballinger, to keep completely out of this 
thing, any political overtones of any 
kind and to let it pass on its merits. 
But, I am disturbed as has been happen¬ 
ing now, we are now reaching the bid¬ 
ding moment, when bidding should be 
determined on the merits of the techni¬ 
cal proposal. We have the perspective 
bidders all who now are beginning to 
"hire” legal staffs made up of for in¬ 
stance, one who has been out of the 
legal business for so long, I don’t know 
the value he will be in that instance, 
the other one who just became a lawyer, 
and I question whether he has yet ob¬ 
tained the legal expertise to handle the 
matter . . . but it does very cogently 
show that the perspective bidders are 
going to bid, not so much on the tech¬ 
nical proposal, but rather on their legal 
counsel that they are proposing to use. 
I am concerned because, since they have 
telegraphed to us this matter, it leaves 
me with a great deal of concern and 
now it looks much like a horse race in 
which you are not going to vote on the 
horse, but who is going to be the jockey. 

I find this for me, most regrettable 
and not a service to the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, nor in the best interests of Cable 
TV in the City of Pittsburgh and like¬ 
wise, obviously, not to the benefit of 
those people who have waited so long, 
the perspective Cable TV viewers. I think 
this Council is going to have to exercise 
now, a great deal of additional concern, 
which heretofore I did not think was 
necessary, but if it is going to have 
personalities involved of this kind who 
are not there because of their merit, but 
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rather because of some obvious influ¬ 
ence that they might have, it doesn’t 
just sit well for this City and I find it a 
dark hour in Cable TV in this City. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Mr. Stone I share your concern and 
you can be sure that I will abide by 
your recommendation. 

The Chair: 

Are you Insinuating, Mr. Stone, that 
there may be some undue influence upon 
Council to approve of someone with ul¬ 
terior motives? 

Mr. Stone: 

No, I don’t think that the Cable Com¬ 
mittee here has had anything to do with 
that, but when the perspective bidders 
are now running around to get various 
people who have had some connection 
either with the City or friends or form¬ 
er employees of the Mayor, it certainly 
doesn’t help anyone’s perspective with 
future decisions. 

It just doesn’t make sense, I would 
hope that those personalities would have 
realized that before they ever got in¬ 
volved. 


The Chair: 


I see what you are driving at, but I 
sort of believe that it was blown com¬ 
pletely out of proportion. Newspapers 
love to take this stuff and make a big 
thing of it. The one attorney you men¬ 
tioned who hasn’t been practicing too 
much lately, his name was thrown on 
because he was a former Councilman 
and the latest gubernatorial candidate 
for governor who was beaten, his name 
was thrown in, and that sells news¬ 
papers too. 

Personally if I were sitting there mak¬ 
ing judgment, I wouldn’t rule those 
firms out because of the two gentlemen 
connected with them. I certainly would 


rule out the firm that Mr. Joseph is 
representing because he is the Mayor’s 
personal attorney and the Mayor has to 
make the selection and I am presuming 
he wouldn't make the selection of that 
firm, it is definately a conflict of in¬ 
terest. 

The other parties involved, I'd have 
to say that really they are innocent vic¬ 
tims as far as a proposal, I think it was 
a just proposal the Committee is going 
to have to make those recommendations 
to the Mayor and the Mayor is going to 
make a decision and we are going to 
have to approve that decision one way 
or the other. 


I don’t like to be put on record in 
saying that automatically we are ruling 
out somebody because some attorney is 
associated with that company, I just 
think that is sort of unfair. 

Mr. Stone: 


Mr. President, that is not my point. 
My point is that neither of those indi¬ 
viduals, all three that you felt that I 
was talking about, neither one of them 
have any expertise in Cable TV and have 
some short-comings even in law. So what 
are they there for? Only because of what 
they sometime or another represented. 
And, if a perspective bidder has to 
change jockies this late, that is why I 
alluded that it is now a different horse 
race. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


Well, I think it is too soon for us to 
be discussing this at all, the proposals 
aren’t out yet and I think we can judge 
them on their merits when we get to 
that stage. 

Mr. Stone: 


Well, I think you have done a good 
job here and I Just find that it is go¬ 
ing to be difficult, even more so than be¬ 
fore ... I commend you for thus far 
keeping that portion out of it. 
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Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, I would just like to 
make one statement if I may, you know 
we are in a free enterprise system, and I 
think this goes on everyday, that peo¬ 
ple are hired, specifically for the influ¬ 
ence that they can generate in the busi¬ 
ness community. What has gone on is 
something that goes on in every busi¬ 
ness enterprise throughout this country. 

The Chair: 

You might say the old ballgame of 
lobbying . . . nobody has ruled lobby¬ 
ing out. 

Michelle Madoff: 

While that may be true, I would hope 
that whoever makes the final selection, 
the Mayor and then approved by City 
Council, that it would be based on the 
merit of the company getting the award 
. . . that they would give the best price 
and the best service and would have the 
best track record. They post enough 
bonds to prove that they can do it. 

The Chair: 

I think we would all, and I know 
Sophie shares our sentiments, like to see 
it move a little faster. 

I realize there are roadblocks, but it 
seems that everything that can has been 
done to obstruct Cable TV and we are 
now on threshold of having it, hope we 
can move along with it. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Before we adjourn, may I move that 
when we adjourn this session of Council 
we do so in memory of a dedicated world 
government official, Golda Meir who had 
as her hallmark, peace and harmony and 
that we observe a moment of silence. 

Mr. Stone seconded the motion. 


Which motion prevailed. 

The Chair: 

As Mrs. Masloff requested, please stand 
and we will observe a moment of silence 
in respect for the former Premier of 
Israel, Golda Meir. 

Thank you. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, I would like a letter 
sent to the Mayor, and each Department 
Head requesting information concerning 
the level of budget reduction in the 1979 
Salary and Wage Code Account and the 
1979 Material, Supplies and Equipment 
Code Account, if the Operating Budget 
was cut by, for example, 5% or 10% or 
15% or 20% or 25%, otherwise I am 
asking for each one of those percentages. 

I would like to know what program 
positions in Supplies the Administration 
views as essential and what programs, 
positions in Supplies the Administration 
views as expendable for each of these re¬ 
duction levels In the 1979 Operating 
Budget. 

Also I would like the Mayor and the 
Department Heads to provide Council 
with specific projected reductions in the 
1979 Capital Budget if the sale of bonds 
and notes was cut by a level of 5%, 10%, 
15%, 20% or 25%, projected cuts un¬ 
spent prior year Capital Projects at the 
same level, 6%, 10%, 15% 20% 25% re¬ 
duction level is also needed. 

This information would enable Coun¬ 
cil to understand the Administrative 
policy should budget restraint be neces¬ 
sary. We would know the specific line 
items that would make up the total dol¬ 
lar reduction to be useful for Council's 
budget deliberations, the Mayor and the 
Department Heads are requested to give 
this information to Council by December 
19, 1978. 

I have requested that our City Clerk 
hand deliver this letter to the Mayor and 
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the Department Heads before the end of 
this day because of the various time re¬ 
straints that they are going to have on 
this.

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I would respectfully 
like to request that on our agenda items, 
starting with this week if we could have 
just a little bit more information so 
that we know whether to pursue it at 
the Wednesday meeting which is sup¬ 
posed to be a fact finding meeting. 

For example, last week, we had a bill, 
that Mr. Robinson is going to address 
himself to, on bonding. It is a resolu¬ 
tion changing ordinance number so and 
so with reference to bonding, it could 
have been anything on bonding ... it 
happened to be changing the $2,000 
bidding to the 25, just a little bit more 
information, today you just read one 
off, the only reason I knew what you 
were talking about is that I was at the 
Mayor’s meeting, it was in regard to the 
lot next to Mercy, what they are going 
to do with it, to use as a playground 
. . . Mr. Lally thought maybe it was a 
parking lot. Just a little bit more in¬ 
formation. 

Mr. Perry: 

Mr. President, may I reply . . . these 
bills that I am reading off this morning, 
the agenda will be made up on Thurs¬ 
day morning and you will have until 
the following Wednesday to ask me for 
any bill that you want to see. 

Michelle Madoff: 

True, but what happens is that there 
is not enough information to indicate 
that there should be more research or 
more information, and then when I get 
the bills over the weekend, I look at 
them, there is no correlation, and it ap¬ 
pears that I haven’t done my homework, 
because on certain items I haven’t both¬ 
ered to look because I thought they were 
fine. 


And, we’ve been discussing it amongst 
ourselves, we would appreciate just a 
little more information. 
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Mr. Stone: 

We haven't gotten around yet in City 
Council where these things are supposed 
to happen by osmosis. I think as far as 
the information that Mike has indicated, 
that is a preliminary thing, the Mayor 
sends it out to you and tells you what 
the bill is . . . Mike is repeating the 
same thing that the Mayor gave this 
morning in his deliveration, its coming 
to you, and then in a week from now he 
is going to give you something for a 
whole week, then on the Wednesday 
after that we are going to talk about it, 
and then the following Monday after 
that . . . now if you need more infor¬ 
mation than that, then I can but say, 
maybe we suspect it to happen by os¬ 
mosis. 

The Chair: 

Well, shouldn’t that information come 
from the Mayor if it originates and if 
we want more information . . . 

Mr. Stone: 

No, what she wants is for the whole 
bill to come out today when it is intro¬ 
duced . . . 


Michelle Madoff: 


No, I don't, that is not what I said, I 
will repeat it again. I think this is a 
great distortion and ought to be cleaned 
up once and for all. 

The bills are introduced on Monday, 
generally they are just read, nobody pays 
much attention, if we have been at the 
Mayor’s meeting, fine. Or, if you catch 
one fine. Thursday we get an agenda 
item. We go to the meeting the follow¬ 
ing Wednesday ... it is usually read so 
quickly, “do I have a second’’, fine, move 
for approval, there is very little time to 
get somebody to come to the table, un¬ 
less you move quickly and think, should 
I investigate this further . . . you don’t 
know. Then your bills come to you over 
the weekend and suddenly you look at 
these and say, that’s not what I thought 


happened Wednesday, we were Just chat¬ 
ting about that. 

A little bit more information would 
then indicate to go back to you Mike, 
and say, can I please have the whole bill. 
If there is going to be any fuss about 
it, I’ll simplify it all, I want a copy of 
every bill. 

Mr. Perry: 

I was just going to say, I will make 
copies of every bill for each member of 
Council. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you . . . you don’t have to do 
it for every member unless they want it, 
I want it. 

The Chair: 

Mike, instruct the Administration that 
you want more information on all bills, 
and that will be it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You know, I’ve been made to look like 
I am Btupid and I don’t know what I 
am doing, meanwhile, when the bill 
came up last Wednesday on the issue 
of bonding, I said, is this the one re¬ 
lating to the minority bonding going 
from $2,000 to $25,000? And one of the 
members said no and someone else said 
yes it was, and it happened to be that 
bill. 

The Chair: 

No, it wasn’t a member of Council, it 
was a member of the audience, because 
Mr. Robinson very quickly said it was. 

In all fairness, the information wasn’t 
proffered until asked for. 

Mr. Robinson: 

The confusion centers around the fact 
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that there are two proposed amendments 
sent over by the Administration for 
Ordinance 148 which deals with general 
contracting with the City. One dealt with 
raising the formal contract limit up to 
$5,000. That piece of legislation was 
never physically introduced into Coun¬ 
cil. Even though it was put on my desk, 
I took it to my office because I wanted 
to review it. 

The other piece of legislation dealt 
with changing the performance in bid 
bonding requirements in the City. That 
piece of legislation we held for hearing. 
We had a hearing, then the Administra¬ 
tion and myself sat down and came up 
with some changes in it. We are going to 
re-submit that this coming Wednesday 
and ask the Council to accept the a- 
mended version. That was the bill that 
we discussed last week. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Right, that is what I said it was and 
your immediate reaction was “no, it 
wasn’t”, then someone said, “yes, it was” 
and then you said, “yes, it was”. 

Mr. Robinson: 

No, I had the document in front of 
me, I was never confused at all because 
it came from my Committee, I knew 
exactly what it was. That is one reason 
I held the other piece of legislation. It 
was put on my desk because I did not 
have the proper information I physically 
picked it up and took it back to my 
office . , . 

Michelle Madoff: 

Bill, this has nothing to do with 
whether you said it was or wasn’t. I am 
only saying it would be very helpful, 
when we have a bill that says bonding, 
to say what do you mean, just three 
sentences, just to give us some concept. 
Because there were three different opin¬ 
ions of what that bill was right at that 
table. And somebody might say, that is 
what it is I don’t have to bother about 
it. Because, I was at that hearing, and I 
know what happens, other people who 


weren’t, they may want to know what it 
is about. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, you make a good point, but 
in regards to that one specific bill, there 
was a hearing on it and it was brought 
from Council, so those who attended the 
hearing and those who were at the meet¬ 
ing should have been aware of what we 
were talking about, and I remember you 
were at the meeting. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And I said that is what it was and 
someone said no, it wasn’t.

Is there any discussion on the bill? 
Mr. Bulls: 

Mr. President, regarding Bill No. 2210, 


we have had a study in the County 
Home Rule Charter, there is a provision 
for an advisory board, the Finance 
Chairman, Mr. Stone has conducted 
budget hearings on November 13, 28 and 
30, 1978 and during all those times, and 
those days, the only people who appear¬ 
ed were community groups . . .so, they 
are out there and it is our responsibility 
to go out there and meet with them and 
I don’t think that this Interaction group 
from Cleveland, Ohio can do us any good 
at all. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President, if I may, on that same 
bill, I share Mr. Bulls feelings, I’d just 
like if I can to again re-emphasize the 
fact that we have gotten a good response 
from the citizens here only by virtue of 
a mailing list where we have all of the 
citizens groups on our mailing list which 
actually comes from Planning, the De¬ 
partment that is proposing this particu¬ 
lar piece of legislation. We have a lot of 
responsible neighborhood groups. They 
are known, the only problem Is we are 
not going to them relative to these par¬ 
ticular hearings over the years, instead 
of increasing them to make them more 
accessible, we have been decreasing the 
amounts making it more difficult for 
them to participate. It would appear to 
me that the $9,500 might be spent more 
in a valuable way by trying to extend 
the amount of hearings so that they can 
be heard, rather than have someone from 
Cleveland come to tell us the same thing 
we already know. I think the time for 
investigations and outside advice is over. 
I think we know where they are, we 
have just got to improve our communi¬ 
cations. For that reason, I will not Join 
in this bill. 


Mr. Robinson: 


Mr. President, if I might, I think that 
both Councilman Stone and Councilman 
Bulls make points that are very relevant 
and as a member of Council who has 
constantly questioned our community 
development program, it wouldn’t be 
fair for me to say that I don’t share 
their general concern. But, I do believe 
that Mr. Lurcott is attempflng to address 
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a very thorny problem, one of citizen 
participation and the creation of an ef¬ 
fective citizen participation program 
here in the City. I think that he has at¬ 
tempted to pare down his original esti¬ 
mate to a point where he feels he can 
get something that is adequate and as I 
mentioned last Wednesday, if I have to 
try to convince Councilman Bulls and 
Mr. Stone that this is a worthwhile pro¬ 
ject, I’d rather do it knowing that Bob 
Lurcott has the money that he thinks 
he needs to work with. While I do have 
some reservations, I think certainly in 
this instance that perhaps the $9,500 
will be well spent to at least determine 
that an outside party, a non-interested 
third party can begin to move us in the 
proper direction and perhaps that pro¬ 
per direction is, as Mr, Stone and Mr. 
Bulls mentioned to begin to deal more 
effectively with Community Groups by 
being a little more aggresive. 

Mr. Lally: 

Mr. President, I also voted along with 
Councilman Stone and Councilman Bulls 
last Wednesday, and I feel the same as 
they do. Presently, I don’t know why we 
have to go to Cleveland or any other 
place to get a consultant when we have 
them right here in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, and I asked that question of Mr. 
Lurcott, if Cleveland’s track record is 
any example, as Councilman Bulls men¬ 
tioned last week, I think we are in real 
deep trouble. Because we all know the 
state that Cleveland is in right now. 

I will have to go along with my col¬ 
leagues and vote no on this bill. 

Mr. Givens: 

I would like to make just one comment 
in regards to this legislation. In lieu of 
the fact that I participated in the var¬ 
ious citizen groups and one of the things 
that apparently, we have not been able 
to do, is to generate in the proper per¬ 
spective, the kind of enthusiasm to bring 
out the various citizen groups. I look at 
this as a ballgame, so to speak, and we 
are bringing in outside referees to look 
over our shoulders to see what we are 
doing wrong. We go out to consultants 


for everything in City government, and 
I feel that this particular consultant is 
no different than any other consultant 
that we might hire. We are the City of 
Bridges, but yet we bring consultants in 
here from outside the city to tell us how 
to build our bridges. I think this is a 
parallel likened here and I think the 
Director has to have a little bit of credit 
here in trying to establish the goals that 
he is trying to do here in the City by 
getting our neighborhood organizations 
out and moving the way they should. 

The breakdown in communication, I 
think, is the bottom line on this par¬ 
ticular thing. As I have indicated before, 
we had a beautiful committee system in 
the City of Pittsburgh consisting of al¬ 
most 900 some people. They are elected 
by the people, they are being ignored. If 
these people were to come out and par¬ 
ticipate, we’d have no problem in this 
city, or any other city for that matter. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, this issue first arose at 
the Mayor’s meeting when it was intro¬ 
duced and when I saw the $12,000, I 
think I screamed louder than anyone at 
the time, because I have been directly 
involved with numerous public hearings 
involving the various public groups, par¬ 
ticularly in the environment. You cer¬ 
tainly get a dichotomy of opinions, peo¬ 
ple thinking that their jobs are goiny 
to be affected, others who want clean 
air because their kids can’t breathe and 
so on. We have been very successful in 
getting people to come out. We get a 
grant from the federal government of 
$2,000, we are eternally grateful, that is 
a tremendous amount of money, $2,000, 
and here we are asking for $12,000 for a 
consultant. I opposed it at the begin¬ 
ning and in essence I still oppose it. Mr. 
Lurcott’s justification for bringing these 
people in, according to his point of view, 
he feels that dealing with the groups in 
the City, there seems to be sort of no 
coming together of ideas and he feels 
that by bringing somebody in from out¬ 
side, they will be able to get more peo¬ 
ple to come out. I don’t particularly a- 
gree that this is the way to go. Perhaps 
what we ought to do is use that $12,000 
and hire somebody to work permanently 
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in his department who knows how to 
work with community groups. Obviously 
there is some lack of qualification in 
that department where people just don’t 
know how to go out and communicate. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, I would like my com¬ 
ments from last Wednesday’s meeting, 
incorporated into the minutes. 

MR. ROBINSON’S REMARKS PROM THE 
MEETING OF WEDNESDAY, DECEMBER 
13, 1978: 

Mr. Robinson: 

I have a couple of questions. Are you 
saying it is $5,000 or in between? 

Director Lurcott: 

We have been working on trying to 
reduce it. I think we have somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $12,000, but I am 
not sure we can do that. 

Mr. Robinson: 


I have one question with that. Very 
honestly, aside from Councilman Bulls’ 
concern about someone . . . 

Mr. Stone: 


Just pick up another vote. 
Mr. Robinson: 


I appreciate what Bob is saying, but I 
am concerned about an amount of mon¬ 
ey that he is reducing it for. I don’t 
think we ought to be voting on this un¬ 
til we have a set figure. Also, I am won¬ 
dering in what respect is this price go¬ 
ing to affect quality? 


As I understand it, "you get what you 
pay for” and I want to know if we are 
going to get what we pay for. 


Director Lurcott: 

We have put in $12,000 and we assume 
it would be the estimate of the cost. The 
$9,500 figure, the actual proposal was 
subject to that and we have looked over 
the proposal and asked, “are there ways 
we can cut this without reducing the 
value of it?” What we have talked about 
was somewhere around $8,200. I think it 
does cut out some of the things. I would 
like to see a lot happen and would like 
a little more, but I think we can live 
with that although we haven’t re-nego¬ 
tiated that out yet. 

Mr. Robinson: 

What was the reason for trying to re¬ 
duce the amount? 

Director Lurcott: 

There was some concern. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Then, if you are saying, let’s assume 
that now you know more about planning 
than we do. Since you know more, you 
would be required to evaluate citizen 
participation programs. It would seem 
like to me if you are willing to accept 
them, you are also saying you are will¬ 
ing to accept but are not really going to 
be affected — we can safely say six or 
seven thousand dollars ($6,000-$7,000). 
Tell us it is $12,000, let’s vote it up or 
down. 

Director Lurcott: 

The $12,000 was simply an estimate of 
what we thought it was. We got another 
proposal for $16,000 but the one we got 
for $9,500 was right. I think that was a 
good proposal. 

Mr. Robinson; 


Is it what you want? 
Director Lurcott: 
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Yes. 

Mr. Robinson: 

How much money? 

Director Lurcott: 

$9500. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Are you willing to negotiate and take 
less? 

Director Lurcott: 

I would rather not. 

Mr. Stone: 

He is saying that in order not to Jeop¬ 
ardize the quality, how far would you 
drop in price? 

Director Lurcott: 

I believe $8500 which would still get 
us an acceptable package. I think it 
would be all right but we would have to 
cut some corners. I think we can do it 
though. 

Mr. Stone: 

What are you cutting off? 

Mr. Robinson: 

We don’t need a study. If you are the 
expert, you tell me what I am getting. I 
am saying, Let’s not do it — forget it. 
What corners are you cutting anyway? 

Mr. Stone: 

You have indicated that you can get 
it up around $8500 but you would be 
cutting corners. What he is asking, for 
that price, what comers are you cutting. 
What is the value of those? 


Director Lurcott: 

I don’t know; not 12 though. 

Mr. Stone: 

How much more should it be to get 
the corners back in? 

Director Lurcott: 

If we get it between $8500 and $9500, 
we can still keep the corners n. 

Mr. Stone: 

Bob, is it $9500 with the corners back 
in? 

Director Lurcott: 

Yes, but whatever you prefer. 

Mr. Stone: 

If I may. My personal thoughts re¬ 
lating to this matter is this: The par¬ 
ticular hearings that we have had on the 
C/D started off to be well. I think the 
punch-out list was good, but instead of 
increasing the number we were reducing 
them — we went from 8 to 5. 

Director Lurcott: 

That is true. 

Mr. Stone: 

You know, it is nice for us to talk a- 
bout Renaissance H and periods of en¬ 
lightenment, but the problem is that 
we are keeping people in the dark. I 
think for $10,000 or $12,000 we should 
more than double the amount of public 
hearings. If one bus isn’t convenient, 
then let there be another bus to catch. 

Bob, you have done alot, but you have 
spread yourself thin. We need those ex¬ 
tra people to go through the exercise of 
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going to the people. I think that punch- 
out list la one of the finest things that 
has happened, but what happened was 
that there was no follow-up letter that 
we got. When they came in here, we 
were not accurate and it wasn't coming 
through. 

I can’t help but Join Councilman Bulls 
on this thought. Everybody tends to be 
an expert, outside of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. I’d like to believe somewhere out 
of these people, where the population is 
around 429,000, there has to be someone 
that has some knowledge. 

Mr. Robinson: 

A couple of months ago, I believe 
Council approved some money for the 
Pittsburgh Neighborhood Alliance — a- 
round $6,000 or $7,000. 

Director Lurcott: 

Nine thousand ($9,000). 

Mr. Robinson: 


In what way did that appropriation 
relate? Or, does it relate to this proposed 
appropriation? 

Director Lurcott: 

It relates in a sense that the Pitts¬ 
burgh Neighborhood Alliance had re¬ 
quested $9,000 for a meeting to describe 
the new regulations and when that pro¬ 
posal was made, we expressed some con¬ 
cern that it would be overlapping be¬ 
cause it was determined right at the 
time of the public hearings. We worked 
out a system where they were doing it 
somewhat differently than what we were 
telling them. 

Mr. Robinson: 

That speaks to Councilman Stone’s 
concern; maybe we don’t get into the 
areas enough. 

Director Lurcott: 


We did hold only three public hear¬ 
ings this year, but on the other hand, 
we held seven last year and we didn’t 
get any more people at the seven than 
we did at three. We had sent out some 
letters. 

Mr. Stone: 

Everytime someone doesn’t get a letter 
it is their fault. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion on the 
bill?

MR. STONE’S REMARKS FROM THE 
MEETING OF MONDAY, DECEMBER 11, 
1978: 


Mr. Stone: 


Mr. President, if I may, I’ve been 
reading the newspapers of general cir¬ 
culation in this City recently in the last 
week or so, and I’m disheartened to 
learn that certain former city personnel 


are Involved in the future of our Cable 
TV Program . . . I’m disturbed because 
of the fact that this Council has been 
working for some time and the citizens 
of the City of Pittsburgh have been 
waiting for some time for Cable TV. 
Heretofore, at least, there has been an 
effort by Mrs. Masloff and her predeces¬ 
sor, Amy Ballinger, to keep completely 
out of this thing, any political over¬ 
tones of any kind and to let it pass on 
its merits. But, I am disturbed as has 
been happening now, we are now reach¬ 
ing the bidding moment, when bidding 
should be determined on the merits of 
the technical proposal. We have the per¬ 
spective bidders all who now are be¬ 
ginning to “hire” legal staffs made up of 
for instance, one who has been out of 
the legal business for so long, I don’t 
know the value he will be in that in¬ 
stance, the other one who Just became 
a lawyer, and I question whether he has 
yet obtained the legal expertise to han¬ 
dle the matter . . . but it does very cog¬ 
ently show that the perspective bidders 
are going to bid, not so much on the 
technical proposal, but rather on their 
legal counsel that they are proposing to 
use. I am concerned because, since they 
have telegraphed to us this matter, it 
leaves me with a great deal of concern 
and now it looks much like a horse race 
in which you are not going to vote on 
the horse, but who is going to be the 
Jockey. 

I find this, for me, most regrettable 
and not a service to the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, nor in the best interests of Cable 
TV in the City of Pittsburgh and like¬ 
wise, obviously, not to the benefit of 
those people who have waited so long, 
the perspective Cable TV viewers. I think 
this Council is going to have to exercise 
now, a great deal of additional concern, 
which heretofore I did not think was 
necessary, but if it is going to have per¬ 
sonalities involved of this kind who are 
not there because of their merit, but 
rather because of some obvious influence 
that they might have, it doesn’t Just sit 
well for this City and I find it a dark 
hour in Cable TV in this City.

Mr. President, if I’m not mistaken, 
that is $708.05 to Stanley Arnheim for 
settlement of a claim for damage from 
tree root damage to the sidewalk. I know 
the City is responsible for any trees that 
are out there. They plant them and it is 
their property, people have to maintain 
their sidewalks. If they can come in to 
City Government and say that this tree 
is uprooting my sidewalk and the City 
is responsible for going out there and 
fixing that sidewalk for one person to 
the tune of $708.05, I can walk down my 
street or just about any residential 
street in this City and find sidewalks 
being uprooted. Yet, if I were to fall on 
that particular sidewalk, I could then 
sue the people who own that particular 
home. This is very serious and we could 
get a flood of these particular type of 
things coming in . . . You can see the 
cost here, $708.05. My suggestion would 
be to the City Law Department . . . 

The Chair: 

I think there is a little more here 
than what you are reading, because as 
you say, this would be pretty city-wide 
and they don’t just pay those expenses 
that easily. I know other people have 
come in and said, “your tree uprooted 
my sidewalk” and nothing happened, 
they have even gone to court and could¬ 
n’t win. So, there probably was some 
sort of statement on the part of our 
people where in taking it out probably 
did some damage. I doubt if it was just 
a tree itself and the roots uprooting the 
sidewalk. 

Mr. Ghens: 

Well, this is my exact question, if 
people can in fact, do thiB, we went 
through our budget which indicated that 
we were cutting down on a lot of tree 
pruners and other jobs and people who 
are cutting down trees in the Forestry 
Department and I so mentioned that 
this was a safety hazard . . . there are 
many trees that are out there that 
should come down.

Mr. Stone: 

Dick, it depends on the kind of tree, 
it could be those that are causing root 
problems. 

Mr. Giiens: 

Well, my only question concerns, may¬ 
be that our Legal Department might be 
able to write up some type of language 
to say “if that tree in front of your par¬ 
ticular home is beginning to uproot your 
sidewalk, then you should bo declare that 
you want that tree to come down”. Most 
people would like to see that tree re¬ 
main in front of their house because of 
the shade they get from it, etcetra. There 
are some people who do not. It is up to 
the Forestry Department to make a deci¬ 
sion as to whether that tree should come 
down or not. I’ve had some people call 
me and say that they wanted that tree 
to come down the Forestry Department 
went out there and said its a healthy 
tree. Yet, these are elderly people and 
the leaves are going into their gutters 
and they could not get up there and 
keep on cleaning the leaves out of their 
gutters. 

The Chair: 

Well, I’ve found in most cases they 
will prune them. 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, I just bring it up as a point, 
our Legal Department ought to look into 
this and I would like to recommit this 
bill until I can get a legal opinion on it. 

Mr. Perry: 

Our Legal Department checks on all 
these claims, in fact this is one . . .

They are the ones who made the de¬ 
cision to pay.

As I said, Mike, within my own neigh¬ 
borhood walking up my street I could 
get 10 or 15 customers who could put a 
suit against the City because their side¬ 
walks are being uprooted by trees that 
are planted out in front of their homes 
that they are responsible for.

Dick, I think you are overlooking a 
point. In this consideration, we can’t 
limit our liability. The law provides 
something for which we are liable, and 
in this instance the City was liable, the 
Law Department has reviewed it and 
they say under that limitation we have 
watched that the damages don’t exceed 
where they are. That is where that set¬ 
tlement is. But, there is in front of it a 
legal liability that we cannot get away 
from, so we are liable in that instance 
under those facts. 

Now, what you are indicating, whether 
there might be other lawsuits, based on 
the same liability factor, yes, but I think 
you have to watch that.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Stone: 

Mr. President, I would like to speak 
about the matter of Police Manpower, 
the minimum level of Police Manpower. 


Also, 
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We set that minimum by Ordinance to 
be 1,500. We funded that total. The 
Mayor, last year, cut that total and has 
continued to cut it. He stated last year 
originally, that it was being cut, we 
weren’t having any more classes because 
of some fiscal constraints. Later it 
changed because EMS was picking up 
some of the load, formerly, allegedly, 
that the police had carried on. The 
public has been gving us a lot of re¬ 
quests and complaints for manpower. We 
are at this time in our budget deliber¬ 
ations, analyzing whether or not, in 
view of the Mayor’s reluctance and, in 
fact, intention not to increase, whether 
we just place idle monies there and tax 
the citizens to have idle money just lay. 

I think this issue should be resolved 
once and for all, as to whether or not 
Council has the Jurisdiction and the 
legal right to set the minimum stand¬ 
ard of police manpower in this City and 
I believe we should also ascertain the 
question as to whether or not the Mayor 
can, without the consent of Council in 
view of an Ordinance, change or reduce 
that below that level. I do not believe 
that it need be anything that carries 
any maliciousness to it, I don’t believe 
that it needs any exaggerated efforts on 
either side. I think the issue is a very 
clean one, I think each side ought to, 
in a very technical sense, put their best 
foot forward and expound their respected 
positions and that is the City Council 
expound the position that they have to 
set the minimum standards of manpower 
and that the Mayor must abide by it. 

The Mayor’s position, on the other 
hand, if he still feels that way, will be 
that we do not have that right. In view 
of the fact that Mayor Caliguiri joined, 
when he was on City Council, in that 
minimum standard of 1,500 policemen, 
it would appear to me that now is the 
right time to do It, I would therefore 
move that this isuue, that we hire legal 
counsel and institute legal action, purely 
for a constitutional interpretation as to 
whether or not City Council does or does 
not have the right to set the minimum 
police manpower level in the City of 
Pittsburgh for safety reasons. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 


Mr. Lally: 

Mr. Chairman, did we not do this be¬ 
fore ... a couple of years ago when 
this first came up? 

The Chair: 

We did it with the firemen, Jim. 

Mr. Lally: 

Didn’t we do it with the policemen? 
Mr. Stone: 


No. 

The Chair: 

We went to court with the firemen and 
they ruled that we had the right to set 
the manpower. 

Mr. Stone: 

That was before the Ordinance, 
though. 

Mr. Lally: 

No, Bob, I’m talking a couple of years 
ago when Councilman Lucchino was a 
member of Council and he at that time, 
advised us that it would be a bad deal 
to go there because we’d lose the case. 

Am I referring to the same thing, do 
you remember? 

Mr. Stone: 


No, I think he was talking about the 
squads of the fire and the judge ab¬ 
stained our position there. 


The Chair: 


That was more or less in regards to 
the Table of Organization. 
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Mr. Stone: 

My position is a very easy one, if we 
don't have the Jurisdiction, we don’t 
have the jurisdiction, but I think it 
ought to be determined whether we do 
or do not without continuing to engage 
in these mental gymnastics. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would second that motion. 

The Chair: 

Bob. we went through this same thing 
with Skybus, I know I am quite famil¬ 
iar with it and I don't know how many 
other members of Council were here at 
the time, and even though we won in the 
courts, you might say, still, the Admin¬ 
istration had the right to withhold per¬ 
mits and it was one of those thingB 
where you won and you lost. 

Now, there again, the Mayor is saying 
he won’t give you 1,500 police and no 
matter what the courts say, I wonder if 
we can really force his hand. 

Mr. Stone: 

No, he hasn’t said that yet. 

He 1 b saying that he is not going to 
give the 14, what he is doing now is 
contesting the ordinance which he him¬ 
self Joined in with this City Council 
when he was a Councilman. 

Now, when the court rules, since we 
don’t have a legal interpretation, that 
the City Council has a right to set the 
minimum standard, and that is a court 
decision, then the question is whether he 
has a right to violate the law. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, you know I have always 
felt very strongly on the budget and 
the line items for the policemen that 
within I think, Section 208 of our Home 
Rule Charter, it very distinctly defines 
the responsibility for the safety of the 


people of the City of Pittsburgh being 
both inherited and both the Council and 
the Mayor . . . The Council and The 
Mayor ... I wouldn’t want to see a 
legal interpretation come down saying 
that Council does not have powers with¬ 
in this particular area. I think we defin- 
ately do, I think this Council can use 
other restrictive means in order to bring 
pressure upon the Administration to get 
them to act accordingly if we feel it is 
in the safety of the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

If we get a court decision and the 
court decision says no, then we are com¬ 
pletely wiped out of the picture. It is a 
first interpretation, it will be the first 
interpretation, I think, a strong one if 
we go to court on it, in regards to chal¬ 
lenging the present Home Rule Charter. 

If one item is challenged in that, I 
would say to a great degree, that whole 
Charter could be challenged to some 
degree, and open up a can of worms 
that I personally don’t want to get in¬ 
volved in. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, from my point of view, 
I see the issue simply as not one of 
challenging the decision of the Mayor, 
of Council, but a legal interpretation. I 
think it is important so that we can 
proceed in an orderly manner to know 
what rights Council has. Can we extend 
the amount of police, or can we not, 
and I understand the request is to get a 
legal opinion. Is that correct Mr. Stone? 

Mr. Stone: 

Correct. 

Michelle Madoff: 


Let’s get one. 
The Chair: 


In my own humble opinion, I don’t 
think we can set the amount, I think 
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our only role is to allocate the funds if 
the Mayor so requests that many police, 
or we do ourselves. If the Administra¬ 
tion refuses to carry the order out, I 
don’t know what we can do. I appreciate 
Mr. Stone’s point that we should maybe 
get a legal decision on this. And I also 
appreciate yours, Mr. Givens, that it 
would open a whole can of worms in re¬ 
gard to the Home Rule Charter. But, it 
wouldn’t be the first time the Home Rule 
Charter was questioned. But, not the 
entire Charter being questioned. 

Mr. Givens: 

As you can recall, on one of the bud¬ 
get issues, when the police was brought 
up. I indicated personally that I would 
not go for any increase in the Police 
Department, if in fact the Mayor would 
not sign a letter of intent to the City 
Council stating the date, times and 
places and the number of people who 
would be in there because year after 
year, with such a document, I felt if he 
would then renig on his agreement to 
this Council that then we would have 
something to go to court with. But, un¬ 
less Council, if Council does not budget, 
and we go into court with an interpre¬ 
tation, I think the emphasis is going to 
be lessened and it is going to hurt our 
position if we in this Council say that 
we are going to fund the 1,500 police¬ 
men. We have not done that, the fund¬ 
ing in the proposed 1979 Budget is for 
1,400 and" some officers and the rest are 
as needed. As needed money is not there. 

Mr. Stone: 

There is funding there, Dick. 

Mr. Givens: 

Within the Police Department? 

Mr. Stone: 

That is the reason I asked for that 
footnote which I think will cover it 
adequately. 

Let me back up if I may and just try 
once more. 


To believe that the Home Rule Charter 
gives you powers which in fact, you do 
not have, is worse. I think that it is not 
wrong to enter into issues to clarify and 
interpret what might seem to be, not 
clear. If in fact. Council does not have 
that power, they should not be led into 
any illusions that they do. I think it 
ought to be determined that they do or 
they do not. Instead of, as I have indi¬ 
cated, trying to find out ways that we 
can get around doing it so that we don’t 
come to the very crystal clear cogent 
point, whether or not we do or do not 
have that power. I think that should be 
resolved in the long run it will save the 
City of Pittsburgh a great deal of money 
in fooling around. As it is right now, we 
need not have any masterful engage¬ 
ments here and need not have a lot of 
expenditure of monies, it is a real crys¬ 
tal clear, constitutional issue . . . does 
City Council, under the Home Rule 
Charter, have the right, as it states in 
there, to do it. 

And, if you don’t, you ought to know 
it. I think we would help the City of 
Pittsburgh by doing it and I think that 
without the other war on it I think it 
makes a difference and I strongly urge 
that this be done at this time. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I think that once this 
issue is resolved, and I would hope that 
it was done quickly as to what we are 
empowered or not empowered to do, 
there are more than one means of ac¬ 
complishing a goal. Other cities have 
found it necessary simply because of 
fiscal problems where they Just don’t 
have the money in the budget to fund 
numbers of police to take other avenues 
such as putting a small mercantile tax 
on business people who want to have 
that . . . they go into private negotia¬ 
tions, they sign private contracts instead 
of the business owners hiring their own 
guards, they contract with the city, they 
have off duty policemen, there are many 
things that can be approached in solving 
a problem once we know what the prob¬ 
lem is. I for one do not know whether 
legally we must have 1,500 police in an 
ordinance that was passed before I came 
to Council. There seems to be some cloud- 
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ing of the issue, and all 1 am saying is 
that I am not supporting any change or 
not going to get into the hassle of the 
difference of opinions that exist on 
Council as to how many police we should 
have and how we should have them and 
how they should be funded. It is not my 
intention to take on the opinion or the 
decision of the Mayor’s staff, it is only, 
and I want it clearly understood, that 
we have a clear, defined decision on 
what that Ordinance meant . . . can we 
or can we not, or do we have the power 
to raise the number of the police or 
must we go with what is prescribed? 

And, I think we ought to have a look 
into it at some point, the effect of hav¬ 
ing the . . . 

The Chair: 


I think you have made your point 
Michelle, we could kick this around for¬ 
ever, I think the only proper decision 
would come from the courts, however I 
don’t think we want to take that drastic 
action. My feeling on the matter is that, 
when we first talked about hiring out¬ 
side counsel to give us an opinion, we 
hoped an unbiased one, my opinion then 
was that we wouldn’t get an unbiased 
one any more than the City Solicitor is 
giving the Mayor and has been for the 
last seven or eight years. 


As I said one time before, nobody can 
always be right, and apparently, Flaherty 
and Caliguiri, as far as the City Solicitor 
is concerned, have always been right, 
and we have never been right. Since we 
have gone to outside counsel, each and 
every time we ask for an opinion, the 
opinion came back in favor of whatever 
we wanted. I am not saying that they 
did this Just to satisfy us, but it strikes 
me as two wrongs don’t make a right. 
Every time they give a decision, it favors 
us, every time the City Solicitor gives 
one it favors the Mayor. So, really, we 
are . . . wherever the twain shall meet 
. . . we are just not getting anywhere 
with it short of going to the courts. This 
is my only, even though I voted aye, I 
know we are going to get a decision say¬ 
ing we can do it. 


Michelle Matloff: 

Mr. President, do I understand you 
correctly that if we go to the City Solici¬ 
tor you feel you will have . . . 

The Chair: 

If we go to the City Solicitor, he is 
going to rule we can’t do it. We are 
talking about going to an outside coun¬ 
sel, hiring an outside counsel, and he is 
going to give a decision saying we can. 
So, then the alternative is to go to the 
courts. He is going to make an interpre¬ 
tation of the Charter to suit our pur¬ 
pose, and I don’t mean this to slight 
Mr. Stone, I think he knows that, but 
this has happened every time we have 
gone to outside counsel, and every time 
we got an opinion from the Solicitor. So, 
really, we don’t prove a point either way. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Did we ever get an opinion from the 
City Solicitor on this issue? 

The Chair: 

I don’t know about this issue here, 
but ever since I’ve been on Council, for 
seven years, there has never been one 
opinion handed down from the City 
Solicitor that went contrary to whatever 
the Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh 
wanted. 

This is just the way it happens, it Just 
seems that he is 100% right, the Mayor, 
and we are 100% wrong. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, if I might, what we are 
getting into here is a battle, in what the 
legal term is called a declaratory Judg¬ 
ment. A declaratory judgment is when 
both parties, be it the City Council and 
that of the Executive Branch of Govern¬ 
ment, will go before a judge and ask to 
finalize this particular case. That is why 
I asked for a weeks stay or a two week’s 
stay or whatever the case may be. We 
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have never gotten an opinion to my 
knowledge, from an independent law 
firm in this City, as to what Council’s 
position is, we have received one from 
our own Solicitor. I do not like to walk 
into any courtroom unprepared and I 
feel in this particular case, fellow Coun- 
cilmen, until we can get legal counsel 
on this matter, I don’t want to go into 
court and get declaratory judgment 
made against us, which will be binding 
and final in action, until I know I can 
win a case. Why should I go into court 
if I don’t feel that I can win a particular 
case, I think this requires real extensive 
study. If they want it for this particu¬ 
lar year’s budget, put whatever you want 
to in that budget in order to give it the 
input that we need. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Givens, I think you have made 
your point. 

Mr. Givens: 

So, I put a motion on the floor, Mr. 
President . . . 

The Chair: 

It is not a motion, Mr. Stone would 
have to withdraw his original motion. 
His motion is already passed. 

Mr. Givens: 

Yes, I agree, and I put a motion . . . 
The Chair: 

Well, unless he withdraws his original 
motion, what sense does your motion 
make? 

Mr. Stone: 

I think that his request is incumbent 
to mine. I have indicated that we con¬ 
sult legal advice and if they indicate 
that our position is correct, then we 
proceed to court with it without any 
fooling around. 


If the legal opinion we get is such 
that we don’t have authority, then we 
should not be in court because we are 
told by our counsel that represents us 
that we don’t have authority. That is all 
there. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, point of clarification . . . 
getting a legal opinion does not neces¬ 
sarily mean we are going to court. May¬ 
be the members of Council who feel that 
we would abide by the legal decision, 
that might Just say that we can’t have 
more police. 

The Chair: 

We had better clear the air on that 
or we would have to vote if we wanted 
to go to court. 

Mr. Stone: 

This Council has had some strong 
feelings about minimum manpower of 
this City. I don’t think we should be 
constantly doing this or doing that, we 
either have the power or we don’t have 
the power. I think we ought to get that 
Interpreted. 

The Chair: 

I'm just agreeing with Michelle, that 
we are not bound to go to court. 

Mr. Givens: 

And I agreed to this, my vote was no, 
my vote for no, was the fact that I want 
to get information from our own legal 
counsel. Are we going to do this Bob? 

Mr. Stone: 

Yes. We are going to have to get an 
attorney to represent us. If he tells vis 
we have no authority, you stop. If he 
tells us we have authority, then I think 
you go into court and resolve it. 

Michelle Madoff: 
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Mr. Stone, what would you do if the 
City Solicitor said that the Council had 
the authority over the Mayor? We never 
got that opinion either. 

Mr. Coyne: 

You’d drop dead. 

Mr. Stone: 

Well, I think "Jeep” has kind of 
answered that one. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Yes, but I think protocol would call 
for at least asking for an opinion. At 
least we’d get their legal argument as to 
why we do or do not. 

Mr. Stone: 

I have no objection to that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, could we make that a mo¬ 
tion that prior to going to an outside 
attorney we ask the City Solicitor for a 
legal opinion? 

Mr. Stone: 

No, I think you ought to ask both at 
the same time and resolve it. This issue 
has to be resolved and the time is now 
if you are going to do it. 

Mr. Lally: 

Mr. President, did we not receive a 
decision in regards to the firemen on the 
same question from our Solicitor, under 
the same Charter, or even under the old 
charter? 


The Chair: 

Are we talking about setting the limit 
of firemen, Jim? 


Mr. Lally: 

Yes. 

The Chain*: 

The only action I recall with the fire¬ 
men was that we went to court in re¬ 
gard to a table of organization . . . 

Mr. Lally: 

And we lost. 

The Chain - : 

No, we won. 

Mr. Coyne: 

It was upheld through the courts. 

Mr. Stone: 

Judge Flaherty held it up. 

Mr. Givens: 

And, because the old charter and the 
new Charter both indicated . . . 

The Chair: 

It had nothing to do with the amount 
of firemen, it had to do with transfers 
and moving men around and what have 
you. 

It had nothing to do with the maxi¬ 
mum amount of firemen or the mini¬ 
mum amount. He is talking about us 
setting the maximum. 

Mr. Givens: 


The old charter and the new Charter 
so state that when the public safety is 
involved, both the Mayor and the Coun¬ 
cil have a responsibility there, it is a 
joint responsibility. 
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The Chair: 

But we even got an arguement on 
maximum or minimum now, if we allo¬ 
cate funds for 1,500, then I say it is 
the maximum, but Bob says it is the 
minimum. 

Mr. Givens: 

If we want to have the 1,528 police 
officers, I am more than willing to go 
to court and fight for that particular . . . 

Mr. Lally: 

That is not what he is saying . . . 

Mr. Givens: 

I know, statutory level, I do not Just 
want to go to court just to get an opin¬ 
ion as to who is right or who is wrong. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Point of clarification, Mr. President, 
we are budgeted in this coming budget 
for 1,400 police, and there are going to 
be no classes, and we lose 40 by attri¬ 
tion normally, so we have to have some 
funds to at least have one class going. Is 
that provided somewhere in the budget? 

The Chair: 

I don’t know how you are going to get 
a decision within a week, and then say 
okay, based on that decision say we Eire 
going to allocate enough money for 
1,500 people. We do have a month after 
the budget is approved to Eilter it. 

Mr. Givens: 


Mr. President, I would like to inject 
this one more thought in this process, 
that the Home Rule OhEirter of the City 
of Pittsburgh, although it was approved 
by this Councilmanic body, and by the 
Mayor, reluctantly Flaherty, at that par¬ 
ticular time on some issues. That par¬ 
ticular Home Rule Charter weis voted on 


by all of the people, that this wasn’t a 
legislative piece of action, that was voted 
on by Edl the people. I would hate to 
see that being changed by a judgmental 
factor coming down from the courts say¬ 
ing one is right and one is wrong. 

The Chair: 

I don’t think it is a matter of change, 
I think it is a matter of interpretation. 
Some people interpret one way and we 
might interpret it another way. The 
Charter is rather clear in what it says, 
however, I get one interpretation from 
it and you get another. We are asking 
the courts to say which interpretation is 
correct. 

Mr. Givens: 

Then if you do that, the courts are 
going to give you an interpretation, 
right? 

The Chair: 

The court is then interpreting the 
Charter for us. 

Mr. Givens: 

They are interpreting the Charter 
which was voted on by the people and 
that Charter should not be changed un¬ 
less the people want to vote it out, ask 
for a referendum on it. 

The Chair: 

They are not changing it, they are just 
giving an interpretation on it, nobody is 
going to change it, there is no way in 
the world that you can go back to the 
polls to change it, you saw that in Phil¬ 
adelphia, when Rizzo wanted to run for 
a third term. It wasn’t a matter for the 
courts, it was a matter for the people to 
change their charter. That interpretation 
was clear, it limited the Mayor to two 
terms. He wanted to change to make it 
three terms or more. And, it went back 
to the polls and the voters turned him 
down. There is a difference between in¬ 
terpretation and changing. 
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Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Stone: 


Really, this whole Issue is really off 
the issue. The issue is really not who 
has the legal authority, the issue is 
where are we going to get the money 
next year, it has not been put in the 
budget, it has been cut out of the bud¬ 
get to have even 1,400 police, I don’t 
think there is enough money in the 
budget to provide for that when you 
have no money providing for classes. 

Mr. Stone: 

There is money in that fund. 

Michelle Madoff: 

For classes as well? 

Mr. Stone: 

There is money in that budget for 
that. 

Mr. Bulls: 

Mr. President, if I may say something 
in regards to the Police Department and 
the amount of police we are going to 
have ... if you remember last week 
when the Mayor came in, he said that he 
felt that 1,400 policemen was enough. 
He also stated that he didn't see any 
need for any classes. So, I don’t think 
we have to worry about it. That is what 
the Mayor said, it is in the record. 

Mr. Stone moved to excuse Mrs. Masloff 
for absence from the meeting. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion.

BUDGET MESSAGE 
OF THE FINANCE CHAIRMAN 


CITY COUNCIL — 
CITY OF PITTSBURGH 


1979 will be a year of reckoning for 
Pittsburgh. From here on in the years 
of big surpluses will be fewer in num¬ 
ber. The years of relatively small tax in¬ 
creases will appear more infrequently. 
Instead, we as a city will have to begin 
to live with the realization that all the 
federal money, that in the past made our 
tax load lighter, is turning into a 
withering windfall. 


Our Uncle Sam is no longer a rich rel¬ 
ative and we’re going to be expected to 
do it on our own. 

Over the last decade, we grew psycho¬ 
logically and fiscally addicted to the no¬ 
tion of having someone else pay our 
bills. For example, millions of dollars of 
revenue sharing helped foot the costs of 
police and fire protection. The Compre¬ 
hensive Employment Training Act, or 
CETA, was used to pay the salaries of 
many employees who actually did work 
that was in contradiction to the phUos 
sophy of CETA. That philosophy was to 
provide training and experience to the 
hard to employ or to the vocationally 
under-employed. But we twisted the 
philosophy and used CETA funds to art- 
ificiaUy keep our taxes low. 
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With a strong flow of federal funds to 
the city, it thus became easier to declare 
a surplus each year. We now know the 
surpluses were made up of equal parts 
of “prudent management” and federal 
monies. Granted waste was cut, but the 
fact remains — no federal monies, no 
surplus. We were thus intoxicated into 
believing conditions were as peaceful as 
life at the top of a rainbow. Now clouds 
are appearing. The federal funds are 
drying up. We’ve cut waste to the point 
where we’ve got to wonder if there’s any 
more to cut. To make matters worse, in¬ 
flation hits cities, too. Salaries, health 
costs, unemployment compensation, sup¬ 
plies and materials go up year after year. 

If decreased federal monies and in¬ 
flationary induced operating costs aren’t 
enough to wake us up to the danger 
signs ahead, perhaps the mention of 
commonly practiced and accepted “mu¬ 
nicipal fiscal tricks" might further help 
to make the red light of danger clearer. 

What I am referring to are the prac¬ 
tices of first, using bond funds to pay 
for personnel who rightfully belong in 
the tax budget. Second, transferring 
Parking Authority surpluses to fund the 
city’s tax budget. Third, juggling the 
state’s contribution to the city police 
and firemen’s pensions funds thereby 
reducing the city’s share, resulting in a 
substantial increase in the false surplus 
game. 

And finally, finding a new way to fun¬ 
nel still more federal funds into the 
operating budget. 

Let’s look at each of these. 


Take bond funds for example. Each 
year the city goes out and borrows money 
at the prevailing interest rates to have 
funds for long term building projects. 

However, we’ve grown accustomed to 
using some of the borrowed dollars to 
pay for the salaries of employees who 
should be paid out of our annual tax 
budget. To pay them out of bond money 
superficially deflates the cost of doing 
business each year — but only for the 


short run, because eventually the money 
that paid those salaries has to be paid 
back. When it is re-paid, though, it is 
done with the interest added on. To 
borrow monies to pay current salaries is 
expensive and unjustified. 

Here’s a second fiscal trick. Through¬ 
out the years, the city’s Parking Author¬ 
ity is able to accumulate a surplus of 
funds through its operations. We’ve tak¬ 
en surplus fom the Authority and trans¬ 
ferred it to our operating budget. That 
transfer helps keep taxes down, but it 
doesn’t leave the necessary money to 
maintain and repair the Authority’s 
garages — some of which are starting to 
crumble. Now, the Authority has to go 
out and borrow money, with Interest 
added on, of course, to fix up what fell 
into a state of disrepair because we 
took the money designated for mainte¬ 
nance and used that money to balance 
our annual budget. 

Now, the Parking Authority is in fi¬ 
nancial difficulty in tending to its own 
maintenance needs. 

Then there are the city’s police and 
fire pension funds. Each year we put 
money in the budget to meet our total 
current funding of those two funds. We 
make the appropriations, knowing full 
well, we’ll never spend all the monies 
because of a state contribution. As a re¬ 
sult, the money unspent (over $1 Mil¬ 
lion), due to the state’s contribution, 
becomes a part of a perennial "false sur¬ 
plus”. 

A new fiscal trick has now been added 
to the repertoire. This year, Just as we 
have done with CETA in the past, we are 
now taking monies from still another 
federal program called Community De¬ 
velopment Block Grant Funds, and using 
the money in that program to pay for 
operating salaries. 

With our growing dependence on 
revenue sharing, and CETA funds, and 
with our self-deceptive bag of fiscal 
tricks, we are now reaching the point 
when the ultimate question must be 
asked: is tills city sitting on a fiscal 
time bomb? 
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I think we are, but fortunately for us, 
the bomb may have a long enough fuse 
for us to institute needed reforms. Our 
success will be dependent upon how 
quickly and how responsibly we act. 

First and foremost, let us begin by 
ending the game of “false surpluses”. 

Also, this city over the next yew years 
must be prepared to assume more re¬ 
sponsibility in funding its own opera¬ 
tions. 

In addition, government officials must 
begin to be even more responsible to 
their constltuence — the citizens of 
Pittsburgh. 

And, finally, let’s not increase the 
city’s debted obligation any more than is 
absolutely necessary. 

While we are on the subject of debt¬ 
ed obligations, it’s more than proper to 
briefly discuss the fiscal health of the 
three city pension funds. 

These pension funds are underfunded 
actuarially — by 333 Million Dollars. 

It would be folly, to ignore our re¬ 
sponsibilities on this issue, we must ad¬ 
dress this problem quickly. 

Council, in future years, will fund 
fully its current contribution to the 
pension funds, regardless of the state 
contribution. 


Council, will additionally, impress 
upon the Pension Board of this city the 
need to transfer all state contribuions to 
the unfunded portions of the pension 
funds. In this way we shall be paying 
our “total share” as we go along, and 
doing something constructive about re¬ 
ducing the unfunded pension funds 
yearly — in an amount in excess of 1 
Million Dollars. In addition, the interest 
income from this money, would further 
reduce the liability. 

When this is done, we would conse¬ 


quently receive a better bond rating in 
the market, and reduce in the future, 
our borrowing cost over many years. 


Now, I’d like to turn to next year's 
budget. 


When the Mayor presented his budget, 
he projected a $28.9 Million deficit. He 
was prepared to tax the citizens of the 
City of Pittsburgh to pay for that huge 
deficit. 


Council cut the Mayor’s spending plans 
by 5.7 Million. The cuts were accomp¬ 
lished without elimination of one job or 
program that is currently in the 1978 
budget. 


As an example, for the last five years, 
there’s been at least a $750,000 year end 
surplus in the Parks Department because 
slotted jobs were left unfilled and bud¬ 
get requests were inflated. In fact, at the 
beginning of this year, even though the 
Department’s budget proposal was prun¬ 
ed by $270,000, the “surplus” was still 
around $750,000. Cutting unspent funds 
like these in no way has meant cutting 
city services. 


Also, by ascertaining more accurately 
the 1978 surplus and predicting 1979 
revenues (based on this year’s actual re¬ 
ceipts) Council reduced the Mayor’s an¬ 
ticipated deficit to $21.2 Million. 


Council, therefore, has reduced the 
Mayor’s proposed deficit by almost 25%. 


Preferring to maintain the present 
level of the city's services, Council then 
had to devise a tax program to pay for 
even the reduced deficit of $21.2 Mil¬ 
lion. 


The Mayor proposed a 1.5% increase 
in the wage tax, a 5% increase in the 
parking tax, a 1% hike in the deed 
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transfer and a 7 mill jump in the land 
tax. Council rejected most of the Mayor’s 
plan. 

The deed transfer increase was deter¬ 
mined to be overly onerous to a buyer of 
property who would be saddled with 
paying the whole local tax of 2%. 

The parking tax increase has one ad¬ 
vantage: picking up funds from non¬ 
city residents. Council felt that advan¬ 
tage, however, was outweighed by "mak¬ 
ing a trip downtown” less inviting for 
everyone, which in turn stifles the fur¬ 
ther development of downtown business. 

Council focused most of its attention 
on the wage and land taxes. 

The logic of the wage tax proponents 
was that the tax would be placed on 
people most able to pay. But further 
analysis of the worker’s present and 
prospective burden, under the Mayor’s 
proposal, led those who were opposed to 
the wage tax, to feel that burden would 
be too heavy. 

The wage earner, under the Mayor’s 
plan, would be hit with the following: 

1. 2.6% total tax to the city. 

2. 1.0% to the School Board 

3. 2.2% to the state 

4. 6.1% for a Social Security con¬ 
tribution 

5. A federal income tax 

With all these taxes, a married person 
making $15,000, with no children would 
take home only $10,600, and if he had 
two children, he’d net only $10,900. 

All of this burden, coupled with a 
Presidentially suggested maximum 7 % 
wage increase, would mean a worker 
would take home less in ’79 than in ’78. 


At this rate we’ll "kill the goose that 
laid the golden egg”. Care and concern 
obviously had to be exercised in this 
area. 


That left the land tax. 

The proponents of the land tax in¬ 
crease based their support in the fol¬ 
lowing factors: 

1. Land taxes have not been in¬ 
creased since 1969. 

2. A tax increase on the land owned 
by the average worker was less 
burdensome than the suggested 
wage tax increase for that work¬ 
er. 

3. Land and building assessments 
are frozen and will not be in¬ 
creased in 1979. 

4. Any building improvements will 
not be taxed because of various 
tax abatement programs. 

5. Some critics of the land tax in¬ 
crease feel its “detrimental” to 
business, but the proponents 
counter by saying that aside 
from having no land tax in¬ 
crease since ’69, businesses have 
not had a business privilege tax 
increase since that year either, 
in fact there has been a decrease. 

6. Any land tax increase passed on 
to a tenant by a landlord 
should still be less than a tax on 
that tenant’s wages, and, I might 
add that there is no law that 
requires a landlord to pass on 
the tax increase — but, there is 
some obligation, even for land¬ 
lords, to join with the rest of us 
to pay for the increased cost of 
running our city. 

7. A land tax provides a way of 
taxing non-city residents who 
happen to own land in the city. 

8. Owners of vacant land would be 
encouraged to develop that land 
rather than permit it to lie idle. 

9. Some people feel a land tax in¬ 
crease would be still another 
burden for senior citizens. An 
amended state law, however, has 
increased rent and real estate 
tax rebates up to $400 for a per¬ 
son making less that $9,000 per 
year. 

10. Land taxes are collected in Janu¬ 
ary giving the city the chance to 
gain interest on these funds 
thereby gaining additional rev¬ 
enue without additional taxes. 
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In order to meet the deficit of $28.9 
Million proposed in the Mayor’s budget, 
a 70 mill land tax increase would have 
been required. When Council cut the 
deficit to $21.2 Million, only 60 mills 
more would have been needed. 

Council was divided on whether to 
fund the proposed deficit solely by a 
land tax increase or by a combination 
land tax/wage tax increase. 

The matter was resolved — in a spirit 
of compromise. Wherein Council increas¬ 
ed the wage tax by 1/4% and the neces¬ 
sary balance by a 48 mill increase on 
land. 

Much of the new taxation and indeed 
a large portion of the city’s budget pro¬ 
vides for public safety. A brief review 
of Council’s actions in that area is now 
appropriate. 

By Ordinance, this Council mandated 
that the minimum level of police man¬ 
power be 1,500 policemen. 

Although Council mandated a mini¬ 
mum level of 1,500 police officers, the 
Mayor has cut that figure to 1,400 and 
has indicated his intent not to increase 
that figure — even if Council provided 
the additional funding, in this Code 
Account. Therefore, full funding is not 
provided, in this Code Account. 

If the Mayor, in fact, will increase his 
figure, Council will provide the neces¬ 
sary funds, from other Code Accounts. 

In addition to meeting the short term 
requirements of passing a budget and a 
tax package. Council is taking addition¬ 
al steps to alleviate the taxpayer's plight. 

Legislation will be introduced requir¬ 
ing landlords to report the names and 
addresses of all their tenants to the City 
Treasurer. Surprising as it may seem, 
there appears to be many people living 
in the city who are still unaware of their 
tax obligations to the city. This legisla¬ 
tion is designed to remind them of their 
obligation and to save them from the 


greater liability of paying back taxes 
plus penalties and interest — when later 
discovered. 

The goal of the legislation is to get 
everyone to pay his or her taxes. The 
end result being additional revenue 
without more taxes. 

Furthermore, some improved book¬ 
keeping practices can be started to save 
money. The city’s inventory program is 
slipshod. It’s extremely difficult, at times 
impossible, to know what kinds of and 
how much material, furniture, equip¬ 
ment, and other items are on hand. Fre¬ 
quently we buy things when there is no 
need to because an existing supply is 
already available. Requiring all Depart¬ 
ment heads to file quarterly and yearly 
Inventories for their respective depart¬ 
ments will be the goal of still more 
legislation. 

Hopefully, legislation directed at de¬ 
termining accurate inventories will save 
more money. 

The last step is that Council will be 
requested to send a fiscal tax force to 
Harrisburg to get legislation to expand 
the city's tax base. The only way we can 
begin to help ourselves and get financial 
independence again from the govern¬ 
mental bodies is to have the enabling 
legislation to fully do the job right here 
at home. 

Finally, as Finance Chairman, I would 
like to make some personal comments. I 
have labeled this budget “The Band-Aid 
Budget”. It’s been patched together for 
another year. It addresses only short 
term problems. It doesn’t speak to the 
long term needs and resources of the 
city. 

We have to do that now. We have to 
take a long range view. 1980 and beyond 
will have even more serious problems. 
We have to begin immediately to look 
at these problems. We can’t wait until 
November, 1979. 

I hereby recommend that the City 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh adopt

the tax operating budget and I strongly 
urge the Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh 
to accept our recommendations and re¬ 
visions and to approve the 1979 Budget.

BACKGROUND ON THE 
CITY’S BUDGET PROCESS 

After the Mayor presents his proposed 
budget, the most important Job Council 
has Is to analyze, usually amend and 
eventually adopt a final budget. 

That role shouldn’t be taken lightly 
and Council doesn’t take it that way. 
To do a creditable job in evaluating the 
Mayor’s proposals Council undertook two 
"stages of review”. 

In Stage I, Council sits with the heads 
of each Department, Board and Com¬ 
mission in order to “take stock”. This 
first review covered the years 1978 and 
prior years. We undertook a probing re¬ 
view to analyze previously announced 
goals for that period, to see whether or 
not we were able to fulfill those goals. 
Council’s probing did much, to bring to 
light, more accurately, the City’s actual 
financial status, and performance ability. 

In Stage II Council, more informed 
and currently updated, again met with 
the heads of the Departments, Boards 
and Commissions and on this occasion, 
reviewed the projections and goals for 
1979, but, more pointedly, looked at the 
City’s ability to perform the newly an¬ 
nounced goals, especially in light of 
some of the past inabilities. 

Council in similar fashion, reviewed 
the Capital Budget and Community De¬ 
velopment Block Grant Program. 

This review gave Council an opportun¬ 
ity to engage in meaningful and con¬ 
structive dialogue, exchange, input and, 
to make changes. 


Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, I would like to make 
just a few comments on the budget mes¬ 
sage of the Finance Chairman. I feel 
some of these are his opinions, not total¬ 
ly the opinions of all the members of 
Council. 

In one, “all the federal money that 
has in the past made our tax load light¬ 
er is turning into a withering windfall. 
Our Uncle Sam is no longer the rich 
relative and we are going to be expected 
to do it on our own” . . . you know, 
President Carter Is to be in charge of 
the responsibility of the federal budget. 
But, at the same time, although he is 
trying to cut that back, I do not see him 
abandoning the city. One illustration of 
this is that when he was going to cut 
back on the CETA people, he is now go¬ 
ing to restore the OETA people that we 
are going to lose. So, I don’t see the 
federal government abandoning the cit¬ 
ies. I think they are going to come in 
here and help us, if not, if the city goes, 
so goes the nation. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Givens, may I interrupt you a 
second, I don’t think Mr. Stone was say¬ 
ing that he wouldn’t take federal funds, 
or couldn't need them, it is Just that in 
the future, we shouldn’t depend too 
strongly upon them, because if they are 
not forthcoming, we have to use other 
methods as he well explained. 

Mr. Givens: 

But, what the federal government is 
doing for us is returning the federal tax 
dollars that we have been giving them, 
they are giving us that in return to the 
proportion that by our population and 
by the amount we give them from this 
City of Pittsburgh. 

About two comments, very quickly, I 
have to appreciate that the Finance 
Committee and everyone involved did 
one hell of a job in preparing this total 
budget. I know they worked extremely 
hard. However, when I compare the City 
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of Pittsburgh with other cities when it 
comes down to the pension funds, I 
think we started to fund at least the 
new Municipal Pension Fund, and to 
some degree we Btarted to fund the old 
Municipal Pension Fund this year, or at 
least taking the first steps. You know, 
you can’t lay the burden of responsibility 
all on one particular Mayor and in one 
particular year. This has been accumu¬ 
lated over a number of years and every¬ 
one is responsible from day one up to 
the present day because of this situation. 
I’m glad that the Finance Chairman 
brought it to light, because this is a 
pressing problem because of our fiscal 
bonding that we must go through. 

On page nine, where he iterates all 
the various taxes that are levied upon 
the people, I have to agree with this, 
federal income tax, there has been no 
additional income tax . . . what the 
federal government is trying to do is 
reduce that. And, they have reduced it 
for the year 1979, that is why they are 
reducing, in some cases, the contribution 
to the cities that they are receiving this 
money from. There has been no increase 
in business privilege tax, decrease was 
indicated in one case. But, might I point 
out that business privilege taxes and all 
various business taxes are based in many 
cases on the gross, so although the per¬ 
centage was not Increased, the gross has 
increased over the years. 

I’d like to make one other comment 
on in regard to page eleven of Mr. 
Stone’s speech . . . when we talk about 
the $400 rebate to the senior citizens . . . 
the senior citizens are people that in 
many cases need some guidance. I 
strongly urge that that $400, we take 
some action from this Council right here 
to get in the hands of all the senior 
citizens, that they can be identified. I 
think there are too many of them out 
there that cannot be identified, and that 
$400 is a rebate after one year. That is 
not in advance, that is after one year. 
These people must fill out these forms 
in order to get that rebate. I very ser¬ 
iously feel that many of them will be 
fuddled because of those forms, and as 
a result, will not submit them. 

We asked for 1528 police officers, not 


just 1,500 ... 28 are park police, I don’t 
know if that was left out or not. 

On page 13, at the top of the page, 
"legislation will be induced requiring 
the landlords to report the names and 
addresses of all their tenants to the City 
Treasurer’’ ... I have to agree with 
Councilman Stone that not all of our 
taxes Eire being collected. However, in a 
bureaucratic sense of the word, make the 
landlord responsible for indicating what 
tenants are there . . . there are some 
landlords that are very small in this 
city, again, having only one or two peo¬ 
ple maybe living in their own house. 
How can you define landlord in this par¬ 
ticular case. I don’t think the city can 
even do it, or will have a very difficult 
time. I think there are other means of 
state Income. If you have to pay an in¬ 
come, state income, there must be an 
address, and federal income, that should 
be explored a little bit more. 

I thank you for the opportunity to 
make these comments, they are not made 
to be critical, but I feel the Finance 
Chairman has his responsibility but as 
nine individual councilmembers here, I 
feel there was some comment to be made 
on his particular message as Chairman. 

Thank you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Chairman, I think that once the 
Mayor has had a chance to review the 
amended budget, we may see another 
point of view and I think at that time 
many of us would prefer to comment 
on the general contents of Mr. Stone’s 
statement, which I think in part, or in 
most part, is very well taken. However, 
as a new member of the Council, per¬ 
haps looking at it a little bit differently 
than people who have been here a great¬ 
er length of time, I think it might be 
appropriate to relate a funny thing that 
happened here in Council one day ... I 
was given sort of a course on line item 
budgeting, I didn’t understand why we 
didn’t have a contingency fund for 
things that have happened in the past 
such as riots or horrendous winters such 
as last year’s, and I said, well I just got 
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my first lesson today in practical poli¬ 
tics, and Mr. McGrady, as you know, 
corrected me and said, “No, your first 
lesson in practical politics is to get elect¬ 
ed.” So, it was my second lesson in 
practical politics. 

It appears that when you have a line 
item budget, and the public will not ac¬ 
cept a contingency fund, that it has 
been the practice of almost all cities 
who use a line item budget, to say, for 
example, “I’ll just take something out of 
the air”, say in personnel, a certain seg¬ 
ment, you may say, “Well, we are going 
to need 12 people,” but you budget for 
13, and that gives you a cushion so that 
in the following year should you run 
into an emergency such as salt going up 
25%, horrendous winter puts pressure 
on us such as 70 trucks not starting 
last year . . . trucks not being replaced 
during the previous administration when 
they cost $15,000, now they are $35,000, 
and as I said, 70 trucks not starting . . . 
I think those are areas that we have to 
think about. I am not convinced in my 
mind, I have stated so previously, that 
there was a lot of fat in the budget, and 
I think it has been an unrealistic cut, 
that the coming year will prove me to 
be right or wrong and I hope I am 
wrong. 

I’d like to also comment on page five, 
"and finally let us not increase the city s 
debted obligation any more than is ab¬ 
solutely necessary”, I think in the sec¬ 
ond month I was here, the issue of 
bonds came up, and I wanted to know 
why we were not using the money that 
was already set aside for projects and I 
was told by the Finance Chairman, as a 
matter of record, and I don’t think he 
would deny it, that I don't understand 
that if we use this money that is even 
not encumbered, that we would then 
perhaps, not do the project that this 
money was set aside to perform . . . for 
that specific purpose. However, in the 
zero hour, if I understand our Chair¬ 
man correctly and he can correct me if 
I’m wrong, I think there is some move¬ 
ment towards using the unencumbered 
... I think there was $40 Million, we 
now have something like $14 Million un¬ 
encumbered to pay for projects that are 
presently able to be undertaken, while 


other projects are delayed through no 
fault of the city, it may be because of 
PennDot, or a zoning ordinance, so here 
we have a switch that I don’t think we 
can lay at the hands of Council or at the 
Mayor, but I think, just as sort of an 
outsider, just saying, why don’t we use 
the money we have, why go borrow more 
money and I was told that this is the 
way it is done. I think that there is no 
doubt in the minds of any member of 
Council that with the funds not coming 
next year from the federal government, 
greater cuts in CETA monies, counter¬ 
cyclical revenue sharing and all of the 
monies that the federal government and 
our President has indicated, even a fur¬ 
ther tightening of the belt, how do we 
address ourselves to the automatic in¬ 
creases, cost of living, increases in case of 
any emergency and I think that we are 
going to have to take a look at that. 

My last comment, is that I think it 
would be terribly unfair to leave the im¬ 
pression that the Mayor has not at¬ 
tempted to do something about the bus¬ 
iness of getting an enabling act so that 
we can go out and tax those members 
of the community who use the city and 
do not pay, for example the $480,000 
last year for paramedic services, 10% to 
15% of the community who are serviced 
by the city paramedics do not live in the 
city. We could go over the same litany 
of the zoo, etc., and you have heard me 
illicitate on those previously. The Mayor, 
I understand has already organized to 
meet with the Legislatures in Harrisburg 
and I understand he will be inviting 
certain members of Council, or those 
who are interested to accompany him.

munity. And then, if they are not sold, 
outsiders could have a chance at draw¬ 
ing on what is not sold.

There being a quorum present, before 


we start this unprecedented meeting, I 
would like to say to all members of 
Council that I wish you a Happy New 
Year. 

Ladies and gentlemen, the purpose of 
the meeting, and there is only one pur¬ 
pose is to take action upon the Mayor’s 
veto of our Budget. There will be a vote 
to either sustain or veto the Mayor’s 
Budget, in whole. It won’t be a line-item 
thing. We will vote either to go along 
with Mayor Caligulri’s veto, or override 
it. 

There will be a discussion before tak¬ 
ing a vote so that those of you who feel 
they would like to comment can do so 
prior to the vote.

Dear President and Members: 
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I am returning the enumerated bills 
which I disapprove and hereby veto. I 
urge Council to reconsider its action and 
adopt revenue measures more in keeping 
with my original proposal. 

In developing my tax program I at¬ 
tempted to accomplish two objectives: 
1) place the burden on those most able 
to pay through an increase in the earned 
income tax and 2) spread the burden to 
non-resident users of city services 
through an increase in the parking tax. 

I specifically rejected placing the great¬ 
est share of the burden on property taxes 
believing it could Impair our Renaissance 
II effort, which is designed to broaden 
the City’s tax base to keep pace with 
inflationary pressures. Moreover, it would 
be an unconscionable burden to place on 
our property owners — especially our 
senior citizens many of whom are barely 
surviving on fixed incomes. I think by 
now we all realize that property owner¬ 
ship in no way reflects a person’s ability 
to meet his or her own personal needs 
let alone to carry the tax load for mu¬ 
nicipal services. In the case of our sen¬ 
ior citizens many have spent their en¬ 
tire lives building this city and accum¬ 
ulating one personal asset — their homes. 
For that reason alone I cannot, in good 
conscience, endorse the actions you have 
taken. 

I wish to thank the members of Coun¬ 
cil who supported my position and at¬ 
tempted to strike a compromise in keep¬ 
ing with the objectives that I set forth. 
I urge the other members of Council to 
give this matter reconsideration.

I am returning to you the attached 
Bill No. 2360 dated December 29, 1978 
entitled 

RESOLUTION — Adopting the 1979 
Capital Budget; allocating and setting 
aside amounts in connection therewith; 
creating Capital Funds; transferring 
Bond Funds to said Capital Funds. 

I have signed and approved the res¬ 
olution except a condition placed in 
Section 1 of the Resolution by City 
Council which I disapprove and veto. 
That item has been indicated in the Res¬ 
olution by a red marking. 

I am vetoing this provision inasmuch 
as the inclusion of a condition upon the 
adoption of a capital budget would be in 
contradiction to Article 5, Section 502 of 
the Home Rule Charter which mandates 
an annual balanced operating budget 
and an annual capital budget. To make 
the adoption of a capital budget con¬ 
tingent upon the sale of bonds or notes 
prior to April 1, 1979 would therefore be 
in violation of the Home Rule Charter.

Is there any discussion on the vetoes? 
Mr. Stone: 


Mr. President, if I may, I believe its 
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no secret to the citizens of the City of 
Pittsburgh at this time that this Coun¬ 
cil had some strong feelings about dif¬ 
ferent ways of taxing the citizens of the 
City of Pittsburgh to pay for funding 
this Budget. 

This City Council, in a spirit of co¬ 
operation, did compromise because it Is 
the best thing to do in the interest of 
all the citizens of the City of Pittsburgh. 
In view of that, a compromise provision 
was sent to the Mayor. The Mayor has 
chosen to veto that compromise posi¬ 
tion. 

In view of that, I would therefore 
move that we override the Mayor on all 
vetoes. 

Mr. Coyne seconded the motion. 

The Chair: 

The motion is made and seconded to 
override the Mayor’s veto. Is there any 
discussion? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, first of all, I think the 
spirit of cooperation that exists could 
still exist. I have spoken to the Mayor 
and know he has called every member of 
Council. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. President, I would Just like to 
state that if Mrs. Madoff is going to 
make her suggestions in debate, that it 
be accurate, for this is one member the 
Mayor has not called. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Nor me. 

Mr. Bulls: 

Me either. 

Michelle Madoff: 


I apologize. I made an assumption, not 
correct. 

But, I think the important issue before 
we vote should be clearly understood . . . 
that is that by sustaining the Mayor's 
veto, in other words, going along with 
the Mayor’s veto does not mean we’re 
committed to the original budget that 
the Mayor presented. That is only a sug¬ 
gested budget. I have spoken to the 
Mayor, but I will speak for myself. 

The Mayor informs me he would be 
very happy to sit down with all of the 
members of Council and further work 
out a better compromise. Now, I think 
that is very important, before we vote, 
that we understand that if we sustain 
the Mayor’s veto, we’re not committed 
to one and a half per cent on Wage Tax. 

The Chair: 

I believe everybody here is aware of 
that. 

Michelle Madoff; 

I was not aware of that because I 
spoke to Mike Perry and he was not 
aware. 

The Chair: 

We’re going to start all over again. 
We’re not voting in that respect, to ac¬ 
cept the Mayor’s proposal. 

Michelle Madoff: 


In line with that, I would like to 
point out that because of pressing time 
— for example, we did not have an op¬ 
portunity to discuss other areas of tax¬ 
ation such as water tax. I am going to 
propose to Council, and I believe there 
is great support for it amongst other 
members of Council because they raised 
the issue long before I came to Council, 
to have our water rates uniform, stand¬ 
ard across the board. That is, the larg¬ 
est users would not get a special rate. 
Something like a .09 increase. It would 
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not affect the small users. It would gen¬ 
erate $1 Million In taxes. The message 
came from the Treasurer’s Office just 
the other day. 

I strongly urge this Council to sus¬ 
tain the Mayor’s veto, if only from the 
point of cooperation. This City cannot 
survive if we are constantly fighting 
with the Administration. Let’s sit down 
with the spirit, in 1979, with the spirit 
of working together. The Mayor is tak¬ 
ing a gamble. We want to have one 
quarter of one per cent. 

Let’s see if we could sit down and 
work out something more in keeping 
with his meaningful compromise. I urge 
all of us not to take a hard, fast posi¬ 
tion and say we have compromised and 
we're not going to budge from that po¬ 
sition. It doesn’t mean we have to im¬ 
prove on the budget. It only means that 
by sustaining the veto, we have an op¬ 
portunity to discuss it. 

Let me point out another thing. Those 
of you who recall, at the end of last 
year, there were some movements to 
chastise some department heads and bills 
were not okayed for payment out of this 
year’s budget. We’re going into 1979 with 
a deficit in unpaid bills in automobile 
costs and in the Water Department for 
the purchase of chemicals ordered and 
not paid for and we go into next year, 
in November, and this escaped me in 
the line item budget and the snow we 
missed this year, if we get snow in Oc¬ 
tober or November, we have to deal with 
It. 

With respect to our affect on Public 
Safety, there are so many areas where 
we may or may not agree. I don’t want 
anyone to say I’m the champion of the 
Mayor’s Office but I ask that in good 
spirit we sit down and see if we can’t 
amend it, in the spirit of compromise. 

Certainly we could accept at least an¬ 
other quarter per cent on Wage Tax. 

There has never been an opportunity 
to thow out another alternate proposi¬ 
tion. I am not feeling well tonight and 


I made a special effort to be here. Please 
consider sustaining the veto, if only in 
the spirit of discussing it further. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, not to prolong the pro¬ 
ceedings here but to make a couple of 
quick comments. I have attempted to 
be consistent in my position, not only 
in taxing, but over the Mayor’s recom¬ 
mendations to this Council. I was in 
favor of only the land tax and I still 
maintain that’s the best way to pro¬ 
ceed. 

The compromise originally suggested, 
as I understand, was that this Council 
would proceed with the land tax only. 
Subsequent to that, another compromise 
was arranged which did involve the 
Wage Tax. At that point, I was against 
that Wage Tax and I am still against it, 
but I accept the compromise inasmuch 
as it does represent the majority of 
Council. 

My Colleagues decided that this is an 
appropriate way to accomplish it and I 
left Friday saying I would support it, 
even though I have voiced my reserva¬ 
tions about that being the proper way. 
I think that the majority did vote for 
the compromise, including Mrs. Madoff. 
I would support it and on that note, I 
would like to call for the question. 

Mr. Coyne: 

I would like a ruling from the parlia¬ 
mentarian as to a yes and no vote, as 
the question is presented to Council. I 
would like the President to raise the 
question. 

Mr. Stone: 

I made a motion to override the May¬ 
or’s veto which means if you want to 
override the Mayor’s veto you will vote 
yes. 

Mr. Mnlvihill: 

If the Chair states the question in 
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the manner Councilman Stone ou tlin ed, 
if you wish to override, you vote “aye;" 
if not, vote “nay”. 

Mr. Bulls: 

Mr. President, before we vote, I would 
like to say one thing. I don’t think any¬ 
one in this body was fighting the Mayor, 
as stated. I think we were voting our 
conscience, the way we think Is best for 
the City of Pittsburgh; not fighting the 
Mayor. 

The Chair: 

We need six votes to override the 
Mayor’s veto and were voting on the 
entire budget. 

Mr. Stone: 


The issue is only one; to override the 
Mayor’s veto. 


The Chair: 

If we sustain again, we go back to the 
board and start from day one. If we 
vote to override the Mayor’s veto, then 
the budget is approved, by Council as 
passed Friday and will automatically 
become law.

Mr. DePasquale: 

I Just have a short comment to make. 
These are trying times and I want to 
say I respect the Judgment of my col¬ 
leagues although I may not approve or 
go along. I said I was opposed to a land 
tax of any great size and I would be In¬ 
consistent if I changed. The vote is 
seven to two; automatically, the veto Is 
overridden. However, I will add my vote 
to say, no. 

And on motion of Mr. Stone 
Council adjourned. 
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
